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A  HAT  die  prefent  mining  p&riod  of  Irifh  niftory  may  net 
hereafter  be  clouded  from  the  vague  conjecture  of  literary 
pride,  the  affe&ation  of  uncommon  difcernment,  or  the 
prejudice  of  party,  I  (hall  make  no  apology  for  prefenting 
my  countrymen  with  a  full  and  compleat  collection  of  their 
firm  and  liberal  refolutions ;  to  which  I  intend  to  prefix  the 
Hiftory  of  Volunteering,  and  a  retrofpect  of  this  kingdom 
from  the  invafion  of  Henry  II.  &c.  merely  to  exhibit 
our  privileges,  the  innovation  of  our  rights,  the  reftric- 
tion  of  our  commerce,  and  the  neceflity  of  our  armed  afTo- 
ciations  -,  fo  that  by  contrafting  the  paft  time  with  the  glorious 
pfrofpeel  of  the  future,  we  may  be  the  more  truly  fenfible  of 
the  bleflings  we  are  about  to  enjoy,  the  obligations  we  are 
under  of  pioufly  tranfmitting  them  to  our  children,  and  the 
gratitude  we  owe  to  Heaven,    and  thofe  virtuous  patriots, 

a  w&ofe 
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whofe  firm  exertions  have  reilored  us  to  that  liberty,  front 
which  happinfs  is  infeparable. 

The  Englifh  at  every  period  appear  to  have  entertained 
the  higheft  contempt  for  the  Irilh  *.  Nor  is  there  an  hiftorian 
among  them  who  has  treated  us,  or  our  affairs,  with  impar- 
tiality ;  nay,  even  Giraldus  Cambrenfis,  who  attended  Henry 
II.  in  his  expedition  here,  as  Hiftoriographer,  has  afcribed 
Mac  Murragh's  expulfion  to  an  affair  of  gallantry  f,  when  in 
fad,  it  was  the  tyranny  he  exercifed  over  his  fubjecis,  as  may 
more  fully  appear  in  Lord  Lyttleton's  hiftory  of  Henry  II. 
on  authorities  furnifhed  by  that  venerable  hiftorian,  Charles 
O'Conor,  Efq;  from  whofe  lips  I  have  had  a  further  corrobo- 
ration of  this  affertion. 

King  Henry  having  obtained  a  bull  from  Pope  Adrian* 
his  countryman,  for  the  inveftiture  of  this  kingdom,  I  (hall 
prefent  it  to  my  readers,  as  a  proof  ©f  the  miferable  fuper- 
ftition,  grofs  ignorance,  and  Papal  authority  of  thofe  days  ; 
and,   above  all,    the  religious  pretext  for  the  invafion. 

•'  ADRIAN,  Bifhop,  fervant  of  the  fervants  of  God,  to* 
his  deareft  fon  in  Chrift  the  illuftrious  King  of  England, 
greeting  and  apoflolic  benediction. 

«*  Full  laudably  and  profitably  hath  your  magnificence  con- 
ceived the  defign  of  propagating  your  glorious  renown  on 
earth,  and  completing  your  reward  of  eternal  happinefs  in 
Heaven ;  while,  as  a  catholic  prince,  you  are  intent  on  en- 
larging the  borders  of  the  church,  teaching  the  truth  of  the 
Chriftian  faith  to  the  ignorant  and  rude,  exterminating  the 
reots  of  vice  from  the  field  of  the  Lord,    and  for  the  more 


*  Even  the  refined  Cheflerfield,  of  graceful  memory,  who  dwelt  long 
amongft  us,  in  a  letter  to  the  Bifhop  of  Waterford,  reprefents  one  of  our 
provinces  as  then  in  a  ftate  of  the  moft  profound  ignorance  and  barbarifm, 

f  The  caufe  of  Dermod's  expulfitfn,  fays  the  legendary  monk,  wa9 
in  conference  of  his  having  carried  off  the  wife  of  Tiergnan  O'RoUrke 
King  of  Breiffne.  This  lady  is  reprefented  by  the  Poets  and  Annalifts 
of  thofe  days,  as  exceedingly  beautiful,  and  of  an  amorous  difpofition  j 
her  flight  with  Mac  Murragh  it  is  generally  thought  carried  only  the 
appearance  of  reluctance ;  her  name  was  Dervorghal,  her  father  was

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convenient  execution  of  this  purpofe,  requiring  the  counfel 
and  favour  of  the  apoftolic  fee.  In  which,  the  maturer  your 
deliberation,  and  the  greater  the  difcretion  of  your  procedure, 
by  fo  much  the  happier,  we  truft,  will  be  your  progrefs,  with 
the  afliftance  of  the  Lord  ;  as  all  things  are  ufed  to  come  to  a 
profperous  end  and  imie,  which  take  their  beginning  from  the 
ardour  of  faith  and  the  love  of  religion. 

M  There  is  indeed  no  doubt  but  that  Ireland,  and  all  the 
iflands  on  which  Chrift  the  fun  of  righteoufnefs  hath  fhone, 
and  which  have  received  the  doctrines  of  the  Chriftian  faith, 
do  belong  to  the  jurifdiftion  of  St.  Peter  and  of  the  holy 
Roman  church,  as  your  excellency  alfo  doth  acknowledge. 
And  therefore  we  are  the  more  folicitous  to  propagate  the 
righteous  plantation  of  faith  in  this  land,  and  the  branch  ac- 
ceptable to  God,  as  we  have  the  fecret  conviction  of  confci- 
ence  that  this  is  more  efpecially  our  bounden  duty. 

"  You  then,  mod  dear  fon  in  Chrift,  have  iignified  to  us 
your  defire  to  enter  into  the  ifland  of  Ireland,  in  order  to  re- 
duce the  people  to  obedience  unto  laws,  and  to  extirpate  the 
plants  of  vice  ;  and  that  you  are  willing  to  pay  from  each 
houfe  a  yearly  penfion  of  one  penny  to  St.  Peter,  and  that 
you  will  preferve  the  rights  of  the  churches  of  this  land 
whole  and  inviolate.  We  therefore,  with  that  grace  and  ac- 
ceptance fuited  to  your  pious  and  laudable  defign,  and  favour- 
ably aiTenting  to  your  petition,  do  hold  it  good  and  acceptable, 
that,  for  extending  the  borders  of  the  church,  retraining 
the  progrefs  of  vice,  for  the  correction  of  manners,  the 
planting  of  virtue,  and  the  encreafe  of  religion,  you  enter 
this  ifland,  and  execute  therein  whatever  mall  pertain  to  the 
honour  of  God  and  welfare  of  the  land ;  and  that  the  peo- 
ple ©f  this  land  receive  you  honourably,  and  reverence  you 
as  their  lord :  the  rights  of  their  churches  ftill  remaining  fa- 
cred  and  inviolate ;  and  faving  to  St.  Peter  the  annual  pen- 
fion of  one  penny  from  every  houfe. 

"  If  then  you  be  refolved  to  carry  the  defign  you  have  con- 
ceived into  effectual  execution,  ftudy  to  form  tjiis  nation  to 
virtuous  manners  ;  and  labour  by  yourfelf,  and  others  whom 
you  mail  judge  meet  for  this  work,  in  faith,  word,  and  life, 
that  the  church  may  be  there  adorned,  that  the  religion  of 
the  Chriftian  faith  may  be  planted  and  grow  up,  and  that  all 
things  pertaining  to  the  honour  of  God,  and  the  falvation  of 
fouls,  be  fo  ordered,  that  you  may  be  entitled  to  the  fulnefs 
of  eternal  reward  from  God,  and  obtain  a  glorious  renown 
or  earth  throughout  all  ages.', 

As 
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As  the  conqueft.  of  Ireland  by  Henry  the  Second,  is  an  ex~ 
preffion  frequent  in  the  mouths  of  the  Englilh,  I  fhall  ad- 
duce Mr.  Molyneux's  obfervations  on  this  fubjecl : 

"  I  come  to  enquire,  whether  Ireland  might  be  properly 
faid  to  be  conquered  by  King  Henry  II.  or  by  any  other 
Prince  in  any  fucceeding  rebellion.  And  here  we  are  to  uri- 
derftand  by  conquer):,  an  acquijition  of  a  kingdom  by  force  of 
armsy  to  which  force  like  wife  has  been  oppofed  ;  if  we  are  to  un- 
aerftand  conqueft  in  any  other  fenfe,  I  fee  not  of  what  ufe  it 
can  be  made  againft  Ireland's  being  a  free  country.  I  know 
conqueflus  fignifies  a  peaceable  acquifition,  as  well  as  an  hof- 
tile  fubjugating  of  an  enemy.  Vid.  Spelman's  Glof.  And 
in  this  fenfe  William  I.  is  called  the  Conqueror,  and  many  of 
our  Kings  have  ufed  the  epoch  a  pofl  conqueflum.  And  fo  like- 
wife  Henry  II.  ftiled  himielf  conqueflor  cif  daminus ■' Hihernia i y 
but  that  his  conqueft  was  no  violent  fubj ligation  of  this  king- 
dom, is  manifeft  from  what  foregoes  *:  for  here  we  have  an 
intire  and  voluntary  fubmiflicn  of  all  the  ecclefiaftical  and 
civil  ftates  cf  Irelancl,  to  King'  Henry  II.  without  the  lead 
hoftile  flroke  on  any  fide  :  we  hear  not  in  any  of  the  chroni- 
cles of  any  violence  on  either  part ;  all  was  tranfacled  with 
the  greateft  quiet,  tranquility,"  and  freedom  imaginable!  I 
doubt  not  but  the  barbarous  people  of  the  ifland  at  that  time, 
were  ftruck  with  fear  and  terror  cf  King  Henry  IPs  power- 
ful force  which  he  brought  with  him  ;  but  ftill  their  eafy  and 
voluntary  fubmiffions,  exempts  them  from  the  confequents  of 
an  hoftile  conqueft,  whatever  they  are  ;  where  there  is  no  op« 
pofition,  fuch  a  conqueft  can  take  no  place. 

««  I  have  before  taken  notice  of  Henry  II's  ufing  the  ftile 
of  conqueflor  Hibernia  f ;  I  prefume  no  argument  can  be  drawn 
from  hence,  for  Ireland's  being  a  cpnquered  country;  for 
\ye  find  that  many  of  the  Kings  of  England  have  ufed  the 
«ra  of  pofl  conqueflum;  Edward  III.  was  the  firft  that  ufed  it 
in  England,  and  we  frequently  meet  with  Henricus  pofl  con- 
queflum quartus,  &c.  as  taking  the  Norman  invafion  of  Wil- 
liam I.  for  a  conqueft.  But  I  believe  the  people  of  England 
would  take  it  very  ill  to  be  thought  a  conquered  nation,  in 
the  fenfe  that  fome  impofe  it  on  Ireland :  and  yet  we  find  the 
fame  reafon  in  one  cafe,  as  in  the  other,  if  the  argument 
from  the  King's  ftile  of  conqueflor  prevail.  Nay,  England 
may  be  faid  much  more  properly  to  be  conquered  by  Wil-

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jjiiim  I.  than  Ireland  by  Henry  II :  for  we  all  know  with 
what  violence  and  oppofition  from  Harold,  King  Wi  liam  ob- 
tained the  kingdom,  after  a  bloody  battle  nigh  Haftings. 
Whereas  Henry  II.  received  not  the  lead  oppofition  in  Ire- 
land ;  all  came  in  peaceably,  and  had  large  concemons  made 
them  of  the  like  laws  and  liberties  with  the  people  ot~  Eng- 
land, which  they  gladly  accepted,  as  we  fhall  iee  hereafter. 
But  I  am  fully  fatisfied,  that  neither  King  William  I.  in  his 
acquifition  of  England)  or  Henry  II.  in  his  ac  que  ft  of  Ire- 
land, obtained  the  leaft  title  to  what  fome  would  give  to  con- 
querors. Though  for  my  own  part,  were  they  conquerors 
in  a  fenfe  never  fo  ftrict,  I  fhould  enlarge  this  prerogative 
very  little  or  nothing  thereby. 

'*  Another  argument  fur  Henry  IPs  hoftile  eonqueft  of 
Ireland,  is  taken  from  the  oppofition  which  the  natives  of 
Ireland  gave  to  the  firft  adventurers,  Fitz-Stephens,  Fitz- 
Gerald,  and  Earl  Strongbow ;  and  the  battles  they  fought  in 
aflifimg  Mac  Murragh,  Prince  of  Leinfter?  in  the  recovery  of 
his  principality. 

"  'Tis  certain  there  were  fome  conflicts  between  them  and 
the  Irifh,  in  which  the  latter  were  conitantly  beaten  ;  but  cer- 
tainly the  conquefts  obtained  by  thofe  adventurers,  who  came 
over  only  by  the  King's  licenfe  and  permiftion,  and  not  at  all 
by  his  particular  command  (as  is  manifeft  from  the  words  of 
the  letters  patents  of  licenie  recited  by  Giraldus  Cambrenfis, 
H'ib.  expug.  page  760.  Edit.  Francf.  1603,  dngl.  Norm.  Hiker. 
Camd.)  can  never  be  called  the  eonqueft  of  Henry  11.  efpe- 
cially  confidering  that  Henry  II.  himfelf  does  not  appear  to 
have  any  defign  of  coming  into  Ireland,  or  obtaining  the 
dominion  thereof,  when  he  gave  to  his  fubjecb  of  England 
this  licenfe  of  affifting  Mac  Murragh.  But  I  conceive  ra- 
ther the  contrary  appears,  by  the  ftipu1ations  between  Mac 
Murragh,  and  the  adventurers  ;  and  efpecially  between  him 
and  Strongbow,  who  was  to  fucceed  him  in  his  principality. 

'«  From  what  foregoes,  I  prefume  it  appears  that  Ireland 
cannot  properly  be  laid  fo  to  be  conquered  by  Henry  II. 
as  to  give  the  parliament  of  England  any  jurifdiclion  over 
us  ;  it  will  much  more  eafily  appear,  that  the  Englifh  victo- 
ries, in  any  fucceeding  rebellions  in  that  kingdom,  give  no 
pretence  to  a  eonqueft  :  if  every  fuppreftion  of  a  rebellion 
may  be  called  a  eonqueft,  I  know  not  what  country  will  be 
excepted.  The  rebellions  in  England  have  been  frequent ; 
£n  the  contefts  between  the  houfes  of  York  and  Lancafter,  one 
jfxde  or  ether  rauft  needs  be  rebellious.  I  am  fure  the  commo- 
tions 
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tions  in  King  Charles  I's  time,  are  ftiled  fo  by  moil  hifto- 
rians.  This  pretence  therefore  of  conqueft  from  rebellions, 
has  fo  little  colour  in  it,  that  I  mail  not  infill  longer  on  it: 
I  know  conqueft  is  an  hateful  word  to  Englifh  ears,  and  we 
have  lately  feen  a  book  *  undergo  a  fevere  cenfure,  for  offer- 
ing to  broach  the  dodtrine  of  conqueji  in  the  free  kingdom  of  Eng- 
land. 

"  But,  to  take  off  all  pretence  from  this  title  by  conqueft, 
I  come  in  the  third  place  to  enquire,  what  title  conqueji  gives  by 
the  laio  of  nature  and  reafon. 

"  And  in  this  particular  I  conceive,  that  if  the  aggreffor 
or  infulter  invades  a  nation  unjuftly,  he  can  never  thereby 
have  a  right  over  the  conquered  :  this  I  fuppofe  will  be  rea- 
dily granted  by  all  men:  if  a  villain,  with  a  piftol  at  my 
breaft,  makes  me  convey  my  eftate  to  him,  no  one  will  fay 
that  this  gives  him  any  right :  and  yet  juft  fuch  a  title  as  this 
lias  an  unjuft  conqueror,  who  with  a  fword  at  my  throat 
forces  me  into  fubmiffion ;  that  is,  forces  me  to  part  with  my 
natural  eftate,  and  birth-right,  of  being  governed  only  by 
laws  to  which  I  give  my  confent,  and  not  by  his  will,  or  the 
will  of  any  other. 

"  Let  us  then  fuppofe  a  juft  invader,  one  that  has  right  on 
his  fide  to  attack  a  nation  in  an  hoftiie  manner ;  and  that  thofe 
who  oppofe  him  are  in  the  wrong  :  let  us  then  fee  what  power 
Ije  gets,  and  over  whom. 

"  Firft,  'Tis  plain  he  gets  by  his  conqueft  no  power  over 
thofe  who  conquered  vTith  him  ;  they  that  fought  on  his  fide, 
whether  as  private  fcidiers  or  commanders,  cannot  fufFerby 
the  conqueft,  but  muft  at  leaft  be  as  much  freemen,  as  they 
were  before :  if  any  loft  their  freedom  by  the  Norman  con- 
queft, (fuppofmg  King  William  I.  had  right  to  invade  Eng- 
land) it  was  only  the  Saxons  and  Britains,  and  not  the  Nor- 
mans that  conquered  with  him.  In  like  manner  fuppofmg 
Henry  II.  had  right!  to  invade  this  ifland,  and  that  he  had 
been  oppofed  therein  by  the  inhabitants,  it  was  only  the  an- 
tient  race  of  the  Irifh,  that  could  fuffer  by  this  fubjugation ; 
the  Englifh  and  Britains,  that  came  over  and  conquered  with 
him,  retained  all  the  freedoms  and  immunities  of  free-born 
fubjecls ;  they,  nor  their  defcendants,  could  not  in  reafon 
lofe  thefe,  for  being  fuccefsful  and  victorious  ;  for  fo,  the 
ftate  of  both  conquerors  and  conquered  mail  be  equally  fla- 
viih.     Now,  it  was  manifeft  that  the  great  body  of  the  pre-

fent 
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fent  people  of  Ireland,  are  the  progeny  of  the  Englifh  and 
Britains,  that  from  time  to  time  have  come  over  into  this 
kingdom;  and  there  remains  but  a  meer  handful  of  the  an- 
tient  Iriih  at  this  day  ;  I  may  fay,  not  one  in  a  thoufand :  fo 
that  if  I,  or  any  body  elfe,  claim  the  like  freedoms  with  the 
natural  born  fubjects  of  England,  as  being  defcended  from 
them,  it  will  be  impoflible  to  prove  the  contrary.  I  conclude 
therefore,  that  a  juft  conqueror  gets  no  power,  but  only  over 
thofe  who  have  actually  aflifted  in  that  unjuft  force  that  is 
ufed  againft  him. 

<•  And  as  thofe  that  joined  with  the  conqueror  in  a  juft  in- 
vafion,  hath  loft  no  right  by  the  conqueft  ;  fo  neither  have 
thofe  of  the  country  who  oppofed  him  not :  this  feems  fo 
reafonable  at  firft  propofal,  that  it  wants  little  proof.  All 
that  gives  title  in  a  juft  conqueft,  is  the  oppofers  uling  brutal 
force,  and  quitting  the  law  of  reafon,  and  tiling  the  law  of 
violence ;  whereby  the  conqueror  is  entitled  to  ufe  him  as  a 
bead  ;  that  is,  kill  him  or  enflave  him. 

"  Secondly,  Let  us  confider  what  power  that  is,  which  a 
rightful  conqueror  has  over  the  fubdued  oppofers  :  and  this 
we  mall  find  extends  little  farther  than  over  the  lives  of  the 
conquered  ;  I  fay  little  farther  than  over  their  lives  ;  for  how 
far  it  extends  to  their  eftates,  and  that  it  extends  not  at  all  to 
deprive  their  pofterity  of  the  freedoms  and  immunities  to 
which  all  mankind  have  a  right,  I  ihall  fhew  prefently.  That 
the  juft  conqueror  has  an  abfolute  power  over  the  lives  and 
liberties  of  the  conquered,  appears  from  hence,  becaufe  the 
conquered,  by  putting  themfelves  in  a  ftate  of  war,  by  ufmg 
an  unjuft  force,  have  thereby  forfeited  their  lives.  For  quit- 
ting reafon  (which  is  the  rule  between  man  and  man)  and  uf- 
ing  force  (which  is  the  way  of  beafts)  they  become  liable  to 
be  deftroyed  by  him  againft  whom  they  ufe  force,  as  any  fa- 
vage  wild  beaft,  that  is  dangerous  to  his  being. 

"  And  this  is  the  cafe  of  rebels  in  a  fettled  commonwealth, 
who  forfeit  their  lives  on  this  account.  But  as  for  forfeiting 
their  eftates,  it  depends  on  the  municipal  laws  of  the  king- 
dom. But  we  are  now  enquiring  what  the  confequents  will 
be  between  two  contefting  nations, 

"  Which  brings  me  to  confider  how  far  a  juft  conqueror 
has  power  over  the  pofterity  and  eftates  of  the  conquered. 

44  As  to  the  pofterity,  they  not  having  joined  or  aftifted  in 
the  forcible  oppofition  of  the  conqueror's  juft  arms,  can  Jofe 
no  benefit  thereby.  It  is  unreafonable  any  man  mould  be 
punifhed  but  for  his  own  fault.     Man  being  a  free  agent,  is 

only 
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only  anfwerable  for  his  own  dements  ;  and  as  it  would  be 
highly  unjuft  to  hang  up  the  father  for  the  fon's  offence,  fo 
the  converfe  is  equally  unjuft,  that  the  fon  mould  fuffer  any 
inconvenience  for  the  father's  Crime.  A  father  hath  not  in 
himfelf  a  power  over  the  life  or  Kberty  of  his  child,  fo  that 
no  aft  of  his  can  poffibly  forfeit  it.  And  though  we  find  in* 
the  municipal  laws  of  particular  kingdoms,  that  the  fon  lofes 
the  father's  eftate  for  the  rebellion  or  other  demerit  of  the 
father,  yet,  this  is  confented  and  agreed  to,  for  the  public 
fafety,  and  for  deterring  the  fubjecls  from  certain  enormousf 
crimes,  that  would  be  highly  prejudicial  to  the  common- 
wealth. And  to  fuch  conftitutions  the  fubjedte  are  bound  to 
fubmitj;  having  confented  to  them,  though  it  may  be  unrea- 
fonable  to  put  the  like  in  execution  between  nation  and  nation,' 
ht  the  ftate  of  nature  :  for  in  fettled  governments,  property 
in  eftates  is  regulated,  bounded  and  determined  by  the  laws' 
of  the  commonwealth,  confented  to  by  the  people;  fo  that 
in  thefe,  'tis  no  injuftice  for  the  fon  to  lofe  his  patrimony  for 
his  father's  rebellion  or  other  demerit. 

"  If  therefore  the  poflerity  of  the  conquered,  are  not  to' 
fuffer  for  the  unjuft  Oppofition  given  to  the  viclor  by  their  an- 
ceftors,  we  fhall  find  little  place  for  any  power  of  the  con- 
querors over  the  eftates  of  the  fubdued.  The  father,  by  his 
mifcarriages  and  violence,  can  forfeit  but  his  own  life ;  he 
involves  not  his  children1  in  his  guilt  or  deftru&ion:  His' 
^goods,  which  nature  (that  willeth  the  prefervation  of  all  man- 
kind as  far  as  poftible)  hath  made  to  belong  to  his  children  to 
fuftain  them,  do  ftill  continue  to  belong  to  his  children.  'Titf 
true,  indeed,  it  ufually  happens  that  damage  attends  unjuft 
force ;  and  as  far  as  the  repair  of  this  damage  requires  it,  fo 
far  the  rightful  conqueror  may  invade  the  goods  and  eftate 
of  the  conquered  ;  but  when  this  damage  is  made  up,  his  title 
to  the  goods  ceafes,  and  the  refidue  belongs  to  the  wife  and 
children  of  the  fubdued. 

"  It  may  feem  a  ftrange  do&rine,  that  any  one  fhoulid  have 
a  power  over  the  life  of  another  man,  and  not  over  his  eftate  ;• 
but  this  we  find  every  day ;  for  though  I  may  kill  a  thief  that 
fets  on  me  in  the  high-way,  yet  I  may  not  take  away  his  mo- 
ney ;  for  it  is  the  brutal  force  the  aggre/Tor  has  tifed,  that 
gives  his  adverfary  a  right  to  take  away  his  life,  as  a  noxious 
creature  :  but  it  is  only  damage  fuftained,  that  gives  title  to 
another  man's  goods. 

"  It  muft  be  confefTed,  that  the  practice  of  the  world  is 
f>iherwife,  and  we  commonly  fee  the  conqueror  (whether  juft 
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©r  unjuft)  by  the  force  he  has  over  the  conquered,  compels 
them  with  a  fword  at  their  breaft  to  (loop  to  his  conditions, 
and  fubmit  to  fuch  a  government  as  he  pleafes  to  afford  them. 
But  we  enquire  not  now,  what  is  the  practice,  but  what  right 
there  is  to  do  fo.  If  it  be  faid,  the  conquered  fubmit  by  their 
own  content :  then  this  allows  eonfent  neceHary  to  give  the 
conqueror  a  title  to  rule  over  them.  But  then  we  may  en- 
quire whether  promifes,  extorted  by  force  without  right,  can 
be  thought  confent,  and  how  fir  tjiey  are  obligatory  ;  and  I 
humbly  conceive  they  bind  not  at  ail.  He  that  forces  my 
horfe  from  me,  ought  prefently  to  reftore  him,  and  I  have 
ftill  a  right  to  retake  him  :  So  he  that  has  forced  a  promife 
from  me,  ought  prefently  to  reftore  it,  that  is,  quit  me  of 
the  obligation  of  it;  or  I  may  chufe  whether  I  will  perform  it 
or  not :  for  the  law  of  nature  obliges  us  only  by  the  rules  (he 
prefcribes,  and  therefore  cannot  oblige  me  by  the  violation  of 
her  rules  ;  fuch  is  the  extorting  any  thing  from  me  by  force. 

"  From  what  has  been  faid,  I  prefume  it  pretty  clearly  ap- 
pears, that  anunjuft  conqueft  gives  no  title  at  all ;  that  a  juft 
conqueft  gives  power  only  over  the  lives  and  liberties  of  the 
actual  oppofers,  but  not  over  their  pofterity  or  eftates,  other- 
wife  than  as  before  is  mentioned  ;  and  not  at  all  over  thofe 
that  did  not  concur  in  the  oppofrtion. 

"  They  that  defiFe  a  more  full  difquifition  of  this  matter, 
may  find  it  at  large  in  an  incomparable  treatife  concerning  the 
true  original,  extent,  and  end  of  civil  government,  chap.  16.  This 
difcourfe  is  faid  to  be  written  by  my  excellent  friend,  John 
Locke,  Efq.  Whether  it  be  fo  or  not,  I  know  not ;  this  I 
am  fure,  whoever  is  author,  the  greateft  genius  in  Chriften- 
dom  need  not  difown  it. 

"  But  granting  that  all  we  have  faid  in  this  matter  is 
wrong,  and  granting  that  a  conqueror,  whether  juft  or  un- 
juft,  obtains  an  abfolute  arbitrary  dominion  over  the  perfons, 
eftates,  lives,  liberties,  and  fortunes  of  all  thofe  whom  he 
finds  in  the  nation,  their  wives,  pofterity,  &c.  fo  as  to  make 
perpetual  Haves  of  them  and  their  generations  to  come  ;  let 
us  next  enquire  whether  conceffions  granted  by  fuch  a  victo- 
rious hero,  do  not  bound  the  exorbitancy  of  his  power,  and 
whether  he  be  not  obliged  ftriclly  to  obferve  thefe  grants. 

"  And  here  I  believe  no  man  of  common  fenfe  or  juftice, 
will  deny  it :  none  that  has  ever  confidered  the  law  of  nature 
and  nations,  can  poflibly  hefitate  on  this  matter ;  the  very 
propofing  it,  ftrikes  the  fenfe  and  common  notions  of  all  men 
ib  forcibly,  that  it  needs  no  farther  proof.     I  (hall  therefore 
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infift  no  longer  on  it,  but  haften  to  ccnfider  how  far  this  h 
the  cafe  of  Ireland  :  and  that  brings  me  naturally  to  the 
fourth  particular  propofed,  viz.  To  fhew  by  precedents,  re- 
cords, and  hiftory,  what  coneeflions  and  grants  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time  to  the  people  of  Ireland,  and  by  what 
fteps  the  laws  of  England  came  to  be  introduced  into  this 
kingdom. 

"  We  are  told  by  Matth.  Paris,  hiftoriographer  to  Henry 
III.  that  Henry  II.  a  little  before  he  left  Ireland,  in  a  public 
affembly  and  council  of  the  Irifh  at  Lifmore,  did  caufe  the 
Irifh  to  receive,  and  fwear  to  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  Eng- 
land :   '  Rex  Henricus  (faith  he)  antcquam  ex  Hibernia  redi- 

*  ret  apud  Lifmore  concilium  congregavit   ubi    leges  Angliaef 
4  funt  ab  omnibus  graranter  receptee,  &  juratoria  cautions

"  And  not  only  thus,  but  if  we  may  give  credit  to  Sir  Ed- 
ward Cook,  in  the  4th  inftit.  cap.  I;  and  76.  and  to  the  in- 
fcription  to  the  Irifh  Modus  tenendi  paritamsntum^  it  will  clearly 
appear,*  that  Henry  II.  did  not  only  fettle  the  laws  of  England 
in  Ireland,  and  the  jurifdi&ion  ecclefiaftical  there,  by  the  vo- 
luntary acceptance  and  allowance  of  the  nobility  and  clergy, 
but  did  likewife  allow  them  the  freedom  of  holding  of  parlia- 
ments in  Ireland,  as  a  feparate  and  diftinct  kingdom  from 
England  ;  and  did  then  fend  them  a  modus  to  direft  them 
how  to  hold  their  parliaments  there  :  the  title  of  which  modus 
runs  thus :

"  This  modus  is  faid  to  have  been  fent  into  Ireland  by 
.Henry  II.  for  a  direction  t©  hold  their  parliaments  there; 
And  the  fenfe  of  it  agrees  for  the  mofl  part  with  the  modus 
tenendi  pari,  in  England,  faid  to  have  been  allowed  by  William 
the  conqueror,  when  he  obtained  that  kingdom  ;  where  'tis 
alter'd,  'tis  only  to  fit  it  the  better  for  the  kingdom  of  Ire- 
land. 

«  I  know  very  well  the  antiquity  of  this  modus,  fo  faid  to 
be  tranfmitted  for  Ireland  by  Henry  II.  is  queflion'd  by  fome 

•  learned 
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learned  antiquaries,  particularly  by  Mr.  Selden  *  and  f  Mr. 
Pryn,  who  deny  alfo  the  Engliih  modus  as  well  as  this.  But 
on  the  other  hand,  my  Lord  Chief  Juitice  Cook,  in  the  4th 
inftit.  page  1 2,  and  349,  does  llrenuoufly  affert  them  both. 
And  the  late  reverend  and  learned  Dr.  Dopping,  Bilhop  of 
Meath,  has  publifh'd  the  Irifh  modus,  with  a  vindication  of 
its  antiquity  and  authority  in  the  preface. 

"  There  feems  to  me  but  two  objections  of  any  moment 
raifed  by  Mr.  Pryn  againft  thefe  modi.  The  one  relates  both 
to  the  Engliih  and  Irilh  modus  ;  the  other  chiefly  ftrikes  at  the 
Irilli.  He  fays  the  name  parliament,  fo  often  found  in  thefe 
modi,  was  not  a  name  for  the  great  council  of  England  known 
fo  early  as  thefe  modi  pretend  to.  I  confefs  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  difprove  this  antiquary  in  this  particular  :  but  to  me 
it  feems  reafcmable  enough  to  imagine  that  the  name  parlia- 
ment, came  in  with  William  the  conqueror  :  'tis  a  word  per- 
fectly French,  and  I  fee  no  reafon  to  doubt  its  coming  in  with 
the  Normans.  The  other  objection  affects  our  Irifh  modus, 
for  he  tells  us,  That  Sheriffs  were  not  eftablifh'd  in  Ireland,  in 
Henry  II's  time,  when  this  modus  was  pretended  to  be  fent 
hither  j  yet  we  find  the  word  vicccomes  therein.  To  this  I 
can  only  anfwer,  that  Henry  II.  intending  to  eftablifh  in  Ire- 
land the  Engliih  form  of  government,  as  the  fir  ft,  and  chief 
ftep  thereto,  he  fent  them  directions  for  holding  of  parlia- 
ments, defigning  afterwards  by  degrees,  and  in  due  time,  to 
fettle  the  other  conftitutions,  agreeable  to  the  model  of  Eng- 
land. If  therefore  England  had  then  Sheriffs,  we  need  not 
wonder  to  find  them  named  in  the  Irilh  modus,  tho'  they 
were  not  as  yet  eftablifii'd  amongft  us,  for  they  were  defigned 
to  be  appointed  foon  after,  and  before  the  modus  could  be 
put  regularly  in  execution  ;  and  accordingly  we  find  them  ef- 
tablifii'd in  fome  counties  of  Ireland,  in  King  John's  time. 

"  This  Irifh  modus  is  faid  to  have  been  in  the  cuftody  of 
Sir  Chriftopher  Preftoa  of  Clane  in  Ireland,  An.  6.  Hen*  4. 
and  by  Sir  John  Talbot,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  under 
King  Henry  IV.  It  was  exemplify'd  by  Infpeximus  under 
the  great  feal  of  Ireland,  and  the  exemplification  was  forne- 
times  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Hackwel  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  and 
by  him  was  communicated  to  Mr.  Selden.  The  tenor  of 
which  exemplification  runs  thus  :

fitted  to  Ireland.  Then  the  exemplification  concludes  :

w  Now  we  can  hardly  think  it  credible  (fays  the  Bifhop  of 
Meath)  that  an  exemplification  could  have  been  made  fo  fo- 
lemnly  of  it  by  King  Henry  IV.  and  that  it  mould  refer  to  a 
modus  tranfmitted  into  Ireland  by  King  Henry  II.  and  affirm 
that  it  was  produced  before  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council 
at  Trim,  if  no  fueh  thing  had  been  done  :  this  were  to  call 
in  queftion  the  truth  of  all  former  records  and  tranfaclions, 
and  make  the  exemplification  contain  an  egregious  falfhood 
in  the  body  of  it. 

"  The  Rev.  Bifhop  of  Meath,  in  his  fore-cited  preface, 
does  believe,  that  he  had  obtain'd  the  very  original  record, 
faid^by  my  Lord  Cook  to  have  been  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Chrif- 
topher  Prefton :  it  came  to  that  learned  Prelate's  hands, 
amongft  other  papers  and  manufcripts  of  Sir  William  Dom- 
vile,  late  Attorney  General  in  this  kingdom,  who,  in  his  life- 
time, upon  an  occafional  difcourfe  with  the  Bifhop  concern- 
ing it,  told  him,  that  this  record  was  beftow'd  on  him  (Sir 
William  Domvile)  by  Sir  James  Cuffe,  late  deputy  Vice-trea- 
furer  of  Ireland,  that  Sir  James  found  it  among  the  papers 
of  Sir  Fr,ancis  Aungjer,  mafter  of  the  rolls  in  this  kingdom  ; 
and  the  prefent  Earl  of  Longford  (grandfon  to  the  faid  Sir 
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Francis  Aungier)  told  tho  Bifhop,  that  his  faid  grandfather 
had  it  out  of  the  Treafury  of  Waterfcrd. 

"  Whilft  I  write  this,  I  have  this  very  record  now  before  me, 
from  the  hands  of  the  faid  Biihop  pf  lyleath's  fem,  my  nephew, 
Samuel  Dopping ;  and  I  mufl  confefs  it  has  a  venerable  an- 
cient appearance  ;  but  whether  it  be  the  true  original  record, 
I  leave  on  the  arguments  produced  for  its  credit  by  the  faid 
Biihop. 

"  This  I  am  fure  of,  That  whether  this  be  the  very  record 
tranfmitted  hither  by  King  Henry  IT.  or  not ;  yet  'tis  moft 
certain,  from  the  unanimous  concemons  of  all  the  fore-men- 
tioned antiquaries,  Cook,  Selden,  Pryn,  Sec.  that  we  have  had 
parliaments  in  Ireland  very  fdon  after  the  iuvafion  of  Henry 
II.  For  Pryn  confeffes  that  *  King  Henry  II.  after  his  con- 
queft  of  Ireland,  and  the  general  voluntary  fubmimon,  ho- 
mages, and  fealties  of  moft  of  the  Irifh.  kings,  prelates,  no- 
bles, cities,  and  people,  to  him,  as  to  their  Sovereign  Lord 
and  King»  anno  1 170  (it  ihould  be  1 1  72)  held  therein  a  ge- 
neral council  of  the  clergy  at  Camel,  wherein  he  rectify 'd 
many  abufes  in  the  church,  and  eitablihVd  fundry  eccleiiafH- 
cal  laws,  agreeable  to  thofe  in  the  church  of  England  ;  *  Ec- 

*  clefis  illius  ftatum  ad  Anglicanae  ecclefiae  forman  redigere 
f  modis  omnibus  elaborando  :'  To  which  the  Irifh  clergy  pro- 
mifed  conformity,  and  to  obferve  them  for  time  to  come,  as 
f  Giraldus  Cambrenfis,  who  was  then  in  Ireland,  and  other  % 
hiftorians,  relate :  *  Et  ut  fingulis  obferva'cio   fimilis  regnum 

*  colligaretutrumque'  (that  is  England  and  Ireland)   «  paillm 

*  omnes  unanimi  voluntate  communi    afTenfu,  pari  defiderio

"  Can  any  conceffion  in  the  world  be  more  plain  and  free 
than  this  ?  We  have  heard  of  late  much  talk  in  England  of  an

§  That  each  and  Angular  every  observation  fimilar  to  one  kingdom, 
fhouldbe  extended  to  both  (England  and  Ireland)  every  wherewith  one 
common  confent  and  One  will,  with  the  equal  defire  of  the  King  they 
all  form  themfelves  into  one  empire ;  this  therefore  in  all  things  being 
confummated  in  a  council  held  at  Lifmore,  the  laws  of  England  are  received 
j»nd  confirmed  by  all,  with  due  caution  in  lav/  and  pi  oper  confirmation.

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original  compact  between  the  King  and  people  of  England  j 
I  am  fure  'tis  not  poflible  to  fhew  a  more  fair  original  com- 
pact between  a  King  and  people,  than  this  between  Henry  II, 
and  the  people  of  Ireland,  '  That  they  mould  enjoy  the  like 

*  liberties  and  immunities,  and  be  govern'd  by  the  fdmt  mild 

*  laws,  both  civil  and  eccleiiaftical,  as  the  people  of  England.'* 

The  Magna  Charta  of  Ireland  coming  next  to  hand,  I 
infert  it  with  the  translation,  that  my  countrymen  may  fee 
how  far  they  have  enjoyed  thofe  privileges,  which  a  filter 
nation  in  herfelf  holds  facred. 

At  the  inftance  of  William  Earl  Marfhal,  this  Charter  was 
granted  us,  by  Henry  III.  who  at  the  fame  time,  in  the  molt 
foiemn  manner,    ratified  the  Britifh  one  *.

f  In  the  year  1 25  3,  there  was  afTembied  a  very  full  parliament,  to. 
whom  King  Henry  III.  promifed  to  ratify  Magna  Charta,  and  faithfully 
to  obferve  all  the  articles  of  it,  which  King  John  and  he  at  his  corona- 
tion, and  often  fince,  had  fworn  to  obferve,  and  this  was  done  in  the 
moft  folemn  and  ceremonial  manner  that  could  be  devifed;  for  the  King, 
with  all  the  great  nobility  of  England,  all  the  Bifhops  and  chief  Prelates 
in  their  ornaments,  with  burning  candles  in  their  hands  affembled  to 
hear  the  terrible  fentence  of  excommunication  upon  all  the  infringers  of 
the  fame,  and  at  the  lighting  of  thofe  candles,  the  King  bearing  one  in 
his  hand,  gave  it  to  one  of  the  Prelates,  faying,  "  It  becomes  not  me, 
who  am  no  Prieft,  to  hold  this  candle,  my  heart  fhall  be  a  greater  tefli- 
mony ;"  and  withal  laid  his  hand  on  his  breaft  the  whole  time  the  fen- 
tence was  reading ;  which  done,  the  Charter  of  King  John's  father  was 
read.  In  the  end  having  thrown  away  their  candles  they  cried  out, 
"  So  let  them  who  incur  this  fentence  be  extinft,  and  ftink  in  hell."

-FIeNRY  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  England,  Duke  of 
^ormandy,  &c.  To  the  Archbifhops,  Bifhops,  Abbots,  Earls, 
Barons,  Juftices,  Forefters,  Vifcounts,  Provofts,  Minifterg, 
and  to  all  his  Bailiffs  and  his  Lieges,  greeting.  Know  ye, 
that  We  by  the  grace  of  God,  and  for  the  faving  of  our  fouls, 
and  the  fouls  of  all  our  anceftors,  and  of  our  heirs,  and  for 
the  honour  of  God,  and  the  fafety  of  our  holy  church,  and 
for  the  amendment  of  our  government,  by  the  advice  of  our 
venerable  fathers,  Saint  Martin  Lord  of  Gaul,  &c.  Peter 
Winton,  L.  of  Saint  Afaph,  J.  Bathon,  and  Glaftom,  W, 
Coventr,  S.  Exon,  R.  Cicefter,  W.  Roffen,  H.  London, 
Menevens  Bangor  and  S.  Hygorn,  and  of  Bifhops  and  Noble- 
men, William  Marfnal  Earl  of  Pembroc,  Ranulph  Earl  of 
Chefter,  William  de  Ferrar  Earl  of  Derby,  William  Earl  of 
Albemarle,  Hubert  de  Burgo,  &c. 

I.  Have 
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I.  Have  in  the  firft  place  granted  to  God,  and  confirmed 
by  this  our  prefent  Charter,  for  us  and  for  our  heirs  for  ever, 
That  the  churches  of  Ireland  lhall  be  free,  and  (hall  enjoy 
their  rights  and  franchiies  entirely  and  fully. 

II.  We  have  alfo  granted  to  all  the  freemen  of  our  king- 
dom, for  us  and  for  our  heirs  for  ever,  all  the  liberties  here- 
after mentioned,  to  have  and  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs 
of  us  and  of  our  heirs. 

III.  If  any  of  our  Earls,  our  Barons,  or  others  that  hold 
of  us  in  chief  by  the  knight-fervice  die,  and  at  the  time  of 
his  death  his  heirs  be  of  full  age,  and  relief  be  dac>  he  lhall 
have  his  inheritance  by  the  antient  relief;  to  wit,  the  heir  or 
heirs  of  an  Earl,  for  an  entire  Earldom,  C.  pounds  ;  the  heir 
or  heirs  of  a  Baron,  for  an  entire  barony*  C.  marks  ;  the 
heir  or  heirs  of  a  knight,  for  a  knight,  for  a  whole  Knight's 
fee,  C.  lhillings  at  mod :  and  where  lefs  is  due,  lefs  lhall  bs 
paid,  according  to  the  antient  cuftoms  of  the  feveral  tenures. 

IV.  The  guardians  of  the  land  of  fuch  heirs  being  within 
age,  lhall  take  nothing  out  of  the  land  cf  the  heirs,  but  only 
the  reafonable  profits,  reafonable  cuftoms,  and  reafonable  fer* 
vices,  and  that  without  making  deltruftion  or  waite  of  men 
or  goods  ;  and  if  we  (hall  have  committed  the  cuftody  of  the 
land  of  any  fuch  heir  to  a  Vifcount,  or  any  other  who  is  to 
account  to  us  for  the  profits  of  the  land,  and  that  fuch  com- 
mittee make  deftru&ion  or  wafte,  we  will  take  of  him  amends, 
and  the  land  (hall  be  committed  to  two  lawful  and  good  men 
of  that  fee,  who  lhall  account  for  the  profits  to  us,  or  to  fuch 
as  W3  (hall  appoint.  And  if  we  fhall  give  or  fell  to  any  per- 
ion,  the  cuftody  of  the  lands  of  any  fuch  heir,  and  fuch  donee 
or  vendee  make  deftrudion  or  wafte,  he  lhall  lofe  the  cuftody, 
and  it  lhall  ba  committed  to  two  lawful,  fage,  and  good  men, 
who  fhall  account  to  us  for  the  fame,  as  aforefaid. 

V.  And  the  guardian,  whilft  he  has  cuftody  of  the  heir's 
land,  ihall  maintain  the  houfes,  parks,  ponds,  pools,  mills, 
and  other  appurtenances  to  the  land,  out  of  the  profits  of  the 
land  itfelf ;  and  fhall  reftore  to  the  heir,  when  he  fhall  be  of 
full  age,  his  land  well  (locked,  with  ploughs,  barns,  and  the 
like,  as  it  was  when  he  received  it,  and  as  the  profits  will  rea- 
sonably afford. 

VI.  Heirs  fhall  be  married  without  difparagement. 

VII.  A  widow  after  the  death  of  her  hufband,  fhall  pre- 
sently and  without  bppreffion,  have  her  marriage  and  her  in- 
heritance ;  nor  (hall  give  anv  thing  for  her  marriage,  ncr  for 
F  her 
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her  dower,  nor  for  her  inheritance,  which   fhe  and  her  hus- 
band were  feized  of  the  day  of  her  hufband's  death:  and  (he 
{hall  remain  in  her  hufband's  houfe  forty  days  after  his  death; 
within  which  time  her  dower  (hall  be  affigned  her. 

VIII.  No  widow  fnall  be  compelled  to  marry  if  (he  be  defir- 
ous  to  live  fingle,  provided  me  give  fecurity  not  to  marry 
without  our  leave,  if  (he  hold  of  us,  or  without  the  Lord's 
leave  of  whom  (lie  holds,  if  ihe  hold  of  any  other. 

IX.  We  nor  our  Bailiffs  will  not  feize  the  lands  or  rents 
of  a  debtor  for  any  debt  fo  long  as  his  goods  are  fufficient  to 
pay  the  debt :  nor  fhall  the  pledges  be  diftrained  upon  whilft 
the  principal  debtor  have  not  wherewith  to  pay  the  debt,  the 
pledges  fbali  anfwer  for  it :  and  if  they  will,  they  (hall  have 
the  lands  and  rents  of  the  debtor  till  they  have  received  th# 
debt  which  they  paid  for  him,  if  the  principal  debtor  cannot 
fhewthat  he  is  quit  againfthis  pledges. 

X.  The  city  of  Dublin  fhall  have  all  her  ancient  liberties 
and  freedoms;  befides  we  will  and  grant,  that  every  city-, 
town,  and  borough  have  their  cuftoms,  and  all  the  ports  fhaU 
have  their  liberties,  freedoms,  and  cuftoms. 

XI.  None  fljall  be  diftrained  to  do  greater  fervice  for  a 
Knight's  fee,  or  for  any  other  frank-tenement  than  what  is 
due  by  his  tenure. 

XII.  Common  Pleas  mall  not  follow  our  court,  but  flia.II 
be  held  in  a  certain  place. 

XIII.  Recognizance  of  novel  Difeifin,  Mordancejler,  and 
darrien  Prefentment^  fhall  be  taken  no  where  but  in  their  proper 
counties,  and  in  this  manner:  we,  or  our  Chief  Juftice  (if 
ourf elves  be  put  of  the  realm)  will  fend  two  Juftices  through 
every  county  four  times  a  year ;  who,  with  four  Knights  of 
every  county,  to  be  chofen  by  the  county,  fhall  take  the  faid 
affizes  in  the  county. 

XIV.  At  a  day  when  the  county-court  is  held,  and  in  a 
certain  place :  and  if  the  faid  affizes  cannot  be  taken  upon 
that  day,  fo  many  Knights  and  Free-tenants  of  them  that 
were  prefent  in  the  county-court  that  day,  fhall  ftay,  as  may 
give  a  good  judgment,  according  as  the  concern  may  be 
greater  or  lefs. 

XV.  A  freeman  mail  not  be  amerced  for  a  little  offence, 
but  according  to  the  manner  of  his  offence  ;  and  for  a  great 
offence  he  fhall  be  amerced  according  to  the  greatnefs  of  his 
offence,  faving  his  contentment ;  and  fo  a  merchant  faving 
his  merchandize  ;  and  a  villain  in  like  manner  fhall  be  amerced 

faving 
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faVirig  his  wainage,  if  he  fall  into  our  mercy:  and  none  of 
the  laid  amercements  mall  be  affee'red,  but  by  oath  of  good 
and  lawful  men  of  the  vicinage. 

XVI.  An  Earl  and  a  Baron  fhall  not  be  amerced  but  by 
}  heir  Peers,  and  according  to  the  manner  of  their  offence. 

XVII.  No  clerk  fhall  be  amerced  but  according  to  his  lay - 
fee,  and  in  like  manner  as  others  aforefaid,  and  not  accord 
mg  to  the  quantity  of  his  church-living. 

XVIII.  No  ville  nor  any  man  fhall  be  di (trained  to  make 
bridges  over  rivers,  but  where  they  anticntly  have,  and  of 
right  ought  to  make  them. 

XIX.  No  Vifcounts,  Gonftables,  Coroners,  or  other  our 
Bailiffs,  mall  hold  the  pleas  of  cur  crown. 

XX.  If  any  that  holds  us  a  lay-fee  die,  and  our  She- 
riffs, or  other  our  Bailiffs  flrew  our  letters  patents  of  fum- 
mons  for  a  debt  whrch  the  deceafed  owed  to  us,  our  Sheriff 
or  Bailiff  may  well  attach  and  inventory  the  goods  of  the  dead, 
which  fhall  be  found  upon  his  lay-fee,  to  the  value  of  the 
debt  which  the  deceafed  owed  to  us,  by  the  view  of  lawful 
men,  yet  fo  as  nothing  be  removed  till  fuch  time  as  the  debt, 
which  fhall  be  found  to  be  due  to  us,  be  paid  ;  and  the  refi- 
due  (hall  go  to  the  executors  to  perform  the  teftament  of  the 
dead:  and  if  nothing  be  owing  to  us,  all  his  goods  fhall  go 
to  the  ufe  of  the  dead,  faving  to  his  wife  and  children  their 
reasonable  parts. 

XXI.  None  of  our  Conflabks,  nor  other  our  Bailiffs,  fhali 
take  corn,  ner  other  the  goods  of  any  pcrfon,  who  may  not 
be  of  the  village  where  his  caftle  is,  without  paying  for  the 
fame  prefently,  unlefs  he  have  time  given  him  by  conferit  of 
the  vendor. 

XXII.  Our  Conflables  mall  deftrain  no  man  who  hoMs 
by  knight-fervice,  to  give  money  for  Caftle-guard,  if  he  has 
performed  it  himfelf  in  proper  perfon,  or  by  another  good 
man,  if  he  could  not  perform  it  himfelf  for  fome  reafonabk 
caufe  :  and  if  we  lead  him,  or  fend  him  into  the  army,  he 
mail  be  difcharged  of  Caitle-guard  for  fo  long  time  as  he  fhali 
be  with  us  in  the  army. 

XXIII.  No  Vifcount,  Bailiff  of  our  or  other,  fhall  take 
the  horfes  or  carts  of  any  to  make  carriage,  unlefs  he  pays- 
according  to' the  antient  liberty,  to  wit,  for  a  cart  and  two 
horfes  ten  pence  per  day,  and  for  a  cart  andthree  horfes  four- 
teen pence  per  day. 

XXIV.  Neither  ourfelves  nor  our  Bailiffs  fhall  take  an- 
other man's  wood  for  our  caftle*?,  or  other  occaf.ons,-  but  by 
his  leave  whofe  wood  it  is.  XX  W 
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XXV.  We  will  hold  the  lands  of  fuch  Us  {hail  be  ccnvlcl- 
ed  of  felony  but  a  year  and  a  day,  and  then  we  will  reftore 
them  to  the  Lords  of  the  fees. 

XXVI.  AH  wears  iha!!,  for  this  time  forward,  be  wholly 
taken  away  in  the  Avenlich  *  and  throughout  all  Ireland, 
except   upon  the  fea-coaft. 

XXVII.  The  writ  called  precipe  henceforth  fhall  be  made 
to  none  out  of  any  tenement,  whereby  a  freeman  may  lofe 
his  court. 

XXVI  [J.  One  meafure  of  wine  mall  be  ufed  throughout 
our  kingdom,  and  one  meafure  of  ale,  and  one  meafure  of 
corn,  to  wit,  the  London  quart.  And  there  fhall  be  one 
breadth  of  dyed  cloths,  ruftets,  and  haubergets,  to  wit,  two- 
ells  within  the  lifts  :  and  concerning  weights,  it  fhall  be  in 
like  manner  as  of  meafures. 

XXIX.  Nothing  fhall  be  given  or  taken  henceforth  for  a 
writ  of  inquifition  of  life  or  member,  but  it  fhall  be  granted 
freely  and  fhall  not  be  denied. 

XXX.  If  any  hold  of  us  by  fee-farm,-  or  by  foccage,  and 
hold  likewife  land  of  others  by  knight-fervice,  we  will  not 
have  the  cuftody  of  the  heir,  nor  of  the  land  which  is  of  the 
fee  of  another,  by  reafon  of  fuch  fee-farm,  foccage,  or  bur- 
gage, unlefs  fuch  fee-farm  oWe  knight-fervice. 

XXXI.  No  Bailiif  for  the  time  to  ccme  fhall  put  any  man 
to  his  law  upon  his  bare  word,  without  good  witnefles  pro- 
duced. 

XXXII.  No  freeman  fhall  be  taken,  nor  imprifoned,  nor 
difteized,  nor  out-lawed,  nor  exiled,  nor  deftroyed  in  any 
manner  ;  nor  will  we  pafs  upon  him,  nor  condemn  him,  but 
by  the  lawful  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  by  the  law  of  the 
land. 

XXXIII.  We  will  fell  none,  we  will  deny  nor  delay  to 
none  right  and  juftice. 

XXXIV.  All  merchants  may,  with  fafety  and  fecurity,  go 
out  of  Ireland,  and  come  into  Ireland,  and  ftay,  and  pafs 
through  Ireland  by  land  and  water,  to  buy  and  fell  without 
any  evil  tolls,  paying  the  ancient  and  rightful  duties,  except 
in  time  of  war  ;  and  then  if  they  are  of  the  ectintry  with 
whom  we  are  at  war,  and  are  found  here  at  the  beginning 
of  the  war,  they  mall  be  attached,  but  without  injury  to  their 
bodies  or  goods,  till  it  be  known  to  us  or  to  our  Chief  Juftice, 
how  our  merchants  are  entreated  which  are  found  in  our  ene- 

*  River  Liffey. 
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mres  country  ;  and  if  our's  be  fafe  there,  they  fliall  be  fafe 
in  our  Land. 

XXXV.  If  any  hold  of  an  efchcat,  as  of  the  honour  of 
Wallingford,  Nottingham,  Boloin,  Lancaiter,  or  of  other 
elcheats  which  are  in  our  hand,  and  are  baronies,  and  die,  his 
heirs  fhall  owe  to  us  no  other  relief,  nor  do  us  any  other  fer- 
vfce,  than  was  due  to  the  baron  of  fuch  barony  when  it  was 
in  his  hand  ;  and  we  will  hold  the  lame  in  like  manner  as  the 
baron  held  it. 

XXXVI.  Men  that  dwell  out  of  the  foreft,  fhall  not  appear 
before  our  juftices  of  the  foreft  by  common  fummons,  unlefs 
they  be  in  mit  themielves,  or  bail  for  others  who  are  attached 
for  rthe  foreft. 

XXXVII.  All  that  have  founded  Abbies,  whereof  they  have 
charters  from  the  Rings  of  England,  or  ancient  tenure,  fhall 
have  the  cuftody  thereof  whilft  they  are  vacant,  as  they  ought 
to  have; 

XXXVII  I.  All  the  forefts  that  have  been  afforefted  in  our  time, 
fhall  inftantly  be  difafrorefted  ;  in  like  manner  be  it  of  rivers, 
that  in  our  time  and  by  us  have  been  put  in  defence. 

XXXIX.  None  fhall  be  taken  nor  imprifoned  upon  the  ap- 
peal of  a  woman,  for  the  death  of  any  other  than  herhuf- 
band. 

XL.  Likewrfe  all  thofe  cuftoms  and  liberties,  which  we 
grant  in  our  faid  kingdom,  to  be  held  as  far  as  to  us  belongs 
towards  all  our  faid  kingdom,  clericks  as  well  as  laicks,  that 
they  may  conferve  the  fame,  as  far  as  to  them  belongs  to- 
wards theirs. 

XLI.  But  becaufe  certain  chapters  contained  in  the  former 
charter,  may  appear  heavy  and  doubtful,  to  wit,  concerning 
efcuages,  aids  of  afleffing  debts  of  Jews,  and  others,  liberty 
of  going  out  of  our  faid  kingdom,  and  returning  into  our 
faid  kingdom,  forefts  and  forefters,  Warrens  and  warrenners, 
cuftoms  of  counties,  rivers  and  their  keepers,  as  they  may 
feem  fit  to  the  aforefaid  prelates  and  great  men,  until  we 
fhall  have  thefe  things  examined  in  a  more  full  council,  and 
then  we  will  make  more  fully,  as  well  what  concerns  thefe 
things,  as  others  that  may  hereafter  occur  to  be  amended ; 
and  whatever  fhall  pertain  to  the  common  utility  of  all,  and 
the  peace,  and  our  ftate,  and  of  our  kingdom.  And  becaufe 
that  we  have  not  yet  a  feal,  we  caufe  this  prefent  charter  to 
be  fealed,  with  the  feals  of  our  venerable  father  faint  Martin, 
Lord  of  Gaul,  &c.  and  William  Marifchal,  Earl  of  Pembrok 
our  rector,  and  of  our  kingdom  we  caufe  to  be  fealed.     The 

d  witneffes1 
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witneffes  arc  the  perfens  above  named  and  many  others  jgivca 
by  the  hand  of  the  aforefaid  Lord  Legate,  and  William  Mar- 
ifcal  at  Briftol,  12th  day  of  November  in  the  firftyear  of  our 
reign. 

Soon  after  the  Bill  of  Rights  had  paffed  in  England,  the 
following  heads  of  a  fimilar  one,  for  this  kingdom,  were  pre- 
sented for  tranfmiflion  by  our  parliament  to  Lord  Capel,  then 
Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  on  the  14th  of  October,  1695, 
of  which  no  more  was  heard. 

HEADS  of  a  BILL  of  RIGHTS. 

I.  That  the  pretended  power  of  fufpending  of  laws,  by 
regal  authority,  without  confent  of  parliament,  is  illegal. 

II.  That  the  pretended  power  of  difpenfmg  with  laws, 
or  the  execution  of  laws  by  legal  authority,  as  hath  been  af- 
fumed  or  exefehed,  is  illegal. 

III.  l"hat  levying,  money  for,  or  to  the  ufe  of  the  crown, 
by  pretence  of  prerogative*  without  grant  of  parliament, 
for  longer  time,  or  in  other  manner  than  the  fame  is,  or  fhall 
be  granted,  is  illegal. 

IV.  That  it  is  the  right  of  die  fubjetfs  to  petition  the  King, 
©r  the  chief  governor,  or  governors  of  this  kingdom,  for 
the  time  being,  and  all  commitments  or  profecutions,  or 
threats  for  fuch  petition,  are  illegal. 

V.  That  the  fubjecls  which  are  proteftants  may  have  arms 
for  their  defence  fuitable  to  their  conditions,  and  as  allowed 
by  law. 

VI.  That  ikt  elections  of  member  of  parliament  ought  to 
be  free. 

VII.  That  the  freedom  of  fpeech,  and  debates  on  proceed- 
ings in  parliament,  ought  not  to  be  impeached,  or  queftioned, 
in  any  place  out  of  parliament. 

VIII.  That  juries  ought  to  be  duly  impannelled  and  re- 
turned ;  and  jurors  which  pafs  upon  men  in  trials  for  high 
treafon,  ought  to  be  freeholders. 

IX.  That  all  grants  and  promifes,  fines  and  forfeitures  of 
particular  perfens  before  conviction,  are  illegal  and  void. 

X.  That  for  redrefs  of  all  grievances  in  this  kingdom, 
and  for  amending,  ftrengthening  and  preferving  the  laws, 
parliaments  ought  not  to  be  diflblved,  as  they  have  been  in 
the  late  reigns. 

XI.  That  the  free  quartering  of  foldiers  on  any  of  this 
kingdom,  in  time  of  peace,  is  arbitrary  and  illegal.

TRANSLATION. 

Edward  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  England  and  France* 
and  Lord  of  Ireland,  to  the  venerable  father  in  Chrift, 
M.  by  the  fame  grace  Archbifhop  of  Armagh,  greeting. 

VV  HEN  otherwife  we  charged  our  faithful  and  beloved 
Nicholas  Dagworth,  Knight,  our  Nuncio  by  us'tranfmitted 
towards  our  land  of  Ireland,  that  he  in  a  certain  parliament 
affembled,  in  oar  land  aforefaid  under  the  pretext  of  our 
tranfmitted  letters,  to  our  faithful  and  beloved  William  de 
Wyndesford,  governor  and  keeper  of  pur  faid  land,  among 
other  things  exhibited  a  certain  indenture  made  and  contained 
between  us  and  our  faid  Nuncio,  to  the  Prelates,  Nobles,  and 
Commons  of  our  aforefaid  land,  at  the  fame  parliament  af- 
fembled,  fhewing  the  exceflive  and  intolerable  expences  of  our 
wars,  heretofore  in  our  land  aforefaid,  for  the  falvation  and 
defence  of  the  fame,  and  which  on  account  of  the  greateft 
effufion  of  the  expences  of  our  wars  elfewhere,  we  are  no 
Honger  able  to  fuftain ;  that  the  Prelates,  Nobles,  Commons, 
and  each  of  them,  as  far  as  in  their  power,  grant  a  reafonable 

•    '  part 
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part  of  the  expences,  for  the  fuftenation  of  our  faid  war, 
and  for  the  falvation  of  our  aforefaid  land  ;  and  if  the  faid 
Prelates,  Nobles,  and  Commons,  fhould  refufe  ,to  take  on 
themfelves  any  reafonable  part  of  the  expence  for  the  fuf- 
tenation of  the  war  there,  and  falvation  of  the  aforefaid  land, 
then  our  faid  Nuncio  on  our  part  mall  inform  them,  that  every 
Bilhop  (hall  have  fufficient  power  for  himfelf  and  the  clergy 
of  his  diocefe,  by  letters  of  procuration  from  the  Bifnop 
and  clergy  themfelves,  to  tranfmit  two  ecclefiaftical  perfons 
to  us  and  our  council  in  England,  to  treat,  confult,  and  de- 
termine with  us,  as  well  for  the  aid  and  government  of  our 
faid  land,  as  the  fuftenation  of  our  war  there.  And  the 
.Commons  of  every  county  of  the  aforefaid  land,  fhall  have 
fufficient  power  for  themfelves,  as  the  Nobles  of  faid  county, 
to  fend  two  lay  perfons  for  the  fame  purpofe,  and  the  citizens 
and  burgeffes  of  every  city  and  borough,  two  citizens,  and 
two  burgeffes,  &c.  And  although  our  fame  Nuncio,  pre- 
mifed  ali  and  figular  thefe  things  to  our  Prelates,  Nobles,  and 
Commons  in  our  parliament  at  Kilkenny,  in  the  eighth  of  St. 
Michael  next  pair,  fummoned  and  held  for  the  premifed 
caufes,  neverthelefs  they  excufed  themfelves  through  infuffici- 
ency,  and  at  prefent  deny  to  fupport  any  part  of  the  cofts  and 
the  expences  of  faid  war  to  be  maintained  in  our  faid  land 
there,  on  account  of  which,  and  for  the  caufes  abovefaid,  we  will, 
that  fuch  perfons  aforefaid,  in  the  form  aforefaid,  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  us  into  England.  And  we  command  you  that  you 
convocate  yourfelves  before  the  clergy  of  your  diccefe,  chufmg 
for  yourfelves  and  your  clergy,  two  ecclefiaftical  perfons,  to 
be  elected  by  the  affent  of  the  fame  clergy,  and  before  us, 
and  our  faid  council  of  England,  at  your  cofts,  to  appear, 
and  your  faid  clergy  within  the  fifth  of  the  purification  of  the 
hie/Ted  Virgin  next  coming  wherefoever  we  fhall  then  be  in 
England,  to  treat,  confult,  and  agree,  as  is  above  faid,  that 
ye  caufe  to  be  tranfmitted  for  us  to  our  Chancellor  of  Ireland, 
the  names  of  the  aforefaid  two  perfons,  by  you  thus  chofen, 
within  the  feaft  of  the  Holy  Virgin  St.  Kathrine,  whenfoever 
it  fhall  then  be,  certified  under  your  feal,  under  the  penalty  .of 
one  hundred  pounds  from  you,  and  your  faid  clergy,  to  be 
levied  for  our  ufe,  on  every  fuch  omiftvm,   &c. 

Witnefs,  William  de  Wyndefore,  governor  and  keeper  of 
our  faid  land  of  Ireland,  at  Kilkenny,  the  25th  day  of  Oc- 
tober, in  the  year  of  our  reign  of  England  forty-nine,  but 
in  our  reign  of  France,  thirty-fix.

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We  have  the  anfwers  of  the  Archbifnop  of  Armagh,  and  ot 
the  counry  of  Dublin,  to  this  fummons,  diftinftly  recorded  *. 
>*  We  are  not  bound,"  faid  the  Prelate,  "  agreeably  to  the  li- 
*'  berries,  privileges,  rights,  laws  and  cuftoms  of  the  church 
*  *  and  land  of  Ireland,  to  elecl  any  of  our  clergy,  and  to  fend 
'*  them  to  any  part  of  England,  for  the  purpofe  of  holding 
"  parliaments  or  councils  in  England.  Yet,  on  account  of 
f*  our  reverence  to  our  Lord  the  King  of  England,  and  the 
"  .now  imminent  neceffity  of  the  land  aforefaid,  faving  to  u* 
?*  and  to  the  Lords  and  Commons  of  the  faid  land,  all  rights, 
*'  privileges,  liberties,  laws,  and  cuftoms  before  mentioned,  we 
-**  have  elected  reprefentatives  to  repair  to  the  King  in  Eng- 
M  land,  to  treat  and  confult  with  him  and  his  Council.  Ex- 
f?  cept,  however,  that  we  do  by  no  means  grant  to  our  faid 
"  reprefentatives  any  power  of  afTenting  to  any  burdens  or 
"  fubfidies  to  be  impofed  on  us  or  our  clergy,  to  which  we 
?.*  cannot  yield  by  reafon  of  our  poverty  and  daily  expence  in 
*'  defending  the  land  againft  the  Irilh  enemy." 

In  like  manner  we  find  the  county  of  Dublin  at  firft  elect- 
ing their  reprefentatives  without  power  or  authority  to  con- 
fent  to  the  impofition  of  any  burdens  ;  the  Nobles  and  Com- 
mons "  unanimoufly  with  one  voice  declaring,  that  accord- 
p  ing  to  the  rights,  privileges,  liberties,  laws  and  cuftoms  of 
"  the  land  of  Ireland,  enjoyed  from  the  time  of  the  conqueft 
"  of  faid  land,  they  are  not  bouiu  »  o  fend  any  perfons  from 
"  the  land  of  Ireland  to  the  parliament  or  council  of  our 
"  Lord  the  King  in  England,  to  treat,  confult,  or  agree 
«  with  our  Lord  the  King  in  England,  as  the  writ  re- 
"  quires.  Notwithftanding,  on  account  of  their  reverence, 
"  and  the  neeeflky  and  prefent  diftrefs  of  the  faid  land,  they 
"  have  elected  reprefentatives  to  repair  to  the  King,  and  to 
?«  treat  and  confult  with  him  and  his  Council ;  referving  to 
"  themfelves  the  power  of  yielding  or  agreeing  to  any  fub- 
«•  fidies."  At  the  fame  time  protefting,  "  that  their  prefent 
"  compliance  is  not  hereafter  to  be  taken  in  prejudice  to  the 
«  rights,  privileges,  laws,  and  cuftoms,  which  the  Lords 
"  and  Commons,  from  the  time  of  the  conqueft  of  the  laiid 
"  of  Ireland,  have  enjoyed,  in  confideration  of  the  various 
"  burdens  which  the  faid  Lords  and  Commons  have  borne, 
¥  and  ftill  do  bear,  and  which  for  the  future  they  cannot  fup~ 
«  port — nifi  Dominus  Rex  manumfuam  melius  apponere  voltterit"

In 
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In  13  year  of  King  Edward  I.  the  ftatutes  of  Weftminfter 
1  anno  3  of  Gloucester,  an.  6  and  of  merchants,  and  Weft- 
minfter 2.  an.  13  of  his  reign,  were  by  his  command  fent  to 
hi*  chief  juftice  in  Ireland,  to  be  there  proclaimed  and  ob- 
ferved,  as  this  one  memorandum  in  the  claufe  roll  of  that 
year  afTures  us.

Writs  for  free  commerce  between  England  and  Ireland,  as 
common  one  to  another,  253.     Raym.  4  Inftit. 

Richard  II.  made  a  voyage  to  this  kingdom,  the  particulars 
of  which  Howe,  the  Englifh  hiftoriaa  thus  relates. 

Now  fomewhat  of  the  former  voyage  of  King  Richard  into 
Ireland,  as  the  fame  was  reported  to  Sir  John  Froifart,  by  an 
Efquire  of  England,  named  Henry  Chriftall.  Sir  John 
(quoth  he)  it  is  not  in  memory,  that  ever  any  King  of  Eng- 
land made  fuch  provifion  for  any  journey  into  Ireland,  nor 
fuch  a  number  of  men  of  armes  nor  archers.  The  King 
was  a  nine  moneths  in  the  marines  of  Ireland  to  his  great 
coft,  and  charge  to  the  realme,  for  they  bare  all  his  expences : 
and  the  marchant-cities,  and  goodtownes  of  the  realm  thought 
it  well  bellowed,  when  they  faw  the  King  returne  home  againe 
with  honour.  The  number  that  hee  had  thither,  were  fourc 
thoufand  men  of  armes,  and  thirty  thoufand  archers,  well 
payed  weekly.  But  to  fhew  the  truth,  Ireland  is  one  of  the 
cuill  countries  of  the  world  to  make  warre  upon  or  to  bring 
under  fubiection,  for  it  is  clofed  ftrongly  and  wildly  with  high 
forrefts,  and  great  waters  and  marimes.  It  is  hard  to  enter 
to  doe  any  of  the  country  any  damage  :  nor  yee  (hall  iind  no 
townc,  nor  perfon  to  fpeak  withall.  For  the  msn  draw  to 
the  woods,  and  dwell  in  caues  or  fmall  cottages,  under  trees 
and  among  bufhes,  like  wild  and  fauage  beafts  :  and  when 
they  know  that  any   man  maketh  warre  againft  them,  being

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entred  into  their  countries,  then  they  draw  together  to  the 
flraits  and  paiTages  to  defend  them,  ib  that  no  man  can  enter 
into  them.  And  when  they  fee  their  time  they  will  foone 
take  their  advantage  on  their  enemies,  for  they  know  the 
country,  and  are  light  people.  For  a  man  of  armes,  being- 
neuer  ib  well  horfed,  and  runne  he  neuer  fo  faft,  the  Iriih- 
men  will  run  on  foote  as  faft  as  hee,  and  ouertake  him,  yea, 
and  leape  up  upon  his  horfe  behinde  him,  and  throw  him 
from  his  horfe ;  for  they  are  ftrong  men  in  their  armes,  and 
haue  fharpe  weapons  with  large  blades,  two  edged,  where- 
with they  will  flay  their  enemie,  whom  they  neuer  repute  to 
be  dead  till  they  haue  cut  his  throat,  and  opened  his  belly, 
and  taken  out  his  heart,  which  they  carry  away  with  them, 
fome  fay  they  eate  it,  and  haue  great  delight  therein :  they 
take  no  man  to  ranfome.  And  when  they  fee  that  they  be 
ouer-matched,  then  they  will  depart  and  hide  themfelues  in' 
bufhes,  woods,  and  caues,  fo  that  no  man  fhall  finde  them  : 
Sir  William  Windfore,  who  had  moft  vfed  the  warres  in  thofe 
parts  of  any  other  Eriglifhman,  could"  neuer  learne  the  man- 
ner of  the  countrey.  They  be  hard  people,  and  of  rude  wit; 
and  they  fet  nothing  by  iollity,  nor  frefh  apparell,  nor  by 
nobleiTe,  for  though  their  country  be  foueraignly  governed 
by  Kings,  whereof  they  haue  many,  yet  will  they  abide  and 
continue  in  their  rudeneffeo 

Truth  it  is,  that  4  of  the  principall  Kings,  and  moft  puif- 
fant  after  the  manner  of  the  countrey,  are  come  to  theobey- 
fance  of  the  king  of  England,  by  loue  and  faire  meanes,  and 
not  by  battelly  or  conftraint.  The  Earl  of  Ormond,  who 
marcheth  upon  them,  hath  taken  great  paine,  and  hath  fo' 
intreated  them,  that  they  came  to  Dubline,  to  the  King,  and 
fubmitted  them  to  him,  to  be  under  the  obeyfance  of  the 
crowne  of  England,  wherefore  the  King  and  all  the  realme 
reputeth  this  for  a  great  and  honourable  act.  For  King  Ed- 
ward did  never  fo  much  upon  them,  as  King  Richard  did  in' 
his  voyage.  The  honour  is  great,  but  the  profite  is  but 
fmall,  &c.  The  names  of  the  foure  Kings  were  thefe,  firfty 
the  greate  Oneale  King  of  Meth,  the  fecond  Otrine  of  Tho- 
mond,  King  of  Thomond,  the  third  Arthur  of  Mackquemur 
King  of  Leinfter,  the  fourth  Ocomor  King  of  Theuenes 
and  Drape,  they  were  made  Knights  by  King  Richard  in  the 
cathedral  church  of  Dubline  :  thefe  foure  Kings  watched  all 
the  night  before  in  the  church,  and  the  next  day  at  high 
maffe  time,  were  made  Knights,  and  with  them  Sir  Thomas 
Orphew,  Sir  lames  Pado,  and  Sir  Iohn  Pado,  his  coufm. 

Thefe 
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Thefc  Kings  fate  that  day  at  the  tabJe  with  King  Pvichard, 
they  were  regarded  of  many  people,  becaufe  their  behauiour 
was  ftrenge  to  the  manor  of  England. 

When  Sir  Iohn  Froifart  defired  to  know  how  it  came  to 
pafie,  that  foure  Kings  of  Ireland  were  fo  foone  brought  to 
the  obeyfance  of  King  Richard,  when  King  Edward  the 
King's  grand-father,  who  was  fo  valient  a  Prince,  could  ne  • 
uer  fubdue  them:  Sir  Henry  Chrittall  anfwered,  he  could  net 
tell,  but  as  men  laid,  the  great  puilTance  that  the  King  had 
over  with  him,  and  remaining  there  nine  moncths,  abafhed 
the  Irilhmen.  Alfo  the  fea  was  clofed  from  them  on  ail  parts, 
whereby  their  marchandifes  might  not  enter  into  their  coun- 
tries, though  they  that  dwell  farre  within  the  realme  cared 
little  for  it,  yet  fuch  as  live  on  the  marches  of  England  and 
by  the  fea  coaft,  vfe  feare  of  merchandife. 

King  Edward  in  his  time,  had  to  anfwere  fo  many  warres 
in  France,  Britaine,  Gafcoigne,  and  Scotland,  that  his  peo- 
ple were  divided  in  divers  places,  wherefore  he  could  not 
fend  any  great  number  into  Ireland.  But  when  the  Iriflimen 
faw  the  great  number  of  men  of  warre  that  King  Richard 
had  in  this  lail  rourney,  they  aduiled  themfelues,  and  came 
to  obeyfance. 

In  thes  Articles  folowing  been  comprifed  the  Kyng's  Wilt 
Determination,  Commandement,  and  Plefures,  upon  the 
Parliaments  holdyn  late  at  the  Naafe  and  Eirogheda  ;  and 
upon  the  Parliament  that  fhall  be  now  next  holdyn  within 
his  lands  of  Irland.     Anno  141 8,  19  Ed,  IV,     Rot.  clauf. 

W  HERE  as  have  been  gret  variences  of  late  in  our  faid 
land  of  Irland  upon  two  parliaments  ther  laft  holdyn  ;  the 
oen  at  the  Naafe,  the  other  at  Drogheda,  whether  of  theym 
flaould  be  of  auctorite  ;  we  have  thereupon  taken  fuche  direc- 
tions as  folowith : 

Furft,  We  confider  that  in  the  faid  two  parliaments  were 
communed  and  concludet  principaly  two  acts,  the  oen  toiich- 
yng  the  grauntes  of  certayn  fubfidies  for  the  wele  and  defence 
of  our  faid  land,  the  fecund  concerned  refumptions  afwell  of 
offices  as  of  our  revenue. 

As  touching  the  fubfidies  graunted  in  our  parliament  hol- 
dyn at  Drogheda,  for  as  moche  as  we  underftand,  that  it 
was  graunted,  and  alfo   in  gret  part,  as  vre  ben  enformed, 
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leveed  for  the  wele  and  defence  abovefaid,  We  will  that  the 
fame  graunts  with  all  that  thereto  apperteyneth  be  gode  and 
effectucll,  and  alio  auctorifed  by  the  parliament  in  our  faid 
land  now  next  to  be  holdyn. 

As  touching  the  acls  of  refumptions  in  eather  of  the  faid 
parliaments  pafTed,  which  of  partialte  and  malice  been,  and 
have  been  more  hurtyng  to  our  fubjects  ther  than  to  us  or  the 
wele  of  our  faid  land  profitable ;  we  will  that  the  fame  acts 
be  maad  void  and  of  none  effect  in  the  lawe,  except  the  re- 
in mption  of  offices  and  Chauncellerftiip  and  Treforefhip, 
made  in  the  parliament  holdyn  at  Drogheda,  the  which  we 
will  that  hit  (land  in  his  force  and  effect.  Confidermg  that 
thereuppon,  we  have  made  the  Bifnop  of  Meth,  our  Chanfe- 
ler,  and  Sir  Rouland  Euftace,  Knyght,  our  Trcforer  there  ; 
and  we  will,  that  a  general  act  of  refumption  fro  the  furft 
day  of  Kyng  Herry  the  Vlte,  be  had  and  made  in  the  next 
parliament  touching  our  revenue  ;  and  that  fuch  provifion 
be  made  upon  the  fame  by  our  Depute  Lieutenant  there  ac- 
cording to  our  plefure  ;  which  our  plefure  we  have  fhewed  to 
our  right  trufty  and  wclbeloved  cofyn  Therle  of  KyJdare, 
whom  we  have  ordened  to  be  Depute  Lieutenant,  and  to  the 
reverend  father  in  God  the  Bifhop  of  Mythe,  whom  we  have 
ordeyned  as  is  above  faid  to  be  our  Chanfeler. 

As  touching  the  refumpcion  of  offices,  forafmoche  as  offi- 
ces of  Chanfeler  and  other  in  the  Deputies  commyfion  to  us 
oonly  referved,  we  will  that  the  offices  of  Chief  of  the  Ex- 
chequer and  the  Maifler  of  our  mint  there  be  refumed  in  this 
fame  parliament,  and  our  leters  patents  be  mad  there  uppon 
under  our  gret  feall  there,  to  thofe  perfons  to  whom  we  have 
made  our  grauntes  upon  the  fame. 

And  as  to  ether  offices  to  us  in  the  faid  commyffion  not  re- 
ferved, we  be  contented  that  fuch  of  theym  be  refumed,  and 
they  for  the  wele  of  us  and  our  faid  land,  by  our  faid  Depute 
Lieutennant  fo  difpofed,  as  fhall  be  thought  by  him  mode 
expedient. 

We  will  alfo,  that  at  thys  faid  parliament  be  refumed  the 
office  of  Senefchalfie  of  the  liberte  of  Methe,  with  the  fees, 
wages,  and  rewards  therfor  by  us,  or  otherwife  to  any  pcr- 
fon  graunted,  and  fo  to  remayn  in  our  hands  at  our  plea- 
fure.  We  will  alfo,  that  if  any  act  have  be  made  to  the  pre- 
judice of  us,  and  in  derogacion  of  our  Corone  in  reftreyn- 
in^of  tonnage  and  pondage,  it  be  utterly  revoked  and  ad- 
?.ulkd,  and  in  this  parliament  the  old  graunt  thereof  reno- 
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veiled  and  eftablilhed,  as  lhall  be  beft  for  our  right,  wele  and 
honor. 

Item,  the  Kyng  willeth,  That  fuch  an  atft  as  herto  before 
hath  be  made  in  the  land  there  reftrey-ning,  that  noe  man 
within  that  land  lhall  be  called  out  of  the  faid  la.id  by  any 
precept,  or  commandement,  made  under  the  Kyng's  grele 
ieall,  prive  Ieall  or  fignet  in  England,  be  utterly  revoked  and 
adnulled. 

Item,  The  Kyng  willeth,  that  upon  refumption  of  the 
Kyng's  revenues  to  be  made  in  this  parliament,  the  tawnes 
of  Dlvelyn  *  and  Droghedabe  providet  fore  al  fuche  grauntes 
as  have  ben  made  unto  they  by  the  Kyng's  auclorite,  his  pro- 
genitours  or  predoceffours,  fo  that  they  promife  to  be  redy  to 
doo  the  Kyng  fervicc,  atfuche  tymes  as  by  the  Kyng's  Lieu- 
tenant or  his  depute  they  lhall  .be  defigned. 

Thes  articles  folouying  conteyne,  the  Kyng's  comannde- 
ments  and  plefere,  how  his  Chanfelere  of  Irlani,  Clerc  of 
the  Rolles,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Hanaper  ther,  lhall  demene 
them  there  in  executing  of  ther  offices. 

Furft,  They  and  everithe  of  thems,  lhall  well  and  trewly 
ferve  the  Kyng  and  his  liege  peple  of  the  fame  land,  in  the 
doyng  of  their  offices. 

Item,  That  they  ne  none  of  them  lhall  affent  to  the  hurt,  ' 
damage,  or  alienacion  of  the  Kyng's  lands,    revenues,    or 
rights ;  but  they  ihall  endevoer  them  felfe  for  the  vauncyng 
and  encrefyng  therof,  and  lette  all  them  to  the  beft  of  theire 
powere,  that  wold  attempt  the  contrary  therof. 

Item,  That  the  lead  Chaunfeler  do  ferv  alweyes  in  fuche 
place  and  tymes  as  the  Clerc  of  the  Rolles,  the  Clerc  of  the 
Hanaper,  and  other  minifters  of  the  Chaunfery,  may  be  ther 
and  then  prefent. 

Item,  That  the  faid  Chaunfeller  do  delyvre  to  the  Clerc  of 
the  Rolles,  all  fuch  warrants  cummyng  to  his  hands,  fo  as  he 
may  kepe  them  as  the  Kyng's  recordes,  according  to  his  of- 
fice. 

Item,  That  the  faid  Chaunfeller  fele  no  pardon  under  the 
grete  fele,  unto  any  man  upon  his  provifione  from  the  court 
of  Rome,  without  the  King's  knowlege  and  confent. 

Item,  The  Chaunfeller  in  perfon,  lhall  in  true  time  make 
his  abidyng  in  the  place  wher  the  Kyng's  Courts  be  kept,  un 
lefhe  ther  by  a  great  and  urgent  caufe,  by  the  depute  with  th« 
advife  of  the  more  part  of  the  Kyng's  Confele,  it  be  thought 
his  abfence  to  be  allowed. 

Item,

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Item,  That  the  Clefc  of  the  Pvoljes  do  enroll  all  patents  un- 
der the  Kyng's  gretefeall,  before  that  they  be  deliveretto  the 
parties,  and  kepe  fo  the  Kyng's  records,  that  none  of  thcm 
be  rafed,  ne  befoiled. 

Item,  That  he  fee  and  write  at  every  feie,  what  profits 
growith  unto  the  Kyng  thereof,  and  the  fpecialtees  of  the 
fame  ;  fo  that  his  boke  fo  made  may  be  a  controllment  upon 
the  accompts  of  the  Clerc  of  the  Hanaper,  to  be  made  yerly 
in  the  Kyng's  Efchequer  there. 

Item,  That  no  lyvere  be  made  to  the  Kyng's  tennant,  nor 
yet  reftitution  to  be  made  to  any  Bimop,  Abbot,  or  Prior, 
without  that  the  Kyng  be  furit  anfwered  of  his  duete,  accord- 
ynge  to  the  rate  of  the  tyme  that  the  landes  have  ben  in  the 
Kyng's  handes. 

Item,  That  the  Clerc  of  the  Hanapier  continueley  receive 
the  fees  of  the  feie  of  writts,  commifTions  and  patents  ;  and 
alfo,  all  fuche  fynes  as  mall  be  made  in  tjie  Chauncery,  and 
thereupon  pay  the  Chaunceller  his  fees,  wages,  and  rewards 
accuftomed,  and  deliver  the  remenant  unto  the  Kyng's  Ef- 
chequer upon  his  accompts,  which  he  mail  make  yerly  therof : 
and  to  thentent  that  noone  ignorance  may  be  pretendit,  what 
fines  ben  to  be  made  them  within  the  Kyng's  Chauncery,  the 
fpecialties  of  them  hereafter  enfueth.

All  manec 
licence  of  marriage  of  the  Kyng's  widdows,  the  third  part 
of  their  dower.  All  manner  of  conSrmacions  of  offices, 
the  third  part  or  fourth  part  of  the  value  thereof,  by  the  yere. 
All  confirmacions  of  libertees  and  franchifees,  the  third  part, 
or  the  fourthe  part  of  the  profits  or  value  of  the  fame  fran- 
chifees. All  patents  of  devyfing  the  third  part  of  the  value 
of  his  goods.  All  pardons  of  the  Kyng's  widdowes  maried 
without  licence,  the  value  of  her  dower  by  the  year. 

Item,  That  the  Cierc  of  the  Kyng's  Hanaper,  leave  for 
him  a  depute  in  the  court  of  the  Kyng's  Bench,  another  in 
the  court  of  the  Common  Place,  which  lhall  receve  for  the 
Kyng  all  the  profites  growing  of  the  Kyng's  fele  in  either  of 
the  faid  courts,  and  thereupon,  fhall  yeid  his  accompt  in  the 
Kyng's  Efchequer. 

Here  folouyth  the  Kyng's  comanndements  and  plefure,  to 
be  fhewed  unto  Sir  Rouland  Eutiace,  Knyght,  whom  his 
HighnefTe  hath  deputed  to  be  Treforer  of  his  land  of  Irland* 

Furft,  The  faid  Sir  Rouland,  fhall  well  and  trewly  behave 
hym  in  the  occupfeng  of  his  faid  office,  and  juftely  and  right- 
ouiily  exercife  it,  as  well  betwix  the  Kyng  and  his  fubjects, 
as  betwix  the  Kyng's  fubjecls. 

Item,  He  fhall  not  anient  nore  agre  to  the  hurt,  dammage, 
or  diflieretyng  the  Kyng  of  his  lands,  revenues,  rights,  re- 
galie  ©r  prerogatifs,  but  in  all  that  hym  is,  he  ihall  uphold, 
mayntene,  encreafe  and  avaunce  them. 

Item,  That  the  faid  Sir  Rouland  continually  endevour 
himfelf,  that  the  Kyng  be  yerely  anfaered  of  all  fuch  reve- 
nues and  rights,  as  fhall  belong  unto  his  highnes  within  his 
land  of  Irland,  and  that  he  do  fend  unto  the  Kyng's  goode 
grace  yerly,  a  trew  and  pleyn  vews  thereof,  compryfmg  the 
particulers  and  fpecialtees  of  the  fame. 

Item,  That  the  fame  Sir  Rouland  remytte  and  forgete  all 
malice  and  erill  will  that  he  hath  borne  and  berith  to  the  Bi- 
fhop  of  Mythe,  Bermyngham,  the  Juftice,  and  all  other  the 
Kyng's  fubje&s  within  the  faid  land ;  for  the  Kyng's  high- 
neffe  hath  comaundet  them  in  femblable  wife  to  do  toward 
hym  Alfo  the  King  vol  that  he  delivre  his  grete  fele,  beying 
in  his  kepyng,  unto  the  faid  Bifhop  of  Mythe,  whom  he  hath 
deputed  and  made  to  be  his  Chaunfcller  of  his  faid  land  of 
Irland.

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Item,  That  the  faid  Sir  Rouland  kepe  the  appointment  by 
the  Kyng,  taken  betwix  hym  and  Sir  Robert  Euilace  in  the* 
articles  folouying,  beth  compnied  the  Kyng's  ccmy.nndments 
and  pleiere,  to  he  executed  and  aocomplilhed  by  his  Jug'es 
and  Barons  of  the  Efchequer  within  his  land  of  Irland. 

Farft,  That  this  and  every  of  them,    duely  and  trewly 
have  them  as  well  towards  the  Kyng's  higheneife  as  towards  ' 
his  fubjecls,  in  executyng  and  doyng  of  their  offices,  and  af- 
ter their  cunyng    and    difcrecion,  juftely    and    indeifereridy 
minister  juftice  to  all  the  Kyng's  fubjcits  in  theefe  parties. 

Item,  That  nether  thei  ne  eny  of  them,  auent  nor  agree 
to  the  hurtyng  or  damagyng  of  any  fuche  revenues,  en  his 
laws,  prerogatifs,  rights  or  interell  to  the  Kyng  in  any 
wile  belongyng,  but  that  thei  and  everith  of  theym  endevoir 
thsym  to  their  power  to  the  avanncing  and  encrecynp;  thereof. 
Item,  That  they  and  everith  of  them,  employ  them  as  ef- 
fectually as  they  can,  that  all  fines,  amerciaments,  and  all 
other  iflues  and  profits,  mall  or  ought  righturfly  to  grow 
within  the  Kyng's  levity,  whom  they  have  or  ihall  have  ad- 
miniftration  of  juftice,  be  truely  and  duely  ceffed  and  ordered ; 
and  that  thereof  a  due  comptes  be  made  yerly  in  the  Kyng's 
Efchequer  ther,  fo  that  their  fees,  wages  and  rewards,  may 
be  paiet  and  contented  of  the  fame,  as  farre  as  it  (hail  ltretche 
unto. 

Item,  In  caas  that  eny  variences  growe  amongft  the  Kyng's 
fubjects  in  thes  parties,  which  God  defends,  whereby  the 
Kyng  or  the  comen  wele  of  his  land  ther  by  eny  liklyod  {hold 
be  hurted,  that  thei  endevoir  themfelf  to  the  bed  of  ther 
power,  to  appeyfe  thofe  variences,  and  that  fuche  direction 
be  taken  therupon  as  fhall  heft  acorde  to  refon,  and  to  the 
wele  of  the  Kyng,  and  of  his  faid  land  of  Irland. 

Item,  That  the  Juges  of  both  the  places,  aid,  afllfte,  and 
fa  voir,  fuch  perfons  as  the  Clerke  of  the  Hanaper  mail  depute 
for  hym  ther,  for  the  recevyng  of  profit«s  of  the  Kyng's  feles 
within  the  fame  places,  fo  that  the  Kyng  may  be  thereby  an- 
fwered  thereof,  as  he  ought  to  be. 

In  the  articles  folouying  ben  comprifed  the  Kyng's  plefure, 
howe  and  in  what  forme  Gerard  Therle,  of  Kildare,  depute 
unto  his  Lieutenant,  ihall  be  demeaned  in  the  peerceifing  ot 
his  office  of  the  faid  depute,  within  his  land  of  Irland. 

Furft,  The  feid  Erl  lhall  wel  and  trewly  ferve  the  Kyng  as 
depute  to  his  Lieutenant  of  Irland,  in  all  and  every  thing 
comprifed  in  his  commiffion. 

Item, 
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Item,  He  ffiall  to  the  utterraoft  of  his  power,  defend  the 
Kyng's  lands  and  his  fubjecls  \vithin  the  faid  land,  againft  the 
Kyng's  rebells  and  Irifii  ennemyes. 

Item,  He  ihall  not  aflent  to  the  hurt,  damage,  or  aliena- 
cion  of  the  Kyng's  lands,  revenues,  or  rights  within  thr: 
land,  but  to  the  be  ft:  of  his  power,  avancc  and  encres  them, 
and  hold  all  thofe  that  wold  attempt  to  do  the  contrary. 

Item,  He  fhall  not  pardon  theatre  of  any  of  the  Kyng's 
tennants  upon  the  Kyng's  pofTeffion,  nor  yet  graunt  to  deny 
them  licence  without  a  rcafonable  fyne. 

Item,  He  ihall  graunt  no  pardon  to  any  man  upon  his 
provifion  purchafed  or  to  be  purchafed  from  the  court  of 
Rome,  ne  therof  he  ihall  addrcife  no  warrant  unto  the 
Chaunfeler,  without  the  Kyng's  knowleche  and  affent. 

Item,  He  (hall  favor,  aide  and  affifte  all  the  Kyng's  offi- 
cers within  the  fame  laud,  in  the  doing  of  their  offices,  and 
refill  all  therein  that  would  maliciouily  attempt  agens  them 
for  the  doying  of  the  faime. 

Item.  He  (hall  effcctuayly  endevour  himfelf,' that  Sir  Ron- 
land  Euftace  deliver  unto  the  Bifhop  of  Methe,  whom  the 
Kyng  hath  deputed  to  be  his  Chaunfeler  of  the  fame  lz.zdy 
the  Kyng's  grete  fele. 

Item,  In  neo  parliament  to  be  holdyn  hereafter  ther  fhali 
no  fubftdie  be  axed,  ne  graunted  in  the  fame  upon  the  com- 
mounes  ne  levied  but  once  in  a  yere,  which  fhall  not  excede 
the  extent  of  1200  marks,  as  hath  been  accuftumed. 

Item,  That  noo  thing  that  is  or  fhall  be  commowned  and 
concluded  in  Counfele,  be  taken  in  ftrenth  as  an  aft  of  Coun- 
fele,  unlefs  the  Kyng's  Lieutenant  or  his  depute  give  his  affent 
thereunto,  by  the  advis  of  the  more  part  of  the  Kyng's  Coun- 
fele there,  that  is  to  fay,  the  Chanfelor,  the  Treforer,  the 
Kyng's  Chief  juflys,  the  Chief  Baron  of  the  Kyng's  Efche- 
quer,  the  Clerc  of  the  Rolls,  the  Kyng's  Serjant. 

Item,  The  Kyng  will  alfo,  that  the  Maifter  of  the  Mint, 
work  his  cuniage  oonly  in  the  Caftle  of  Divelin. 

Item,  That  in  the  fame  cuinage  touching  the  fyneffe,  it  be 
according  to  the  ftandart  of  England,  and  that  an  unce  of 
lillver  of  that  fyneffe  be  coyned  4s.  8d.  whereof  to  the  mer- 
chant 4s.  2d.  to  the  Kyng,  the  Maifter  of  the  Mynt,  for  hym, 
the  odyr  officers,  and  the  Coyners  6d. 

Item,  That  all  and  every  of  the  peces  to  be  coyned,  bera 
notable  difference  on  eyther  fide ;  on  the  crofs  fide  a  rofe, 
and  upon  the  pile  fide,  a  notable  dilference  of  the  Kyng  eafy 
to  be  known  to  every  body,  accordyng  to  fuche  prints  a&  ben 
delivered  unto  the  Maifter  of  the  Mynt  here.

An  act  declaring  how 
Poynirig's  act  fhall  be  expounded  ;  4  Philip  and  Mary,  An  act 
authorifmg  ftatutes  to  be  made  in  this  parliament   notwith- 
standing Poyning's  act;  11  Elizabeth,  feffi.

Prefuming  that  the  foregoing  references  relative  to  Poyn- 
ing's  act  wiil  be  perufed,  I  fhall  adjoin  what  Hume  fays  on 
this  fubject. 

The.  King's  (Henry  VIL )  authority  appeared  equally  pre* 
valent  and  uncentroulable  in  Ireland  ;  Sir  Edward  Poyning 
had  been  fent  over  with  fome  troops  into  that  country,  with 
an  intention  of  quelling  the  partizans  of  the  houfe  of  York, 
and  of  reducing  the  natives  to  fubjection  :    he  was  not  fup- 
ported  with  forces  fufficient  for  that  important  enterprife. 
The  Irifh,  by  flying  into  their  woods,  morauesj  aud  moun* 
tains,  in  fome  meafure  eluded  his  efforts  :  but  Poyning  fum- 
moned  a  parliament  at  Dublin,  where  he  was   more  fuccefs- 
£uL     He  pa(Ted   that    memorable  ftatute,  which  ftill  bears 
his  name,  and  which  eftablifhes  the  authority  of  the  Engliih 
government  in   Ireland.     By  this  ftatute  all  the  former  laws 
of  England,  were  made  to  be  of  force  in  Ireland ;    and  no 
bill  can  be  introduced  into  the  Irifh  parliament,  unlefs  itpre- 
vioufly  receives  the  fanition  of  the  council  of  England.    This 
latter  law  feems  calculated  for  enfuring  the  dominion  of  the 
Englifh  over  Ireland  ;  but  was  really  granted  at  the  defire  of 
the  Irilh  commons,  who  propofed,  by   that  means,  to  fecure 
themfelves  from  the  tyranny  of  the  Lords,  particularly  of 
fuch  Lieutenants  as  were  of  Irifh  birth  f.

FIRST     LETTER. 

My  Lord, 

Dublin,  2Qth  Slug.    1779* 

-L  OU  defire  my  thoughts  on  the  affairs  of  Ireland  ;  a  fub- 
jecl  little  confidered,  and  confequently  not  understood  in 
England.  The  Lords  and  Commons  of  Great  Britain  have 
addrefTed  his  Majefty  to  take  the  diftreffed  and  impoverifhed 
ftate  of  this  country  into  confideration  ;  have  called  for  infor- 
mation, and  refolved  topurfue  effectual  methods  for  promot- 
ing the  common  ftrength,  wealth  and  commerce  of  both 
kingdoms ;  and  his  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  to  exprefs,  in 
his  fpeech  from  the  throne,  his  entire  approbation  of  their 
attention  to  theprefent  ftate  of  Ireland. 

The  occafion  calls  for  the  affiftance  of  every  friend  to  the 
Britifh  empire  :  thofe  who  can  give  material  information  are 
bound  to  communicate  it.  The  attempt  however  is  full  of 
difficulty  ;  it  will  require  more  than  ordinary  caution  to  write 
with  fuch  moderation  as  not  to  offend  the  prejudices  of  one 
country,  and  with  fuch  freedom  as  not  to  wound  the  feelings 
of  the  other. 

The  prefent  ftate  of  Ireland  teems  with  every  circumftance 
of  national  poverty.  Whatever  the  land  produces  is  greatly 
reduced  in  its  value  :  wool  is  fallen  one  half  in  its  ufual  price ; 
wheat  one  third  ;  black  cattle  of  all  kinds  in  the  fame  pro- 
portion, and  hides  in  a  much  greater :  buyers  are  not  had 
without  difficulty  at  thofe  low  rates,  and  from  the  principal 
fairs  men  commonly  return  with  the  commodities  they 
brought  there  :  rents  are  every  where  reduced,  in  many 
places  it  is  impoffible  to  collect  them  :  the  farmers  are  all 
diftreffed,  and  many  of  them  have  failed  :  when  leafes  ex- 
pire, tenants  are  not  eafily  found  :  the  landlord  is  often  ob- 
liged to  take  his  lands  into  his  own  hands,  for  want  of  bidders  at 
reafonable  rents,  and  finds  his  eftate  fallen  one  fourth  in  its 

f  value. 
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value.  The  merchant  juftly  complains  that  all  bufinefs  is  at 
a  ftand,  that  he  cannot  difcount  his  bills,  and  that  neither 
money  nor  paper  circulates.  In  this  and  the  laft  year,  above 
twenty  thoufand  manufacturers,  in  this  metropolis  were  re- 
duced to  beggary  for  want  of  employment ;  they  were  for  a 
confiderable  length  of  time  fupported  by  alms  ;  a  part  of  the 
contribution  came  from  England,  and  this  affiftahce  was 
much  wanting  from  the  general  diftrefs  of  all  ranks  of  people 
in  this  country.  Public  and  private  credit  are  annihilated  : 
parliament,  that  always  raifes  money  in  Ireland  on  eafy  terms, 
when  there  is  any  to  be  borrowed  in  the  country,  in  1778 
gave  7-|l.  per  cent,  in  annuities,  which  in  1773  and  1775 
were  earneilly  fought  after  at  61.  then  thought  to  be  a  very 
high  rate.  The  expences  of  a  country,  nearly  bankrupt, 
muft  be  inconfiderable ;  almoft  every  branch  of  the  revenue 
has  fallen  ;  and  the  receipts  in  the  treafury  for  the  two  years, 
ending  lady-day,  1  779,  were  lefs  than  thofe  for  the  two  years, 
ending  lady-day,  1777,  deducting  the  fums  received  on  ac- 
count of  loans  in  each  period,  in  a  fum  of  334,9001.  1 8s.  g±d : 
there  was  due  on  the  25th  of  March  laft,  on  the  eftablifh- 
ments,  and  for  extraordinary  expences,  an  arrear  amounting 
to  373,706!.  13s.  63-d.  :  afum  of  6oo,oool.  will  probably  be 
now  wanting,  to  fupply  the  deficiencies  on  the  eftablifhments 
and  extraordinary  charges  of  government:  and  an  annual 
fum  of  between  50  and  6o,oool.  yearly,  to  pay  intereft  and 
annuities :  in  the  laft  feffion  466,0001.  was  borrowed  ;  if  the 
fum  wanting  could  now  be  raifed,  the  debt  would  be  increafed 
in  a  fum  of  above  i  ,ooo,oool.  in  lefs  than  three  years,  and 
if  the  expences  and  the  revenues  mould  continue  the  fame  as 
in  the  laft  two  years,  there  is  a  probability  of  an  annual  de- 
ficiency of  300,0001.  The  nation  in  the  laft  two  years  has 
not  been  able  to  pay  for  its  own  defence;  a  militia  law,  pafTed 
in  the  laft  feftion,  could  not  be  carried  into  execution  for 
want  of  money.  Inftead  of  having  forces  abroad*,  Ire- 
land has  not  been  able  in  this  year  to  pay  the  forces  kept  in 
the  kingdom  :  it  has  again  relapfed  into  its  ancient  ftate  of 
imbecility,  and  Great  Britain  has  been  lately  obliged' to  fend 
over  money  to  pay  the  army  f  which  defends  this  impover- 
ifhed  country.

Our 
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Our  diftrefs  and  poverty  are  of  the  utmoft  notoriety  ;  the 
proof  does  not  depend  folely  upon  calculation  or  elrlmate, 
it  is  palpable  in  every  public  and  private  tranfaction,  and  is 
deeply  felt  among  all  orders  of  our  people. 

This  kingdom  has  been  long  declining.  The  annual  defici- 
ency of  its  revenues,  for  the  payment  of  public  expences, 
has  been,  for  many  years,  fnpplied  by  borrowing.  The  Ame- 
rican rebellion,  which  considerably  diminished  the  demand  for 
our  linens ;  an  embargo  on  provifions  continued  for  three 
years  *,  and  highly  injurious  to  our  victualing  trade  ;  the  in- 
creafmg  drain  of  remittances  to  England  for  rents,  falaries, 
profits  of  offices,  penfions  and  intereil,  and  for  the  payment 
of  forces  abroad,  have  made  the  decline  more  rapid,  but 
have  not  occafioned  it. 

If  we  determine  to  inveftigate  the  truth,  we  mufl  affign  a 
jnore  radical  caiffe :  when  the  human  or  political  body  is  un- 
found  or  infirm,  it  is  in  vain  to  inquire  what  accidental  cir- 
cumttances  appear  to  have  occafioned  thofe  maladies  which 
arife  from  the  conftitution  itfelf. 

If  in  a  period  of  fourfcore  years  of  profound  internal 
peace,  any  country  fhall  appear  to  have  often  experienced  the 
extremes  of  poverty  and  diftrefs;  if  at  the  times  of  her  great~ 
eft  fuppofed  affluence  and  profperity,  the  flighted  caufes  have 
been  fumcient  toobftruct  her  progrefs,  to  annihilate  her  credit, 
and  to  fpread  dejection  and  difmay  among  all  ranks  cf  her 
people  ;  and  if  fuch  acountry  is  bleiTed  with  a  temperate  cli- 
mate and  fruitful  foil,  abounds  with  excellent  harbours  and 
great  rivers,  with  the  neceiTaries  of  life  and  materials  of  ma- 
nufacture, and  is  inhabited  by  a  race  of  men,  brave,  active, 
and  intelligent,  fome  permanent  caufe  of  fuch  difaftrous  ef- 
fects muit  be  fought  for. 

If  your  veilel  is  frequently  in  danger  of  foundering  in  the 
midit  of  a  calm  ;  if  by  the  fmalleit  addition  of  fail  me  is 
near  overfetting,  let  the  gale  be  ever  fo  Heady,  you  would 
neither  reproach  the  crew,  nor  accufe  the  pilot  or  the  maftcr  ; 
you  would  look  to  the  construction  of  the  vefTcl,  and  fee 
how  fhe  had  been   originally  framed,  and  whether  any  new

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works  had   been  added  to  her,  that  retard  or  endanger  her 
courfe. 

But  for  fuch  an  examination  more  time  and  attention  are 
neceffary  than  have  been  ufualJy  beftowed  upon  this  fubject  in 
Great  Britain ;  and  as  I  have  now  the  honour  to  addrefs  a 
perfon  of  rank  and  ftation  in  that  kingdom  on  the  affairs  of 
Ireland,  I  fhould  be  brief  in  my  firft  audience,  or  I  may 
happen  never  to  obtain  the  favour  of  a  fecond.

SECOND   LETTER. 

My  Lord, 

Dublin,  2$d  Augufl,    1779. 

Jl  ROM  the  time  that  king  James  the  fir  ft  had  eftablimed  a 
regular  adminiftration  of  juflice  in  every  part  of  the  kingdom, 
tmtil  the  rebellion  of  1641,  which  takes  in  a  period  of  be- 
tween thirty  and  forty  years,  the  growth  of  Ireland  was  con- 
fiderable  *.  In  the  act  recognizing  the  title  of  king  James, 
the  Lords  and  Commons  acknowledge  "  that  many  bleffings 
"  and  benefits  had,  within  thefe  few  years  paft,  been  poured 
M  upon  this  realm  f  ;"  and  at  the  end  of  the  parliament  in 
1615,  the  commons  return  thanks  for  the  extraordinary  pains 
taken  for  the  good  of  this  republic,  whereby  they  fay  "  we 
"  all  of  us  fit  under  our  own  vines,  and  the  whole  realm 
"  reapeththe  happy  fruits  of  peace  %."  In  his  reign  the  little 
that  could  be  given  by  the  people,  was  given  with  general 
confent  § :  and  received  with  extraordinary  marks  of  royal 
favour  ;  he  defires  the  lord-deputy  to  return  them  thanks  for 
their  fubfidy,  and  for  their  granting  it  with  univerfal  con- 
fent ||  ;  and  to  affure  them  that  he  holds  his  fubjecls  of  that 
Jdngdom  in  equal  favour  with  thofe  of  his  other  kingdoms  ? 
and  that  he  will  be  as  careful  to  provide  for  their  profperous 
and  flourifhing  Hate,  as  for  his  own  perfon.

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Davis  mentions  the  profperous  flate  of  the  country,  and 
that  the  revenue  of  the  crown,  both  certain  and  cafual,  had 
been  raifed  to  a  double  proportion.  He  takes  notice  how  this 
was  effected,  "  by  the  encouragement  given  to  the  maratime 
*<  towns  and  cities,  as  well  to  increafe  the  trade  of  merchan- 
««  dize,  as  to  cherifh  mechanical  arts  j"  and  mentions  the 
confequence,  "  that  the  firings  of  the  Irifh  harps  were  all 
«'  in  tune." 

In  the  fucceeding  reign,  Ireland  for  fourteen  or  fifteen 
years  appears  to  have  greatly  advanced  in  profperity.  The 
commons  granted  in  the  feiilon  of  1634,  fix  entire  fubfidies, 
which  they  agreed  mould  amount  in  the  collection  to 
250,0001.  * ;  and  the  free  gifts  previoufly  given  to  king 
Charles  the  nr(t,  at  different  times,  amounted  to  3io,oool.f  j 
in  the  feffion  of  1630,  they  gave  four  entire  fubfidies,  and 
the  clergy  eight ;  the  cufioms  which  had  been  framed  at 
500I.  yearly,  in  the  beginning  of  this  reign,  were  in  the  pro- 
gress of  it  let  for  54,000! 

The  commodities  exported  were  twice  as  much  in  value, 
as  the  foreign  merchandize  imported,  and  ihipping  is  faid  to 
have  increafed  an  hundred  fold  §.  Their  parliament  was  en- 
couraged to  frame  laws  conducive  to  the  happinefs  and  prof- 
perity of  themfelves  and  their  pofterities,  for  the  enacting 
and  "  confurnmating"  whereof  the  king  paffes  his  royal 
word  ;  and  allures  hisfubje&s  of  Ireland  that  they  were  equally 
of  as  much  refpect  and  dearnefs  to  him  as  any  others  J, 

In  the  fpeaker's  fpeech  in  1639,  enumerating  the  national 
bleffings,  he  mentions  as  one,  "that  our  in-gates  and  out-gates 
do  ftand  open  for  trade  and  traffic**"  and  as  the  lord  chancel- 
lor declared  his  excellency's  "  high  liking  of  this  oration," 
it  may  be  confidered  as  a  fair  account  of  the  condition  of 
Ireland  at  that  time.  When  the  commons  had  afterwards 
caught  the  infection  of  the  times,  and  were  little  difpofed  to 
pay  compliments,  they  acknowledge,  that  this  kingdom, 
when  the  earl  of  Stratford  obtained  the  government,  *i  was 
"  in  a  flourifhing,  wealthy  and  happy  eftate  f  f . 

After  the  reiloration,  from  the  time  that  the  acts  cf  fet- 
tlement  and  explanation   had  been  fully  carried  into  execu-

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tion,  to  the  year   1,688,   Ireland  made   great  advances,  and 
continued,  for  leveral  years,  in  a  naoft  profperous  condition*. 
Lands  were  every  where  improved;  rents  were  doubled  ;  the 
kingdom  abounded  with  money  ;  trade  flourished  to  the  envy 
of  our  neighbours;  chies  encrea^ed  exceedingly;  many  places 
of  the  kingdom  equalled  the  improvements  of  England  ;  the 
Icing's    revenue  incre^ied  proportionabiy   to   the  advance   or 
the  kingdom,  which  was    every  day   growing,  and  was  <well 
f'tcthljhed  in  plenty  and  wealth  f  ;  manufactures  were  let  on  foot 
in  divers  parts  ;  the   meanett   inhabitants   were    at    once   en- 
riched and  civilized  :   and  this  kingdom  is  then  reprefented  to 
r>e    the    molt    improved    and     improving    fpot    of    ground 
in   Europe.     I  repeat   the  words  of  perfons  of  high  rank, 
preat  character  and  fuperior     knowledge,  who  could  rot  be 
deceived  themfelves,  and  were  incapable  of  deceiving  others. 
James,  the  firft   duke  of  Ormond,  whofe  memory  fhould  be 
e^er  revered  by    every    friend   of  Ireland,  to  heal  the  wound 
that  this  country  had  received  by  the  prohibition   of  the  ex- 
port of  her  cattle  to  England,  obtained  from  Charles  the  §e- 
a   letter  J,  dated,  the  23d  of  March,   1667,  by  which  he  di- 
rected that  all  restraints  upon  the  exportation  of  commodities, 
cf  the  growth  or  "manufacture  of  Ireland,  to  foreign  parts, 
fhould  be  taken  off,  but  not  to    interfere  with  the  plantation 
Jaws,  or  the  charters  £0,  the  trading  companies,  and  that  this 
lhould  be  notified  to  his  fubjects  of  this  kingdom  ;  which  was 
accordingly  done  by  a  proclamation  from  the  lord  lieutenant 
and  council;  and  at  the  fame  time  by  his  majefty's  permim- 
on,  they  prohibited  the  importation  from  Scotland  of  linen, 
wrcvlen,  and  other  manufaciaires  and  commodities,  as  drawing 
large  fums  of  money  out  of  Ireland,  and  a   great  hindrance 
ro  its   manufactures.     His  grace    mccefsfully    executed  his 
fcheme  of  national  improvement,  having  by  his  own  conftant 
attention,  the  exertion  of  his  extenlive    influence,  and    the 
mod  princely  munificence,  greatly  advanced  the  woollen,  and

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revived  *  the  linen  manufactures,  which  England  then  en- 
couraged in  this  kingdom,  as  a  compenfatioh  for  the  Jofs  of 
that  trade  of  which  fhe  had  been  deprived  ;  this  encourage- 
ment, from  that  time  to  the  revolution,  had  greatly  increased 
the  wealth,  and  promoted  the  improvement  of  Ireland. 

The  tyranny  and  periecuting  policy  of  James  the  fecond  f 
after  his  arrival  in  Ireland,  ruined  its  trade  and  revenue;  the 
many  great  oppreflions  which  the  people  fuiFered  during  the 
revolution  had  occasioned  almoft  the  utter  dtfulation  of  the 
country.  §  But  the  nation  muft  have  been  reltored  in  the 
reign  of  William  to  a  confiderable  degree  of  ftrength  and 
vigour:  their  exertions  in  raifing  fupplies  to  a  great  amount, 
from  the  year  1692  to  the  year  1698,  are  fome  proof  of  it. 
They  taxed  their  goods,  their  lands,  their  perfons,  in  fupport 
of  a  prince  whom  they  juflly  called  their  deliverer  and  de- 
fender, and  of  a  government  on  which  their  own  preferva- 
tion  depended.  Thofe  fums  were  granted  j|,  not  only  without 
murmur,  but  with  the  utmoft  chearfulnefs,  and  without  any 
complaint  of  the  inability,  or  reprefentation  of  the  diflrelfed 
ftate  of  the  country. 

,  The  money  brought  in  for  the  army  at  the  revolution,  gave 
life  to  all  bufmefs,  and  much  fooner  than  could  have  been  ex- 
pected retrieved  the  affairs  of  Ireland.  This  money  ramifhed  ca- 
pitals for  carrying  on  the  manufactures  of  this  kingdom.  Our 
exports  increafed  in  96,  97  and  98,  and  our  imports  did  not 
rile  in  proportion,  which  occafioned  a  great  balance  in  cur 
favour  ;  and  this  increafe  was  owing  principally  to  the  wool- 
len manufacture.  In  the  laft  of  thofe  years  the  ballance  in  fa- 
vour of  Ireiand  in  the  accounts  of  exports  and  imports  was 
419,4421.  **. 

But  in  the  latter  end  of  this  reign  a  law  was  made  in  England, 
reftraining,  in  fact  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  all  woollen 
manufactures  from  Ireland.  From  the  time  or  this  prohibi- 
tion no  parliament  was  held  in  Ireland  until  the  year  1703. 
Five  years   were  fuffered  to  pafs  before  any  opportunity  was

given 
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given  to  apply  a  remedy  to  the  many  evils  which  fuch  a  prohi- 
bition muft  neceffarily  have  occafioned.  The  linen  trade  was 
then  not  thoroughlyeitablifhed  in  Ireland  ;  the  woollen  manu- 
facture was  the  ftaple  trade,  and  wool  the  principal  material 
of  that  kingdom.  The  confequences  of  this  prohibition  ap- 
peared in  the  feffion  of  1 703  *. 

In  an  addrefs  to  the  queen  f ,  laid  before  the  duke  of  Or- 
niond,  then  lord  lieutenant,  by  the  houfe  with  its  fpeaker, 
they  mention  the  diftreued  condition  of  that  kingdom,  and 
more  efpecially  of  the  induftrious  proteftants,  by  the  almoft 
total  lofs  of  trade  and  decay  of  their  manufactures,  and  to 
preferve  the  country  from  utter  ruin,  apply  for  liberty 
to  export  their  linen  manufactures  to  the  plantations. 

In  a  fubfequent  part  of  this  feffion  i,  the  commons  refolve, 
that  by  reafon  of  the  great  decay  of  trade  and  difcouragement 
of  the  manufactures  of  this  kingdom,  many  poor  tradefmen 
were  reduced  to  extreme  want  and  beggary.  This  refolution 
was  nem.  con.  and  the  fpeaker,  Mr.  Broderick,  then  his  ma- 
jefty's  folicitor  general,  and  afterwards  lord  chancellor,  in 
hisfpeech  at  the  end  of  the  feffion  §,  informs  the  lord  lieute- 
nant, that  the  reprefentation  of  the  commons  was,  as  to  the 
matters  contained  in  it,  the  unanimous  voice  and  confent  of  a 
very  full  houfe,  and  that  the  foft  and  gentle  terms  ufed  by  the 
commons  in  laying  the  diftrened  condition  of  the  kingdom 
before  his  majefty,  fhewed  that  their  complaints  proceeded 
not  from  queruloufnefs  but  from  a  neceffity  of  feeking  redrefs  ; 
he  adds,  *«  it  is  to  be  hoped  they  may  be  allowed  fuch  a  por- 
"  tion  of  trade,  that  they  may  recover  from  the  great  poverty 
"  they  now  lie  under ;"  and  in  prefenting  the  bill  of  fupply 
fays,  the  commons  have  granted  it  "  in  time  of  extreme  po- 
"  verty."  The  impoveriihed  ftate  of  Ireland,  at  that  time, 
appears  in  the  fpeech  from  the  thrOne  at  the  conclufion  of  the 
feffion,  in  which  it  is  mentioned  that  the  commons  could  not 
then  provide  for  what  was  owing  to  the  civil  and  military 
lifts**. 

The  fupply  given  for  two  years,  commenced  at  Michaelmas 
1703  ff,  wasafumnot  exceeding  150,0001.  which,  confider- 
mg  that  no  parliament  was  held  in  Ireland  fmce  the  year 
1698,  is  at  the  rate  of  30,0001.  yearly,  commencing  in  1699, 
and  ending  in  the  year  1705.

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The  great  diftrefs  cf  Ireland,  from  the  year  1099,  t0  l^-- 
year  1703,  and  the  caufe  of  that  diftrefs,  cannot  be  doubted. 
Let  it  now  bs  confidered,  whether  the  fame  caufe  has  ope- 
rated frnoe  the  year  1703.  In  the  year  1704.*  it  appears, 
that  the  commons  were  not  able,  from  the  circumilances  of 
the  nation  at  that  time,  to  make  provifion  for  repairing  the 
necefTary  fortifications  ;  or  for  arms  and  amunition  for  the 
public  fafety :  and  the  difficulties  which  the  kingdom  then 
laboured  under,  and  the  decay  cf  trade,  appear  by  the  ad- 
dreffes  of  the  commons  f  to  the  queen,  and  to  the  duke  of 
Orrnond,  then  lord  lieutenant,  who  was  well  acquainted  with 
the  Hate  of  this  country  ;  by  the  queen's  anfwer  j,  and  the 
addrefs  o£  thanks  for  it* 

In  the  year  1707$,  the  revenue  was  deficient  for  payment 
of  the  army,  and  defraying  the  charges  of  government ;  and 
the  commons  promifed  to  fupply  the  deficiency  "  as  far  as 
"  the  prefent  circumftances  of  the  nation  will  allow/' 

In  1709,  it  appears**  by  the  unanimous  addrefs  of  the 
commons  to  the  lord  lieutenant,  that  the  kingdom  was  in  an 
impoverifhed  and  exhaufted  ftate:  in  171  1  ff  ,in  their  addrefs 
to  the  lord  lieutenant,  at  the  clofe  of  the  feffion,  they  requeft, 
that  he  mould  prefent  to  hermajefty,  that  they  had  given  all 
the  fupplies  which  her  majefty  defired,  and  which  they,  in 
their  prefent  condition,  were  able  to  grant  J  J  :  and  yet  thefe 
fupplies  amounted,  for  two  years,  to  a  mm  not  exceeding; 
167,023].  8s.  5d  §§  ;  though  powder  magazines,  the  council 
chamber,  the  treafury  office,  and  other  offices  were  then  to 
be  built. 

This  laft  period,  from  the  year  1 699  to  the  death  of  queen 
Anne,  is  marked  with  the  ftrongeft  circumftances  of  national 
diftrefs  and  defpondency. 

That  the  woollen  manufactures  were  the  great  fource  of 
induftry  in  Ireland,  appears  from  the  Irifh  ftatute  of  the  17th. 
and  i8tk  of  Charles  II.  ch.  if***;  from  the  refolutions  of 
the  commons  in  1695-ff  f,  for  regulating  thofc  manufactures; 
the  refolutions  of  the  committee  of  fupply  in  that  feffion  fj^  ;

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and  from  the  preamble  to  the  Englifh  ftatute  of  the  iothand 
nth  of  William  III.  ch.  10,  in  which  it  is  recited,  that 
great  quantities  of  thofe  manufactures  were  made,  and  were 
daily  in  creating  in  Ireland,  and  were  exported  from  thence  to 
foreign  markets. 

Of  the  exportation  of  all  thofe  manufactures  the  Irifli 
were  at  once  totally  deprived  :  the  linen  manufacture,  pro- 
pofed  as  a  fubilitute,  mull  have  required  the  attention  of 
many  years  before  it  could  be  thoroughly  eftablimed.  What 
rhiift  have  been  the  confequences  to  Ireland  in  the  mean  time, 
the  journals  of  the  commons  in  queen  Anne's  reign  have  in- 
formed us.  Compare  this  period  with  the  three  former,  and 
you  will  prove  this  melancholy  truth  ;  that  a  country  will 
iboner  recover  from  the  miferies  and  devaluation  occafioned 
by  war,  invafion,  rebellion,  maflacre,  than  from  laws  re- 
training the  commerce,  difcouraging  the  manufactures,  fet- 
tering the  induftry,  and  above  all,  breaking  the  fpirits  of  the 
people. 


THIRD         LETTER. 

JL  O  an  inquirer  after  truth,  hiflory  fince  the  year  1699  fur- 
nifties  very  imperfect,  and  often  partial  views  of  the  affairs  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  The  journals  of  parliament 
evince  the  poverty  of  Ireland  for  the  firft  fourteen  year 6  of 
this  century.  That  this  poverty  continued  in  the  year  1 7  l  6j 
appears  by  the  unanimous  addrefs  of  the  houfe  of  commons  to 
George  the  firft*.  A  fmall  debt  of  i6,io61.  us.  ofd.  f,  due 
at  Michae  mas  1 715,  was,  by  their  exertions  to  ftrengthen  the 
hands  of  government  in  that  year,  incrcafed  at  midfummer 
1 7 ;  7,  to  a  mm  of  9 1 ,5371.  17s.  1  d.  %,  which  was  confidered  ac 
fuch  an  augmentation  of  the  national  debt,  that  the  lord  lieu- 
tenant, the  duke  of  Bolton,  thought  it  neceffary  to  take  notice 
in  his  fpeech  from  the  throne,  that  the  debt  was  confiderably 
augmented,  and  to  declare  at  the  fame  time  that  his  majefty  had 
ordered  reductions  in  the  military,  and  had  thought  proper  to 
lefTen  the  civil  lift. 

In  1721,  the  fpeech  from  the  throne  $,  and  the  addrefTes  to 
the  king  and  to  the  lord  lieutenant,  ftate,   in  the  ftrongeft

terms, 
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terms,  the  great  decay  of  her  trade,  and  the  very  low  and  im- 
poveriilied  ftate  to  which  fhe  was  reduced. 

It  is  a  melancholy  proof  of  the  defponding  ftate  of  this  king- 
dom, that  no  law  whatever  was  then  propofcd  for  encouraging 
trade  or  manufactures,  unlefs  that  for  amending  the  laws  as  to 
butter  and  tallow  cades  deferves  to  be  fo  called.  The  remedy 
propofed  by  government,  and  partly  executed,  by  directing  a 
commiffion  under  the  great  feal  for  receiving  voluntary  fub- 
fcriptions  *,  in  order  to  eftablim  a  bank,  was  a  fcheme  to 
circulate  paper  without  money  ;  and  conildering  that  it  came 
fo  foon  after  the  fcuth  fea  bubble  had  burft,  it  is  more  fur- 
prifmg  that  it  mould  have  been  at  firft  applauded  t ,  than 
that  it  was  in  the  fame  feSicn  difliked,  cenfured  and  aban- 
doned J.  The  total  inefficacy  of  the  remedy  proved  however 
the  inveteracy  of  the  difeafe,  and  furnirhes  a  farther  proof  of 
the  defparate  fituation  of  Ireland,  when  nothing  could  be 
thought  of  for  its  relief,  but  that  paper  fhouid  circulate  without 
money,  trade  or  manufactures. 

In  the  following  fefhon  of  1727,  cur  manufacturers,  and  the 
lowed  claflbs  of  our  people,  were  greatly  diftreiTed  ;  the  duke 
of  Grafton,  in  his  fpeech  from  the  throne,  particularly  recom- 
mends to  their  confideration  the  finding  out  of  fome  method 
for  the  better  employing  of  the  poor  §  ;  and  though  the  debt 
of  the  nation  was  no  mors  than  66,3  81.  8s.  3^d.  j|  and 
was  lefs  than  in  the  laft  feflion  ;  yet  the  commons  thought  it 
neceffary  to  prefent  an  addrefs  to  the  king,  to  give  fuch  di- 
rections as  he,  in  his  great  goodnefs  mould  think  proper,  to 
prevent  the  increafe  of  the  debt  of  the  natirn.  This  addrefs 
was  prefented  *  *  by  the  houfe,  with  its  fpeaker,  and  paifed 
nem.  con.  and  was  occafioned  by  the  diftreiTed  ftate  of  the 
country,  and  by  their  apprehenfu  ns  that  it  rmght  be  further 
exhauitcd  b\  fhe  project  of  Woods'-   half-pence. 

But  notwithstanding  the  fuccefs  of  the  linen  manufacture, 
Ireland  was  in  a  moft  miferable  condition.  1  he  great  fcarcity 
of  corn  had  been  fo  univerfal  in  this  kingdom  in  the  years 
1728  and  1729,  as  to  expofe  thoufands  of  families  tx  the 
utmoft  neceffiLies,  and  even  to  the  danger  of  femihe ;  many 
artificers  and  houfe-keepers  having  been  obliged  to  beg-  for 
bread  in  the  ftreets  of  Dublin.  It  appeared  before  the  houie 
of  commons,  that  the  import  of  corn  for  one  year  and  fix- 
months,  ending  the  29th  day  of  September,   1729,  amounted

in 
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in  value  to  the  fum  of  274,000!.  an  amazing  fum  compared 
with  the  circumftances  of  the  kingdom  at  that  time  !  and  the 
commons  refolve  that  public  granaries  would  greatly  contri- 
bute to  the  increafing  of  tillage,  and  providing  againil  fuch 
wants  as  have  frequently  befallen  the  people  of  this  kingdom, 
and  hereafter  may  befal  them,  unlefs  proper  precautions  ihail 
be  taken  againft  fo  great  a  calamity. 

The  great  fcarcity  which  happened  in  the  years  28  and  29, 
and  frequently  before  and  fmce,  is  a  decifive  proof  that  the 
diftrefies  of  this  kingdom  have  been  occafioned  by  the  dif- 
couragement  of  manufactures, 

In  the  year  173  1  there  was  a  great  deficiency  in  the  pub- 
lic revenue,  and  the  national  debt  had  confiderably  increafed. 
The  exhaufted  kingdom  lay  under  great  difficulties  by  the 
decay  of  trade,  the  fcarcity  of  money,  and  the  univerfal  po- 
verty of  the  country,  which  the  fpeaker  reprefents  *  in  very 
affecting  terms,  in  offering  the  money-bills  for  the  royal  af- 
fent,  and  adds,  "  that  the  commons  hope  from  his  majeity's 
*'  goodnefs,  and  his  grace's  free  and  impartial  reprefentation 
*'  of  the  ftate  and  condition  of  this  kingdom,  that  they  may 
*«  enjoy  a  mare  of  the  bleffings  of  public  tranquillity,  by 
«'  the  increafe  of  their  trade,  and  the  encouragement  of  their 
*'  manufactures." 

But  in  the  next  fefllon,  of  1733,  they  are  told  in  the  fpeech 
from  the  throne  what  this  fhare  was  to  be.  The  lord  lieu- 
tenant informs  them,  that  the  peace  cannot  fail  of  contribute 
ing  to  their  welfare,  by  enabling  them  to  improve  thofe 
branches  of  trade  and  manufactures  -f  which  are  properly 
their  own,  meaning  the  trade  and  manufacture  of  linen. 
Whether  this  idea  of  property  has  been  preferved  inviolate, 
will  hereafter  appear. 

The  years  40  and  41  were  feafons  of  great  fcarcity,  and  in 
confequence  of  the  want  of  wholefome  provifions,  great  num- 
bers of  our  people  perifhed  miferably  ;  and  the  fpeech  from 
the  throne  recommends  it  to  bothhoufes,  to  confider  of  pro- 
per meafures  to  prevent  the  like  calamity  for  the  future. 
The  employment  of  the  poor  and  the  encouragement  of  til- 
lage, are  the  remedies  propofed  by  the  lord  lieutenant,  and 
approved  of  by  the  commons  ;  but  no  laws  for  thofe  purpofes 
Were  introduced.

For 
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For  above  forty  years  after  making  thofe  rcftriitivc  laws  * 
Ireland  was  always  poor,  and  often  in  greac  want,  diltrefs 
and  mifery  f,  tho'  the  linen  manufacture  had  made  great  pro- 
grefs  daring  that  time.  In  the  war  before  the  lair,  fhe  was 
not  able  to  give  any  affiftance.  The  duke  of  Devonflure,  in 
the  year  1741,  takes  notice  from  the  throne,  that  during  a 
war  for  the  protection  of  the  trade  of  all  his  majefty's  domi- 
nions, there  had  been  no  increafe  of  the  charge  of  the  eftab- 
lilhment;  and  in  the  year  1745  the  country  was  fo  little  able 
to  bear  expence,  that  lord  Cheitertield  difcouraged  and  pre- 
vented any  augmentation  of  the  army,  tho'  much  deiired  by 
many  gentlemen  of  the  houfe  of  commons,  from  a  icnfc  ci 
the  great  danger  that  then  impended.  An  influx  of  money 
after  the  peace,  and  the  further  fuccefs  of  the  linen  trade,  en- 
creafed  our  wealth,  and  enabled  us  to  reduce  by  degrees, 
and  afterwards  to  difcharge  the  national  debt.  This  was  noi 
effected  until  the  fir  ft  of  March  1754..  This  debt  was  oc- 
cafioned  principally  by  the  expences  incurred  by  the  rebellion 
in  Great  Britain  in  the  year  17 15  t;  an  unlimited  vote  of  cre- 
dit was  then  given  t.  From  the  lownefs  of  the  revenue,  and 
the  want  of  reiuurces,  not  from  any  further  exertions  on  the 
part  of  the  kingdom  in  point  of  expence,  the  debt  of  16, 106I. 
us.  o|d.  due  in  1715,  was  encreafed  at  Lady  Day,  1733, 
to  37   ,3:2!.  12S.  2|d. 

After  the  payment  of  this  debt,  the  wealth  and  ability  of 
Ireland  were  greatly  over-rated,  both  here  and  in  Great  Bri- 
tain. 

A  large  redundency  of  money  in  the  treafury,  gave  a  de- 
lufive  appearance  cf  national  wealth.  At  Lady  Day,  1755, 
thefumin  credid  to  the  nationwas  471,404!.  5s.6f-d$,  and  the 
money  remaining  in  the  treafury  of  the  ordinary  unappro- 
priated revenue  on  the  29th  day  of  September,  1755, 
457,959b  125.  j-jd.  But  this  great  increafe  of  revenue  arofe 
from  an  increafe  of  imports,  particularly  in  the  year  1754, 
by  which  the  kingdom  was  greatly  overitocked,  and  which 
raifed  the  revenue  in  that  year  208,3091.  19s.  2d.  higher 
than  it  was  in  the  year  1748,  when  the  revenue  firft  began 
to  rife  confiderably  ||  ;  and  though  what  a  nation  fpends  is 
one  method  of  eftimating  its  wealth  ;  yet,   a  nation,  like  an

individual, 
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individual,  may  live  beyond  its  means,  and  fpend  on  credit 
which  may  far  exceed  its  income.  This  was  the  facl  as  to 
Ireland  in  the  year  1754,  for  fome  years  before  and  for 
many  years  after  ;  it  appeared  in  an  enquiry  before  the  houfe 
of  commons  in  the  feffion  of  1755*  that  many  perfons  had 
circulated  paper  to  a  very  great  amount,  far  exceeding  not 
only  their  own  capitals*,  but  that  juft  proportion  which  the 
quantity  of  paper  ought  to  bear  to  the  national  fpecie.  This 
gave  credit  to  many  individuals,  who  without  property  be- 
came merchant  importers,  and  at  the  fame  time  increafed 
the  receipts  of  the  treafury  and  leffened  the  wealth  of  the 
kingdom.  At  the  very  time  that  fo  great  a  balance  was  in 
the  treafury,  public  credit  was  in  a  very  low  way,  and  the 
feoufe  of  commons  was  employed  in  preparing  a  law  toreftore 
it.  In  54  and  55  three  principal  banks  f  had  failed,  and  the 
legislature  took  up  much  time  in  enquiring  into  their  affairs, 
and  in  framing  laws  for  the  relief  of  their  creditors. 

LETTER     IV. 

!  HE  revenue,  for  the  reafons  already  given,  decreafed  in 
r755>  fe]1  lower  in  1756,  and  iliil  lower  in  57.  In  the 
lad  year  the  vaunted  prosperity  of  Ireland  was  changed  into 
mifery  and  diitrefs  ;  the  lower  chuTes  of  our  people  wanted 
foodt ;  the  money  ariiing  from  the  extravagance  ci  the  rich 
was  freely  applied  to  alleviate  the  mfferings  of  the  poor. 
One  of  the  grft  Tceps  of  the  late  duke  of  Bedford's  admini- 
ftration,  and  which  reflects  honour  on  his  memory,  was  ob- 
taining a  king's  letter,  dated  31$  March,  1757,  for  2o,ocol. 
to  be  laid  out  as  his  grace  thould  think  the  mofl  likely  to  af- 
ford the  molt  fpeedy  and  effectual  relief  to  his  majefty's  poor 
fubjecls  of  this  kingdom.  His  grace,  in  his  fpeech  from  the 
throne,  humanely  exprefles  his  wifh,  that  fome  method  might 
be  found  out  to  prevent  the  calamities  that  are  the  confe- 
quences  of  a  want  of  corn,  which  had  been  in  part  felt  the 
lafl:  year,  and  to  which  this  country  had  been  too  often  ex- 
pofed  ;  the  commons  acknowledge  that   thofe  calamities  had

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been  frequently,  and  were  too  fenfibly  and  fatally  experienced 
in  the  courfe  of  the  lad  year  ;  thank  his  grace  for  his  early 
and  charitable  attention  to  the  neceflities  of  the  poor  of  this 
country  in  their  late  diftreifes,  and  make  ufe  of  thofe  remark- 
able expreffions,  "  that  they  will  moft  chearfully  embrace* 
every  practicable  method  to  promote  tillage  f  f  1  hey  knew 
that  the  encouragement  of  manufactures  were  the  effectual 
means,  and  that  thefe  means  were  not  in  their  power. 

The  ability  of  the  nation  was  eftirnated  by  the  money  is 
the  treafury,  and  the  penfions  on  the  civil  eftablilhment,  ex- 
clufive  of  French,  which  at  Lady-day,  1755,  were  38,003!. 
15s.  od.  amounted  at  Lady-day,  57,  1049,2931.  15s.  odj. 

The  fame  ideas  were  entertained  of  the  refources  of  this 
country  in  the  feffion  of  1759.  Great  Britain  had  made  ex- 
traordinary efforts,  and  engaged  in  enormous  expences  for 
the  protection  of  the  whole  empire.  This  country  was  in  im- 
mediate danger  of  an  invafion.  Every  Irifhman  was  agreed 
that  fhe  mould  affift  Great  Britain  to  the  utmoft  of  her  abi- 
lity, but  this  ability  was  too  highly  eftimated.  The  nation 
abounded  rather  in  loyalty  than  in  wealth  $.  Our  brethren 
in  Great  Britain  had,  however,  formed  a  different  opinion, 
and  furveying  their  own  ftrength,  were  imcompleat  judges 
of  our  weaknefs.  A  lord  lieutenant  of  too  much  virtue  and 
magnanimity  to  fpeak  what  he  did  not  think,  takes  notice 
from  the  throne,  "  of  the  profperous  ftate  of  this  country^ 
*«  improving  daily  in  its  manufactures  and  commerce  If."  His 
grace  had  done  much  to  bring  it  to  that  ftate,  by  obtaining 
for  us  fome  of  the  beft  laws**  in  our  books  of  ftatutes.  Bur 
this  part  of  the  fpeech  was  not  taken  notice  of,  either  in  the 
addrefs  to  his  majefty,  or  to  his  grace,  from  a  houfe  of  com- 
mons well-difpofed  to  give  every  mark  of  duty  and  refpectj, 
and  to  pay  every  compliment  confuting  with  truth.  The 
event  proved  the  wifdom  of  their  referve.  The  public  ex- 
pences were  greatly  increafed,  the  penfions  on  the  civil  efta- 
blifhment,  exclufive  of  French,  at  Lady-day,  1759,  amounted

3s.  i-|d.  ±±  were  the  confequenees  of  thofe  encreafed 
expences.  The  effects  of  thefe  exertions  were  immediately  and 
feverely  felt  by  the  kingdom.  Thefe  loans  could  not  be  fup- 
plied  by  a  poor  country,  without  draining  the  bankers  of  their 
calh;  three  of  the  principal  houfes  §§  among  them  flopped 
payment ;  the  three  remaining  banks  in  Dublin  difcounted  no 
paper,  and  in  fact,  did  no  bufmefs.  Public  and  private  credit, 
that  had  been  drooping  fince  the  year  1754*  had  now  fallen 
proftrate.  At  a  general  meeting  of  the  merchants  of  Dublin, 
in  April  1760,  with  feveral  members  of  the  houfe  of  com- 
mons, the  inability  ©f  the  former  to  carry  on  bufmefs  was  uni- 
verfally  acknowledged,  not  from  the  want  of  capital,  but  from 
the  ftoppage  of  all  paper  circulation,  and  the  refufal  of  the  re- 
maining bankers  to  difcount  the  bills  even  of  the  firft  houfes* 
The  merchants  and  traders  of  Dublin,  in  their  petition  j|  ||  to 
the  houfe  of  commons,  reprefent  "  the  low  ftate  to  which 
"  public  and  private  credit  had  been  of  late  reduced  in  this 
«*  kingdom,  and  particularly  in  this  city,  of  which  the  fuc- 
i*  ceflive  failures  of  fo  many  banks,  and  of  private  traders  in 
<«  different  parts  of  this  kingdom,  in  fo  fhcrt  a  time  as  fmce 
«  October  laft,  were  inconteftable  proofs.  The  petitioners, 
«<  fenfible  that  the  necefiary  confequenees  of  thefe  misfortunes 
"  muft  be  the  lofs  of  foreign  trade,  the  diminution  of  his  ma* 
"  jelly's  revenue,  and  what  is  ftill  more  fatal,  the  decay  of 
«*  the  manufactures  of  this  kingdom,  have  in  vain  repeacedly 
«<  attempted  to  fupport  the  finking  credit  of  the  nation  by  af* 
«  fociations  and  otherwife  ;  and  are  fatisfied  that  no  refource 
"  is  now  left  but  what  may  be  expected  from  the  wifdom  of 
"  parliament,  to  avert  the  calamities  with  which  this  king- 
"  dom  is  at  prefent  threatened."

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The  committee,  to  whom  it  was  referred,  refolve  *  that 
they  had  proved  the  feveral  matters  alledged  in  their  petition  ; 
that  the  quantity  of  paper  circulating  was  not  near  Jufficient 
for  fuppor  ting  the  trade  and  manufactures  of  this  kingdom; 
and  that  the  houfe  mould  engage,  to  the  firil  of  May  62,  for 
each  of  the  then  fublifting  banks  in  Dublin,  to  the  amount  of 
50,0001.  for  each  bank ;  and  that  an  addrefs  fnculd  be.  pre- 
fented  to  the  lord  lieutenant,  to  thank  his  grace  for  havin 
given  directions,  that  bankers  notes  Sn'ccld  be  received  as  ca 
from  the  feveral  fubicribers  to  the  loan;  and  that  he  would  be 
pleafed  to  give  directions,  that  their  notes  mould  be  taken  as 
cafh  in  all  payments  at  the  treasury,  and  by  the  ieveral  collec- 
tors for  the  city  and  county  of  Dublin.  The  houfe  agreed  to 
thofe  refolutions,  and  to  that  for  giving  credit  to  the  banks, 
nem.  con. 

The  fpeech  from  the  throne  takes  notice  of  the  care  the 
houfe  of  commons  had  taken  for  ettablifhing  public  credit, 
which  the  lord  lieutenant  fays,  he  flatters  himfelf  will  anfwer 
the  end  propofed,  and  effect  that  circulation  fo  neceffary  for 
carrying  on  the  commerce  of  the  country  f. 

The  great  law  which  we  owe  to  his  interpofition  ( I  fpeak 
of  that  which  gives  a  bounty  en  the  land  carriage  of  corn 
and  flour  to  Dublin  J)  has  faved  this  country  from  utter  de° 
ltruction  ;  this  law,  which  reflects  the  higheit  honour  on  the 
author  and  promoter,  is  (till  a  proof  of  the  poverty  of  that 
country  where  fuch  a  law  is  neceffary,  Its  true  principle  is  to 
bring  the  market  of  Dublin  to  the  door  of  the  farmer,  and 
that  was  done  in  the  year,  ending  the  25th  ofMarch,  1777,  at 
the  expence  of  6 1 ,7891.  18s.  6d.  to  the  public  ;  a  large,  but  a 
moft  ufeful  and  neceffary  expenditure  §, 

In  the  beginning  of  the  next  parliament,  the  rupture  with 
Spain  occafioned  a  new  augmentation  of  military  expence. 
The  ever  loyal  commons  return  an  addrefs  of  thanks  to  the 
meffage  mentioning  the  addition  of  five  new  battalions  |i,  and 
unanimoufly  promife  to  provide  for  them  ;  and  with  the 
fame  unanimity  pafs  a  vote  of  credit  for  2oo,oool  **.  The 
amount  of  penfions  on  the  civil  eftablifhment,  exclufive  of 
French,  had  for  one  year,  ending  the  25th  of  March,  1 76 1, 
amounted  to  64,127k  5s.  ff  and  our  manufacturers  were  then

The  ftate  of  penfions  remained  nearly  the  famef  ;  by  the 
peace  the  military  expences  were  confiderably  reduced ;  of 
the  military  eftablifhment  to  be  provided  for  in  the  feffion 
1763,  compared  with  the  military  eftablifhment  as  it  ftood 
on  the  31ft  of  March,  1763,  the  net  decreafe  was  119,037!. 
os.  iod.  per  annum;  but  as  a  peace  eftablifnment  it  was 
high,  and  compared  with  that  of  the  31ft  of  March,  1756  J 
being  the  year  preceding  the  laft  war,  the  annual  increafe 
was  110,422!.  9s.  5d.  the  debt  of  the  nation  at  Lady-day 
1765,  and  which  was  entirely  incurred  in  the  laft  war,  was 
521,1  6 il.  16s  6d  §.  and  would  have  been  much  greater, 
if  the  feveral  lord  lieutenants  had  not  ufed  with  great  ceco- 
nomy  the  power  of  borrowing,  which  the  houfe  of  commons- 
had  from  iemon  to  feffion  given  them. 

The  fame  miftaken  eftimate  of  the  ability  of  Ireland,  that 
occafioned  our  being  called  upon  to  bear  part  of  the  Britifh 
burthen  during  the  war,  produced  fimilar  effects  at  the  time 
of  the  peace,  and  after  it.  The  heavy  peace  eftablifhment 
was  increafed  by  an  augmentatioXof  our  army  in  1769,  which 
induced  an  additional  charge/  taking  in  the  expences  of  ex- 
change and  remittance,  of  54,118!.  12s.  6d.  yearly,  for  the 
fir  ft  year ;  but  this  charge  was  afterwards  confiderably  in- 
creased, and  amounted  from  the  year  1769,  to  Chriftmas 
17.78,  when  it  was  difcontinued,  to  the  fum  of  620,8241.  os. 
9cL  and  this  increafed  expence  was  more  felt,  becaufe  it 
was  for  the  purpofe  of  paying  forces  out  of  this  kingdom. 

As  cnr  expences  increafed  our  income  diminifhed ;  the 
revenue  for  the  two  years,  ending  the  25th  of  March,  1 77 1  |j, 
was  far  fhort  of  former  years,  and  not  nearly  fufficient  to 
pay  the  charges  of  government,  and  the  fums  payable  for 
bounties  and  public  works  **.  The  debt  of  the  nation  at  lady- 
day,  1771,  was  increafed  to  782.3201.  os.  od-ff.  The  want 
of  income  was  endeavouring  to  be  fupplied  by  a  loan.  In 
the  money-bill  of  the  October  fefiion,  1771,  there  was  a  claufe 
impowering  government  to  borrow  200,000!.     Immediately

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after  the  linen  trade  declined  rapidly;  in  1772,  1773,  anc* 
1774,  the  decay  in  that  trade  was  general  in  every  part  of  the 
kingdom  where  it  was  eftablilhed  ;  the  quantity  manufactured 
was  not  above  two-thirds  of  what  ufed  formerly  to  be  made, 
and  the  quality  did  not  fell  for  above  three-fourths  of  it's 
former  price  ;  the  linen  and  linen  yarn  exported  for  one  year, 
ending  the  25th  of  March,  1773  *>  &11  fhort  of  the  exports 
of  one  year,  ending  the  25th  of  March  1771,  to  the  amount 
in  value  of  788,8211.  15.3d.  At  lady-day,  i773f,  the  debt 
increafed  to  994,890!.  10s.  iod.  i-Sth.  The  attempt  in  the 
feffion  of  1773  t*  to  equalize  the  annual  income  and  expences 
failed,  and  borrowing  on  tontine  in  the  feflions  of  1773, 
1 77  J  and  1777,  added  greatly  to  the  annual  expence,  and 
to  the  fums  of  money  remitted  out  of  the  kingdom.  The 
debt  now  bearing  intereft  amounts  to  the  fum  of  1,017,600!. 
befides  a  fum  of  740,000!.  raifed  on  annuities,  which  amount 
to  48,900!.  yearly,  with  fome  incidental  expences.  The 
great  increafe  of  thofe  national  burdens,  likely  to  take  place 
in  the  approaching  feffion,  has  been  already  mentioned. 

The  debt  of  Ireland  has  arifen  from  the  following  caufes  : 
the  expences  of  the  late  war,  the  heavy  peace  eftablilhment 
in  the  year  1763,  the  increafe  of  that  eftablilhment  in  the 
year  1769,  the  fums  paid  from  1759  to  forces  out  of  the 
kingdom,  the  great  increafe  of  peniions  and  other  additional 
charges  on  the  civil  eftablimment,  which  however  confide- 
rable,  bears  but  a  fmall  proportion  to  the  increafed  military 
expences,  the  falling  of  the  revenue,  and  the  fums  paid  for 
bounties  and  public  works  ;  thefe  are  mentioned  laft,  becaufe 
it  is  apprehended  that  they  have  not  operated  to  increafe 
this  debt  in  fo  great  a  degree  as  fome  perfons  have  imagined ; 
for  though  the  amount  is  large,  yet  no  part  of  the  money 
was  fent  out  of  the  kingdom,  and  feveral  of  the  grants  were 
for  ufeful  p.urpofes,  fome  of  which  made  returns  to  the  pub- 
lic and  to  the  treafury  exceeding  the  amount  of  thofe 
grants. 

When  thofe  facts  are  confidered,  no  doubt  can  be  enter- 
tained but  that  the  fuppofed  wealth  of  Ireland  has  led  to  real 
poverty;  and  when  it  is  known,  that  from  the  year  1751  to 
Chriftmas  1778,  the  fums  remitted  by  Ireland  to  pay  troops 
ferving  abroad,  amounted  to  the  fum  of  1,401,9251.  19s.  4"d. 
it  will  be  equally  clear  from  whence  this  poverty  has  princi- 
pally arifen.

j>  HISTORICAL     FACTS 

In  1762,  lord  Hallifax,  in  his  fpeech  from  the  throne*,  ac- 
knowledges that  our  manufactures  were  diftreifed  by  the  war. 
In  763.  the  corporation  of  weavers,  by  a  petition  to  the 
hcufeof  commons,  complain  that,  notwithstanding  the  great 
increafe  both  in  number  and  wealth  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
metropolis,  they  found  a  very  great  decay  of  feveral  very 
.valuable  branches  of  trade  and  manufactures  f-  of  this  city, 
particularly  in  the  filken  and  woollen. 

In  -765,  there  was  fo  great  a  fcarcity  of  potatoes,  fpring 
corn5  &c*  that.it  was  thought  necefTary  to  appoint  a  commit*- 
fee  4.  to  inquire  what  maybe  the  beft  method  to  reduce  it ; 
and  to  prevent  a  great  dearth,  two  acts  pafied  early  in  that 
feffion,  to  itop  the  dillillery,  and  to  prevent  the.  exportation 
.of  corn,. for  a  limitted  time. 

In  1778  and  1779  there  was  great  plenty  of  corn,  but  the 
manufacturers  were  not  able  to  buy,  and  many  thoufands  of 
them  were  fupported  by  charity  ;  the  confequence  was  that 
corn  fell  to  fo  low  a  price  that  the  farmers  in  many  places 
•were  unable  to  pay  their  rents,  and  every  where  were  under 
great  difficulties. 

FIFTH      LETTER. 


J?  OR  feveral  years  the  exportation  of  live  cattle  to  England  § 
wa:  the  principal  trade  of  Ireland.  This  was  thought  moft 
erroneoufly  ||,  as  has  fmce  been  acknowledged**,  to  lower  the 
rents  of  lands  in  England,  From  this,  and  perhaps  from 
fome  lefs  worthy  motive  -f-f  a  law,  pafled  in  England  JJ,  to  re- 
train and  afterwards  to  prohibit  the  exportation  of  cattle 
from  Ireland.  The  Irifh,  deprived  of  their  principal  trade,, 
and  reduced  to  the  utmoil  diftrefs  by  this  prohibition,  had  no

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refource  but  to  work  up  their  own  commodities,  to  which 
they  applied  themfelves  with  great  ardor  *.  After  this  prohi- 
bition they  increafed  their  number  of  fheep,  and  at  the  revo- 
lution were  poffeffed  of  very  numerous  flocks.  They  had 
good  reafons  to  think  that  this  object  of  induftry  was  not  only 
Jeft  open,  but  recommended  to  them.  The  ineffectual  attempt 
by  lord  Strafford  in  1639,  to  Prevent  the  making  of  broad 
cloaths  in  Ireland  f ,  the  relinquishment  of  that  fcheme  by 
never  aferwards  receiving  it,  the  encouragement  given  to 
their  woollen  manufactures  by  many  Englifh  acts  of  parlia- 
ment from  the  reign  of  Edward  the  3d,  J  to  the  12th  of  Ch. 
2d,  and  feveral  of  them  for  the  exprefs  purpofe  of  exportation ; 
the  letter  of  Charles  the  2d,  in  1667,  with  the  advice  of  his 
privy  council  in  England,  and  the  proclamation  in  puriuance 
of  that  letter,  encouraging  the  exportation  of  their  manufac- 
tures to  foreign  countries;  by  the  IiiJh  fratutes  of  the  13th 
Hen.  8,  ch.  2,  28th  Hen  8,  ch.  17,  of  the  nth  Elizabeth, 
Ch.  ;o,  and  17  and  18  Ch.  2,  ch.  15,  (ail  of  which,  the  act 
of  28  Henry  8th  excepted,  received  the  approbation  of  the 
privy  council  of  England,  having  been  returned  under  the 
great  feal  of  that  kingdom)  afforded  as  ftrong  grounds  of  af- 
furance  as  any  country  could  poffefs  for  the  continuance  of 
any  trade  or  manufacture. 

An  act,  in  its  title,  profeffes  the  encouraging  the  importa- 
tion of  wool  from  Ireland. 

By  a  report  from  the  commiflioners  of  trade  in  that  king- 
dom, dated  on  the  23d  December  97,  and  laid  before  the 
houfe  of  commons,  in  1698,  they  find  that  the  woollen  manu- 
facture in  Ireland  had  increafed  fmce  the  year  1665,  as  fol- 
lows :

The  bill  for  retraining  the  exportation  of  woollen  manu- 
factures from  Ireland,  was  brought  into  the  Engluti  houfe  of 
commons  on  the  23d  of  Feb.  97,  but  the  law  did  not  pafs  un- 
til the  year  1699,  in  the  firft  feffion  of  the  new  parliament. 
I  hare  not  been  able  to  obtain  an  account  of  the  exportation

Though  this  encreafe  of  expert  {hews  that  the  trade  was  ad- 
vancing in  Ireland,  yet  the  total  amount,  or  the  comparative 
increafe  finc.e  1687  could  fcarcely  "fink  the  value  of  lands, 
f*.  and  tend  to  the  ruin  of  the  trade  and  woollen  manufactures 
f*  of  England  f . 

King  William  in  his  aniwer,  fays,  "  his  majefcy  will  take 
(l  care  to  do  what  their  lordfhips  have  defired  ;"  and  the  lords 
direct,  that  the  lord  chancellor  mould,  order  that  the  addref* 
and  anfwer  be  forthwith  printed  and  publifhed  ±. 

Of  what  Ireland  gains  it  is  computed  that  one-third  cen- 
ters in  Great  Britain  §.  Of  our  woollen  manufacture  the 
greater!  part  cf  the  profit  would  go  djreclly  there.  But  the 
manufacturers  of  Ireland  would  be  employed. 

Mr.  Dobbs,  who  wrote  in  1  729  [[,  affirms,  that  by  this  law 
of  1699,  our  woollen  manufacturers  were  forced  away  into 
France,  Germany  and  Spain ;  that  they  had  in  many  branches 
fo  much  improved  the  woollen  manufacture  of  France,  as 
not  only  to  fupply  themfelves,  but  to  vie  with  the  Englifh  in 
foreign  markets,  and  that  by  their  correfpondence,  they  had 
laid  the  foundation?  of  the  running  of  wool  thither  both  from 
England  and  Ireland.  He  fays  that  thofe  nations  were  then 
fo  improved,  as  in  a  great  meafure  to  fupply  •  themfelves  with

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many  forts  they  formerly  had  from  England,  and  fince 
time  have  deprived  Britain  of  millions,  inftead  of  the  thou- 
fands  that  Ireland  might  have  made. 

It  is  now  acknowledged  that  the  French  underfel  the  En- 
glilh  ;  and  as  far  as  they  are  fupplied  with  Irilh  wool,  the  lol\ 
to  thcBritilli  empire  is  double  what  it  would  be,  if  the  Irifh 
exported  their  goods  manufactured.  This  is  mentioned  by 
Sir  Matthew  Decker*,  as  the  caufe  of  the  decline  of  the  E&g- 
lifh,  and  the  increafe  of  the  French  wooilcn  manufactures  ; 
and  he  aiTerts  that  the  Irilh  can  recover  that  trade  out  of  their 
hands.  England,  fince  the  palling  this  law,  has  got  much 
lefs  of  our  wool  than  before  f.  In  1698,  the  export  of  cur 
wool  to  England  amounted  to  377,520  ftpne  ;  at  a  medium 
of  eight  years,  to  lady-day  1728,  it  was  only  227,049  (lone. 
which  is  148,000  Itone  lefs  than  in  1698,  and  was  a  Jofs  of 
more  than  half  a  million  yearly  to  England.  In  the  Jaft  ten 
years  the  quantity  exported  has  been  fo  greatly  reduced,  that 
In  one  of  thefe  years  J  it  amounted  only  to  1007ft.  nib.  and 
in  the  laft  year  did  not  exceed  1665ft.  i2lb.$.  The  price  of 
wool,  under  an  abfolute  prohibition,  is  50I.  or  6cl.  per  cent, 
under  the  market  price  of  Europe,  which  will  always  defeat 
the  prohibition  jf. 

The  impractacability  of  preventing  the  pernicious  practice 
of  running  wool  is  now  well  underltood.  Of  the  thirty-two 
counties  in  Ireland,  nineteen  are  maritime,  and  the  reft  arc 
warned  by  a  number  of  fine  rivers  that  empty  themfelves  int. 
the  fea.  Can  fuch  an  extent  of  ocean,  fuch  a  range  of  coafts, 
fuch  a  multitude  of  harbours,  bays  and  creeks  be  effectual:  7 
guarded  ? 

The  prohibition  ofthe  export  of  live  cattleforced  the  Irifh  into 
the  re-eftablilhment  of  their  woollen  manufacture;  and  the  rc- 
ftiaint  ofthe  woollen  manufacture  was  a  ftrong  temptation 
to  the  running  of  wool.  The  fevereft  penalties  were 
enacted,  the  Britifh  legillature,  the  government  and  hcufc 
of  commons  of  Ireland,  exerted  all  poihbie  efforts  to  re- 
move this  growing  evil,  but  in  vain,  until  the  law  was 
made  in  Great   Britain**  in  1739,  to  take  off  the  duties  from

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woollen  or  bay  yarn  exported  from  Ireland,  excepting  worftect 
yarn  of  two  or  more  threads,  which  has  certainly  given  a 
conliderable  check  to  the  running  of  wool,  and  has  fhewn 
that  the  policy  of  opening  is  far  more  efficacious  than  that  of 
rellraining.  The  world  is  become  a  great  commercial  focicty, 
exclude  trade  from  one  channel,  and  it  feldom  fails  to  find 
another.  . 

To  fhew  the  abfolute  ^eceffity  of  Great  Britain's  opening 
to  Ireland  fome  new  means  of  acquiring,  let  the  annual  ba- 
lance of  exports  and  imports,  returned  from  the  entries  in  the 
different  cuftom-houies,  in  favour  of  Ireland,  on  all  her 
trade  with  the  whole  world,  in  every  year  from  1768  to 
1778,  be  compared  with  the  remittances  made  from  Ireland 
to  England  in  each  of  thofe  years,  it  will  evidently  appear 
that  thofe  remittances  could  not  be  made  out  of  that  balance. 
The  entries  of  exports  made  at  cuftom-lioufes  are  well  known 
to  exceed  the  real  amount  of  thofe  exports  in  all  countries, 
and  this  excefs  is  greater  in  times  of  diffidence,  when  mer- 
chants wifh  to  acquire  credit  by  giving  themfelves  the  appear- 
ance of  being  great  traders. 

This  balance  in  favour  of  Ireland  on  her  general  trade, 
appears  by  thofe  returns  to  have  been  in  1776,  606,1901.  us= 
od.  in  1777,  24,2031.  3s.  iod.  in  1778,  386,384!.  5s.  7d. 
and  taken  at  a  medium  of  eleven  years,  from  176810  1 7785 
both  inclufive,  it  amounts  to  the  fum  of  605,0831.  7s.  56..  The 
funis  remitted  from  Ireland:  to  Great- Britain  for  rents,  in- 
terefts  of  money,-,  penfions,  falaries,  and  profits  of  offices, 
amounted,  at  the  loweft  computation,  from  1768  to  1773,  to 
ioo,oool.  yearly*  ;  and  from  1773,  when  the  tontines  were 
introduced,  from  which  period  large  fums  were  borrowed 
from  England,  thofe  remittances  were  eonfiderably  increafeds 
and  are  now  not  lefs  than  between  12  and  13,0001.  yearly. 
Ireland  then  pays  to  Great-Britain"  double  the  fum  that  fhe 
Collects  from  the  whole  world  in  all  the  trade  which  Great 
Britain  allows  her.  It  will  be  difficult  to  find  a  fimilar 
inftance  in  the  hiftory  of  mankind. 

What  was  the  information  given  by  the  trading  towns  in 
5697  and  1698,  on  the  fubject  of  the  woollen  manufacture  of 
Ireland?  feveral  of  their  f  petitions  ftate  that  the  woollen  ma- 
nufacture was  Jet  up  in  Ireland,  as  if  it  had  been  lately  intro-

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duced  there  j  and  one  of  them  goes  fo  far  as  to  rcprefent  the 
time  and  manner  of  introducing  it.  "  Many  of  the  poor  of 
"  that  kingdom  (fays  this  extraordinary  petition)  during  the 
"  late  rebellion  there,  fled  into  the  Weft  of  England,  where 
"  they  were  put  to  work  in  the  woollen  manufacture  to  learn 
"  that  trade,  and  fince  the  reduction  of  Ireland,  endeavours 
"  were  ufed  to  fet  up  thofe  manufacturers  there." 

Would  any  man  fuppofe  that  this  could  relate  to  a  manu- 
facture, in  which  this  kingdom  excelled  before  the  time  of 
Edward  the  3d,  which  had  been  the  fubject  of  fo  many  laws 
in  both  kingdoms,  and  which  was  always  cultivated  here,  and 
before  this  rebellion  with  more  fuccefs  than  after  it?  the  trad- 
ing towns  gave  accounts  totally  inconfiftent  of  the  ftate  of  this 
manufacture  at  that  time  in  England  :  from  Exeter  it  is  re- 
prefented  as  greatly  decayed  and  difcouraged  *  in  thofe  parts, 
and  diminifhed  in  England.  But  a  petition  from  Leeds  re- 
prefents  this  manufacture  as  having  very  much  increafed  f  ^ 
fince  the  revolution  in  all  its  feveral  branches,  to  the  general 
intereft  of  England  ;  and  yet,  in  two  days  after  the  clothiers 
from  three  towns  in  Glouceflerfhire  aflert,  that  the  trade 
has  decayed,  and  that  the  poor  are  almoft  ftarved  J.  The 
commiffioners  of  trade  differ  in  opinion  from  them,  and  by 
their  report,  it  appears  that  the  woollen  manufacture  was  then 
very  much  increafed  and  improved $.  The  traders  have  fome- 
tim'es  miftaken  their  own  interefts  on  thofe  fubjects  ;  in  1698, 
a  petition  for  prohibiting  the  importation  from  Ireland  of  ail 
worfted  and  woollen  yarn,  reprefents  that  the  poor  of  England 
are  ready  to  periih  by  this  importation  |[  ;  and  in  1739,  feve- 
ral petitions  were  preferred  againft  taking  off  the  duties** 
from  worfted  and  bay  yarn  exported  from  Ireland  to  England. 
But  this  has  been  done  in  the  manner  before-mentioned,  and 
is  now  acknowledged  to  be  highly  ufeful  to  England.  Trad- 
ing people  have  ever  aimed  at  exclufive  privileges  ;  of  this 
there  are  two  extraordinary  inftances  ;  in  the  year  1698,  two 
petitions  were  preferred,  from  Folkeftone  and  Aldborough, 
ftating  a  fmgular  grievance  that  they  fuffered  from  Ireland, 
"  by  the  Irilh  catching  herrings  at  Waterford  and  Wexfordff, 
"  and  fending  them  to  the  Streights,  and  thereby  foreftalling 
"  and  ruining  petitioners  markets  ;"  but  thefe  petitioners  had 
the  hard  lot  of  having  motions  in  their  favour  rejected.

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It  is  hoped,  many  of  the  excellent  obfervations  contained 
in  the  remainder  of  thefe  letters,  will  not  appear  improperly 
applied  to  the  fupport  of  a  few  remarks  fuggefted  from  a  re- 
view of  the  foregoing  pages. 

In  tne  mean  time  I  ihall  lay  the  following  letter  before  my 
readers,  as  no  unpleafing  picture  to  an  Irifhman  of  the  confe- 
quence  of  his  country. 

LETTER  II.  of  thejuftly  efteemed  OWEN  ROE   O'NIAL 
To  the  Men  of  Ireland. 

*-*  UJE  qui/que  faher  fortuna  eft,  is  one  of  thofe  truths  which 
the  experience  of  ages  has  handed  down  as  a  proyerb. 

What  is  true  of  every  individual  mufl  be  fo  of  nations — 
"  Their  fortune  muft  depend  upon  themfefoes ." 

It  is  a  truth  well  worthy  the  deep  confideration  of  Ireland 
— I  have,,  in  my  former  letter,  endeavoured  to  convince  her 
by  reafoning,-  and  an  appeal  to  hiftorical  facts,  of  what  flie 
fhould  long  ere  this  have  learned  from  experience  ;  that  what- 
ever juftice  or  generofity  exifts  among  individuals,  it  is  vain 
to  look  for  it  in  the  mutual  intercourfe  of  nations.  Their 
principle  is  policy. 

It  is  time  for  Ireland  to  take  thought  for  herfelf. 

That  Ireland  hath  been,  and  is,  fubordinate  to,  and  de- 
pendent on  the  imperial  crown  of  Great  Britain,  and  that 
the  King's  Majefty,  with  the  ccnfent  cf  the  Lords  and  Com- 
mons of  Great  Britain  in  Parliament,  hath  power  to  make 
laws  to  bind  the  people  of  Ireland  *,  is  a  truth  too  melan- 
choly to  admit  contradiction.  That  it  of  right  "  ought"  to 
be  fo,  was  referyed  for  the  modefly  and  good  fenfe  of  an  Eng- 
lifh  parliament  to  afTert,  and  would  therefore  be  a  blunder  in 
Irifhmen  to  deny. 

That  no  nation  can  by  conqueft,  or  by  any  other  meanr, 
acquire  a  right  of  perpetual  dominion  over  another  ;  that  no 
confent  or  contract,  however  exprefs  or  folemn,  can  bind  pos- 
terity to  their  injury ;  that  no  prefcripticn  cr  length  of  time 
can  fanctify  oppreffion  ;  that  little  deference  is  due  to  names 
impofed  by  the  ©pprefTors  upon  the  act  of  antiming  rights  un- 
alienable in  their  nature,  and  only  overborne  by  force,  or 
overlooked  by  folly  ;  thefe  are  proportions  which  I  Ihall  not 
attempt  to  enlarge  upon.  Time,  with  moft  minds,  gives  a 
facrednefs  to  error  :  enquiry  then  bears  the  name  of  impiety : 
but  the  idols  of  one  age  are  trampled  under  foot  in  another, 
and  the  prejudices  which  once  required  a  Locke  to  remove^ 
are  in  thefe  days  but  themes  to  the  fchools.

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I  (hall  not  then  war  with  the  ckad  ;  nor  fhrll  I  ofTend  the 
delicacy  of  an  Englilh  Judge,  by  doubting  the  propriety,  or 
difputing  the.  omnipotence  of  an  Engliih  act  of  parliament. 
That  would  be  "  to  oppofe  my  private  Irifh  judgment  to 
public  Englim  authority  *."  And,  in  fo  plain  a  cafe,  the  op- 
pofttioo  "  muft  be  virulent  and  factious  t.w  Authority  muft 
be  ever  in  the  right !  The  demand  of  M'gna  Charts  was  but 
a  fuccefsful  rebellion  ;  the  reformation  was  an  impious  de- 
fection from  the  church  ;  and  the  author  of  Chriftianity  was 
an  heretic  and  a  traitor  !  Ireland  then,  by  right,  ought  to 
be,  nay  more,  for  ever  muft  be,  fubordinate  to  the  fovereign 
legiflative  parliament  of  Great  Britain.  I  acknowledge  it ! 
my  reafon  is  a  ftrong  one  ;  (he  thinks  fo  herfelf ;  and  who 
dare,  deny  the  competency  of  her  judgment  ?  She  thinks  her- 
felf formed  by  nature  an  humble  attendant  upon  England. 
She  crouches  under  what  £he  calls  neceffity.  Her  loyalty 
dares  not  form  a  wiih  for  the  prefervation  of  her  crown  in  the 
houfe  of  Hanover,  united  with  the  feparate  independency  of 
her  own  legiflature  :  becaufe  fhe  looks  upon  that  wifh  as  hope- 
lefs.  The  very  thought  to  her  feems  madnefs  !  the  attempt, 
ihe  apprehends,  would  be  ruini 

I  owe  a  deference  to  the  general  opinion,  and  fhall  fubmit 
to  it ;  yet,  as  all  found  judgment  on  this  qucfticn  can  only 
be  built  upon  experience,  it  feems  not  unreasonable  to  enquire, 
were  it  but  as  matter  of  fpeculation,  into  the  fate  of  other 
countries,  which  having  been  nearly  in  the  fame  fituation 
with  Ireland,  endeavoured  to  mend  their  condition.  One 
advantage  will  certainly  refult  from  the  enquiry,  which  can- 
not fail  of  proving  acceptable  to  a  people,  who  have  hitherto 
appeared  more  delighted  with  their  fears,  than  with  any  other 
feelings  of  the  human  heart.  It  will  lead  us,  by  the  confide- 
ration  of  our  fuperior  refources,  to  eftimate  infallibly  the 
quantum  of  national  punilhment,  likely  to  be  fuperadded  to 
our  prefent  burdens,  by  our  matters,  the  parliament  of  Great 
Britain,  for  the  efforts  of  this  day,  when  their  leifure  and  fe- 
curity  fhall  permit  them  to  turn  their  thoughts  to  us.  In  pro- 
portion to  our  fuperior  power  of  refilling,  will  the  means  be 
of  preventing,  in  future,  the  poffibility  of  the  operation  of 
fuch  a  refiftance. 

A  late  refpectable  writer  (Guatimozin)  has  already  enu- 
merated the  natural  advantages  of  Ireland.     It  appears  that

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fhe  pofTeiTes  within  herfelf,  or  immediately  within  her  reach* 
almoft  every  advantage  that  nature  or  fituation  can  give,  or 
that  is  neceffary  to  make  a  nation  rich,  great,  and  happy. 

A  climate  of  the  fined  temperature  ;  a  foil  of  moft  extraor- 
dinary fertility  ;  mines  that  encouragement  might  convert 
into  fources  of  national  induftry  and  national  fuperiority  j 
feas  that  teem  with  fifh  ;  harbours  numerous,  fafe,  commo- 
dious, and  well  fituated  for  commerce  ;  and,  to  conclude,  a 
people  with  capacity  for  every  thing,  and  who  want  but  leave 
to  acquire  habits  of  induiiry,  as  perfevering  as  ipirited. 

Thefe  are  the  natural  advantages  of  Ireland.  Kow  few 
nations  can  boaftfo  many  and  fo  great  ?  Compare  her  rank 
and  confequence  in  the  world,  with  what  thefe  advantages 
might  entitle  her  to.  Enquire  then,  whence  arifes  the  differ- 
ence, and  thank  England,  if  you  can,  for  the  generofity  of 
her  protection  ! 

Are  either  the  United  Provinces,  or  Switzerland,  to  be 
compared  to  Ireland  in  natural  advantages  ?  I  cannot  think 
they  are.  The  former  is  but  one-third,  the  latter  only  one- 
half  her  fize.  Ireland  is  an  ifland,  and  fuch  an  one  as  I  have 
defcribed  ;  rich  in  climate,  foil,  mines,  and  harbours.  Swit- 
zerland is  in  the  heart  of  the  Continent,  and  is  poor  in  all 
thefe, — the  latter  fhe  cannot  poffefs  at  all.  The  Duch  States 
are  joined  to  the  Continent ;  their  fhore  is  dangerous  from 
its  flats ;  does  net  afford  them  a  fmgle  good  harbour ;  and 
the  froft  binds  up  their  commerce  during  a  ccnfiderable  part 
of  the  winter.  I  need  not  mention  the  fifh  which  the  lakes  of 
Switzerland  afford.  The  fifheries  of  Holland  lie  upon  our 
coaft.  They  enjoy  more  from  their  unchecked  induftry,  than 
we  from  nature  and  the  protection  of  England.  The  Dutch 
have  no  mines.  The  Swils  don't  work  theirs,  except  for  their 
neceffary  inftruments  of  war  and  agriculture.  Neither  Hol- 
land nor  Switzerland  produces  corn  for  half  their  inhabitants. 
In  the  latter  half  the  harveft  produced  by  a  ftubborn  foil  is 
often  deftroyed  by  ftorms,  and  but  part  cf  the  remainder  is 
allowed  by  the  climate  to  ripen. 

The  Swifs  may  be  faid  to  have  neither  commerce  nor  navi- 
gation, fincethe  latter  they  have  only  on  their  lakes,  the  for- 
mer is  concerned  wholly  in  neceffaries. 

Of  the  timber  of  the  Swifs  I  need  not  fpeak.  They  can 
have  no  navy,  nor  do  they  require  one.  As  to  Holland,  the 
fpongy  produce  of  marfhes  is  ufelefs  in  trade  or  navigation. 
Her  navy  mufl  be  purchafed  by  induftry.  Ireland  may  be  as 
Snduftrious  as  Holland,  but  fhe  requires  it  lefs.     She  may 

raife 
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raife  a  navy  at  home,  if  {he  cannot  with  more  advantage 
bring  marerials  from  abroad.  The  climate  of  Switzerland 
may  make  an  hardy  race  of  foldiers  or  hufbandmen,  but  to  a 
nation  that  would  aim  at  more  than  a  penurious  exiftence,  it 
cannot  be  a  fubject  of  envy.  The  climate  of  Holland,  marthy 
in  its  foil,  and  interfered  by  fo  many  ftagnated  canals,  is  not 
wholefome.  Some  of  their  towns  are  formed  on  the  foil  left 
by  the  ftagnation  of  rivers.  In  others  the  folid  foundations 
of  the  earth  feemed  to  have  forfaken  them,  and  they  laid  new- 
ones.  The  fea  threatens  to  overwhelm  them.  They  oppofe 
it  with  mounds,  which  require  a  continual  repair,  and  dream 
not  of  danger^  though  the  failure  of  a  bank  would  give  them 
a  fecond  deluge. 

Labour  and  induilry  are  in  Holland  neceffary.  They  can- 
not otherwife  exift*  This,  it  is  true,  will  keep  them  laborious 
and  induftrious.  But  what  they  are  from  necefliry,  other  na- 
tions may  be  from  nobler  motives  ;  and  Ireland  lets  out  from 
a  point  which,  in  Holland,  it  required  the  labour  and  induilry 
of  years  to  gain. 

Holland  muft  be  a  drudge,  as  fhe  fubfifts  on  the  wants  of 
other  nations,  and  thefe,  we  know,  are  moftly  artificial,  uhe 
is  their  factor  and  carrier.  She  may  fuffer  from  their  caprice. 
She  muft  languifh  in  their  ill-humour.  Their  induflry,  or 
even  frugality,  would  ftarve  her.  Ireland  is  more  indepen- 
dent. She  can  fubfift  by  her  internal  relburces,  though  the 
world  fhould  refufe  her  either  commerce  or  employment.  She 
is  rich  in  herfelf.  Nature,  that  made  her  an  ifland,  and  gave 
her  fertility,  qualified  her  equally  for  abfolute  independence, 
nnd  unlimited  intercourfe  with  other  nations.  She  can  fubfift 
without  other  nations.  She  can  trade  with  them  to  mutual 
advantage. 

Such  are  the  natural  advantages  of  Holland  and  Switzer- 
land, and  fuch  are  they  compared  with  Ireland.  America  I 
lhall  briefly  confider  hereafter.  Each  of  the  former  is  fur- 
rounded  by  powerful  empires.  Each  of  them  was  once  op- 
prefled  by  all  the  rigours  of  flavery.  Each  of  them  burft 
her  ihackles,  and  baffled  the  moft  inveterate  attacks  of  ene- 
mies, whofe  power  feemed  to  approach  them  with  the  irrefifta- 
bility  of  fate. 

Holland,  inferior  to  Ireland  in  every  natural  advantage, 
and  equal  to  but  a  third  of  her  in  fize,  threw  off  the  yoke  of 
the  moft  powerful  monarch  then  in  Europe.  The  firmnefs 
and  courage  which  fhe  difplayed,  will  appear  incredible  to 
thofe  who  are  unacquainted   with   the  power   of  enthufiafm. 

The 
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The  feven  provinces  we  are  fpeaking  of  iurmounted  every 
difficulty — they  thought  they  couid  defend  themfelves.  The 
ten  other  provinces,  lays  Voltaire,  would  have  a  foreign 
Prince  to  protect  them,  and  are  in  flavery  to  this  day. 

One  Prince  [Henry  the  IYthof  France]  to  whom  they  apr 
plied  for  afiiitance,  was  himfeif  engaged  in  civil  wars,  and 
yet  tottered  on  his  throne.  The  extreme  caution  of  another, 
[Queen  Elizabeth]  in  foreign  enterprize,  correfponded  but  ill 
with  her  magnanimity  and  reiblution  in  dcmellic  aifairs; 
and  from  the  reprimands  fhe  was  daily  giving  to  the  Houie 
of  Commons,  for  preiuming  to  judge  of  the  duty  they  were 
called  to,  me  feemed  little  likely  'to  tempt  the  wrath  of  a 
powerful  tyrant  or  turn  abettor  of  rebellion.  The  fuccours 
received  by  the  States  were  accordingly  for  a  long  time  feeble 
and  clandetline.  To  obtain  open  affiftance  from  Elizabeth 
required  a  longer  ftruggle :  and  even  the  offer  of  their  fo- 
vereignty.  But  before  any  affiftance  had  been  received  by  the 
States,  they  had  gotten  pofTemon  of  what  Doctor  Johnfon. 
calls  "  the  choice  of  evil:"  Their  darling  object  liberty. 
The  very  women  had  formed  regiments  for  the  defence  of 
their  cities ;  and,  rather  than  again  fall  under  the  hated  ty- 
ranny of  Spain,  the  dykes  and  fluices  had  been  opened,  and 
the  very  Psafants,  fays  Hume,  had  been  active  in  ruining  their 
own  field?  by  an  inundation  ;  they  preferred  the  mercy  of  the 
waters  to  that  of  tyrants. 

Thefe  &me  people  have  fmce  withiiood  the  mofl  formida- 
ble attacks  o£  a  Monarch,  who  thought  his  power  equal  to 
univerfal  empire.  They  have  fupported  themfelves  with  more 
than  equal  honour  againit  the  combined  fleets  of  France  and 
England.  They  have  fwept  the  channel  of  England,  and 
their  infults  in  the  Thames  have  carried  confternaticn  to  the 
capital. 

In  little  more  than  half  a  century  from  the  time,  at  which, 
unprepared  as  they  muft  have  been,  they  firft  ventured  to  take 
up  arms  againfl  Spain  in  defence  of  their  liberty,  they  beat 
one  of  her  formidable  Armadas*.  They  obliged  it  to  take 
fhelter  in  the  Downs  under  the  Englifh  flag.  They  retire 
for  a  reinforcement ; — they  refolve-— that  the  fleet  of  England 
{hall  no  longer  protect  their  enemy ;  they  return  to  the  charge ; 
and  the  Spanifh  navy,  in  its  flight,  received  from  them  a  bjow 
which  at  this  day,  after  near  a  century   and  an  half,  it  has

not 
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not  fully  recovered.  A  few  years  more,  affiled  by  a  few 
more  defeats,  foftened  the  obftinacy  of  Spain.  She  acknow- 
ledged ihe  independence  of  the  States  *,  and  in  twenty  years 
after  they  protected  her  provinces  againft  France  f. 

The  Swifs,  now  that  they  are  free,  are  more  fecure  from 
attacks,  than  when  they  were  dependent.  They  are  defended 
by  their  mountains  and  the  barrennefs  of  their  county  ;  by 
their  poverty,  by  their  valour,  and  by  the  mutual  jealoufies 
of  the  neighbouring  empires.  A  partition  is  not  eaiily  agreed 
upon,  and  none  will  confent  to  their  becoming  an  acceflion  to 
the  power  of  another,  if  fuch  an  acceflion  were  practicable. 
But  it  mud  be  confeffed  that  of  all  the  advantages  I  have  men- 
tioned, their  valour  alone,  at  the  time  they  threw  off  the 
yoke,  feemed  moft  in  their  favour.  The  enemy  had  poiTeiTion 
of  their  country.  The  balance  of  power  was  then  lefs  ur.der- 
ftood,  or  lefs  attended  to,  and  their  poverty  and  commercial 
infignificance  muft  have  been  feeble  inducements  to  the  pro- 
tection of  their  neighbours,  Accordingly  they  had  to  work 
out  their  own  liberty,  and  above  three  centuries  etapfed  be- 
fore the  Houfe  of  Auftria  acknowledged  their  independence  t. 

I  believe  there  are  few  will  deny  that  America  has  already 
eftabirfhed  her  independence.  She  would  not  come  over  and 
proftrate  herfelf  at  the  feet  of  England  ;  fo  England,  with 
the  magnanimity  of  a  conqueror,  appointed  ambafladors  to 
her  by  act  of  Parliament.  Upon  England's  condefcending 
"  to  treat  with  armed  rebels,"  they  refufed  to  treat  with  Eng- 
land. They  had  procured  friends,  and  they  preferred  them 
to  matters.  For  the  fituaticn  of  America  in  the  beginning  of 
the  conteftjhear  her  own  unexaggerated  defcription  :  "  With- 
out arms,  ammunition,  difcipline,  revenue,  government,  cr 
ally,  almoft  tota'ly  ftript  of  commerce,  and  in  the  weakneis 
of  youth,  as  it  were,  "  with  a  fta-ff  and  a  fling  only,"  ihe 
dared,  "  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  of  Hods,"  to  engage  vl 
gigantic  adversary,  prepared  at  all  points,  boafting  of  his 
ilrength,  and  of  whom  even  mighty  warriors  were  greatly 
afraid.0 

When  to  this  enumeration  of  difficulties,  which,  one  is 
tempted  to  think,  requires  little  addition,  we  fubjoin  the  fcl-

It  would  be  fingular  enough  if  the  fame  period  which  eftabhihes  Ame- 
rican independence,  fhall  be  found  to  have  deftroyed  the  ufurpation  of  the 
Britifh  Parliament  over  the  legiflative  rights  of  Ireland. 

lowing; 
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lowing;  that  thefe  Colonies  were  not  more  difunited  by  dtfc 
tance  of  place,  than  by  difference  of  opinion,  manners,  fpirit, 
religion  and  government ;  that  they  were  fo  disunited  in  all 
thefe,  that  it  feemed  the  dream  of  a  dotard  to  think  of  con- 
necting them  in  one  intereft,  or  of  bringing  them  to  co-ope- 
rate, if  they  could  be  convinced  that  their  intereft  wras  the 
lame  ;  that  they  were  expofed  to  the  navy  and  arms  of  Eng- 
land on  their  fea-coafts,  to  the  incurfions  of  Indiai.s  (peri.c  ps 
too  juilly  enraged)  on  their  rear  j  and,  in  fome  provinces, 
to  the  more  dangerous  infurreetions  of  their  domeftic  flaves, 
whofe  difpofitions  to  revenge  mull  have  been  expected  to  buril 
on  their  more  immediate  opprellors  ;  when  all  thefe  particu- 
lars, I  fay,  are  confrdered,  befides  thofe  which  America  her- 
felf  has  enumerated,  I  think  fcarce  any  nation  on  the  earth 
ihould  abfolutely  defpair. 

Let  us  confider  the  prefent  fituation  of  Ireland.  I  need 
fcarce  fay,  that  there  is  not  a  maritime  power  in  Europe  to 
which  her  alliance  would  not,  in  itfelf,  be  an  object  of  emu- 
lation. What  then  would  it  appear  to  the  enemies  of  Eng- 
land ?  If  Ireland  mould  afk  their  protection,  would  they 
require  to  be"  founded  at  a  diftance,  or  to  be  affailed  by  pre- 
paratory arguments  and  leading  proportions  ?  Would  they 
think  it  prudent  to  act  as  they  did  by  America,  to  ftand  by, 
cool  fpectators  of  our  ftruggle,  till  they  judged  how  far  we 
fhould  be  able  to  perfevere  or  be  likely  to  fucceed?  or,  if  they 
determined  to  affift  Ireland,  would  they  be  obliged  to  have 
recourfe  to  art  in  order  to  deceive  a  credulous  minifter,  and 
to  malk  their  intentions  until  they  could  declare  them  with 
fafety?  No,  my  countrymen:  diitant  proportions,  prepara- 
tory arguments,  negociation,  art, — -all  thefe  are  to  us  unne- 
cessary !  Conviction  has  long  been  confirmed.  Their  refolu- 
tion  is  already  taken.  Their  arms  are  already  in  their  hands. 
They  have  crolfed  the  Atlantic  for  their  own  intereft  and  for 
the  humiliation  of  England.  Will  a  few  leagues  terrify  them 
when  their  fcheme  is  fo  near  arriving  at  almoft  unhoped-for 
perfection  ?  They  were  then  at  peace,  yet,  they  engaged  in 
war.  They  are  now  at  war,  will  they  not  carry  it  on  ?  The 
fole  queftion  with  them  at  prefent  muft  be  this :  will  they 
chufe  to  vifit  us  as  enemies,  or  as  friends  ?  For  vifit  us  they 
probably  will.  Will  they  attempt  a  conqueft  to  wmich  they 
are  probably  unequal ;  or  will  they  chufe  the  eafier  road,  and 
offer  an  alliance,  which  will  have  every  real  advantage  to  be 
expected  from  dominion,  without  the  danger  of  an  unfuccefs- 
ful  attempt,  or  the  inconveniencies  and  hazards  of  the  moft 

fuccefsful 
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fuccefsful  execution  ?  Will  they  not  offer  an  alliance  fuch  as 
their  good  itnCe  has  been  content  with  from  America,  and 
which  they  have  thought  worthy  of  fupporting  by  a  war  with 
England  .Much  an  alliance  as,  from  its  liberality,  it  will  be 
the  intereft  of  the  other  European  powers,  at  leaft,  by  a  tacit 
acquiefcence,  to  fupport  ?  An  alliance  that  will  not  contribute 
more  to  the  weakening  of  an  haughty  adverfary,  and  the  dis- 
appointment of  an  iniatiable  monopolift,  than  to  their  cwn  re- 
gal power,  aggrandifement  and  glory. 

And  here,  my  countrymen,,  occurs  an  awful  paufe  !  What 
inducements  hath  Britifh  policy  fuffered,  to  take  root  in  the 
hearts  of  Iriihmen,  to  enable  them  to  refill;  fuch  neceffary  and 
proffered  protection.  None,  my  friends  !  Loyalty,  the  faireil 
flower  that  can  ornament  the  bofom  of  a  Prince,  finds  in  Ireland 
its  happielt  foil.  Perfona  lattachment  to  the  King  of  Ireland, 
and  his  illuftrkms  houfe,  is  the  cord  which  binds  us  to  our 
burden,  and  furnifnes  to  a  Britifh  people  the  occafion  of  lead- 
ing us  without  bounds  or  mercy.  Had  we  as  little  attach- 
ment to  the  Houfe  of  Hanover  as  Scotland,  or  Mancheiter, 
we  had  long  fmce  in  defpair  implored  the  protection  of  other 
powers,  for  fo  long  as  the  "  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  can 
bind  us  in  all  cafes  whatsoever,"  the  word  that  could  happen 
to  us  would  be  to  change  our  matters*  .  The  word  is  not 
my  own.  It  is  by  an  Englifh  Judge  and  commentator  di- 
rectly applied  to  the  fituation  of  this  kingdom,  and  its  fu- 
bordination  to  England  by  right  of  conqueft. 

But  has  England  learned  nothing  from  her  late  experience 
in  America  ?  Will  me  for  ever  truft  to  our  loyalty  alone,  and 
Will  our  King  for  ever  leave  us  at  the  mercy  of  a  Britifh  Par- 
liament ?  As  tothe  Englilh  people,  the  power  of.. God  has  been

the  Romans  who  were  bound  to  the  glebe,  or  foil.  England  will  think  proper 
that  we  fhould  not  depart  from  the  foil,  but  be  transferred  with  it  by  deed, 
roll,  or  indenture.  This  will  fave  us  a  multitude  of  difputes  about  our  pro- 
perty, for  we  fhall  then,  like  the  Roman  flaves,  become  perfect  things, 
and  ceafe  to  be  persons.  The  Englifh  prints  wil!  then  afford  entertain- 
ment to  thofe  who  can  relifh  it.  If  any  of  us  are  miffing  from  our  Jlalls 
or  lumber-rooms,  we  fhall  be  advertifed  for,  and  defcribed,  as  "  lost, 
strayed,  stolen,  or  mislaid." — We  lhall  be  taken  damage  feafant 
(perhaps  rider  and  all!)  and  if  we  happen  to  die  of  cold  and  hunger,  in 
an  open  pound,  it  will  be  at  the  fuit  of  the  owner  ! — O  Ireland  !  Ireland  !- 
Doft  thou  retain  one  fpark  of  feeling,  to  make  the   oppreffion  of  thee  a 

crime  ? 
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difplayed  to  them  in  vain.  They  feem  to  have  revived  the  age 
of  miracles,  and  to  have  left  the  Egyptians  at  a  diftance.  All 
that  fhould  have  infpired  them  with  awe,  humility,  and  wif- 
dom,  feems  but  to  have  darkened  their  understandings  and 
hardened  their  hearts !  But  let  it  be  our  duty,  my  country- 
men, to  confider  the  crifis,  and  profit  of  it !  Let  us  adore  that? 
wonder-working  God,  who  in  the  intoxication  of  our  oppref- 
fors  has  laid  the  foundation  of  our  relief,  and  who  in  the  mif~ 
carriages  of  Britifh  tyranny  beyond  the  Atlantic,  has  taught 
Irifhmen  the  practicability  of  their  own  emancipation  from 
the  authority  of  an  ufurping  Englifh  Parliament. 

But  we  are  nearer  to  England.  I  hear  my  countrymen 
lament  it,  and  often  have  lamented  it  myfelf !  Yet,  (indulge 
me,  my  countrymen,  while  I  explain  my  paradox!)  on  that 
very  proximity  does  the  nveal  of  Ireland  depend. 

We  are  near  to  England ;  but  we  are  near  to  affiftance 
alfo.  The  Atlantic  rolls  not  between  us  and  England ;  but 
neither  does  it  roll  between  us  and  her  enemies.  Thefe  ene- 
mies are  on  the  way.  Before  the  wind  changes  they  are  here. 
Our  proximity  to  England  is  to  us,  in  the  prefent  pofture  of 
affairs,  what  the  diftance  of  America  was  in  the  beginning 
of  the  conteft,  to  her.  The  latter  was  a  barrier  againft  Bri- 
tain ;  the  former  is  a  bridge  for  her  foes.  In  this  refpecl  then 
we  are  equal  to  America'.  We  have  however  an  advantage 
from  our  proximity,  which  fhe  never  can  derive  from  her 
diftance.  It  is  a  perpetual  guarantee  againft  the  oppreffion  of 
any  felf-created  protector.  It  is  perpetual,  becaufe  it  depends 
not  on  the  policy  or  caprice  of  kings  or  of  nations.  It  is 
fixed  in  the  nature  of  things. 

America  might  have  been  ruined  by  the  treachery  of  France, 
or  (lie  may  yet  fall  by  Congrefs,  as  England  has  done  by  a 
parliament. 

Let  Ireland  be  fubject  to  her  .own  legiflation  only,  and  one 
might  venture  to  fay  fhe  is  free  for  ever.  Her  fituation  and 
fize  fit  her  for  that  moderate  degree  of  ftrength  and  power 
which  is  moft  likely  to  be  permanent. 

Let  thefe  things  be  weighed,  and  perhaps  that  man  could 
not  be  acquitted  of  prefumption,  who  would  venture  to  point 
out  another  fpot  upon  the  globe,  to  which  Ireland  fhould  now 
wifh  to  be  removed. 

From  this  proximity    of    Eugland,    I  would  deduce  this 
fruhtt  which  I  wifh  to  be  engraven  on  the  heart  of  every  Irifh- 
man  :   England  is  the  only  poiver    that   can    en/lave   us  further, 
or    keep    us    as    we  are.      And   this   is   the     important  mo- 
ment 
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ment  when  our  own  firm  conftilutional  refinance  will  derive 
additional  fapport  from  the  dread  of  her  enemies,  towards 
ihaking  of  the  fhackles  off  an  ufurping  Engiilh  people. 

But,  unlefs  we  entertain  for  each  other  a  mutual  and  gene- 
ral confidence,  unlcfs  we  lay  afide  all  rancour  of  prejudice  on 
account  of  difiinclions  either  political  or  religious,  to  attempt 
fuch  a  relief  from  thofe  lhackles  would  be  only  to  fojicit  ccn- 
fufion. 

There  are,  however,  many  inftances  of  Rates  differing  very 
much  inj  religion,  and  yet  united  in  Uriel  civil  confederacy 
and  union.  Scarce  fix  of  the  Cantons  of  Switzerland  are 
Proteftants,  the  feven  remaining  are  Roman  Catholics  ;  and, 
what  feems  a  little  extraordinary,  the  greater  number  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Cantons  are  democratical,  that  of  the  Pro- 
teftant  Cantons  ar  i  (toe  rati  cal  In  their  government.  In  the 
United  Provinces  the  majority  of  the  people  are  either  Pref- 
byterians  or  Roman  Catholics,  and  though  Prefbyterianifm 
is  the  eftabliihed  religion,  yet ,  the  toleration  or  connivance 
which  all  feds  meet  with  from  the  government,  has  produced 
a  general  moderation  and  peace,  and,  in  its  natural  confe- 
quences,  has  added  .power,  grandeur,  and  liability  to  the 
flate.  The  (late  of  Pennfylvania  is  equally  various  in  its  re- 
ligion. The  laws  of  this  province  are  more  libera]  than  the 
fpirit  of  any  other  province.  They  give  no  preference  to 
any  feci:.  They  tolerate  all  feels.  All  feels  are  therefore  not 
only  peaceable,  but  content.  Moft  of  the  otjier  ftates  of 
America,  fo  firm  in  their  union  agai nil  England,  are  fcarcely 
more  oppofite  than  they  are  inveterate  in  the  feveral  prejudices 
and  opinions  which  they  carried  with  them  from  Europe,  In 
fhort,  from  all  the  facls  we  can  collecl,  our  uniform  conclu- 
fion  mud  be,  that  that  nation  is  moft  likely  to  be  great, 
powerful,  and  happy,  which  finds  political  and  civil  modera- 
tion neceflary  to  its  very  being.  Where  there  are  no  feels  Or 
parties,  I  may  venture  to  fay  there  cannot  be  {anCcj  fcience, 
liberty,  or  commerce.  Where,  from  circumftances  internal 
or  external,  different  feels  are  nearly  ballanced  in  power,  the 
laws  mud  be  moderate,  and  the  fpirit  of  the  laws  will  become 
the  fpirit  of  the  people.  The  nation  will- be  in  harmony 
within  itfelf,  and  that  moderation  and  good  fenfe  which  will 
diftinguifh  it  in  its  internal  government  and  policy,  muft  cha- 
raclerife  it  in  its  conducl  towards  other  nations.  v 

It  is  very  fenfibly  obferved  by  a  Roman  Catholic  Prieft  *, 
in  a  late  addrefs  to  thofe  of  his  own  perfuafion  in  Ireland,

that 
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that  "  conquerors,  (and,  let  me  add,  traders  and  politicians) 
are  of  no  religion."  The  Engiifn  eftablifhed  popery  in 
Canada.  The  French  entered  into  alliance  with  Prefby  terians 
in  North  America  ;  and,  I  dare  fay,  would  have  done  the 
fame,  if  their  Deity  had  been  the  fun  or  a  ferpent,  an  onion  or 
a  monkey.  The  Dutch,  it  is  faid,  tread  upon  the  crofs  at 
Japan,  and  the  Englifh  make  alliances  with  Moors  and  with 
Indians. 

'  The  French  are,  perhaps,  even  in  religion,  as  liberal  a 
nation  as  any  in  Europe.  I  judge  not  of  them  by  their  creeds, 
confefiions,  or  articles  of  belief:  God  forbid  that  I  mould 
judge  by  thefe  alone  of  the  hearts  or  underftandings  of  any 
people  upon  earth,  who  have  public  creeds,  confeffions,  or 
articles  !  Thefe  are  not  always  formed  by  the  wifeft  or  moft 
religious  people  of  a  nation.  The  wifeft  and  moll  religious 
are  generally  better  employed.  I  judge  of  the  French  nation 
by  the  general  conducT:  of  the  people ;  and  I  believe  it  will 
be  owned  that  they  are  more  liberal  t,o  Englishmen,  than 
Xnglifhmen  are  to  them.  The  abfurdity  of  fuppofmg  that 
even  conquerors  would  make  violent  alterations  in  private 
property,  and  involve  themfelves  in  the  perplexed  difpntes 
and  antiquated  claims  of  families,  that  have  fuffered  by  for- 
feiture, has  been  well  expofed  by  the  Reverend  Divine  juft 
mentioned.  Were  the  queftion  indeed  between  two  pretenders 
to  the  crown,  the  cafe  might  be  different.  He  whofucceeded 
muft  reinftate  fome  of  his  adherents,  and  gratify  others. 
This  mnft  be  done  at  the  expence  of  the  oppofite  party.  But 
a  conqueror,  who  is  not  able  to  crufh  the  fubdued  nation  at  a 
iingle  effort,  will  think  himfelf  happy  in  prevailing  upon  the 
people  to  remain  quiet  as  he  found  them.  He  will  make  no 
alteration  which  he  can  avoid  ;  he  will  avoid  every  alteration 
-which  can  difguft  or  difpleafe.  What  then  is  to  be  expected 
from  even  a  powerful  protector,  that  offers  independence  to  a 
nation  fo  divided  into  parties  that  no  one  of  them  has  power 
to  crufh  the  others,  fupported  as  they  would  be,  by  the  nation 
that  formerly  enflaved  them  ?  I  fay  that,  in  this  cafe,  we 
might  expect  fuch  a  moderation  as  would  over-rule  every  petty 
diftin&ion  or  jealoufy,  and  would  unite  the  nation  by  com- 
munity of  intereft.  To  make  an  alteration  in  the  eftablifhed 
religion,  or  to  deny  to  all  denominations  of  Proteftant  Dif- 
ienters  that  toleration  which  they  at  prefent  enjoy,  would  be 
the  madnefs  of  folly.  Thofe  we  fpeak  of  are  neither  fools 
Zior  madmen. 

The 
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The  Roman  Catholics  might,  with  juilicc  indeed,  expe& 
a  more  compleat  toleration.  But  it  would  require  peculiar 
delicacy  to  grant  this  without  offending  thole  Protc&aKts""who 
at  prefent  enjoy  but  a  toleration  themfelves.  The  interference 
of  Roman  Catholic  protectors,  confeious  of  the  prudence 
their  fituation  required,  mull:  be  of  the  mod  temperate  kind. 
The  alterations  made  would  be  gentle,  gradual,  and  rather 
the  effect  of  an  infenfible  alteration  of  opinion  and  removal  of 
prejudice,  than  an  act  of  force  or  power  in  the  date.  And, 
from  the  co-operation  of  all  thefe  caufes,  I  am  inclined  to 
think  there  would  naturally  arife  a  mildneis  of  government, 
and  a  benevolence  of  toleration  which  is  unknown  to  the 
laws  of  any  other  country  in  Europe,  and  which  enthuiiafm 
itfelf  has  fcarce  dared  to  think  confident  with  the  littlcnef^  cf 
human  nature. 

But  whatever  may  be  the  natural  dignity  and  drength  of 
Ireland,  or  whatever  advantages  fhe  might  derive  from  the 
prefent  podure  of  affairs,  there  are  fome  who  cannot  readily 
give  up  their  attachment  to  the  people  of  England,  or  think 
themfelves  juftified  in  refilling  them  in  their  prefent  flate  of 
misfortune,  while  there  are  others  who  yet  dread  her  power, 
and  tremble  at  her  name.  To  the  former  I  mall  fpeak  more, 
particularly  hereafter,  and  hope  to  mew  that  we  are  not 
bound  by  any  ties  of  duty,  gratitude,  or  honour,  to  remain 
in  fubjection  to  the  parliament  of  England. 

At  prefent  I  would  addrefs  myfelf  to  the  latter.  That  the 
power  of  England  is  not  yet  an  imagination  I  readily  will 
own.  Great  even  yet  is  the  power  of  England,  and  great  is 
the  memory  of  her  glory  !  but  her  glory  lives  but  in  memory, 
and  the  fmews  of  iier  power  are  withered.  ExhauMed  and 
foiled  by  America,  whom,  in  the  hour  of  her  infolence,  ihe 
treated  with  a  contempt  that  would  have  robbed  victory  of 
its  honour,  but  has  covered  defeat  with  aggravated  difgrace, 
returning  reafon  can  fugged  but  one  confolation  for  her  folly; 
that  fomething  yet  remains  for  madnefs  to  fquander,  that 
there  is  yet  a  remnant  which  penury  may  fave.  The  arbitrefs  • 
of  empires  may  yet  exid  among  nations!  the  patronefs  c" 
nations  may  yet  be  an  houfe-wife  ! 

There  was  a  time  when  the  world  and  the  Roman  Emr 
were  fynonimous  terms. 

There  was  a  time  too  when  the  very  name  of  Rom  ;  and- 
the  Provinces  in  awe,  though  fhe  could  fcarce  have  c  jars  ago,- 
her  walls  ;  England  has  fallen  by  her  own  weight  * 
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wanted  wifdom  to  balance.  Thofe  days  are  nail  in  which  her 
Jiiftory  went  hand  in  hand  with,  romance:  Trance  has  fti  uck 
terror  into  her  conquerors,  and  has  lira  ken  the  throne  of  her 
Kingi  The  Engliih  channel  has  become  a  term  of  mockery. 
It  has  feen  the  navy  of  England  in  its  flight  I  The  navy  of 
England  has  left  her  coafts  to  be  infulted  !  That  the  navy  of 
England  was  able  to  fecure  the  prct  ection  of  a  port  has,  to  a 
ibvereign  of  England,  become  a  theme  of  congratulation  ! 

While  England  thus  protects  herfelf,  need  I  afk  what  pro- 
tection fhe  is  likely  to  afford  to  Ireland  ?  If  we  remain  by  her 
Lad  policy  in  our  prefent  impoverifhed  Mate,  can  fhe  protect 
us  from  the  arms  or  infultspf  her -enemies? 

Have  we  not  men  in  arms  already  ?  Men  whom  England, 
and  the  fiaves  of  England,  would  long  ere  this  have  difarmed, 
had  they  dared  to  do  fo  !  Men  whole  fpirit  they  now  affect  to 
approve,  becaufe  they  find  their  approbation  is  indifferent  to 
them  !  Men  whofe  fpirit  mult  obtain  a  momentary  protection, 
and  to  whom  a  very  little  time  will  render  protection  unneces- 
sary !  Men  who  may  yet  teach  England  that  the  foil  of  their 
own  country  benumbs  not  their  courage  ;  that  it  is  not  on  the 
plains  of  Flanders  or  America  alone  that  Ir'tjhmen  can  con- 
quer ! 

The  fubject,  my  countrymen,  lias  rifen  upon  me.  I  have 
(I  hope  you  will  think  unavoidably)  been  led  into  fome  details. 
My  indignation,  upon  other  occasions,  I  have  found  it  diffi- 
cult to  reprefs.  You  will  confider  the  defign,  and  pardon 
any  involuntary  failure  in  the  execution.  But,  before  I  take 
my  leave  for  the  prefent,  allow  me  to  afk  one  fhort  queition  : 

Shall  we  trail  to  other  nations  for  a  temporary  protection, 
which  (judging  from  human  nature,  and  their  particular 
line  of  conduct)  I  aver  it  to  be  equally  their  intereft  and  their 
inclination  to  give,  and  the  bounds  of  which,  as  I  have  en- 
deavoured to  prove,  they  cannot  exceed  ;  or,  mall  we  depend 
to  eternity  on  the  generofity  of  a  nation,  who  has  fhewn  her- 
felf as  incapable  of  generofity  as  of  juftice,  and  whofe  folly 
has  difabled  her  from  performing,  the  duties  of  either  ?  She 
thunders  forth  the  mandates  of  her  omnipotence;  but,' is  her 
di  ovidence  fo  particular,  fo  watchful,  fo  active,  and  fo  bene- 
Jnu  nt,  that  we  fhould  leave  to  her  more  than  the  God  of 
relig  i  (  demands  for  himfelf,  that  we  mould  leave  agency  to 
ienter.  .  \  ^ddrefs  her  but  in  prayer  ?  Is  the  night  of  religious 
the  ma^  ion  paffed  away,  and  muft  that  of  political  idolatry 
Zior  madn  rightful  viciffitude  of  day?  Our  night  of  both  has 
Gently  long?    But  the  fun  of  England,  in  whofe 

meridian 
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meridian  beams  our  feebler  light  was  loft,  is  now  fet,  per- 
haps, for  ever  :  and  the  Heiperian  ftar  of  America,  which 
fee  with  England,  for  a  time,  is  now  rifen,  a  Lucifer  to  light 
us  into  day.  It  has  moved,  'till  it  is  vertical  in  glory,  and

Ai  the  author  of  the  foregoing  excellent  letter,  in  enume- 
rating the  natural  advantages  of  Ireland,  juft  mentions  her 
mines,  it  may  not  be  thought  unneceifary  to  add  what  Mr-. 
O'Halloran  fays  on  this  fubjeel: : 

Thus  Gerard  Boate  *  tells  us,  "  All  the  mines  wThich  are  at 
«•  this  day  found  out  in  Ireland,  have  been  difcovered  by  the 
"  new  Engliih,  that  is,  fuch  of  them  as  came  here  in,  and 
"  fince  the  days  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  thefe,  he  tells  us,  are 
"  Iron,  Lead  and  Silver.  As  to  the  Irifh  themfelves  (he 
u  fays)  being  one  of  the  mojl  barbarous  nations  of  the  whole  earth, 
••  they  have  been,  at  all  times,  fo  far  from  feeking  out  any, 
"  that  even  in  thefe  laft  years,  an'd  fince  the  Englim  havebe- 
"  gun  to  difcover  fome,  none  of  them  all,  great  or  fmall, 
"  have  applied  themfelves  to,  or  furthered  that  bufinefs."  In 
the  next  lection,  he  thinks  mines  of  Gold  are  in  Ireland ;  and 
he  mentions  a  drachm  of  pure  gold  being  got  in  a  rivulet  in 
the  county  of  Tyrone,  from  which  he  prefumes  that  the  ad- 
jacent mountains  are  replete  with  this  metal.  "  In  cap.  1 8,  he 
mentions  a  filver  mine,  in  the  county  of  Antrim,  fo  very  rich 
that  every  30  pounds  of  ore  yielded  one  of  pure  filver.  This 
candid  writer  was  ftate  phyfrcian  to  the  common- wealth  juf- 
tices  of  Ireland  ;  and  was  too  well  acquainted  with  the  fenti- 
ments  of  his  matters,  to  lofe  any  opportunity  of  infuking  a 
nation,  fo  remarkably  attached  to  Monarchy. 

Let  us  now  fee,  how  far  doctor  Boate's  cenfure  is  fup- 
ported  by  truth  and  hiftory.  Stanihurft,  who  wrote  a  century 
earlier,  and  no  very  warm  Irifhman,  tells  us,  that  Ireland 
Was  then  known  to  be  rich  in  mines  of  dilferent  metals ;  and' 
Adrianus  the  Dutchman,  flill  earlier,  thus  celebrates  them, 

Stannique  fodinas

Cambrenfis  himfelf  bears  teftimony  to  our  mines  f  ;  and 
Donatus,  bifhop  of  Feficoli,  who  wrote  about  1 100  years  ago,-

From  thefe  foreign  evidences,  let  us  now  recur  to  the  accu- 
rate pages  of  the  lrilh  Hiftory.  In  the  reign  of  Tighernmas; 
who  flourimed  about  iooo  years  before  Chrift,  we  are  told 
that  the  Brit  gold  mine  found  in  Ireland,  was  difcovered  near 
the  banks  of  the  Li  fly  :  and  our  ailnalifts  have  been  minute 
enough  to  tell  nis,  that  Ju'achadhan  of  Cualane,  in  the  county 
of  Wicklow,  was  the  principal  conductor  ol  thefe  works  *, 
whofe  knowledge  in  metals  and  colours,  they,  have  not  ne- 
glected to  mention.  In  more  than  a  century  after  we  find  that 
targets  of  pure  filver  were  fabricated,  and  diftributed  to  the 
braved  of  the  foldiery ;  and  in  the  reign  of  Muincamhuin, 
who  founded  the  order  of  the  Golden  Collar  (fb  called  from 
each  knight  wearing  a  collar  of  gold  hung  round'  his  neck 
by  a  chain  of  the  fame  metal)  helmets  were  made  with  the 
neck  and  fore-pieces  of  pure  gold.  The  handles  of  the  fwords 
6f  our  antient  knight,  were  made  of  pure  gold,  and  the  blades 
of  a  mixt  brafs,  numbers  of  which  have  been  and  are  daily  dif- 
covered in  bogs  and  other  receffes.  It  appears  among  the  hos- 
tages delivered  to  the'  Emperors  of  Ireland  by  the  provinces,  as' 
well  foreign  as.  d'omeftic,  that  thofe  of  Orgial  were  particu- 
larly diftinguifhed  from  the  reft,  by  having  their  fhackles  or 
pure  gold,  anc^  the  very  word  figni fie s  the  Golden  Hoftage. 
Part  of  the  Boirimhe-Laighen,  or  tax  en  the  kingdom  of  Lein-~ 
fter,  and  regularly  paid  into  the  monarch's  treafury,  for  near 
400  years,  was.  6000  ounces  of  pure  filver.  Thefe  fact's  it 
ihould  feem  are  fufficient  proofs  of  the' great  riches  of  antient 
Ireland,  and  her  fuperior  knowledge  and  induftry  to  the  mo- 
dern. But  if  her  own  hiftory  will  not  be  allowed  as  evidence 
in  her  favour,  without  modern  collateral  proofs,  we  are 
even  abundantly  furnifhed  with  thefe. 

Mr.  6  Flaherty  f,  from  Nenius,  an  author  of  the  9th  cen- 
tury, and  from  old  manufcripts,  gives  an  account  of  the  an- 
tiently  fuppofed  wonders  of  Ireland,  fome.  of  which  have 
been  found  true,  others  falfe.  Among  others  we  find  the 
following  account  of  mines  about  Louch-Lene,  or  Killaraef 
in  the  county  of  Kerry.

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We  alio  find,  that  In  faid  lake,  large  quantities  of  pearls  have 
been  found. 

It  is  not  above  thirty  years  fince   a  very   rich  copper  mine 
was  difcovered  on  the  border   of  this  lake,  and  worked  with 
very  great  profit  to  the  proprietors  for  many  years  ;  but  what: 
is  greatly  to  our  purpofe,  is,  that  on  pufhing  on  their  works, 
they  found  fhafts  had  been  regularly  funk,  and  implements  of 
mining  were  found.     Thefe  works  were  ignorantly  imputed 
to  the  Danes,  who,  it   appears,  had  very  inconfiderable  fet- 
tlements  here,  and  who,  it  muft   be    confeffed,  feem  to  have 
been  little   qualified  for  fuch  undertakings.     As  to  the  lead 
mine  it  is  an  uncontroverted  fact,  that  about  fifty  years  ago, 
an  Engliih  company  worked  one  at  Caftle  Lyons,  on  the  fide 
of  the  Lake  ;  and  many  years  after,  the  fame  works  were  re- 
fumed  under   the    infpeclion    of  one  Longftaff,  from   which 
they  extracted  large   quantities  of   filver.     though   the  tin 
mine  has  not  been    yet  found,  nor,  I  fuppofe,  fearched  for, 
yet    Smith  *   confefles   to  have  found  near  the  lake  an   ore 
which  contained  tin  ;  and  as  for  the   iron  mines,    the  preofs 
that  they  were  largely  carried  on  here  are  many,  and  at  this 
day  one  is  worked  near  Mucrofs.     A.  C.  1094,  we  read  of  an 
elegant  prefent  of  Kerry  pearls,  from  Gilbert  Bifhop  of  Li- 
merick, to  Anfelm  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  f .     At  this  daf 
pearls   are  frequently  found    in   the  lake;  nor  can  it  be  de- 
nied but  the  fine  ft  amethyfts,  emeralds,  and  other  precious 
Itones,  and  the  hardeft,  are  found  in  this  country  ;  and  the 
common  Kerry  ftone  nearly  approaches  the  diamond  in  luftre 
and  hardnefs.     Yet  it  is  not  above  fifty  years  lince  fuch  have 
been  difcovered  ;  though  we  read,  that  our  early  princes  and 
nobles  wore  them  in  their  ears  and  on  their  cloaths  ;  and  that 
the  Bifhop  of  Feficoli  has  mentioned  thefe  among  the  other 
productions    of  Ireland  !     In  opening   of  many  other  mines, 
old   fhafts  have  been  difcovered,  and  implements  of  mining 
found,    particularly  in  a  rich    lead  one,  on    the   eftate  of 
Thomas  Weftrop,   Efq;    in  this  county,  and    bordering  on 
the  Shannom     In  working  the  lead   mines  of  Knocaderry, 
fince  called  Silver  Mines,  in  the  county  of  Tipperary,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  laft  century,  fhafts  were  feen,  and  every 
other  proof  of  its  being  worked  centuries,  earlier.     The  rich 
copper  mines  in  the  county  of  Wicklow,  and  thefe  latter  ones 
in  the  county   of  Tipperary,  are   ftill  further  proofs  of  the 
great  plenty  of  this  metal  formerly ;  and  will  explain  why

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the  fharp  edges  of  the  blades  of  our  antient  fwords,  8c  c.  were 
of  a  mixt  brafs  ;  and  how  the  people  of  Leinfter  were  ena- 
bled to  give  fix  thonfand  copper  cauldrons  to  the  Monarch's 
tax-gatherers,  every  fecond  year,  being  a  part  of  their  famous 
tribute,  the  caufe  of  fo  much  bicodfhed  in  Ireland. 

When  the  Spaniards,  in  Queen  Elizabeth's  days,  landed  at 
Smerwic  bay,  in  the  county    of  Kerry,  on  erecting    a  fort 
near  it,  from  the  many  pieces  of  gold  they  found  here  they 
called  it  Fort  de  Tor  ;  and  fome  years  ago  fome  country  peo- 
ple, in  trenching  potatoes  near  it,  found  feveral  corfelets  of 
pure  gold.     Mr.  Smith  *  fuppofes  this  to  be  part  of  the  trea- 
sures fent  from  Spain,  in   thefe  days  ;  but  is  it  probable  that 
gold  corfelets  were  fent  to  relieve  a  diftrefled  people,  who 
only  wanted  powder  and  ball,  and  which  they  fought  for  at 
an  immenfe  expence  ?  Befides,  Sir  George  Carew,  then  pre- 
fident  of  Muniter,  and  an  indifputable  authority,  tells  us  f , 
that  thefe  treafures^  were  in  money,  fafely   landed  by    Mac 
Eagan,  Apoftoiic  Vicar,  and  by  him  diftributed  to  the  Irifli 
chiefs ;  nay,  he  is    even  minute  enough  to  tell   us  each  per- 
fon's  fhare.     But  numbers  of  thefe,  as  well  as  handles  of 
fwords,  and  gold  of  a  particular  colour  and  hardnefs,  made 
for  the  purpofe  of  lodging  the  poll- axes  of  our  antient  Marc- 
Sloigh,    or  cavalry,  have   been  frequently   found.     Of  thefe 
corfelets  alone,  I  have  feen  above  twenty,  and  purchafed  one, 
the  gold  of  which  was  fo   ductile  as  to  roll  up,  like  paper. 
Thefe   likewife   prove   the   reality  of   our  Niagha-Nafc,  or 
Knights  of  the  Golden  Collar,  as  well  as  the  fuperior  know- 
ledge of  our  anceftors  in  the. natural  hiftory  of  their  country. 
They  (hew  the  care  taken  to  advance  nothing  but  what  wTas 
ftridtly   true,  in  our   antient  hiflory ;  and  at  the  fame  time, 
point  out  to  the  public,  the  great  lofs  the  learned  world,  as 
well  as  this  kingdom,  has  fuliained  by  the  deftru&ion  of  fo 
many  of  our  antient  annals,  and  the  neceffity   of  attending 
more  diligently  to  what  remain.     Even  our  old  odes  and  bal- 
lads, mould  not  be   too  nightly  regarded.     The  Bilhop  of 
London,  in  his  edition  of  Cambden,  p.  141 1,  tells  us,  "  That 
"  The  Bifhop  of  Derry  being  one  day  at  dinner,  anlrifh  harp- 
"  er  came  in,  and  fung  an  old  ode  to  the  harp,  the  fubftance 
"  oi  which  was,  that  in  fuch  a  place,  pointing  to  the  very 
**  fpot,  near  Ballylhannon,  a  man  of  gigantic  figure  lay  bu- 
"  ried  ;  and  that  over  his  breaft  and  back  were  plates  of  pure 
"  gold,  and  on  his  fingers  rings  of  the  fame  ;  the  place- was

"  fo 
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"  fo  minutely  defcribed,"  that  two  of  the  company  were 
"  tempted  to  examine  into  it,  and  did  accordingly  find  two 
•*  thin  pieces  of  pure  gold,"  a  figure  oi"  one  of  which,  Mr. 
Harris  gives.  The  great  plenty  of  gold  in  antient  Ireland 
cannot  be  contefted.  We  have  fcen  that  part  of  the  furniture 
cf  Tara  was  p£  pure  gold,  as  was  mod  of  the  church  plate 
through  the  kingdom  :  even  the  bells  for  the  altars  were  of 
gold,  or  of  nlver  inlaid  with  gold,  and  ornamented  with  pre- 
cions  ft  ones,  many  of  which  exuled  in  the  lail  century,  as 
the  learned  Colgan  witneffes  *;  and  we  yet  call  them  Muil- 
tean-cir.  Nay  this  luxury  extended  to  private  life  ;  thus, 
the  6  Cozvbig'Sf  a  family  in  the  county  cf  Cork,  are,  in  a  very 
antient  poem,  diftinguifhed  from  their  neighbours,  the  6  Dlf- 
co/I's,  and  &  Plain's,  by  the  epithet  o£  Q  Colhlaicc,  naN'ard- 
Ccom  oir,  or  6  Convh'ig  of  the  lofty  gold  drinking  cup.  Should 
any  doubt  yet  remain  cf  the  wealth  of  antient  Ireland,  the 
Airigid-Sron,  or  Nofe -money,  being  an  ounce  of  gold  paid 
annually  by  the  head  of  every  family,  under  the  Danifh 
power  to  thefe  tyrants,  may,  furely,  remove  it.

When  I  iirft  propofed  to  myfelf  the  compilation  of  the  fol- 
lowing work,  I  did  not  intend  the  prefent  iubje£t  mould  ex- 
tend beyond  a  general  reference  to  a  pamphlet  which  ought 
to  be  dear  to  every  Irifhman,  I  mean,  Mr.  Molyneairx's  Cafe 
of  Ireland,  &:c.  and  a  copy  of  the  Irifii  Magna  Charta,  which 
laft,  even  to  every  difpaffionate  reader,  ought  to  be  fuffieient, 
as  ratified  in  the  fame  folemn  manner,  and  containing  the 
fame  faqred  privileges  and  immunities  of  the  Englifh  one,  to 
which  they  very  jullly  hold  no  law  fuperiorf.  I  (hall,  how- 
ever, claim  the  reader's  indulgence,  and  proceed  further  : 

All  the  charters  and  grants  of  liberties  from  Edward  J  the 
Confeffor's  time  down  to  the  9th  of  Henry  the  III.  were  but 
confirmations  one  of  another,  and  all  of  them  declarations 
and  confirmations  of  the  common  law  cf  England.  And  by 
the  feveral  eilablilhments,  which  we  have  formerly  mentioned, 
of  the  laws  of  England  to  be  of  force  in  Ireland :  Firft,  in 
the-  1  3th  of  Henry  II.     Secondly,  in  the  12th  cf  king  John.

toms ;  the  King  that  fwears  to  it,  fwears  to  them  all,  and  is  not  admitted 
to  be  interpretei  of  it,  or  to  determine  what  is  goo^i  or  evil,  fit  to  be  ob~ 
ferved  or  annulled  in  it,  and  he  can  have  no  more  power  over  the  reft.

Thirdly, 
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Thirdly,  in  the  12th  of  Henry  III.  All  thofe  laws  and  cuf- 
toms  of  England,  which  by  thofe  feveral  charters  were  de- 
clared and  confirmed  to  be  the  laws  of  England,  were  efta- 
blilhed  to  be  of  force  in  Ireland.  And  thus  Ireland  came 
to  be  governed  by  one  and  the  fame  common  law  with  Eng- 
land  ;  and  thofe  laws  continue  as  part  of  the  municipal  and 
fundamental  laws  of  both  kingdoms  to  this  day. 

It  now  remains  that  we  enquire,  how  the  ftatute  laws  and 
afts  of  parliament  made  in  England,  fmce  the  9th  of  Henry 
III.  came  to  be  of  force  in  Ireland  ;  and  whether  all  or  any 
of  them,  and  which,  are  in  force  here,  and  when  and  how 
they  came  to  be  fo. 

And  the  firft  precedent    that  occurs  in  cur  books,  of  adls 
of  parliament  made  in  Ireland,  particularly  mentioning  and 
confirming  fpecial  acts  of  parliament  in  England,  is  found  in 
a  marginal  note  of  Sir  Richard  Bolton's,  formerly  lord  chief 
baron  of  the  Exchequer  in  Ireland,  affixed  in  his  edition  of 
the  Irifh  ftatutes,  to  flat.  10  Hen.  7,  cap.  22.  to  this  purport, 
That   in    13  Ed.  II.  '  by  parliament  in  this  realm  of  Ireland 
the  ftatutes  of  Merton,  made  the  20th  of  Henry  II.  and 
the   ftatutes    of  Marlbridge,  made  the  25th  of  Henry  III. 
the  ftatute  of  Weftminfter  the  firft,  made  the  3d  of  Edward 
I.  the   ftatute  of  Gloucefter,  made  the  6th  of  Edward  I. 
and  the  ftatute   of  Weftminfter  the  fecond,  made  the  13th 
of  Edward  I.  were  all  confirmed  in  this  kingdom,  and  all 
other  ftatutes   which  were  of  force  in    England,  were  re- 
ferred to  be  examined  in  the  next  parliament ;  and  fo  many 
as  were  then*  allowed  and  published,  to  (land  iikewife  for 
laws  in   this   kingdom.     And    in    the    10th   of  Henry  the 
IV.  it  was  enacted  in  this    kingdom  of    Ireland,    "  That 
the  ftatutes  made  in  England   mould  not  be   of  force  in 
this   kingdom,    unlefs    they   were    allowed  and    published 
in  this  kingdom  by  parliament."     *  And  the   like  ftatute 
was   made  again  in  the  29th  of  Henry  VI.     Thefe   fta- 
tutes are  not  to  be  found  in  the  rools,  nor  any  parliament 
roll  of  that  time;  but  he  (Sir  Richard  Bolton)  had  feen  the 
fame  exemplified  under  the   great  feal,    and  the   exempli- 
fication remaineth  in  the  treafury  of  the  city  of  Waterford.' 
Thus  far  the  note.      If  we  confider  the  frequent  troubles  and 
diftra&ions  in  Ireland,  we  mall   not  wonder  that  thefe,  and 
many  other  rolls  and  records,  have  been  loft  in  this  kingdom : 
For  from  the  3d*year  of  Edward   the  II.  which  was  anno

If.  Henry  IV.  and  Henry  V.  and  fo  to  the  7th  year  of 
Henry  VI.  anno  1428,  which  is  about  118  years,  there  are 
not  any  parliament  rolls  to  be  found*  ;  yet  certain  it  is,  that 
divers  parliaments  were  held  in  Ireland  in  thofe  times  f.  The 
lame  may  be  faid  from  Henry  IPs  coming  into  Ireland,  anno 
1 1  72,  to  the  3d  year  of  Edward  II  anno  13^0,  about  138  years. 

Perhaps  it  may  be  faid,  that  if  there  were  iuch  ftatutes  of 
Ireland  as  the  faid  acts  of  the  icth  of  Henry  IV.  and  the  2c,rh 
of  Henry  VI.  as  they  fhew,  that  the  parliaments  of  Ireland 
did  think  that  Engliih  acts  of  parliament  could  not  bind 
Ireland  ;  yet  they  ihew  likewife,  that,  even  in  thofe  days,  the 
parliaments  of  England  did  claim  this  Superiority j  or  elfe 
to  what  purpofe  were  the  faid  acts  made,  unlefs  in  denial  of 
that  claim. 

All  which  I  hope  may  be  readily  granted  without  any  pre  ■ 
judice  to  the  right  of  the  Iriih  parliaments  :  there  is  nothing 
fo  common,  as  to  have  one  man  claim  another  man's  right: 
and  if  bare  pretence  will  give  a  title,  no  man  is  fecure  :  and  ic 
will  be  yet  worfe,  if  when  another  fo  pretends,  and  I  inint 
on  my  right,  my  juft  claim  mall  be  turned  to  my  prejudice, 
and  to  the  difparagement  of  my  title. 

We  know  very  well,  that  many  of  the  judges  of  our  four- 
courts  have  been  from  time  to  time  fent  out  of  England;  and 
fome  of  them  may  eafily  be  fuppofed  to  come  over  hither 
prepofeffed  with  an  opinion  of  our  parliament's  being  fubordi- 
nate  to  that  of  England.  Or,  at  lead,  fome  of  them  may  be 
fcrupulous,  anddeiirous  of  full  fecurity  in  this  point ;  and  on 
their  account,  and  for  their  fatisfaction,  fuch  acts  as  afore  - 
faid,  may  be  devifed,  and  enacted  in  Ireland.  But  then, 
God  forbid  that  thefe  acts  Ihould  afterwards  be  laid  hold  of 
to  a  clear  other  intent  than  what  they  were  framed  for  ;  and 
inftead  of  declaring  and  fecuring  our  rights,  ihould  give  an 
handle  of  conteft,  by  mewing  that  our  rights  have  been  quef- 
tioned  of  ancient  time. 

In  conclufion  of  all,  if  this  fuperiority  of  the  parliament 
of  England  have  been  doubted  a  great  while  ago,  fo  it  has 
been  as  great  a  while  ago  ftrenuoufly  oppofed,  and  abfolutely 
denied  by  the  parliaments  of  Ireland  :  and  by  the  way,  I 
mall  take  notice,  that  from  whencefoever  this  ancient  pre- 
tence of  Ireland's  fubordination  proceeded  in  thofe  days,  it  did

not' 
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not  arife  from  the  parliament  of  England  itfelf :  for  we  have, 
not  one  fmgie  inftance  of  an  Englilh  act  of  parliament  ex- 
prefsly- claiming  tliis  right  of  binding  ns  :  but  we  have  feveral 
inftances  of  Iriih  acts  of  parliament  exprefsly  denying  this  fub- 
ordination,  as  appears  by  what  foregoes. 

Afterwards,  by  a  ftatute  made  in  Ireland  the  1 8th  of  Henry 

VI.  cap.  i.  All  the  ftatutes  made  in  England  againft  the  ex- 
tortions   and    oppreffions    of  purveyors,    are    enacted  to  be 

*  holden  and  kept  in  all  points,  and  put  in  execution  in  this 
'  land  of  Ireland.' 

And  in  the  3 2d  year  of  Henry  VI.  cap.  1.  by  a  parliament 
in  Ireland  'tis  enacted,  !  That  all  the  ftatutes  made  againft 
«  provifors  to  the  court  of  Rome,  as  well  in  England  as  in 

*  Ireland,  be  had  and  kept  in  force.' 

After  this,  in  a  parliament  at  Drogheda  the  8th  of  Ed- 
ward IV.  cap.  1.  it  was  ratifyed,  that  the  Englilh  ftatute 
againft  rape,  made  the  6th  of  Richard  II.  mould  be  of  force 
in  Ireland,  from  the  6th  day  of  March  laft  paft :  *  And  that 
<  from  henceforth  the  faid  ad,  and  all  other  ftatutes  and  acts 

*  made  by  authority  of  parliament  within  the  realm  of  Eng-- 

*  land,  be  ratifyed,  and  confirmed,  and  adjudged,  by  the 
e  authority  of  this  parliament  in  their  force  and  ftrength, 
8  from  the  laid  fix th  day  of  March.'  We  fhall  hereafter  have 
occafion  of  taking  farther  notice  of  this  ftatute  upon  ano- 
ther account. 

Laftly,  in  a  parliament  held  at  Drogheda  the  1  oth  of  Henry 

VII.  cap.  22.  it  is  enacted,  «  that  all  ftatutes  late'  (that  is  as 
the*  learned  in  the  laws  expound  it,  before  that  time)  *  made 

*  in  England,  concerning  the  common  and  public  weal  of  the 
6  fame,  from  henceforth  be  deemed  effectual  in  law,  and  be 
6  accepted,  ufed  and  executed  within  this  land  of  Ireland  in 

*  all  points,  &c.' 

f  And  in  the  14th  year  of  the  fame  king's  reign,  in  a  par- 
liament held  at  Triftle-Dermot,  it  was  enacted,  That  all  acts 
of  parliament  made  in  England  for  punifhing  cuftomers,  con- 
troulers,  and  fearchers,  for  their  mifdemeanors  ;  or  for  pu- 
nifhment  of  merchants  or  factors,  be  of  force  here  in  Ireland, 
provided  they  be  firft  proclaimed  at  Dublin,  Drogheda,  and 
other  market- towns. 

Thus  we  fee  by  what  fteps  and  degrees  all  the  ftatutes  which 
were  made  in  England,  from  the  time  of  Magna  Charta,  to  the 
1  oth  of  Henry  VII.  which  did  concern  the  public  commonweal,

were 
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were  received,  confirmed,  and  authorized  to  be  of  force  in 
Ireland  ;  all  which  was  done  by  aflent  of  the  lords  fpiritual 
and  temporal,  and  the  commons  in  the  parliament  of  Ireland 
alfembled,  and  no  other  wife. 

We  mail  not  enquire,  whether  there  are  not  other  acts  of  the 
Englifh  parliament,  both  before  and  fince  the  Toth  of  Henry 
VII.  which  Were  and  are  of  force  in  Ireland,  thouoh  not 
allowed  of  by  parliament  in  this  kingdom.  And  we  mall  find, 
that  by  the  opinion  of  our  heft  lawyers,  there  are  divers  fueh  ; 
but  then  they  are  only  filch  as  are  declaratory  of  the  ancien: 
common  law  of  England,  and  not  introduclive  of  any  new 
law:  for  thefe  become  of  force  by  the  firft  general  eftab'ifh- 
ment  of  the  common  laws  of  England  in  this  kingdom,  under 
Henry  II.  king  John,  and  Henry  III.  and  need  no  particular 
act  of  Ireland  for  their  fanction. 

As  tothofeEnglim  ftatutes  fince  the  icth  of  Henry  Vllth, 
that  are  introductive  of  a  new  law,  it  was  never  made  a  quef- 
tion  whether  they  mould  bind  Ireland,  without  being  allowed 
in  parliament  here ;  till  of  very  late  years  this  doubt  began 
to  be  moved ;  and  how  it  has  been  carried  on  and  promoted, 
mall  appear  more  fully  hereafter. 

I  fay,  till  of  very  late  years ;  for  the  ancient  precedents 
which  we  have  to  the  contrary,  are  very  numerous.  Amengft 
many,  we  mail  mention  the  following  particulars. 

In  the  2 1  ft  of  Henry  VIHth,  an  act  was  made  in  England, 
making  it  felony  in  a  fervant  that  runeth  away  with  his  mas- 
ter's or  miftrefs's  goods.  This  act  was  not  received  in  Ireland 
till  it  was  enacted  Oy  a  parliament  held  here  in  the  33d  of 
Henry  VIIIth,c.  5.  Sef.  1. 

In  the  2 1  ft  of  Henry  VIII.  c.  19.  there  was  a  law  made  lit 
England,  that  all  lords  might  diftrain  on  the  lands  of  them 
holden,  and  make  their  avowry  not  naming  the  tenant,  but 
the  land.  But  this  was  not  of  force  in  Ireland  till  enacted 
here  in  the  33d  of  Henry  VIII.  c.  1.  Sef.  1. 

An  act  was  made  in  England,  anno  31  Kenry  VIII.  that 
joint-tenants  and  tenants  in  common  mould  be  compelled  to 
anake  partition,  as  co-parceners  were  compellable  at  common 
law.  But  this  act  was  not  received  in  Ireland  till. enacted  here, 
anno  33  Henry  VIII.  c.  10. 

Anno  27  Henry  VIII.  c.  10.  the  ftatute  for  transferring  ufes 
into  poileffion  was  made  in  England  ;  but  not  admitted  in 
Ireland  till  10  Car.  2,  Sef.  2. 

In 
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In  like  manner,  the  Englifh  ftatute  33  Henry  VIII.  c.  x. 
directing  how  lands  and  tenements  may  be  difpofed  by  will, 
&c.  was  not  of  force  in  Ireland  till  10  Car.  2.  Sef.  2. 

The  act  of  uniformity  of  common  prayer  and  adminiftra- 
tion  of  the  facraments  was  made  in  England  the*jft  of  Eliz. 
c.  2.  but  was  not  eftablifhed  in  Ireland  till  the  2d  of  Eliz.  c.  2. 
And  fo  that  of  England  14  Car.  2.  c.  14.  was  not  received  in 
Ireland  till  17  &  18  Car.  2.  c.  6. 

The  ftatute  againft  wilful  perjury  made  in  England  5  Eliz. 
c.  9.  was  not  enacted  in  Ireland  till  28  Eliz*  c.  1. 

So  the  Englifh  act  againft  witchcraft  and  forcery  made  5 
Eliz.  c.  16-  And  another  act  againft  forgery  5  Eliz.  c.  14. 
were  neither  of  them  in  force  in  Ireland  till  the  28th  of  her 
reign,  cap.  3,  and  4. 

The  Englifh  ftatute  againft  piracies  was  made  the  28th  of 
Henry  VIII.  c.  15.  but  not  in  Ireland  till  the  12th  of  King 
James,  c.  2* 

In  England  an  act  was  made  the  27th  of  Eliz.  c.  4.  againft 
fraudulent  conveyances  ;  but  it  was  not  in  force  in  Ireland  till 
enacted  here  the  10th  of  Charles,  c.  3.  Sef.  2. 

In  the  1 5th  year  of  king  Charles  I.  in  a  parliament  held  at 
Dublin,  there  were  fix  Englifh  ftatutes  made  laws  of  this  king- 
dom, with  fuch  alterations  as  beft  fitted  them  to  the  ftate 
thereof,  viz. 

21  Jac.  c.  14.  For  pleading  the  general  ifTue  in  intrufions 
brought  by  the  king,  by  chap.  1  of  the  Irifh  ftatutes. 

31  Eliz.  c.  2.  For  abridging  of  proclamations  on  fines,  by 
chap.  2. 

2  and  3  Edw.  VI.  c.  8.  concerning  offices  before  the  efchea- 
tor,'  by  chap.  4. 

31  Eliz.  c.  1.  Difcontinuance  of  writs  of  error  in  the  Ex- 
chequer chamber,  by  chap.  5. 

8  Eliz.  c.  4.  and  1 8  Eliz.  c.  7.  concerning  clergy,  by 
chap.  7. 

24  Hen.  VIII.  c.  5.  concerning  killing  a  robber,  by  chap.  9. 

There  are  fix  Englifh  ftatutes  likewife  palled  in  the  time  of 
king  Charles  II.  upon  and  foon  after  the  reftoration,  fome  of 
which  were  not  paned  into  laws  in  Ireland  till  a  year,  two  or 
three,  afterwards  :  as  will  appear  by  confulting  the  ftatute 
books  *

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And  in  the  firft  year  of  William  and  Mary,  Scf.  2.0  9.  an 
aft  paffed  in  England,  declaring  all  attainders  and  other  acts 
made  in  the  late  pretended  parliament  under  king  James  at 
Dublin*  void  ;  but  was  not  enafted  here  in  Ireland  till  the  7th 
year  of  king  William,  0.3*  And  this  was  thought  requifite 
to  be  done  upon  mature  confideration  thereon  before  the 
king  and  council  of  England  *,  notwithstanding  that  the 
Englilh  aft  does  particularly  name  Ireland,  and  was  wholly 
deligned  for,  and  relates  thereto. 

The  like  may  we  find  in  feveral  other  ftatutcs  of  Englan4 
paned  lince  his  prefent  majefty's  acceffion  to  the  throne,  which 
have  afterwards  been  patied  here  in  Ireland,  with  fueh  al- 
terations as  make  them  practicable  and  agreeable  to  this  king- 
dom, fuch  as  are  amongft  others,  the  aft  for  difarming  pa- 
pills.  The  aft  of  recognition*  The  aft  for  taking  away  clergy 
from  fome  offenders.  The  aft  for  taking  fpecial  bail  in  the 
country,  &c.  'I  he  aft  againfl  clandefline  mortgages.  The 
aft  againft  curfing  and  fwearing. 

Thefc,  with  many  more,  are  to  be  found  in  our  ft atute  books 
in  the  feveral  reigns  of  Henry  VIII.  Edward  VI.  queen 
Elizabeth,  king  James,  king  Charles  I.  and  II.  and  king 
William.  But  it  is  not  to  be  found  in  any  records  in 
Ireland,  that  ever  any  aft  of  parliament,  introduftive  of  a 
new  law  made  in  England  fince  the  time  of  king  John,  was 
by  the  judgment  of  any  court,  received  for  law,  or  put 
in  execution  in  the  realm  of  Ireland,  before  the  fame  was  con- 
firmed and  afiented  to  by  the  parliament  in  Ireland. 

And  thus  I  prelume  we  have  pretty  clearly* made  out, 
and  plainly  ihewn  the  feveral  fteps  by  which  the  Englilh 
form  ,of  government,  and  the  Englifh  ftatute  laws  were  re- 
ceived in  this  kingdom  ;  and  that  this  was  wholly  by  the 
people's  confent  in  parliament,  to  which  we  have  had  a 
very  ancient  right,  and  as  full  a  right  as  our  next  neighbours 
can  pretend  to,  or  challenge. 

It  were  endlefs  to  mention  all  the  records  and  precedents 
that  might  be  quoted  for  the  eftablifhment  of  the  laws  of 
England;  I  mall  therefore  enter  no  farther  into  that  matter 
but  therein  refer  to  lord  chief  juftice  Cook,  f  Pryn  ±,  Rey- 
iyj,  &c.

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The  hand  of  Engliili  power  may  be  faid  then  to  have 
s;rafped  at  Irifh  freedom  only,  under  the  deteftable  reign  of 
Charles  II*. 

In  the  year  1663  the  difiinctions  f  between  the  trade  of 
England  and  Ireland  J,  and  the  reftraints  on  that  of  the 
latter  commenced.  By  an  Englifh  act  palled  in  that  year, 
intitled  an  act  "  for  the  encouragement  of  trade/'  a  title  not 
very  applicable  to  the  parts  of  it  that  related  to  Ireland,  be- 
fides  laying  a  duty  nearly  equal  to  a  prohibition  on  cattle  im- 
ported into  England  from  that  kingdom,  the  exportation  of 
all  commodities,  except  victuals,  fervants,  horfes,  and  fait 
for  the  fifheries  of  New  England  and  Newfoundland,  from 
thence  to  the  Englifh  plantations,  was  prohibited  from  the 
25th  of  March,  1764.  The  exports  allowed  were  ufeful  to 
them,  but  prejudicial  to  Ireland,  as  they  confifted  of  our 
people,  our  proviuons,  and  a  material  for  manufacture  which 
we  might  have  ufed  more  profitably  on  our  own  coafts. 

In  1670  another  acl:  |f  paffed  in  England,  to  prohibit  from 
the  24th  of  March  1671,  the  exportation  from  the  Englifh 
plantations  to  Ireland  of  feveral  materials  for  manufactures  §, 
without  fir  ft  unloading  in  England  or  Wales.  We  are  in- 
formed by  this  acl:  that  the  reftraint  of  the  exportation  from 
the  Englifh  plantations  to  Ireland  was  intended  by  the  act  of 
1663  ;  but  the  intention  is  not  effectuated,  though  the  impor- 
tation of  thofe  commodities  into  Ireland  from  England,  with- 
out firft  unloading  there,  is,  in  effect:,  prohibited  by  that  act. 

The  prohibition  of  importing  into  Ireland  any  plantation 
goods,  urilefs  the  fame  had  been  firft  landed  in  England,  and 
had  paid  the  duties,  is  made  general,  without  any  exception, 
by  the  Englifh  act  of  the  7th  and  8th  W.  3d,  ch.  22. 

*  This  I  am  hire  of,  that  before  thefe  acts  (cattle,  tobacco,  and  navi- 
gation acts)  in  King  Charles  II.  time,  (the  eldeft  of  which  is  not  over 
thirty -feven  years)  there  is  not  one  pofitive  full  precedent  to  be  met  with 
in  all  the  ftatute-book,  of  an  Englifh  act  binding  the  kingdon  of  Ireland. 
And  on  this  account  we  may  venture  to  affert,  that  thefe  are  at  leaft 
innovations  on  us,  as  not  being  warranted  by  any  former  precedents. 

And  fhall  proceedings  only  of  thirty-feven  years'  {landing,  be  urged" 
againft  a  nation,  to  deprive  them  of  the  rights  and  liberties  which  they 
enjoyed  for  five  hundred  years  before,  and  which  were  invaded  without 
and  againft  their  confent,  and  from  that  day  to  this  have  been  conftantly 
complained  of?  Let  any  Englifh  heart  that  ftands  fo  juftly  in  vindication 
of  his  own   rights  and  liberties,  anfwer.  this  qnefUon,  and  I  have  done.

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By  comparing  the  restrictive  law  of  1G99,  with  the  fta- 
tutes  which  had  been  previoully  enacted  in  England  from  the 
15th  year  of  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second,  relative  to  the 
Colonies,  it  appears  that  this  reftrietive  law  originated  in  a 
iyftem  of  colonization.  The  principle  of  that  fyftem  was, 
that  the  Colonies  Ihould  fend  their  materials  to  England,  and 
take  from  thence  her  manufactures,  and  that  the  making  thofe 
manufactures  in  the  Colonies  mould  be  prohibited  or  difcour- 
aged.  But  was  it  reafonable  to  extend  this  principle  to  Ire- 
land ?  The  climate,  growth  and  productions  of  the  Colcnie* 
were  different  from  thofe  of  their  parent  country.  England 
had  no  fugar- canes,  coffee,  dying-Huff,  and  little  tobacco. 
She  took  ail  thofe  from  her  Colonies  only,  and  it  was  thought 
reafonable  that  they  mould  take  from  her  only  the  manufac- 
tures which  me  made.  But  in  Ireland,  the  climate,  foil, 
growth  and  productions  are  the  fame  as  ,  in  England,  who 
could  give  no  fuch  equivalent  to  Ireland  as  flic  gave  to  Ame- 
rica, and  was  fo  far  from  cOnfidering  her,  when  this  fyftem 
ririt  prevailed,  as  a  proper  fubject  for  fuch  regulations,  that 
flie  was  allowed  the  benefits  arifmg  from  thofe  Colonies  equally 
with  England,  until  the' 15th  year  of  the  reign  of  King- 
Charles  *  the  Second.  By  an  act  paffed  in  that  year,  Ireland 
had  no  longer  the  privilege  of  fending  any  of  her  exports, 
except  fervants,  horfes,  victuals  and  fait,  to  any  of  the  Colo- 
nies ;  the  reafons  are  atugned  in  the  preamble,  (i  To  make 
"  this  kingdom  a  ftaple,  not  only  of  the  commodities  of  thofe 
"  plantations,  but  alfo  of  the  commodities  of  other  countries 
"  and  places  for  the  ■  iupplying  of  them,,.  :and  it  being  the 
*f  ufage  of  other  nations  to  keep  their  plantation  trade  to' 
"  themfelves  $."  At  the  time  of  paffing  this  kw,  though 
lefs  liberal  ideas  in  refpect  of  Ireland  were  then- entertained, 
it  went  no  further  than  not  to  extend  to  her  the  benefit  of 
thofe  Colony,  regulations  ;  but  it  was  not  then  thought  that 
this  kingdom  was  a  proper  fubject  for  any  fuch  regulations. 
The  fchemeof  fubftitutinp  there,  inftead  of  the  woollen,  the 
linen  trade,  was  not  at  that  time  thought  of*  •  The  Englifh 
were- defirous  to  eftablilh  it  among  themfelves,  and  by  an  act 
of  parliament  \.  made  in  that  year  for  encouraging  the  manu- 
facture of  linen,  granted,  to  all  foreigners  who  'mail  fet  it  up 
in  England,  the  privileges  cf  natural  born  fubjects.

But 
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But  it  appears  by  the  Englifli  flatute  of  the  yth  and  £th 
Will.  Ill  *.  that  this  fcheme  had  not  fucceeded  in  England  ; 
and  from  this  act  it  is  manifeft  that  England  confidered  itfclf, 
as  well  as  Ireland,  interefted  to  encourage  the  linen  manu- 
facture there ;  and  it  does  not  then  appear  to  have  been 
thought  juft,  that  Ireland  fhould  purchafe  this  benefit  for 
both,  by  giving  up  the  exportation  of  any  other  manufacture. 
But  in  1698  a  different  principle  prevailed  ;  in  effect  the  fame, 
fo  far  as  relates  to  the  woollen  manufacture,  with  that  which 
had  prevailed  as  to  the  commerce  of  the  Colonies.  This  is 
evident  from  the  preamble  of  the  Englifli  law  f  made  in  1699, 
"  For  as  much  as  wool  and  woollen  manufactures  of  cloth, 
"  ferge,  bays,  kerfies  and  other  fluffs,  made  or  mixed  with 
"  wool',  are  the  greateft,  and  moft  profitable  commodities  of 
"  this  kingdom,  on  which  the  value  of  lands  and  the  trade 
"  of  the  nation  do  chiefly  depend ;  and  whereas  great  quan- 
*«  tities  of  like  manufactures  have  of  late  been  made  and  are 
«'  daily  encreafmg  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  in  the 
"  Englifb plantations  in  America,  and  are  exported  from  thence 
'*  to  foreign  markets,  heretofore  fupplied  from  England, 
"  which  will  inevitably  fink  the  value  of  lands,  and  tend  to 
"  the  ruin  of  the  trzde  and  woollen  manufactures  of  this 
c<  realm ;  for  the  prevention  whereof,  and  for  the  encourage- 
"  ment  of  the  woollen  manufactures  in  this  kingdom,  Sec.''* 

The  ruinous  confequences  of  the  woollen  manufactures  of 
Ireland  to  the  value  of  lands,  trade  and  manufactures  of  Eng- 
land, ftated  in  this  act,  are  apprehenfions  that  were  enter- 
tained, and  not  events  that  had  happened  ;  and  before  thofe 
facts  are  taken  for  granted,  I  requeft  the  mifchiefs  recited  in 
in  the  acts  J  made  in  England  to  prevent  the  importation  of 
cattle  dead  or  alive  from  Ireland,  may  be  confidered. 

Connecting  this  preamble  of  the  act  of  1 699,  with  the 
fpeech  made  from  the  throne  to  the  parliament  of  Ireland 
in  the  year  1698,  with  the  addreffes  of  both  houfes  in  Eng- 
land, and  with  the  prohibition,  by  this  and  by  other  acts 
formerly  made  in  England,  of  exporting  wool  from  Ireland 
except  to  that  kingdom,  the  object  of  this  new  commercial 
regulation  is  obvious.  It  was  to  difcourage  the  woollen 
manufacture  in  Ireland,  and  in  effect,  to  prohibit  the  expor- 
tation  from  thence,  becaufe  it  was   the  principal  branch  of

manufacture, 
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manufacture,  and  trade  in  England,  to  induce  us  to  fend  to 
them  our  materials  for  that  manufacture,  and  that  we  ihould 
he  fupplied  with  it  by  them  ;  and  to  encourage,  as  a  com* 
penfation  to  Ireland,  the  linen  manufacture,  which  was  not 
at  that  time  a  commercial  object  of  any  importance  to  Eng- 
land. 

The  fuppofed  compenfation  was  no  more  than  what  Ire* 
land  had  before  ;  no  further  encouragement  was  given  by 
England  to  our  linen  manufacture  until  fix  years  after  this 
prohibition,  when  at  the  requeft  of  the  Irifh  hoiifc  of  com- 
mons, and  after  a  representation  of  the  ruinous  ftate  of  this 
country,  liberty  was  given  by  an  Englilh  act  of  parliament  * 
to  export  our  white  and  brown  linens  into  the  colonies, 
which  was  allowing  us  to  do  as  to  one  manufacture,  Whatj 
before  the  15th  of  king  Charles  the  fecond,  was  permitted 
in  every  inftance. 

For  fevcral  centuries  before  this  period  Ireland  was  in 
pofTeiTIon  of  the  Englifh  common  law  f ,  and  of  magna 
chart  a.  The  former  fecures  the  ftibject  in  the  enjoyment  of 
property  -of  every  kind ;  and  by  the  latter,  lb;  liberties  of  all 
the  forts  of  the  kingdom  are  ejlablifl:ed„ 

The  ftatutes  made  in  England  for  the  common  and  public 
weal,  are  J  by  an  Irifh  act  of  the  10th  of  Henry  the  7th, 
•made  laws  in  Ireland  ;  and  the  Englifh  commercial  llatutes, 
in  which  Ireland  is  exprefsly  mentioned,  will  place  the  for- 
mer ftate  of  commerce  in  this  country  in  alight  very  differ- 
ent from  that  in  which  it  has  been  generally  confidered  in 
Great-  Britain. 

By  the  17th  of  Edward  the  3d,  ch.  1.  all  forts  cf  mer- 
chandizes may  be  exported  from  Ireland,  except  to  the 
king's  enemies. 

By  the  27th  of  Edward  the  3d,  ch.  18.  merchants  of 
Ireland  and  Wales  may  bring  their  merchandize  to  the  Maple 
cf  England;  and  by  the  34th  of  the  fame  king,  ch.  17.  ail 
kinds  of  merchandizes  maybe  exported  from  and  imported 
into  Ireland,  as  well  by  aliens  as  denizens.  In  the  fame  year 
there  is  another  ftatute,  ch.  18.  that  all  perfons  who  have 
lands  or  poifeflions  in   Ireland,  may   freely  import  thither,

and 
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Slid  export  from  that  kingdom  tlrir  <wur, . commcdiiics j  and 
by  the  50th  of  Edward  die  3d,  ch.  S.  no  alnage  is  to  be 
paid,  if  frize  ware,   which  are   made  in    Ireland. 

The  reign  of  Edward  the  4th  furnimes  ftill  ftronger 
Inftances  of  the  regard  ihewn  by  England  to  the  trade  and 
mann failures  of  this  country. 

In.  the  third  year  of  that  monarch's  reign,  the  artificers  of 
Engiand  complained  to  parliament  that  they  were  greatly 
inipoverimed  and  covld  not  live  by  bringing  in  divers  conif 
modities  and  wares  ready  wrought*.  An  act  patted  recit- 
ing thole  complaints,  and  ordaining  that  no  merchant  born 
a  mbjecl:  of  the  king,  denizen  or  ftranger,  or  other  perfon 
should  bring  into  England  or  Wales  any  woollen  cloths,  &c. 
and  enumerates  many  other  manufactures,  on  pain  of  forfei- 
ture; provided  that  all  wares  and  "  chaffers"  made  and 
wrought  in  Ireland  or  Wales,  may  be  brought  in  and  fold 
in  the  realm  of  England,  as  they  were  wont  before  tfie  mak- 
ing of  that  act.  f 

In  the  next  year  another  acl  %  pafTed  in  that  kingdom, 
that  all  woollen  cloth  brought  into  England  and  fet  to  fale, 
Ihould  be  forfeited,  except  cloths  made  in  Wales  or  Ire-" 
land. 

In  thofe  reigns  England  was  as  careful  of  the  commerce 
and  manufactures  of  her  ancient  filter  .kingdom,  particularly 
In  her  great  ftaple  trade,  as  flie  was  of  her  own. 

Of  this  attention  there  were  further  inftances  in  the  years 
1468  and  1478.  In  two  treaties  concluded  in  thofe  years 
between  England  and  the  duke  of  Bretagne,  the  merchan- 
dize to  be  traded  in  between  England,  Jreland  and  Calais 
on  the  one  part,  and  Bretagne  on  the  other,  is  fpecified,  and 
woollen  cloths  are  particularly  mentioned  J. 

And  in  a  treaty  between  Henry  the  7th  and  the  Nether- 
lands, Ireland  is  included,  both  as  to  exports  and  imports  jj. 

From  this  time  until  the  15th  of  king  Charles  the-  2d, 
which  takes  in  a  period  of  167  years,  the  commercial  co-n- 
ilitution  of  Ireland  was  as  much  favoured  and  protected  as 
that  of  England ;  "  the  free  enlargement  of  common  traf- 
*e  fie   which  his  majefty's  fubjects.of   Ireland    enjoyed,"  is

taken 
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taken  notice  cf  incidentally,  in  an  Englifli  flatute,  in  the 
reign  of  king  James  the  ift*  ;  and  in  1627  king  Chades 
tlie  ill  made  a  ftrong  declaration  in  favour  of  the  trade  and 
manufactures  of  this  country.  By  feveral  Fnglifh  ftatutes  in 
the  reign  of  king  Charles  the  2d,  an  equal  attention  was 
fhewn  to  the  woollen  manufactures  in  both  kingdoms ;  in 
the  1 2th  year  of  his  reign  f  the  exportation  of  woo],  wool- 
felts,  fuller's  earth,  or  any  kind  of  fcowering-earth,  was  pro- 
hibited from  both.  But  let  the  reafons,  mentioned  in  the 
"  preamble,  for  paiung  this  law  be  adverted  to:  "  Forprr- 
"  venting  inconveniencies  and  lolfes  that  happened,  and  that 
"  daily  do  and  may  happen  to  the  kingdom  of  Lng-Jand, 
"  dominion  of  Wales,  and  kingdom  of  Ireland,  through  the 
"  fccret  exportation  of  wool  out  of  and  from  the  laid  king- 
"  doms  and  dominions ;  and  for  the  better  fating  on  iv&rk  tkt 
"  poor  people  and  inhabitants  of  the  kingdoms  and  dominions 
*•  aforefaid,  and  to  the  intent  that  the  full  ufe  and  benefit  of 
"  the  principal  native  commodities  of  the  fame  kingdom  and 
"  dominion  may  come,  redound,  and  be  unto  the  fubjecls  and 
"  inhabitants  of  the  fame. 

The  fhipping  and  navigation  of  England  and  Ireland  were 
at  this  time  equally  favoured  and  protected.  By  another  a& 
of  the  fame  year,  no  goods  or  commodities  $  of  the  growtij, 
production  or  manufacture  of  Afia,  Africa  or  America,  mall 
be  imported  into  England,  Ireland  or  Wales,  but  in  fiiips 
which  belong  to  the  people  of  England  or  Ireland,  the  domi- 
nion of  Wales,  or  the  town  of  Berwick  upon  Tweed,  er 
tvhich  are  of  the  built  of  the  faid  lands,  and  of  which  Ehg 
mailer  and  three-fourths  of  the  mariners  are  Englilh  ;  and  .1 
fubfequent  ftatute  §  makes  the  encouragement  to  navigation 
in  both  countries  equal,  by  ordaining  that  the  fubjecls  of  Ire- 
land and  of  the  Plantations  mail  be  accounted  Englifh  withins 
the  meaning  of  that  claufe.  Another  law  jj  of  the  fame  rerga 
(hews  that  the  navigation,  commerce  and  woollen  manufV.- 
tures  of  both  kingdoms  were  equally  protected  by  the  Englilh 
leg:ilature.  1  his  act  lays  on  the  lame  reftraint  as  the  above- 
mentioned  act  of  the  12th  of  Charles  II.  and  makes  the  tram-* 
greflion  ftill  more  penal.  It  recites  that,  wool,  wool-felts,  &©. 
are  fecretly  exported  from  England  and  Ireland  to  foreign 
parts,  to  the  great  decay  of  the  woollen  m  ami  fact  tu-es  aSid

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the   deftruction    of  the   navigation   and  commerce  of   thtfi 
kingdoms. 

From  thofe  laws  it  appears  that  the  commerce,  navigation 
and  manufactures  of  this  country  were  not  only  favoured  and 
protected  by  the  Englifh  lcgiilature,  but  that  we  had  in  thofe 
times  the  full  benefit  of  their  Plantation  trade  ;  whilft  the 
woollen  manufactures  were  protected  and  encouraged  in  Eng- 
land and  Ireland,  the  planting  of  tobacco  in  both  was  pro- 
hibited, becaufe  "  it  was  one  of  the  main  products  of  feveral 
"  of  the  plantations,  and  upon  which  their  welfare  and  fub- 
"  fiftence  do  depend*."  This  policy  was  liberal,  juft  and  equal; 
it  opened  the  refources,  and  cultivated  the  urength  of  every 
part  of  the  tmpire. 

This  commercial  fyftem  of  Ireland  was  enforced  by  feveral 
acts  of  her  own  legillature  ;  two  ftatutes  pafled  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII.  to  prevent  the  exportation  of  wool,  becaufe, 
favs  the  firfl  of  thofe  laws,  "  it  hath  been  the  caufe  of  dearth 
«  of  cloth,  and  idlenefs  of  many  folks  f>"  and  "  tends  to  the 
"  defolation  and  ruin  of  this  poor  land."  The  fecond  of  thofe 
laws  inforces  the  prohibition  %  by  additional  penalties  ;  it  re- 
cites, "  that  the  faid  beneficial  law  had  taken  little  effect,  but 
«'  that  fmce  the  making  thereof,  great  plenty  of  wool  had  been 
"  conveyed  out  of  this  land,  to  the  great  and  ineftimable  hurt, 
"  decay  and  impoverishment  of  the  King's  poor  fubjects  within 
t:  the  faid  land  ;  for  redrefs  whereof,  and  in  confederation  that 
M  conveying  of  the  wool  of  the  growth  of  this  land  out  of  the 
"  fame  is  one  of  the  greateft  occafions  of  the  idlenefs  of  the 
"  people,  wafte,  ruin  and  defolation  of  the  King's  cities  and 
"  borough  towns,  and  other  places  of  his  dominion  within 
"  this  land."  The  i  ith  of  Elizabeth}  lays  duties  on  the  ex- 
portation equal  to  a  prohibition  ;  and  the  reafon  given  in  the 
preamble  ought  to  be  mentioned  ;  "  That  the  faid  commodities 
'.'  may  be  more  abundantly  wrought  in  this  realm  ere  they  fhall 
"  be  fo  tranfported,  than  prefently  they  are,  which  fhall  fet 
"  many  now  living  idle  on  work,  to  the  great  relief  and  com- 
"  modity  of  this  realm  |[."

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In  foreign  markets  was  encouraged  by  England  ;  "  whereas 
"  there  is  a  general  complaint  in  England,  France,  and  other 
"  parts  beyond  the  feas,  (whither  the  woollen  cloths  and  ( ther 
"  commodities  made  of  wool  in  this  his  Majefty's  kingdom  of 
'«  Ireland  are  tranfported)  of  the  falfe,  deceitful,  uneven,  and 
«'  uncertain  making  thereof,  which  cometh  to  pafs  by  reafon 
"  that  the  clothiers  and  makers  thereof  do  not  obferve  any  cer- 
"  tain  affize  for  length,  breadth  and  weight  for  making  their 
*«  cloths  and  other  commodities  aforefaid  in  this  kingdom,  as 
"  they  do  in  the  realm  of  England,  and  as  they  ought  alio  to 
"  do  here  ;  by  which  means  the  merchants,  buyers  and  lifers  of 
il  the  faid  cloth  and  other  commodities  are  much  abufed  and 
"  deceived,  and  the  credit,  efteem  and  fale  of  the  faid  cloth  and 
*c  commodities  is  thereby  much  impaired  and  undervalued,  to 
"  the  great  and  general  hurt  and  hindrance  of  the  trade  ci 
"  clothing  in  this  whole  realm. " 

After  the  ports  of  England  were  mut  againft  our  cattle, 
and  our  trade  to  the  Englim  Colonies  was  retrained,  ftiJf 
this  commercial  fyftem  was  adhered  to  by  encouraging  the 
manufactures  of  this  country,  and  the  exportation  of  them  to 
foreign  countries.  In  1667,  whert  the  power  of  the  crown 
was  not  fo  well  underftood  as  at  prefent,  the  proclamation  be- 
fore mentioned  was  publifhed  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and 
Privy  Council  of  Ireland  *,  in  purfuance  of  a  letter  from 
Charles  II.  by  the  advice  of  his  council  in  England,  notify- 
ing to  all  his  fubjects  of  this  kingdom,  the  allowance  of  a 
free  trade  to  all  foreign  countries,  either  at  war  or  at  peace 
with  his  Majefty. 

In  1698  a  moft  unjuftifiable  attack  was  made  on  the  judi- 
cial privilege  of  the  Irifh  Houfe  of  Lords,  by  the  Englifh5 
which  gave  birth  to  the  following 

ORDER  of  the  HOUSE  of   LORDS  in    ENGLAND, 

Die  Martis,  24th  Maij,  1698. 
WHEREAS  a  petition  and  appeal  was  oifered  to  the  houfe 
on  the  7th  of  January  laft,  of  the  fociety  of  the  governor 
and  affiftants  of  London,  of  the  new  plantation  in  Ulfter, 
in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  againft  a  judgment  given  by  the 
Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal  of  Ireland  in  parliament  there 
affembled,  on  the  24th  day  of  September  laft,  upon  the  peti- 
tion and  appeal  of  William,  Lord  Bifhop  of  Derry,  againft

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the  decree  or  order  made  in  the  faid  caufe  in  the  court  of 
Chancer/  there  :  whereupon  a  committee  was  appointed,  to 
conlider  of  the  proper  method  of  appealing  from  the  decrees 
m^de  in  the  court  of  Chancery  in  Ireland,  and  that  purfu- 
ant  to  the  order  of  the  faid  committee,  and  a  letter  fent  to 
the  .Lords  Juftices  of  Ireland,  by  order  of  this  houfe,  feve- 
rai  precedents  have  been  tranfmitted  by  the  Lords  Juftices  to 
this  houfe,  copies  whereof  were  ordered  to  be  delivered  to 
either  fide :  after  hearing  counfel  upon  the  petition  of  the 
fociety  of  London,  prefented  to  this  houfe  the  20th  of  April 
laft;.  praying  that  they  might  be  heard,  as  to  the  jurifdiction 
01  the  houfe  of  lords  in  Ireland,  in  receiving  and  judging 
appeals  from  the  Chancery  there,  as  alfo  counfel  for  the.bimop 
of  Derry  :  after  due  confideration  of  the  precedents,  and  of 
what  was  offered  by  counfel  thereupon  ;  it  is  this  day  or- 
dered, adjudged  and  declared,  by  the  lords  fpiritual  and 
temporal  in  parliament  atfembled,  that  the  faid  appeal  by  the 
bikiop  of  Derry,  to  the  houfe  of  lords  in  Ireland,  from  the 
decree  or  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery  there  made,  in  the 
caufe  wherein  the  faid  bifhop  of  Derry  was  plaintiff,  and  the 
faii  fociety  of  the  governors  and  aftiftants  of  London,  of  the 
New  plantation  in  Ulfter,  in  Ireland,  were  defendants,  was 
h  nonjudlccy,  and  that  all  the  proceedings  thereupon  are 
null  and  void  ;  and,  that  the  court  of  Chancery  in  Ireland 
ought  to  proceed  in  the  faid  caufe,  as  if  no  fuch  appeal  had 
been  made  to  the  houfe  of  lords  there  ;  and  if  either  of  the 
faid  parties  do  find  themfelves  aggrieved  by  the  faid  decree  or 
order  of  Chancery,  they  are  at  liberty  to  purfue  their  proper 
remedy  by  way  of  appeal  to  this  houfe. 

Ordered,  That  the  Lord  Chancellor  do  write  to  the  lords 
Juftices  of  Ireland,  and  fend  them  this  order.

zdly.  Becaufe  in  the  2cth  year  of  king  Kenry  the  third,  it 
was  provided,  that  ail  laws  and  cuftoms  which  are  enjoyed 
in  England,  mall  be  alfo  in  Ireland,  and  that  the  land  mail 
be  fiibjeet  thereunto  and  governed  thereby,  ficut  Donunus  Jo* 
hatmis  Ker  am  ultimo  ejfet  in  Hibernia  Jlatuit  et  fieri  mandavit  et 
quod  brevia  de  communi  jure  quz  currunt  in  Angl'ia  Jimii'iicr  currant 
in  Hibernia. 

3dly.  Becaufe  king  Edward  III.  in  the  29th  year  of  his 
reign,  ordained  for  the  quiet  and  good  government  of  the 
people  in  Ireland,  that  in  all  cafes  whatfoever,  errors  in 
judgment,  in  records,  and  proceedings  in  the  courts  of  Ire- 
land, mall  be  corrected  and  amended  in  parliament  in  Ireland. 

4thly.  Becaufe  it  appears  by  other  ancient  records  quod  terra 
Hibernia;  intra  fe  omnes  et  omnimodas  habet  curias  prout  in  /Itiglia. 

5thly.  Becaufe  a  conqueror  by  the  laws  of  England  and 
of  nations,  having  power  to  introduce  what  laws  he  will  in 
the  conquered  country,  and  king  Henry  II.  purfuant  to  that

court  of  parliament,  and  if  their  high  court  of  parliament, 
being  an  exact  picture  of  the  high  court  of  parliament  in 
England,  cannot  judicially  hear  and  determine  appeals, 
writs  of  error,  and  impeachments,  it  may  from  thence  be  al- 
leged that  this  here  cannot. 

9thly,  Becaufe  this  refolution  fcrikes  at  and  tends  to  abridge 
the  king's  prerogative  in  Ireland  ;  all  appeals  and  writs  of  er- 
ror in  parliament  being  coram  rege  in  parliament o,  and  there- 
fore thefe  words  coram  non  judice  takes  from  the  king  the  judi- 
cial power  which  is  given  to  him  there. 

i  othly.  Becaufe  the  peers  of  Ireland  have  little  elfe  left 
them  befide  their  judicature,  which  if  taken  away,  they  will 
be  of  little  efteem  there,  and  many  of  the  peers  of  England 
have  fome  of  their  titles  of  honour  from  that  kingdom. 

t  ithly.  Becaufe  it  is  the  glory  of  the  Englifh  laws,  and  the 
bleffing  attending  Englimmen,  that  they  have  juft ice  adminif- 
tered  at  their  doors,  and  not  to  be  drawn  as  formerly  to 
Rome,  by  appeals  which  greatly  impoverifhed  the  nation ;  and 
by  this  order  the  people  of  Ireland  muft  be  drawn  from  Ire- 
land hither,  whenfoever  they  receive  any  injuftice  from  the 
Chancery  there,  by  which  means  poor  men  muft  be  trampled 
upon,  not  being  able  to  come  over  to  feek  for  juftice. 

i2thly.  The  danger  of  altering,  changing,  or  leffening  a 
conftitution,  for  above  five  hundred  years  unfhaken,  or  fo 
much  as  called  in  queftion  in  any  one  thing,  (the  cuftom  and 
ufage  of  courts  being  the  law  of  courts)  may  ocean en  the 
deftru&ion  of  the  whole,  for  the  judicial  power  of  the  houfe 
of  peers  in  Ireland,  in  criminal  caufes  byway  of  impeach- 
ment or  otherwife,  may  by  the  fame  reafon  be  called  in  quef- 
tion, as  their  judicature  in  civil  caufes,  which  will  encourage 
evil  difpofed  men,  efpecially  thofe  in  employment  in  that  king- 
dom (who  are  generally  very  arbitrary)  to  act  wickedly; 
and  the  better  we  preferve  the  conftitution  of  Ireland,  and 
of  thofe  plantations  dependant  on  England,  the  better 
we  mall  preferve  our  own  ;  and  they  will  be  barriers  to  ours, 
to  prevent  any  invafion  of  theirs ;  and  fmce  the  Kings 
of  England  have  in  all  times  in  matters  relating  to  their  reve- 
nue, their  grants  by  letters  patent,  and  their  minifters  not 
only  empowered  the  parliament  of  Ireland  to  hear,  correct, 
reform  and  amend  them,  but  alfo  acquiefced  in  their  judg- 
mttt9  it  ought  not  now  to  be  queftioned.

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T^thly.  Bccaufe  this  taking  away  the  juriidi&ion  of  the 
lords  houfe  in  Ireland,  may  be  a  means  to  difqaiet  the  lords 
there,  and  difappoint  the  king's  affairs. 

14th])'.  Becaufe  the  judicial  power  of  the  houfe  of  peers  in 
Ireland  is  in  no  refpeci  altered  by  an  act  of  parliament,  the 
ftatute  of  the  iothof  Henry  7,  c.  4,  called  Poyning's  law, 
oaly  directs  a  new  form  of  paffing  bills  into  laws,  but  alters 
nothing  of  the  judicial  power,  and  their  argument  of  their 
having  the  interpretation  of  all  laws  by  a  judicial  power  being 
allowed  them,  will  enable  them  to  make  the  laws  what  they 
pleafe,  will  as  well  hold  agairift  the  jurifdifticn  of  this  houfe8 
which  ouerht  not  to  be  fuffered.

In  the  Irifh  Houfe  of  Lords,  in  the  year  1703,  upon  the 
petition  of  Edward,  then  earl  of  Meath,  and  Cecilia,  countefs 
ofMeath,  his  wife,  againft  the  lord  Ward,  complaining  of 
their  having  been  difpcfTelTed  of  certain  lands  in  the  county  cf 
Tipperary,  under  a  pretended  order  cf  the  houfe  of  lords  of 
Great  Britain  ;  we  find  the  lords  of  Ireland*,  unanimoufly 
adept  the  refolutions  on  the  foregoing  appeal,  in  1 698. 

On  the  1 2th  day  of  February,  1703,  their  lordftiips  made 
the  following  order:  , 

Whereas,  upon  hearing  the  complaint  of  the  right  hon. 
Edward,  earl  cf  Meath,  and  Cecilia,  countefs  of  Meath,  his 
wife,  exhibited  to  this  heme  en  the  9th  of  Occcber  Jaft,  it 
has  appeared  upon  full  proof,  that  they  have  been  illegally  dif- 
peffefied  cf  the  lands  of  part  of  Rocheftown,  Corruta, 
Lougbloughery,  Keaiing,  Mihield,  Richardson  alias  Richef- 
iown,  Cloughnecody,  Ardfinane  and  Faren-Englifh,  Rath- 
cordane  and  Grumgill,  Gortneerannah,  Drumtraihey,  Kil- 
nemaun,  Gurtinebamagh,  and  Garriglifh,  all  lying  and  being

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in  the  county  of  Tipperary,  the  achial  poffeffion  wh< 
was  given  them,  pursuant  to  an  order  of  this  houfe,  dated 
the  29th  of  October  1695  •  ^e  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal 
in  parliament  auembled,  this  2th  day  of  Feb.  703,  do  order, 
require,  and  command  the  Sheriff  of  the  faid  county  of  Tip- 
perary, for  the  time  being,  forthwith  to  put  the  faid  earl  and 
countefs  of  Meath  into  the  actual,  quiet  and  peaceable 
poifetlion  of  all  the  aforefaid  lands  and  premifes,  as  he  will 
anfwer  the  contrary  at  his  peril. 

From  this  period  until  the  year  1  7 1 7,  we  find  the  houfe  oi 
Lords  of  Great  Britain  did  not  attempt  to  interfere  with  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  lords  and  people  o£  this  kingdom. 

But  about  the  year  .717,  that  houfe  thought  proper  one z 
more  to  endeavour  the  eitabliihment  of  their  uiurped  autho- 
rity, and  accordingly  entertained  an  appeal  from  Maurice 
Annefly,  Efq;  againft  a  dscifion  of  the  lords  of  Ireland,  re- 
verfed  their  decree,  and  ordered  the  fherfff  of  the  county  of 
Kildare  to  reftore  to  Mr.  Annefley  the  poffemoci  of  certain 
lands,  of  which  he  had  been  difpoffeifed  by  the  order  of  the 
Irifh  Lords. 

And  to  enforce  this  order,  the  Britiih  lords  had  recourfe 
to  the  authority  of  the  Barons  of  the  court  of  Exchequer 
here,  who  ordered  the  Sheriff  of  Kildare  to  redore  Mr, 
Annefley  to  the  poffeffion  of  his  lands,  according  to  the  order 
of  the  Lords  of  Great  Britain. 

The  fheriff  (Alexander  Burrowes,  Efq;)  Hampden-lifce, 
refufed  obedience  to  this  illegal  order :  the  barons  endea- 
voured to  enforce  it  by  the  impofition  of  heavy  fines  ;  where- 
upon he  petitioned  the  Irifh  Lords  for  relief,  which  having 
been  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  houfe,  they,  on  the  28t.i1 
July,  1 7 19,  made  the  following  report,  and  entered  into  the 
following  refolutions  and  proceedings  *. 

On  the  17th  of  October,  579,  the  houfe  proceeded  on  the 
order  of  the  day,  for  reading  the  representation  to  his  ma- 
jefty  of  the  proceedings  of  the  houfe  upon  the  petition  of 
Alex.  Burrowec,  Efq;  in  the  caufe  of  Sherlock  and  Annefley  f. 

And  the  faid  representation  was  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the 
houfe,  and  is  a-s  fcBows,  viz.

Moil  gracious  Sovereign, 
IT  is  with  the  greatefl:  concern  tliat  we,  your  Majeity^ 
mod  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjects,  the  lords  fpiritual  and  tempo- 
ral in  parliament  aifembled,  do  find  ourfelves  under  a  necef- 
fity  of  making  this  our  humble  reprefentation  to  your  Ma- 
jetty: 

It  evidently  appears,*  by  many  antlent  records,  and  fundry 
acts  of  parliament  pa(fed  in  this  kingdom^  and  particularly 
by  one  in  the  nth  of  Queen  Eliz.  intitled,  "  An  act  for 
attainder  of  S-hane  O'Neil,  &c."  that  the  kings,  with  all  the 
princes  and  men  of  value  of  the  land,  did,  of  their  own  good 
wills,  and- without  any  war  or  chivalry,  fubmit  themfelves 
to  your  Majeity's  royal  anceftor,  King  Henry  II.  took  oaths 
of  fidelity  to  him,  and  became  his  liege  fubjects,  who  (as  it 
is  afferted  by  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  Coke  and  others  *)  did 
ordain  and  command,  at  the  inftance  of  the  Irifh,  that  «  fuch 
laws  as  he  had  in  England,  mould  be  of  force  and  obferved 
in  IrelancV  By  this  agreement  the  people  of  Ireland  ob- 
tained the  benefit  of  the  Englifh  laws,  and  many  privileges, 
particularly  that  of  having  a  diftinct  parliament  here,  as  in 
England^,  and  of  having  weighty  and  momentous  matters, 
relating  to  this  kingdom,  treated  of,  difcuffed  and  determined 
in  the  faid  parliament. 

This  conceflion  and  compact  thus  made,  and  afterwards, 
by  fucceeding  kings,  confirmed  to  the  people  of  this  land, 
in  procefs  of  time,  proved  a  great  encouragement  to  many 
of  the  Englifh  to  come  over  and  fettle  themfelves' in  Ireland, 
where  they  were  to  enjoy  the  fame  laws  and  liberties,  and 
live  under  the  like  conftitution  as  they  had  formerly  done  in 
the  kingdom  of  England  J  ;  which,  thro*  God's  good  provi- 
dence, has  proved  a  means  of  fecurmg  this  kingdom  to  the 
crown  of  England,  and  we  truft  will  do  fo  to  all  futurity. 
By  tliis  happy  conftitution,  and  thefe  privileges  by  us  for  fo

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many  years  enjoyed,  the  Englifti  funjecYs  of  this  kingdom 
have  been  enabled  faithfully  to  discharge  their  duty  to  the 
crown  of  England,  and  vigorously  fet  themfelves,  upon  all 
cccafions,  to  atfcrt  the  rights  thereof,  againft  all  the  rebelli- 
ons which  have  been  railed  by  the  irifn  enemies.  And  there- 
fore, we,  your  Majefty's  loyal  fubje&s,  do,  with  all  fubmif- 
fion  to  your  Majefty,  tnjljl  upon  them,  and  hope,  through 
your  Majefty's  goodnefs,  to  have  them  preferved  inviolable. 

And  we  beg  leave  to  reprefent  to  your  Majefty,  that  though 
the  imperial  crown  of  this  realm  was  formerly  infeparably 
annexed  to  the  imperial  crown  of  England,  and  is  now  to 
that  of  Grcat-Eritain  *,  yet  this  kingdom  being  of  itfelf  a 
difttnet  dominion,  and  no  part  cf  the  kingdom  of  England, 
none  can  determine  concerning  the  affairs  thereof,  unlefs  au- 
thorized thereto,  by  the  known  laws  and  cuftoms  of  this 
kingdom,  or  by  the  exprefs  confent  of  the  king  f 

.rtnd  as  your  royal  anceftors  have  always  enjoyed  the  right: 
and  power  of  determining  all  matters  that  related  only  to 
this  kingdom,  by  their  royal  authority,  in  their  parliaments 
held  here,  fo  we  humbly  hope  your  Majefty  will  always  lock 
on  this  right  as  a  moft  valuable  jewel  of  your  crown,  which 
none  mould  prefume  to  touch  without  your  Majefty's  confent ; 
and  that  your  Majefty  will  gnicioufly  allow  us  to  reprefent 
it,  as  an  invafion  of  your  prerogative,  and  a  grievance  to 
your  loyal  fubjecls  in  this  kingdom,  that  any  court  cf  judi- 
cature mould  take  upon  them  to  declare,  that  your  Majefty 
cannot  determine  all  controverfies  between  your  fubjec'ts  of 
this  kingdom,  and  about  matters  relating  wholly  to  the  fame, 
by  your  r  >yal  authority,  in  your  parliament  fummoned  to 
meet  here  ;  or  that  your  fubjecls  of  Ireland  appealing  to  your 
Majefty  in  your  parliament  in  Ireland,  in  matters  wholly 
relating  to  this  kingdom,  do  bring  their  caufe  before  an  in- 
competent judicature. 

We  have  (may  it  pleafe  your  facred  Majefty)  endeavoured 
with  our  utmoft  care,  to  enquire  into  the  grounds  of  all 
fuch  appeals  or  removals  cf  caufes  from  this  kingdom,  as 
have  at  any  time  been  made  into  England,  and  are  perfuaded 
that  fuch  ufages  have  been  introduced  by  flow  degrees,  at 
firft  the  judges  here  being  to  determine  the  caufes  that  came 
before  them  by  the  common  laws  cf  England,  and  fometimes 
not  knowing   wel  the  ufages  there,  applied  to  Henry  III  J,

o  their 
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their  then  king,  for  information,  who  gave  them  an  account 
what  the  common  law  and  euitcm  of  England  in  like  cafes 
was,  and  this  undoubtedly  by  the  advice  of  the  Juftices  of 
the  King's  Bench,  who  then  were  obliged  to  attend  the 
King  wherever  he  ihould  be  *  ;  and  in  procefs  of  time,  when 
his  fucceffors  had  fettled  the  court  of  King's  Bench  after 
another  manner,  and  had  forborne  to  fit  there  themfelves  in 
perfon,  the  application  which  formerly  ufed  to  be  made  to 
the  King  who  periided  in  that  court,  came  of  courfe  to  be 
brought  before  the  Juftices  of  the  court,  although  the  King 
was  not  there  perfonaliy  prefent.  And  this,  as  we  conceive, 
gave  rife  to  that  cuitom  of  removing  caufes,  by  writs  of 
error,  from  the  King's  Bench  in  Ireland  to  the  King's  Bench 
m  England  ;  but  from  hence  to  infer,  that  therefore  appeals 
from  the  Parliament  of  Ireland  may  be  brought  before  the 
Houfe  of  Peers  in  England  or  Great- Britain,  is  a  confequence 
for  which  there  appears  to  be  no  manner  of  ground. 

As  for  the  practice  of  appealing  from  the  High  Court  of 
Chancery  in  Ireland  to  the  Lords  of  Great  Britain,  we  can 
find  but  two  precedents  of  fneh  appeals  before  the  late  happy 
Revolution,  one  in  1670,  and  the  other  in  1679;  and  we 
can  account  for  them  no  ctherwife  than  by  obferving,  that 
they  happened  at  a  juncture  when  no  oppofiticn  could  be 
given  them  from  this  kingdom,  becaufe  through  the  preva- 
lency  of  a  Popifh  interelt,  no  parliament  had  been  held  here 
for  fom'e  years  before,  nor  were  we  then  in  any  likelihood  of 
having  any  called  here  for  many  years  to  come  ;  nor  can  we 
find,  that  any  like  fubfequent  appeals  from  that  court  have 
any  other  foundation  than  thofe  two  precedents. 

And  fuch  appeals  (though  they  had  been  of  longer  (land- 
ing, and  better  founded)  yet  were  never  fuppofed  to  preclude 
the  King's  Majefty  from  his  right  of  giving  redrefs  to  his  fub- 
jects  of  Ireland  in  his  parliament,  when  affernbled  here,  any 
more  than  writs  of  error  to  the  King's  Bench  in  England 
had  hindered  the  like  writs  from  being  returnable  in  the  par- 
liament here. 

And  accordingly  when,  by  God's  blefTmg  on  the  late  happ^r 
Revolution,  this  kingdom  came  to  have  a  parliament,  after 
twenty-fix  years  intermiffior,  complaints  were  heard,  writs  of 
error  and  appeals  were  received,  and  proper  orders  were  made 
thereon  as  formerly  ;  nor  were  they,  as  far  as  we  can  find, 
ever  questioned,  or  their  validity  doubted,  till  the  year  1699, 
■Then  two  appeals  from  the  parliament  here  were  carried  be-

fore 
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f<rz  the  Lords  in  England,  though  no  pleadings  to  the  jurif- 
diclion  of  the  parliament  of  Ireland  hud  been  offered  or  men- 
tioned by  cither  party,  on  hearing  the  laid  cajufes  here. 

And  though  the  parliament  of  Ireland  could  not  then  in- 
terpbfe,  or  any  way  aflfeft  their  jtlfifdicrtcn,  becaufe  it  was 
not  fitting,  yet  the  Lords  of  England  declared  the  laid  caufe.s 
to  be  Coram  non  Judicti  and  without  hearing  the  merits  of 
the  caufes,  revcried  the  decrees  that  had  been  made  here. 

Upon  which  cccaiion,  we  cannot  but  cbferve,  that  the 
parliament  of  Ireland  (as  the  eonftatuiion  thereof  has  been 
lor  feme  hundreds  of  years)  being  convened  by  the  fame  au- 
thority and  writs  of  fummons,  and  confiding  oflike  members 
and  diitmct  rf'Oufes  of  Peers  and  Commons,  and  the  former 
having  the  fame  amicance  and  attendance  from  the  Judges  of 
the  feveral  cotirts  and  Mailers  oi*  Chancery  as  in  England  or 
Great  Britain,  either  fome  record,  act  of  parliament,  or  aff- 
tient  ufage  mult  be  fhewn,  whereby  to  make  a  .difference 
(which  has  never  yet  been  attempted)  or  elfe,  from  our  very 
conftTtution  it  muft,  as  we  conceive,  appear,  that  whatever 
power  of  judicature  is  lodged  in  the  Englifh  or  Britifh  parlia- 
ment, with  refpect  to  that  kingdom  and  its  inferior  courts, 
the  fame- muft  alfo  be  allowed  to  be  in  the  parliament  of  Ire- 
land, with  like'  refpect  to  the  kingdom  and  courts  thereof. 
And  if  it  be  looked  upon  as  illegal  for  any  inferior'  court  in 
Great  Britain  to  act  in  cllrect  oppoikion  to,  or  contempt  of 
the  orders  and  decrees  of  the  Houfe  o£  Lords  in  parliament 
there  alTembied,  the  fame  mult  alfo  be  concluded  upon  the  like 
cppofition  given,  or  contempt  lhcwn,  to  fuch  parliamentary 
orders  and  decrees,  as  are  cr  ihali  be  made  within  this  king- 
dom. 

And  therefore,  in  the  year  1703,  when  a  parliament  of 
Ireland  met  on  a  complaint  of  Edward,  Earl  of  Meath,  and 
Cecilia,  Conntefs  of  Meath,  his  wife,  letting  forth,  that  dur- 
ing the  interval  of  parliament  they  had,  by  order  of  the 
Lords  in  England,  been  difpo/fefi'ed  of  the  lands  that  had 
been  here  decreed  them,  the  laid  parliament  Uuatilmoufly  re- 
frored  the  fa^d  Earl  and  Counters  to  the  lands  they  had  been 
fo  difpoiTefled  of  fo  effectually,  that  neither  they  nor  their 
heirs  have  been  difturbed  in  the  pofleiTicn  of  them. 

And  we  may  veryjuflly  conclude,  from  the  ftrong  resolu- 
tions in  which  the  parliament  here  did  on  that  occasion  affert 
their  jurifdiclion,  that  they  would  have  proceeded  as  effectual!  y 
in  vindicating  the  decree  on  the  other  appeal,  if  the  removal 
of  the  Lord  Billion  of  Derry,  the  appellant  here,  and  a  com- 
petition 
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pofition  made  fey  his  iiacceiTcr  wkh  the  Iriih  fcciety  of  Lon- 
donderry, the  appellants  in  Lnglaud,  had  not  prevented  it. 

After  the  time  of  thole  two  appeals,  feveral  writs  e£  cj 
and  appeals  were  brought  into  your  parliament  in  this  king- 
dom, and  among  them  an  appeal  wherein  Maurice  Anneiley, 
Efq;  was  refpondent,  which  were  determined,  and  the  judg- 
ment given  on  them  took  effecl  accordingly.  But  the  fame 
Maurice  Annefley  being  refpondent  in  an  appeal  brought  lately 
from  the  Chancery  of  the  Exchequer,  before  the  parliament 
of  Ireland,  by  Hefter  Sherlock,  appellant,  after  having  ap- 
peared to  the  jurifdiction  here,  appealed  to  the  Lords  of 
Great  Britain,  from  a  decree  made  here  in  juitice  to  the  ap- 
pellant Hefter  Sherlock,  and  found  fucli  countenance  there, 
as  has  given  your  loyal  fubje&s  juft  reafon  to  complain  of 
much  injury  done  both  to  your  Majefty's  prerogative  and 
their  privileges. 

For  it  having  (after  a  full  and  fair  hearing)  been  decreed 
in  your  Majefty's  parliament  of  Ireland,  and  accordingly  or- 
dered, that  the  appellant,  Hefter  Sherlock,  fhould  be  put 
into  poffeffion  of  certain  lands  in  the  faid  order  named,  until 
ihe  mould  receive  thereout  a  certain  fum  of  money  to  her  de- 
creed, to  be  due  and  chargeable  on  the  faid  lands.  And  the 
faid  decree  and  order  having  accordingly  been  obeyed,  and 
put  in  execution  by  the  then  High  Sheriff  of  the  county  of 
Xiidare,  to  whom  the  faid  order  was  directed  ;  and  the  faid 
Hefter  Sherlock  being  accordingly  in  the  actual  poffeflion  of 
the  faid  lands,  the  Lord  Chief  Baron,  together  with  the. 
other  Barons  of  your  Majefty's  court  of  Exchequer  in  this 
kingdom,  have  taken  upon  them,  in  an  illegal  and  unpre- 
cedented manner,  to  caufe  the  faid  Hefter  Sherlock  to  be  dif- 
poiTefted  of  the  faid  lands,  and  to  lay  feveral  great  fines  upon 
the  late  High  Sheriff  of  the  faid  county  of  Kildare,  for  re- 
futing to  give  obedience  unto  the  orders  of  them,  the  faid 
Barons,  in  that  cafe  iffued,  although  their  faid  orders  were 
manifeftly  contrary  to  the  laws,  cuftoms,  and  antient  ufages, 
of  this  your  Majefty's  kingdom,  as  well  as  to  the  above-men- 
tioned refolutions  formerly  made  in  the  cafe  of  the  late  EarL 
of  Meath,  and  continuing  upon  record  in  the  journals  of  par- 
liament, of  which  refolutions,  as  well  as  of  the  feveral  refo- 
lutions and  decrees  in  like  manner  made  upon  the  appeal  of 
the  faid  Hefter  Sherlock,  the  faid  Barons  had  fufficient  and 
timely  notice  before  the  iffuing  of  any  of  their  above-men- 
tioned illegal  orders,  as  in  a  report  of  this  whole  proceeding, 
bow  alfo  entered  in  the  Journals  of  parliament  (a  copy  where- 
of 
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$>i  we  herewith  humbly  lay   before  your  Majefty)  ipay  more 
fully  and  at  large  appear. 

Hereupon  we  humbly  crave  leave  to  rep  re  fen  t  unto  your 
Majefty,  that  although  appeals  from  the  courts  of  equity  m 
this  kingdom  to  the  Lords  of  England  or  Great  Britain,  arc 
but  a  very  late  practice,  (as  we  have  already  fct  iorth);  yet 
in  all  fuch  cafes,  it  has  been  the  cemftant  and  received  practice 
here,  that  no  copy  of  any  order  of  the  laid  Lords  was  ever 
allowed,  or  demanded  to  be  allowed,  as  authentic  in  any 
Jiich  court,  except  the  fame  were  cxprchly  directed  unto  the 
court  which  was  to  put  the  fame  in  execution,  and  proved  by 
a  witnefs  viva  voce,  upon  oath,  to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  origi- 
nal order.  Nor  does  it  appear,  that  any  fuch  court  ever 
claimed,  or  pretended  to  any  authority,  to  fupply  any  defects 
fuppofed  at  any  time  to  be  in  any  fuch  order,  or  by  virtue  of 
fuch  order  in  the  leaft  to  go  beyond  what  exprefsly  and  in 
words  was  in  fuch  order  contained.  And  yet  fo  it  is,  that 
although  the  only  pretence  of  the  faid  Barons  for  thefe  their 
illegal  proceedings,  is  grounded  upon  certain  copies  of  or- 
ders, or  pretended  orders,  from  the  Lords  pf  Great  Britain, 
yet  neither  were  the  faid  orders,  or  any  of  diem,  directed  to 
the  Court  of  Equity  or  Chancery-fide  of  the  Exchequer, 
(where  the  caufe  originally  lay,  and  from  whence  the  appeal 
was)  but  only  to  the  Lord  Chief  Baron  and  other  Barons, 
which  is  the  (tile  of  the  common  law-fide  thereof;  nor  were 
the  faid  copies,  or  any  of  them,  in  manner  aforefaid  proved- 
to  agree  with  the  original  orders  ;  neither  were  the  names  of 
any  lands,  or  fo  much  as  of  any  county,  inferted  in  the  faid 
copies,  or  any  of  them.  And  yet  notwithstanding  all  thefc 
notorious  defects  and  nullities  o£  the  faid  pretended  orders, 
the  faid  Barons  have  proceeded  not  only  in  their  own  names, 
to  whom  the  faid  pretended  orders  were  directed,  but  alio  in 
the  names  of  the  Chancellor  and  Treafurer  of  the  court  of 
Exchequer,  (to  whom  the  faid  orders  were  no  way  directed) 
to  iilue  forth  feveral  injunctions  and  orders,  and  therein, 
without  any  warrant  for  fo  doing,  to  infert  the  names  of 
lands,  and  of  the  county  wherein  they  are  fuppofed  to  lie,  in 
order  to  difpofTefs  the  faid  Heiter  Sherlock  of  lands  whereof 
ihe  had  been  put  into  pofleffion,  as  is  herein  above-mentioned. 
And  that  your  Majefty  may  be  yet  more  fully  apprifed  of 
the  arbitrarinefs  as  well  as  the  illegality  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  faid  Barons,  We  further,  in  all  humble  manner,  lay  be- 
fore your  Majefty,  that  whereas,  amongit  other  rules  of  prac- 
tice in  all  your  Majefty's  courts  throughout  this  your  king- 
dom,

uora,  by  ancient  law  ana  euilom  pftahiiihesf,  it  is  univerfaii* 
received,  that  every  order  or  other  rule  of  court  ought  to  be 
made  upon  the  motion  bffome  Counfel  or  Attorney,  or  other 
perfon  by  law  or  cuftom  allowed  to  make  inch  motion  ;  that 
no  injunction  or  writ,  ought  to  ifuie  out  of  any  of  your  Ma- 
jefty's  courts,  (except  in  the  crown's  caufe)  without  the  name 
of  a  Six  Clerk  or  Attorney,  thereunto  fuhferibed,  who  is  to 
be  accountable  unto  every  perfon,  who  through  any  undue 
practice  of  his,  mail  be  aggrieved  by  fuchv;rit  or  injunction), 
and  that  no  proceedings  (hall  be  grounded  upon  any  written 
affidavit,  which  is  known  to  be  either  faife*  or  defective  in 
any  material  part  thereof,  (except  fuch  defect  be  Srft  fupplied 
or  falfity  expunged),  the  faid  Barons,  in  thefe  their  proceed- 
ings, have  acted  in  open  violation  of  thefe,  as  well  as  other 
rules,  which  by  the  law  they  ought  to  have  obferved  and 
itrictly  kept  to.  The  Barons  having  ordered  an  injuclion  to 
ifTueforthe  dlfpoiTcfTing  of  the  faid  Hefter  Sherlock,  without 
any  motion  for  the  fame  made  either  by  Counfel  or  Attorney, 
or  by  any  other  perfon,  except  what  was  ofFered  in  court  fey 
the  faid  Lord  Chief  Baron  himfelf;  the  faid  injunction, 
alfo,  having  no  name  of  any  Attorney  thereunto  affixed  or 
fubferibed;  and  the  affidavit  of  John  Annefiey  (upon  which 
the  faid  Barons  afterwards  proceeded  to  fine  the  faid  late  Kigh 
Sheriff)  having  feveral  notorious  falilties  in  it,  of  which, 
though  the  faid  Barons  were  publicly  advertised  at  the  time 
when  the  faid  affidavit  was  read  in  open  court,  yet,  they  took 
on  them  to  act  thereupon,  without  caufing  the  fame  to  be 
rectified,  or  the  faid  falfities  to  be  expunged  or  altered. 

And,  although  the  faid  orders  from  the  Lords  in  Great 
Britain  exprefsly  required  ho  more,  but  that  Maurice  Annefiey 
inould  be  reflored  to  the  poffeffion  of  thofe  lands,  of  which 
the  faid  Maurice  was  difpoffeffed,  pending  the  appeal  before 
the  faid  houfe  ;  yet,  the  faid  Barons  in  their  laid  injunction, 
not  only  ordered  poffeffion  of  certain  lands  by  name,  to  be 
given  to  the  faid  Annefiey,  as  is  already  mentioned,  but  alio, 
grounded  this  their  injunction  upon  an  affidavit,  wherein  it 
is  not  fo  much  as  alledged  that  the  faid  Maurice  was  at  all 
pofTeffed  or  difpoffeffed  of  any  lands  whatfoever  pending  the 
faid  appeal. 

And  whereas  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Barons  of  your  Majefty's 
Court  of  Exchequer  in  this  kingdom,  and  a  part  of  the  oath 
by  each  of  them  taken  at  their  entrance  upon  their  faid  office, 
**  That  where  they  may  know  any  wrong  or  prejudice  to  be 
1*  done  to  the  King,  they  fhail  put  and  do  all  their  diligence 

"  that 
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*<  that  to  redrefs.  A^nd  if  they  may  not  do  it,  they  fliafl 
'«  tell  it  to  the  king,  or  them  of  his  council,  or  to  the  King's 
"  Majelly's  Lieutenant,  or  other  Chief  Governor  or  Gover; 
"  nors  of  this  Realm  tor  the  time  being."  So  far  have -the 
faid  Barons  in  the  prefent  cvS-  been  from  doing  all  their  dili- 
gence  to  redraft  the  wrong  or  prejudice  done  to  your  Ma- 
ieity's  prerogative,  of  tinally  determining  in  your  parliament 
here,  matters  relating  wholly  to  this  your  kingdom,  that 
they  feevnto  have  acted  with  great  diligence  and  zeal  Indirect 
oppofition  thereto,  and  to  have  taken  fuch  meafures  as  will, 
in  effect,  eftabliih  a  jurifdiition  fuperior  to  that  which  your 
Majefty  undoubtedly  has  in  your  High  Court  of  Parliament 
in  this  kingdom  ;  nor  does  it  in  the  leafl  appear,  or  is  it  at  an 
pretended,  that  the  faid  Barons,  or  any  of  them,  during  aH 
the  abovementioned  proceedings,  did  ever  tell,  or  make  known 
the  fame,  either  to  your  Majclty's  Lieutenant,  or  other  Chief 
Governor  or  Governors,  or  to  your  Majelly's  Privy  Council, 
v/ho,  if  they  had  been  timely  acquainted  therewith,  might, 
(according  to  their  duty)  have  made  the  fame  known  to  your 
Majefty,  or  otherwife  have  done  what  was  fit  and  proper  for 
the  fupporting  your  Majelly's  royal  prerogative,  and  defend- 
ing the  juft  rights  and  privileges  of  this  your  Parliament  2nd 
People. 

And  here  we  beg  leave  to  lay  before  your  Majefty  fome  c: 
thc  many  evil  confequences  which  we  apprehend  mult  nccei- 
iarily  follow  from  fuch  exorbitant  practices  as  thele,  if  a  timely, 
and  effectual  flop  be  not  put  to  them. 

It  is  the  right  and  happinefs  of  the  lubjecrs  of  tins  Jtm*^ 
dom,  as  well  as  oi  thofe  of  Great  Britain,  that  by  their  res- 
pective conftltutions,  the  adminiitratkm  of  juPuce  is  near  at 
hand,  and  within  the  kingdom  whereunto  they  belong.  80 
that  if  any  of  your  MajenVs  liege  people  are  at  any  time 
wronged  or  opprelfed  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  or  equity,, 
they  may,  without  any  great  trouble  or  expence,  have  recourse 
to  your  Majeily,  in  your  high  Court  of  Parliament,  V/he'r? 
they  may.  allure  themfelves  of  fpeedy  redrefs.  B«t  if  this 
your  Majelly's  Higheft  Court  within  this  kingdom  is  deprived 
ol  the  power  of  finally  determining  the  caufes  which  come 
before  them,  all  inch  of  your  fubjects  as  do  net  abomiid  iu 
wealth,  and  thereby  are  not  arMc  to  follow  their  castles^  or 
bear  the  expence  of  tfeesrt?  in  Gr«at  Britain,  will  l?e  attder  a 
perpetual  neceflky  of  fitting  down  with  the  greatcfl:  wrong  or 
xipprciTion  which  at  any  time,  under  the  colour  of  juftice,  or 
by  the  management  of*  rich  and  potent  adversaries  may  bo 
laic*  upon    them,  which    (ccnfulcrii. %     .;:v  poverty  that  ev«fy 
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where  prevails  throughout  this  kingdom)  mud,  if  not  pre* 
rented  in  a  Ihort  time,  become  a  mod  grievous  and  intolera- 
ble evil.  And  your  Majefty's  royal  predecefibr,  Edward  the 
ItT.  was  fo  ientible  of  the  hardfhips  that  his  loyal  fubjecTs  o£ 
this  kingdom  fuffered  for  want  of  having  a  means  of  rever- 
ting erroneous  judgments  within  this"  kingdom,  that  by  his 
Charter,  dated  Augtill  30th,  in'the  29th  year  of  his  reign, 
en  the  complaint  oH:  his  fubjecls  of  Ireland,  "  he  command- 
"  cd  all  his  Judges  and  Miniiters  before  whom  any  procefTes 
<c  mould  be  held  at  the  profecution  of  the  parties  aggrieved, 
**  to  return  the  Rolls  of  the  Records,  and  procefTes  into  the 
*<  Parliaments  to  be  held  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and 
"  that  the  Records  and  ProcefTes  ihould  be  recited  and 
"  examined,  and  the  errors  (if  any  fhould  be  found  in  them} 
*'   duly  corrected.  ■* 

It  is,  under  God,  the  great  fecurity  of  this  your  Majefty's 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  that  by  the  laws  and  ftatutes  thereof, 
the  fame  is  annexed  and  united  to  the  Imperial  Crown  of 
England,  and  declared  to  be  depending  upon,  and  for  ever

It  appears  from  the  latter  end  of  this  Record,  that  the  original  power 
o£  Parliaments  in  Ireland,  fettled  by  King  Henry  the  Second,  (as  is 
above  fet  forth)  had  afterwards  been  reftrained,  as  to  writs  of  error,  by 
tome  fubfequent  Mandates  cf  the  Kings  of  England,  which  Mandates- 
are  hereby  recalled  and  made  void.

belonging  to  the  fame  :  but  if  all  judgments,  decree?,  and: 
determinations  made  in  this  your  Majcfty's  High  Court, 
within  this  your  kingdom,  are  iubjecl  to  be  nulled  and  re- 
veried  by  the  Lords  in  Great  Britain,  the  liberties  and  pro- 
perties of  all  your  fubjects  of  Ireland  muff  thereby  become 
finally  dependant  on  the  Britilh  Peers,  to  the  great  diminu- 
tion of  that  dependence;. which  by  law  we  always  ought  to 
have  immediately  upon  the  Crown  itfelf. 

That  your  Majefty  has,  by  the  conilitution.  of  this  your 
realm  of  Ireland,  the  full  power  of  judging  and  determining 
all  caufes  that  belong  to  it  alone  in  Pleno  Parliamento,  is 
what  no  man  hitherto  has  ventured  openly  to  deny  or  doubt 
of.     .  j.*  t     ;: 

•  But  if  in  all  cafes  that  relate  to  this  kingdom,  the  dcrnle* 
rfort,;  (as  fome.of  late  have  affected  to  fpeak)  ought  to  be  to 
die  Houfe' of  Lords  in  Great  Britain,  however  this  your  Ma- 
jefty's  power  may  ftill  in  words  be  acknowledged,  the  force 
and  effect  of  it  is  in  reality  taken  away  and  wholly  veiled  in 
the   Britilh  Peers. 

And  we  .cannot  but  obferve,  with  the  utmoft  concern,  that 
by  this  practice  of  the  Peers  of  Great  Britain,  juft  and  unjuft 
caufes  will  meet  with  equal  encouragement.  For  however 
rightly  fuch  caufes  may  be  determined  in  Parliament  here, 
the  decrees  will  be  annulled  and  reverfed  by.the  Peers  of 
Great  Britain,  without  hearing  or  entering  into  the  merits  of 
the  caufe,  upon  pretence  that  the  proceedings  were  Coram 
non  fudice.  . 

The  writs  for  fummoning  the  Lords  fpiritual  and  temporal, 
and  electing  the  Commons  to  ailemble  in  parliament  here,  be- 
ing the  very  fame  with  thole  in  England  or  Great- Britain,  as 
has  been  before  obferved,  either  the  refpective  powers  in  each 
kingdom  muft  ftill  be  the  fame,  or  elfe  the  Peerage  of  this 
your  Majefty's  kingdom  muft  remain  little  more  than  an  empty 
title,  and  the  Commons  thereof  ftand .  for  ever  deprived  of 
that  molt  valuable  privilege  of  impeaching  in  parliament, 
which  cannot  poftibly  be  maintained  if  there  be  no  fuch  thing' 
as  a  parliamentary  judicature  within  this  realm  ;  and  if  the 
power  of  the  judicature  may,  by  a  vote  of  the  Britijh  Lords,  be 
taken  away  from  the  Parliament  of  Ire/and,  no  reofon  can  be  given 
why  the  fame  may  not,  in  like  manner,  deprive  us  of  the  benefit  of 
our  whole  conjlitution. 

It  is  notorious,  that  the  Lords  of  Great  Britain  have  not,- 
in  themfelves,  either  by  law  or  cuftom,  any  way  of  putting 
fheir  decrees  in  execution  within  this  kingdom,  of  which  they 

p  have- 
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have  given  moft  undoubted  evidence  by  their  late  application : 
to  your  Majefty,  to  caufe  fuch  their  decrees  to  be  executed  by 
an  extraordinary  interpofition  of  your  royal  power.  And 
fhould  your  Majefty  think  fit  to  yield  to  this  their  defire,  we 
humbly  prefume  to  think  it  would  highly  affect  the  liberty  of 
your  Majefty 's  loyal  fubjects  of  this  kingdom. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  appellant,  Hefter  Sherlock,  above- 
mentioned,  from  making  any  further  application  to  your  Par- 
liament here,  your  Majefty's  Deputy-receiver,  John  Pratt, 
Efq;  thought  fit  to  pay  above  £1800  to  the  faid  Hefter  Sher- 
lock, which,  on  examination,  he  alleged  to  be  his  own  mo- 
ney ;  and  that  he  made  an  agreement  with  the  faid  Hefter, 
of  himfelf,  without  any  order  from-  any  perfon  whatfoever  ; 
but  that  from  fome  converfation  which  he  had  with  perfons 
of  judgment,  he  thought  he  had  reafon  to  hope  and  expect, 
that  fmce  what  he  had  done  was  for  the  public  good,  the  go- 
vernment would  not  permit  him  to  be  a  fufferer.  What  par- 
ticular grounds  the  faid  John  Pratt  had  thus  to  hope  and 
expect,  has  not  as  yet  been  made  known  to  us.  But  if  fuch 
hopes  and  expectations  as  thefe  are  from  time  to  time  to  be 
fatisfiedy  we-  leave  your  Majefty,  in  your  royal  wifdom,  tc 
judge  what  the  evil  conferences  thereof  may  be. 

And  we  farther  humbly  reprefent  to  your  Majefty,  that 
thefe  proceedings  of  the  Lords  of  England  have  greatly  em- 
baraffed  your  Parliament,  and  difquieted  the  generality  of 
your  moft  loyal  Proteftant  fabjects  of  this' your  kingdom,  and 
muft,  of  neceflity,  bring  all  fheriffs  and  officers  of  juftice 
under  great  hardfhips,  by  reafon  of  the  clafhing-of  different 
j.urifdictions.  Nor  can  we  but  with  grief  obfer-ye,  that  whilft 
many  of  the  Peers  and  commons  who  fat  in  Parliament  were 
Papifts,  their  judicature  was  never  qUeftionefd  ;  but  of  late, 
fmce  only  Proteftants  are  qualified  to  have  a  ftiare  in  the  ligif- 
lature,  their  power,  and  the  right  of  hearing  ca-ufes  in  Par- 
liament, hath  been  denied,  to  the  great  difcouragement  and 
weakening  of  the  Proteftant  intereft  in  Ireland. 

And  having  thus,  with  all  humility,  laid  before  your  Ma- 
jefty your  undoubted  power  and  prerogative  within  this  your 
kingdom  of  Ireland,  the  immediate  dependence  of  the  fame- 
upon  your  Majefty's  crown,  the  right  your  Majefty  has  to 
hold  Parliaments  here,  as  in  Great- Britain,  and  of  finally  de- 
termining- therein  all  matters  that  wholly  relate  to  this  realm, 
together  with  the  great  incroachments  that  of  late  have  been 
made  upon  your  Majefty's  prerogative,  and  the  rights  of  this 
your  Parliament,  and  the  illegal  unprecedented  proceedings 

of 
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of  the  Lord  Chief  Baron,  and  the  other  Barons  of  your  Ma- 
jefty's Court  of  Exchequer,  whereby  they  have  endeavoured 
to  fupport  thofe  encroachments  with  the  evil  confequences  6f 
fuch  proceedings,  in  cafe  that  a  fpeedy  and  effectual  ftop  be 
not  thereunto  put.  We  mod  humbly  hope,  that  all  thefe 
things  being  duly  confidered  and  weighed  with  your  Majefty's 
ufual  wifdom,  will  abundantly  juftify  us  in  the  methods  we 
have  taken,  as  well  for  the  fupporting  of  your  Majefty's  royal 
prerogative,  as  the  prefervation  of  the  juil  rights  and  liberties 
of  ourfelves  and  our  fellow  fubjects,  as  the  fame  are  fet  forth 
in  the  feveral  refolutions  we  have  come  to,  (a  copy  whereof 
we  have  hereunto  annexed,)  with  all  humility  alluring  your 
Majefty,  that  no  difficulties  which  we  may  be  laid  under,  fhall 
hinder  us  from  giving  the  utmofl  difpatch  to  all  your  Ma- 
jefty's affairs,  or  from  moft  chearfully  demonftrating  that 
'loyalty  and  affection  to  ycur  Majefty's  perfon,  and  attach- 
ment to  your  intereft,  which  becomes  your  Majefty's  dutiful 
and  obedient  fubjects,  whereof  we  again,  from  our  hearts, 
.make  an  humble  tender  to  your  moft  facred  Majefty. 

Refalved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  an 
humble  Addrefs  to  his  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  defire 
his  Grace  to  lay  the  faid  Reprefentation  before  his  Majefty,  in 
the  beft  and  moft  effectual  manner. 

The  Declaratory  Act  of  the  6th  of  George  I.  was  formed 
in  confequence  of  thefe  appeals,  which  ftatute  exprefsly  de- 
clares, "  That  the  kingdom  of  Ireland  hath  been,  is,  and 
of  right  ought  to  be,  fubordinate  unto  and  dependent  uponthe 
imperial  crown  of  Great  Britain,  as  being  infeparately  united 
and  annexed  thereunto,  and  that  the  King,  with  the  confent 
of  the  Lords  and  Commons  of  Great  Britain  in  parliament 
affembled,  hath  power  to  make  laws  of  fufEcient  force  to  bind 
the  kingdom  and  people  of  Ireland. 

"  And  that  the  Houfe  of  Lords  of  Ireland  have  not,  nor 
ought  of  right  to  have,  anyjurifdiction  to  judge  of,  affirm, 
or  reverfe  any  judgment  or  decree  made  in  any  court  within 
the  faid  kingdom ;  and  that  all  proceedings  before  the  faid 
Houfe  of  Lords  upon  any  fuch  judgment  or  decree,  are  void.,,

It  is  prefumed  that  no  political  cafui ft,  after  a  view  of  the 
foregoing  pages,  will  affect  to  talk  of  England's  title  to  Ire- 
land by  conqurjl. 

The  titles  of  the  Kings  of  England  to  this  kingdom  ap- 
pear to  have  been  very  precarious,  even  to  Henry  VIII. 
as  the  very  act  which  conftitutes  him  King  of  Ireland,    er- 

prefslj 
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prefsly  fays  t(  That  the  Irifhmen  and  inhabitants  of  this  realm  of 
Ireland,  have  not  bene  fo  obedient  to  the  Kings  highncfle  and 
his  moft  noble  progenitors,  and  to  their  lawes,  as  they  of  right 
and  according  to  their  allegeance  and  bounden  duties  ought 
to  have  been*.  Wherefore  at  the  humble  purfuit,  &c."  Befides, 
what  are  all  the  papers  in  Bermingham  and  London  '1  ower, 
but  attempts  to  Tooth,  foften,  bribe  and  tame,  by  indulgence, 
and  art,  the  fpirit  of  Irifh  independence  ?  What  parties,  diviT 
fions,  hatred,  and  animofities  among  the  clergy  !  fometimes 
acknowledging  the  power  of  the  King,  fometimes  the  Pope's, 
and 'at  others  difavowing  both  !  one  time  fomenting  infur- 
rections,  and  at  others  attempting  to  quell  them.  Pryn  has  pre- 
ferved  us  a  number  of  thele  tranfaclions  f ,  horrid  picture  of 
ecclefiaftical  tyranny,  from  which  we  are  now,  thank  hea- 
ven, happily  delivered  !  horrid  piclure  of  the  minifters  of  that 
gofpel,  'which  preaches  place  on  earth,  and  good  will  to  all  men  ! 
pious  minifters,  indeed!  whofe  feet,  inftead  of  being  (he d 
with  the  preparation  of  the  gofpel  of  peace,,  were  rather  fwift 
to  fhed  blood!  ■  t 

Richard  II.  in  perfon  invaded  this  kingdom,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  fubjugating  it :  Howe's  gives  us  the  number  of  his 
forces,  and  the  lines  following  their  fate. 

Richard  was  at  length  prevailed  on  to  march  againft  the 
enemy  commanded  by  Art  Mac-Murchad,  who,';  notwith- 
standing the  penfions  he  had  received,  and  the  fubmiffions  he 
had  lately  made,  was  ftill  the  inveterate  enemy  of.  the  Eng- 
lish. ;  and  in  the  violence  of  national  pride,  ennamed  by  the 

*  The  following  anecdote  fhews  the  high  ideas  entertained  by  the  Trifh 
•dynafts,  of  their  own  independence  and  dignity. 

'  Mac-Gillipatrick,  the  Irifh  chieftain  of  Offory,  had  received  fome 
injury  from  the  earl  of  Ormond,  or  at  leaft  found  fome  pretence  of  com- 
plaint againft  the  prefent  deputy,  better  known  among  the  Irifh  by  the 
name  of  Piers  the  Red.  In  all  the  dignity  of  offended  grandeur,  he  de  - 
termined  to  apply  to  the  king  of  England  for  redrefs  ;  but  not  with  the 
humility  of  a  fuppliant  or  a  fubje<St.  His  ambaffador  was  fent  to  the 
court  of  England  to  obtain  juftice,  or  elfe  to  denounce  the  vengeance  of 
an  injured  potentate.  He  appeared  at  the  chapel  door,  when  the  king  was 
going  to  his  devotions,  and  advancing  with  a  compofed  undifmayed 
gravity  of  deportment,  delivered  his  commiflien  in  thefe  words—"  Sta 
«<  pedibus!  Domine  Rex !  Dominus  meus  Gillapatricius  me  mi  fit  ad  te 
«'  juflit  dicere,  quod  fi  non  vis  caftigare  Petrum  Rufum,  ipfe  faciet  bel- 
*'  lum  contra  te."  Stand  on  your  feet!  lord  King  !  my  lord  Gillipatrick 
has  fent.  me  to  tell  you,  that  if  you  do  not  chaitife  Peter  Rufus,  he  him- 
felf  will  make  war  againft  you.

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profpcft  of  fuccefs,  vowed  the  mod  defperate  vengeance 
-'againil  his  invaders.  To  fecure  himielf  from  the  fuperiour 
numbers  of  the  enemy  he  retired  to  his  woods;  and  at  their 
approach,  appeared  at  the  head  of  three  thoufand  men  fo  well 
armed  and  appointed,  and  with  iucii  an  appearance  of  deter- 
mined valour,  as  were  perfectly  aflenifhing  to  the  Engl i in, 
who  had  been  taught  to  defpife  their  rude  and  undilciplined 
violence.  The  royal  army  was  drawn  out  in  order  of  battle, 
-expecting  a  vigorous  attack  ;  but  the  Irilh  forces,  who  thought 
of  nothing  feis  than  a  regular  engagement  in  the  field,  fud- 
denly  difappeared  ;  and  Richard,  elevated  by  this  retreat, 
ordered  the  adjacent  villages  and  houfes  to  befe.ton  fire,  and 
the  royal  ftandard  to  be  advanced,  under  which  he  created 
•feveral  knights,  and  among  thefe  the  young  Lord  Henry 
the  fifth,  -who  on  this  occailon  gave  the  firii  proofs  of  li-'s 
dittinguifhed  valour.  ■    :' 

To  facilitate  the  purfirit  of  an  enemy  who  appeared  to  fly, 
a  large  body  of  peafants  was  employed  to  open  a  paifage 
through  the  woods,  which  the  Irilh  had  by  every  means  en- 
deavoured to  render  impaflable.  As  the  king's  army  marched 
through  all  the  difficulties  of  an  encumbred  road,  perpetually 
impeded,  and  fometimes  plunged  into  deep  and  dangerous  mo- 
rales, the  enemy  frequently  aifailed  them  with  loud  and  bar- 
barous ululations  ;  caft  their  darts  with  fuch  force  as  no  ar- 
mour could  withftand,  flaughtered  their  detached  parties,  re- 
tired, and  advanced  with  altonifhing  agility,  fo  as  continually 
to  annoy  and  harrafs  the  Englilh  forces,  though  they  could 
not  be  brought  to  a  general  engagement.  Some  of  the  Irilh 
lords,  lefs  penetrating  than  their  fubtile  chieftain,  and  among 
thofe  his  uncle,  were  indeed  terrified  by  the  numbers  of  the 
king's  forces,  and  with  all  the  marks  of  humiliation  fubmitted 
to  Richard.  They  appeared  before  him  with  halters  rouncj 
their  necks,  fell  at  his  feet,  imploring  peace  and  forgivenefs, 
and  were  graciouily  received.  Art  Mac-Murchad  was  mm- 
moned  to  make  the  like  fubmilTions  ;  and,  to  prevail  upon 
him  to  accept  of  grace,  and  return  to  his  allegiance,  Richard 
was  weak  enough  to  promife  large  rewards,  territories,  and 
caftles  in  Leinffer.  The  Irilhman,  who  well  knew  the  diffi- 
culties to  which  the  King's  army  was  reduced,  and  the  im- 
poffibility  of  their  fubfifting  for  any  time  in  their  prefent  filia- 
tion, returned  a  haughty  anfwer  of  defiance,  and  declared 
his  refolution  of  oppoiing  the  King  of  England  to  the.utmoft. 
Richard  had  the  mortification  to  find,  that  the  diftrefs  ot  his 
jfoldiery,  which  had  encouraged  the  adverfary  to  this  infolence, 

could 
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rould.no  longer  be  concealed,  and  every  day  grew  mor?  In- 
tolerable. Numbers  ef  his  men  perifhed  by  famine  ;  their 
hories,  from  want  and  feverity,  grew  incapable  of  fervice  ; 
a  general  gloom  fpread  through  his  camp,  and  his  braveu: 
Kniglits  murmured  at  their  fate,  who  were  to  perifh  in  a  fer- 
vice attended  with  fo  little  honour,  and  fuch  fevere  diftrefs. 
A  few  ihips  laden  with  provifions  from  Dublin  having  landed 
en  the  neighbouring  coaft,  the  famifhed  foldiers  plunged  into 
the  fea,  feized  and  rifled  them,  fhedding  each  others  blood 
in  a  furious  ^onteit  for  relief.  The  .neceffity  qf  decamping 
was  too  apparent,  and  too  urgent  to  admit  of  the  leaft  delay. 
Richard,  with  his  numerous  forces,  was  compelled  to  retire 
before  an  inconfiderable  band  of  enemies  whom  he  had  def- 
pifed,  who  purfued,  and  kicefiantl.y  harrafTed  him  in  his 
retreat  *. 

It  is  univerfally  acknowledged,  that  no  prince  ever  brought 
into  this  kingdom  fuch  an  army  as  Richard  II.  for  reducing 
it,  and  we  lee  he  did  not  fucceed  therein  f . 

After  reading  this  account,  I  know  not  how  it  can  be  faid 
that  the  Iriih  chieftarns  fubmitted  to  Henry  II.  J  through 
fear,  an  affection  they  appear  not  to  be  much  influenced  by ;  the 
moft  probable  caufes  for  this  tranfaction  was  pride,  malice, 
and,  above  all,  the  hopes  of  revenging  public  and  private  in- 
fults,  or  fuppofed  infults,  to  the  impreflions  of  which  they 
were  exceedingly  fufceptible ;  to  this  affertion  the  following  let- 
ter and  anfwer,  which  palled  in  the  14th  century,  authenticated 
by  Cox,  will  bear  no  inconfiderable  teftimony.

\  Henry  II.  brougkt  with  him  into  this  kingdom  a  train  of  500 
Knights,  the  Kings  of  the  land,  &c.  of  their  own  good  wills,  without  any 
war  or  chivalry,  fubmitted  and  took  oaths  of  fidelity  to  him:

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.  To  this  caufe  was  owing  the  fir  ft  invafioii  of  Gie?ce  by 
Darius  with  a  numerous  and  mighty  army,  the  deftrudtfon  of 
which,  by  the  few  intrepid  troops  of  the  Athenians,  v.  ill  ever 
he  remembered. 

The  following  are  the  three  principal  charges  brought 
again  ft  the  earl  of  Strafford  by  Mr.  Si.  John,  which  plainly 
lhew  that  he  did  not  confider  Ireland  as  a  conquered  naiun. 

t.  There  at  Dublyn,  the  principal  city  of  that  kingdome 
whither  the  fubjecls  of  that  country  came  for  jultice,  in  -an 
alfembly  of  Peeres  and  others  of  greateft  ranke,  upon  occa- 
lion  of  afpeech  of  the  Recorder  of  that  city  thouching  their 
Franchifes  and  legal  rights,  he  tels  them,  that  Ireland  wen  a. 
conquered  nation,  and  that  the  king  might  do  with  them  what  he 
plcnfcd. 

2.  Not  long  after,  in  the  parliament  10  Car.  in  the  chaire 
of  ftate,  in  full  parliament  againe,  That  they  were  a  conquered 
ttalion,  and  ihat  they  were  to  espeft  laws  as  from  a  conqueror  •; 
hefore  the  King  might  do  with  them  what  he  would ;  now,  they 
•were. to  expect  it,  that  he  would  put  this  power  of  a  conqueror  in 
execution. 

3.  Upon  like  occallon  of  prefling  the  lawes  and  ftatutes, 
that  he  would  make  an  aft  of  counfcll  board  in  thai  kingdom 
binding  as  an  aft  of  parliament. 

My  Lords,  continued  he,  I  have  done  with  the  three  trea- 
fbns  within  the  flat,  of  25  Ed.  III. 

From  a  perufal  of  the  collections  of  Pryn  *,  Rymer,  &c,  it 
will  plainly  appear  that  the  Monarchs  of  England  paid  every 
attention  to  the  welfare  of  their  fubjects  in  this  kingdom  til! 
Char*  time.  Henry  II.  we  fee  gave  them  a  Modus  tenendi  Par- 
liamen'ta,  in  the  fame  terms  with  that  of  England,  and  confider*- 
ing  it  as  a  diflinft  kingdom,  fettled  it  on  his  fon  John  for  an  ap- 
penage,  who  confirmed  to  the  Irilh,  by  charter,  his  fathers 
grant  of  the  Common  Law  of  England,  and  a  free  parliament 
with  immunities  to  the  city  of  Dublin  f,  and  Waterford  J,  even 
beyond  thbfe  of  London,  which  Henry  VI  farther  con- 
firmed.    Henry  III.  granted  us  a  Magna  Charta. 

In  the  fifth  of  Edward  I.  the  Englifh  laws  were' con  firmed 
to  the  Irifh  §.

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The  ftatutes   of  force   in  England,  which,  in   the  time  or 
Edward  II.  were  referred  to  be  examined  in  the  next  parlia™, 
merit,  fo  many  as  were  then  allowed    and  publifhed  to  ftand 
likcwife  for  laws  in  this  kingdom  % 

Edward  III.  ordained  that  the  affairs  of  the  land  ( Ireland)  „ 
especially  the  weightieft,  mould  be  handled,  diicufTed,  and 
determined  by  the  Prelates,  Nobles,  and  other  difcreet  men 
of  the  King's  Council  there  ;  and  by  his  Council,  Prelates/ 
arid  others  in  parliaments  according  to  juftice,  law,  cuftom, 
rcafcn,  &cf.  \  ... 

Richard  III.  on  ufurping  the  Englifn  crown,  exprefTed  thefe 
words  :  "  From  this  moment,  I  take  upon  me  the  govern- 
"  ment  of  the  two  kingd6ms  of  England  and  France ;  the 
li  former  to  be  governed  and  defended ;  and  the  latter,  by 
"  Gcd's  help,  and  my  peoples'  affiftance,  to  be  fubdued." 
That  he  in  no  wife  confidered  Ireland  as  annexed  to  that, 
crown,  wThich  certainly  at  this  time  was  a  feparate  and  diuinct 
nation,  wherein  the  ftate  of  Englandhzd  not  leifure  or  abilities 
to  bring  about  a  reformation,  till  their  own  civil  diffenticns 
were  appealed. 

The  Declaratory  Act  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  exprefsly 
fays,  ft  That  Englilh  ftatutes  bind  not,  unlefs  retracted  here  %" 
and  the  fimilar  one  of  Henry  VI,  fpeaks  its  attention  to  this 
great  object ;  in  the  18  of  Henry  VI.  ceiling  of  horfe  or  foot 
upon  the  King's  fubjects  here  is  made  treafon  ;  even  the  act  of 
Poyning  in  the  time  was  intended  as'  falutary  to  the  fubject, 
as  may  appear  from  the  following  copy  of  it. 

An  act  that  no  Parliament  be  holden  in  this  land,  until  the 
acts  be  certified  into  England. 

Item,  At  the  requeft  of  the  Commons  of  the  land  of  Ire- 
land, be  it  ordained,  enacted  andeftabliihed,  That  at  the  next 
parliament  that  there  ihall  be  holden  by  the  king's  command- 
ment and  licence,  wherein  amonglt  other  the  king's  grace  en- 
tendeth  to  have  a  general  refumpticn  of  his  wThole  revenues 
iith  the  laft  day  of  the  reign  of  King  Edward  II.  no  parlia- 
ment hereafter  be  holdtn  in  the  faid  land  but  at  fuch  feafon 
as  the  king's  lieutenant  and  counfaile  there  firft  do  certifie  the 
king  under  the  great  feale  of  that  lande  the  caufes  and  con- 
fiderations,  and  all  fuch  acts  as  to  them  feemeth  fhculd  pafs  in 
the  fame  parliament,  and  fuch  caufes,  confiderations  and  acts

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affirmed  by  the  Ling  and  his  coimfaile  to  be  good  and  expedient 
for  that  laud,  and  his  licenfe  thereupon,  as  well  in  affirmation 
of  the  faid  cauies  and  acts,  as  to  fummon  the  faid  parliament 
under  his  great  feal  of  England  had  and  obtained,  that  done, 
a  parliament  to  be  had  and  holden  after  the  form  and  effect 
afore  rehear  fed,  and  if  any  parliament  be  holden  in  that  land 
hereafter,  contrary  to  the  form  and  provifion  aforefaid,  it  be 
deemed  void  and  of  none  effect  in  Law.

In  the  Irifh  act  paffed  28  Henry  VIII.  it  is  fully  afferted^ 
and  enacted,  "  That  the  faid  Engli/b  act,  and  every  thing  and 
"  things  therein  contained,  fhall  be  eftablifhed,  affirmed,  taken; 
**  obeyed,  and  accepted  within  this  land  of  Ireland,  as  good 
"  and  perfect  law,  and  fhall  be  within  the  faid  land  of  the 
"  fame  force,  effect,  quality,  condition,  ftrength  and  virtue 
'*  to  all  purpofes  and  intents,  as  it  is  within  the  realm  of 
li  EnglafuU  and  that  all  fubjects  and  refidents  within  this  faid 
'*  land  of  Ireland,  fhall  obferve,  keep,  obey,  accomplifh  and 
•'  execute  the  effects  and  contents  fpecified  in  the  faid  Eng/tfb 
"  act,  and  fhall  have  and  enjoy  the  profit  and  commodity  of 
u  the  fame,  as  the  EtigHJh  fubjects  are  thereby  bound,  or  in- 
"  tituledj  &c." 

Notwithstanding  that  it  is  allowed,  that  there  were  a  few 
Englifh  ftatutes  reflraining  our  commerce  before  1663  *,  yet 
they  appear  to  have  been  fo  little  felt,  that  our  commercial 
reftriction  may  properly  be  faid  to  have  commenced  at  the 
foregoing  period,  when  an  Englifh  act  was  formed  to  prevent 
exportation  from  Ireland  to  the  Englifh  Colonies,  and  in  1670, 
another  act  was  made  to  prevent  importation  from  thence. 

Let  the  hrflories  of  both  kingdoms  f,  and  the  flatute-books 
of  both  parliaments  be  examined,  and  no  precedent  will  be 
found  for  the  act  of  1699  £,  or  for  the  fyftem  which  it  intro- 
duced. 

The  whole  tenor  of  the  Englifh  flatutes  relative  to  the  trade 
of  this  country,  and  which  by  our  act  of  the  10th  of  Henry 
VII.  became  a  part  of  our  commercial  conftitution,  breath 
a  fpirit  totally  repugnant  to  the  principle  of  that  law,  and  it

have  the  power  to  decide,  wrhether  this  law  was  agreeable  to 
the  commercial  conftitution  of  Ireland,  which  for  jco  years 
has  never  produced  a  fimilar  inftance. 

It  might  be  naturally  fuppofed,  by  a  perfon  not  verfcd  in 
out*  ftory,  that  in  the  feventeenth  century  *  there  had  been 
fome  offence  given,  or  fome  demerit  on  our  part.  He  would 
be  furnrized  to  hear,  that  during  this  period  our  loyalty^  had 
been  exemplary,  and  our  fufferings  on  that  account  great.  In 
1 641,  great  numbers  of  the  proteftants.  of  Ireland  were 
deiiroyed,  and  many  of  them  were  deprived  of  their  pro- 
perty, and  driven  out  of  their  country  from  their  attachment

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to  the  Englilh  government  in  tins  kingdom,  and  to  thaft  re- 
ligion and  conltitution  which  they  happily  enjoyed  under  it. 
At  the  Revolution  they  were  conftant  in  the  fame  principle:, 
and  mccefsfully  flaked  their  lives  and  properties  bgainft  dc- 
mellic  and  foreign  enemies,  in  fuppcrt  of  the  rights  ci  the 
Englifh  crown,  and  or*  the  religious  and  civil  liberties  of  "Bri- 
tain and  of  Ireland.  They  bravely  iharcd  villi  her  in  all 
her  dangers,  and  liberally  partook  of  all  her  adverflies. 
Whatever  were  their  right?,  they  had  forfeited  none  of  them 
Whatever  favours  they  enjoyed,  they  had  new  claims,  from 
their  merit  and  their  fuiferings,  to  a  continuance  of  them.. 
They  now  wanted  more  than  ever  the  care  of  that  foilering 
hand,  which  by  reletting  them  twice  from  oppreffion  (obliga- 
tions never  to  be  forgotten  by  the  protectants  of  Ireland) 
eitabliihed  the  liberties,  confirmed  the  (Irength,  and  railed 
the  glary  of  the  Britifh  Empire. 

lk-fidcs  our  exclufion  from  foreign  markets,  England  had 
two  objects  in  the  difcouragement  of  our  woollen  trade. 

It  was  intended  that  Ireland  mould  fend  her  wool  to  Eng- 
land, and  take  from  that  country  her  woollen  manufactures  * . 
It  has  been  already  fhewn  that  the  firrt  object  has  not  been 
attained  ;  the  fecond  has  been  carried  fo  far  as,  for  the  fu- 
ture, to  defeat  its  own  purpofe.  Whilft  our  own  manufac- 
turers were  ftarving  for  want  of  employment,  and  our  wool 
fold  for  lefs  than  one  half  of  its  ufual  price,  we  have  imported 
from  England  in  the  years  1777  and  1778  woollen  goods  to 
the  enormous  amount  of  715,740!.  13s.  od.  as  valued  at 
our  cuftom-houfe,  and  of  the  manufactures  of  linen,  cotton 
and  filk  mixed,  to  the  amount  of  98,086b  is.  1  id.  making 
in  the  whole  in  thofe  two  years  of  diftrefs  81  3,826b  14s.  1  id*. 
Between  20  and  30,000  of  our  manufacturers  in  thofe  branches 
were,  in  thofe  two  years,  fupported  by  public  charity.  From 
this  fact  it  is  hoped,  that  every  reafonable  man  will  allow  the 
neceffity     of    ufmg     our    own    manufactures.      Agreement:

It  was  never  fo  universal 
as  at  prcfentj  but  has  been  frequently  reforted  to  in  times  of 
diftrefs. ,  In  the  feflions  of  1703,  1705  and  ,1707*,  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  refolved  unanimously,  That  it  would 
greatly  conduce  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  the  good  of 
the  kingdom ;  .that  the  inhabitants  thereof  mould  ufe  Jione 
other  but  the  manufactures  of  this  kingdom  in  their  apparel 
and  the  furniture  of  their  houfes ;  and  in  the  laft  of  thofe 
feflions  the:  members  engaged  their  honours  to  each  other, 
that  they  /would  conform  to  the.faid  refolution.  The  not  im- 
porting goods  .from  England,  is.  one  of  the  remedies- recom- 
mended by  the"  council  of  trade  in:  1676,  for  alleviating' fome 
diftrefs  that  was  felt  at  that  time  f  ;.  and  Sir  William  Temple, 
a  zealous  friend  to  the  trade  and  manufactures  of  England, 
recommends  to  Lord  Eflex,  then  Lord  Lieutenant,  ."  to  in- 
.6*  troduce,  as  far  as  can  be,  a  vein,  of  parfimony  throughout 
"  the  country,  in  all  things  that  are  not  perfectly  the  native 
**  growths,  and  manufactures  J.*'  ...  ,.,.  .    m  i-.- 

The.Englifh  law  y  'of  1663,  reftraining  the  exportation 
from  Ireland  to  America,  was  at  that  time,  and  for  fome 
years  after,  fcarcely  felt  in  this  kingdom,  which  had  then 
little  to  export,  except  live  cattle,  not  proper  for  fo  diftant  a 
imarket. 

The  act  of  fettlement  pafTed  in  Ireland  the  year  before  this 
reftrictive  law,  and  the  explanatory  ftatute  for  the  fettlement 
of  this  kingdom,  was  not  enacted  until  two  years  after.  The 
country  continued  for  a  confiderable  time  in  a  ftate  of  litiga- 
tion, which  is  never  favourable  to  induftry.  In  1661  the  peo- 
ple muft  have  been  poor  ;  the  number  of  them  of  all  degrees, 
who  paid  poll  money  in  that  year  was  about  360,000  §.  In 
1672,  when  the  country  had  greatly  improved,  the  manufacr 
ture  beftowed  upon  a  year's  exportation  from  Ireland,  did  not 
exceed  eight  thoufand  pounds**,  and  the  clothing  trade  had 
not  then  arrived  to  what  it  had  been  before  the  laft  rebellion. 
But  ftill  the  kingdom  had  much  increafed  in  wealth,  tho'  not 
in  manufactured  exports.  The  cuftoms  which  fet  in  1656 
for  i2,oool.  yearly,  were  in  1672  worth  8©,oool.  ff  yearly, 
and  the  improvement  in  domeftic  wealth,  that  is   to  fay,  in

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building,  planting,  furniture,  coaches,  &c.  is  faid  to  have  ad- 
vanced from  -.652  to  1673  m  a  proportion  of  from  one  to 
four,  Sir  William  Petty  in  the  year  1672  complains  not  of 
the  reftraints  on  the  exportation  from  Ireland  to  America  *, 
but  of  the  prohibition  of  exporting  our  cattle  to  England,  and 
of  our  being  obliged  to  unlade  in  that  kingdom  f  the  ihips 
bound  from  America  to  Ireland  ;  the  latter  regulation  he  con- 
fiders  as  highly  prejudicial  to  this  country. 

The  immediate  object  of  Ireland  at  this  time,  feems  to 
have  been  to  get  materials  to  employ  her  people  at  home 
without  thinking  of  foreign  exportations.  When  we  ad- 
vanced in  the  export  of  our  woollen  goods,  the  law  of  1663  ;£, 
which  excluded  them  from  the  American  markets,  muft  have 
been  a  great  lofs  to  this  kingdom ;  and  after  we  were  allowed 
to  export  our  linens  to  the  Britim  colonies  in  America,  the 
reftraints  impofed  by  the  law  of  1670  upon  our  importations 
from  thence  became  more  prejudicial,  and  will  be  much  more 
fo  if  ever  the  late  extenfion  of  our  exports  to  America  mould, 
under  thofe  reftraints,  have  any  effect ;  for  it  is  certainly  a 
great  difcouragement  to  the  carrying  on  trade  with  any  coun- 
try, where  we  are  allowed  only  to  fell  our  manufactures  and 
produce,  but  are  not  permitted  to  carry  from  them  directly  to 
our  own  country  their  principal  manufactures  or  produce. 
The  people  to  whom  we  are  thus  permitted  to  fell,  want  the 
principal  inducement  for  dealing  with  us,  and  the  great  fpr'mg 
of  commerce,  which  is  mutual  exchange,  is  wanting  between 
us. 

As  the  Britim  legiflature  has  thought  it  reafonable  to  ex- 
tend, in  a  very  confiderable  degree,  our  exportation  to  their 
colonies,  and  has  doubtlefs  intended  that  this  favour  mould 
be  ufeful  to  Ireland,  it  is  hoped  that  thofe  reftraints  on  the 
importation  from  thence,  which  muft  render  that  favour  of 
little  effect,  will  be  no  longer  continued. 

From  thofe  confederations  it  is  evident,  that  many  ftrong 
reafons  reflecting  Ireland  are  now  to  be  found  againft  the 
continuance  of  thofe  restrictive  laws  of  1663  and  1670,  that 
did  not  exift  at  the  time  of  making  them. 

Ireland  was  by  thofe  laws  excluded  from  almoft  all  the 
trade  of  three  quarters  of  the  globe,  and  from  all  direct  bene- 
ficial intercourse  with  her  fellow-fubjects  in  thofe  countries, 
which  were  partly  ftocked  from  her  own  loins.  But  ftill, 
though  deprived  at  that  time  of  the  benefit  of  thofe  colonies,

By  the  proceedings  in  the  Englifh  parliament  in  the  year 
1698,  and  the  fpeech  of  the  Lords  Juftices  to  the  Irilh  par- 
liament in  that  year  it  appears,  that  the  linen  was  intended  to 
be  given  to  this  country  as  an  equivalent  for  the  woollen  ma- 
nufacture. The  opinion  that  this  fuppofed  equivalent  was 
accepted  of  as  fLich  by  Ireland  is  miftaken.  The  tempera- 
ment, which  the  commons  of  Ireland  in  their  addrefs  faid 
they  hoped  to  find,  was  no  more  than  a  partial  and  a  tempo- 
rary duty  on  the  exportation,  as  an  experiment  only,  and  not 
as  an  eftabliihed  fyftem,  referving  the  exportation  of  frize, 
then  much  the  mod  valuable  part  to  Ireland  f.  The  Englilh 
intended  the  linen  manufacture  as  a  compenfation,  and  de- 
clared they  thought  it  would  be  much  more  advantageous  to 
Ireland  J  than  the  woollen  trade. 

This  idea  of  an  equivalent  has  led  feveral  perfons,  and 
among  the  reft  two  very  able  writers  §,  into  miftakes,  from 
the  want  of  information  in  fome  facts  which  are  necefTary  to 
be  known,  that  this  tr^nfacticn  may  be  fully  underliood,  and 
therefore  ought  to  be  particularly  Mated. 

The  Iriih  had  before  this  period  applied  themfelves  to  the 
linen  trade.  This  appears  by  two  of  their  ftatutes,  in  the 
reign  of  Elizabeth,  one  laying  a  duty  on  the  export  of  flax 
and  linen  yarn  ||,  and  the  other,  making  It  felony  to  fhip

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them  without  paying  fuch  duty  *.  In  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
great  pains  were  taken  by  Lord  Strafford  to  encourage  this 
manufacture ;  and  in  the  fuccecding  reign  f  the  great  and 
munificent  efforts  of  the  firft  Duke  of  Ormond  were  crowned 
with  merited  fuccefs.  The  blafts  of  civil  diifentions  nipped 
thole  opening  buds  of  indaftry,  and  when  the  fcafon  was 
more  favourable,  it  is  probable  that,  like  England,  they 
found  the  woollen  manufacture  a  more  ufeful  object  of  nati- 
onal purfuit ;  which  may  be  collected  from  the  addrefs  of  the 
Engliih  houfe  of  commons,  " that  they  fo  unwillingly  promote 
"  the  linen  trade  |  ;*'  and  it  was  natural  for  a  poor  and  ex- 
haufted'eountry.  to  work  up  the  materials  o{  which  it  was 
poffcued. 

In  1696  the  Engliih  had  given  encouragement  to  the  manu- 
factures of  hemp  and  flax  in  Ireland,  but  without  ftipulating 
any  redraint  of  the  export  of  woollen  goods. 

In  1699,  there  was  no  equivalent  whatever  given  for  the 
prohibition  of  the  export  of  our  woollen  manufactures. 

But  perhaps  it.  may  be  neceifary  to  inform  the  reader,  that 
the  foregoing  privileges  at  Hrft  extended  only  to  the  Engliih 
adventurers  in  the  pale  [j  and  five  Irilh  families,  the  O'Briens, 
the  OCavanaghs,  the  O'Neals,  the  OConors,  and  O'Mea 
Loughlins  of  Meath,  the  reft  were  deprived  of  their  lives, 
lands,  and  liberties  by  the  Engliih  with  impunity;  and,  to 
compleat  their  misfortunes,  the  celebrated  ilatute  of  Kilken- 
ny, which  here  follows,  was  palfed  in  F365,  which  proved  a 
snore  refpeclable  and  numerous  aifembly  than  had  hitherto 
been  convened  in  Ireland.  The  prebates  of  Dublin,  Camel, 
Tuam,  Lifmore,  Waterford,  Killalloe,  Oifory,  Leighlin, 
Cloyne,  obeyed  the  fummons  of  the  king's  fon.  The  temporal 
peers  and  commons  chearfully  attended.  Botheftates  fat  toge- 
ther: and  the  refuit  of  their  deliberations  was,  that  the  Eng- 
liih of  the  realm  §  of  Ireland,  before  the  arrival  of  the  duka

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of  Clarence,  were  become  mere  Irifh  in  their  language,  names* 
apparel,  and  manner  of  living  ;  had  rejected  the  Englifh  laws, 
and  fubmitted  to  thofe  of  the  Irifh,  with  whom  they  had  united 
by  marriage-alliance,  to  the  ruin  of  the  general  weal.  It  was 
therefore  enacted,  that  marriage,  nurture  of  infants,  and  gof- 
fipred  with  the  Irifh,  mould  be  confidered  and  punifhed  as 
high-treafon.  Again,  if  any  man  of  Englifh  race  mail  ufe  an 
Irifh  name,  the  Irifh  language,  or  the  Irifh  apparel,  or  any 
mode  or  cuftom  of  the  Irifh,  the  act  provides  that  he  fhall  for- 
feit lands  and  tenements,  until  he  hatn  given  fecurity  in  the 
court  of  Chancery,  to  conform  in  every  particular  to  the  Eng- 
lifh manners;  or,  if  he  have  no  lands,  that  he  ihall  be  impri- 
ibned  until  the  like  fecurity  be  given.  The  Brehon  law  was 
pronounced,  to  be  a  pernicious  cuftom  and  innovation  lately 
introduced  among  the  Englifh  fubjects  *;  It  was  therefore 
ordained  that  in  all  their  controverfies  they  ihall  be  go- 
verned by  the  common  law  of  England;  and  that  whoever 
ihould  fuDmit  to  the  Irifh  jurifdiction,  was  to  be  adjudged 
guilty  of  higli-treafon.  As  the  Englifh  had  been  accufiomed 
to  make  war  and  peace  with  the  bordering  enemy  at  their  plea- 
lure,  they  were  now  exprefsly  prohibited  from  levying  warupcn 
the  Irifh,  without  fpecial  warrant  from  the  ftate.  It  was  alfo 
made  highly  penal  to  the  Englifh,  to  permit  their  Irifh  neigh- 
bours to  graze  their  lands,  to  prefent  them  to  ecclefiaftical 
benefices,  or  to  receive  them  into  their  monaftries  or  religious 
houfes  ;  to  entertain  their  bards,  who  perverted  their  imagina- 
tions by  romantic  tales  ;  or  their  news  tellers,  who  feduced 
them  by  falfe  reports.  It  was  made  felony  to  impofe  or  cefs 
any  forces  upon  the  Englifh  fubject  againfi  his  will.  And  as 
the  royal  liberties  and  franchifea  were  become  fanctuaries  for 
malefactors,  exprefs  power  was  given  to  the  king's  fheriffs  to 
enter  into  all  franchises,  and  there  to  apprehend  felons  or  trai-

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tors.  Laftly,  bccaufe  the  great  lords,  when  they  levied  forces 
for  the  public  fervice,  acted  with  partiality,  and  laid  unequal 
burdens  upon  the  fubjects,  it  was  ordained,  that  lour  wardens 
of  the  peace  in  every  county  fhould  adjudge  what  men  and 
armour  every  lord  or  tenant  Aiould  provide.  The  ftatute  was 
promulgated  with  particular  folcmnity  ;  and  the  fpiritual  lords, 
the  better  to  enforce  obedience,  denounced  excommunication 
on  thofe  who  fhould  preiume  to  violate  it  in  any  inftance. 

Voltaire,  whofe  acquaintance  with  Irifli  hiftory  appears  to 
be  very  flight,  afTerts,  "  That  the  Irifli  alwnys'benaved  ihame- 
iully  at  home."  I  am  Confident,  with  all  his  ingenuity,  he 
would  not  be  able  to  iupport  this  on  any  principle  of  philofo- 
phy  or  common  fenfe  :  he  fhould,  however,  firft  have  recol- 
lected the  celebrated  battle  of  Clontarf,  which  was  the  99th 
in  which  Boroimhe  wTas  victorious  over  the  Danes  ;  he  ihould 
alfo  have  recollected  the  battle  of  Aughrim,  *  where  15000 
Iriih,  ill-paid,  and  worfe  cloathed,  fought  with  25000  men, 
highly  appointed,  and  the  flower  of  all  Europe,  compofed  of 
Englijh,  Dutch,  Flemings  and  Danes,  vying  with  each  other.  That 
after  a  moft  bloody  fight  of  fome  hours,  thefe  began  to  fhrink 
on  every  fide  ;  and  would  have  received  a  moft  complete  over- 
threw, but  for  the  treachery  of  the  commander  of  the  Irifli 
horfe,  and  the  death  of  their  general,  killed  by  a  random 
ihot. 

At  the  firft  fiege  of  Limerick,  a  fmall  party  of  Irifli,  headed 
by  the  gallant  S-arsjield,  cut  off  a  confiderabie  body  of  thefe 
aliens  near  Cullen,  and  deftroyed  all  the  cannon  and  amu- 
nition,  intended  for  the  expediting  this  work  ;  and  in  this  en- 
terprife  it  is  difficult  to  determine  which  to  admire  more,  the 
wifdom  of  the  plan,  or  the  intrepidity  with  which  it  was 
executed.  Soon  after  this,  when  a  breach  WTas  made  in  the 
walls  40  feet  wide,  which  the  Englifli,  with  their  accuftomed 
bravery,  mounted,  and  poured  into  the  city,  the  Irifli  rallied 
in  the  centre  of  the  Irifli-town  ;  in  their  turn  attacked  the 
enemy,  beat  them  back  to  the  difmantled  walls,  and  from 
thence  to  the  Foffe.  They  did  not  flop  here :  they  purfued 
them  to  their  camp  with  great  flaughter ;  and  though  they 
did  not  fet  fire  to  the  Englifli  hofpital,  where  the  wounded, 
unable  to- fly,  were  perifhing  in  the  flames,  yet,  it  is  a  known 
fact,  that  they  partly  prevented  the  effects  of  this  unnatural 
order,  by  quenching  the  fire,  and  faving  numbers  of  thefe 
half-expiring  wretches.  The  cenfure  which  King  William 
pafled  on  his  troops,  after  this  defeat,  is  too  glorious  for  the 
Irifli  to  be  here  omitted  :   "  Had  I  (faid  he)   but  the  handful  of

r  "   men 
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"  men  who  defended  this  city,  and  that  you  were  alljhut  up  irr  iff 
"  I would take  it  in  fpite  of  you"  M.  de  Voltaire  makes  but  &; 
poor  atonement  to  this  injured  nation,  when  he.  rapidly 
tells  us,  "  that  they  behaved  well  abroad."  He  knew  that 
their  valour  abroad  was  fuch,  that  in  many  capital  defeats 
of  the  French  armies  they  alone  remained  conquerors.  Wit- 
nefs  the  battle  of  the  Woods,  where  Clare's  regiment  alone  cut 
to  pieces  one  of  two  battalions,  fo  that  none  but  the  colonel 
(Gore)  and  a  very  fewfurvived  the  action.  While  the  whole 
army  were  complimenting  the  great  Marlborough,  on  this  fignai 
victory,  he  alone  appeared  melancholy  and  dejected.  Iwi/h9 
(faid  a  young  colonel)  that  my  regiment  had  been  on  that  fervice. 
I  wijh  they  had  (anfwered  this  officer,  cooly)  for  then  IJhouldbe 
at  the  head  of  1 500  brave  fellows,  and  you  not  have  ten.  The 
affair  of  Cremona,  were  there  no  other  inftance,  one  mould 
think  would  fecure  them  immortality  in  France,  were  grati- 
tude the  characteriftic  of  the  French  nation ;  and  the  remark 
of  a  fenator,  in  the  Britifh  houfe  of  commons  the  winter  fol- 
lowing,- fhews  how  fenfibly  the  high  allies  felt  the  check  : 

«v  T-W  IHnr  regiments  (faid  he)  have  done  at  Cremona 
«*r  rritJpe'  real  injury  to  the  high  allies,  than  the  fee-fimple  of 
"  all*  their  forfeited  eftates  is  worth!" 

If  time  and  the  limits  ©f  this  work  permitted,  numerous 
examples  of  Irifh  prowefs  and  difmterefted  generofity  could 
Be  adduced,  but  every  invidious  remark  to  the  contrary  may 
be  overthrown,  from  the  bare  transactions  of  the  great  Hugh 
O'Nial,  and  his  intrepid  followers ~f 

O  facred  Liberty  !  fhall  faction's  train 

Pervert  the  reverend  archives  of  thy  reign  ? 

Shall  flaves  traduce  the  blood  thy  votaries  fpilt, 

Blafpheming  glory  with  the  name  of  guilt-? 

And  fhall  no  fon  of  thine,  their  wiles  o'erwhelnv 

And  clear  the  ftory  of  our  injur d  realm  ? 

To  this  bright  tafk  {omt  Iri/h  fpirit  raife, 

With  power  furpafling  even  a  Livy's  praife  ; 

Thro' this  long  wUdernefs  his  march" ihfpire, 

And  make  thy  temporate  flame  his  leading  fire  ! 

Teach  his  keen  eye,  and  comprehenfive  foul, 

To  pierce  each  dark  recefs,  and  grafp  the  whole ! 

Let  truth's  undoubted  fignet  feal  his  page, 

And  glory  guard  the  work  from  age  to  age ; 

That  Irijh  minds  from  this  pure  fource  may  draw 

Senfe  of  thy  rights,  and  paffion  for  thy  law  ; 

Wifdom  to  prize,  and  honour  that  infpires, 

To  reach  that  virtue  which  adorns  our  fires.      Hay  lev. 
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Approaching  to  a  clofe,  I  prefume,  my  endeavours  may  at 
Jeafl  lay  fome  claim  to  the  laudable  verfes  of  old  Ennius : 
Anteiqua  fepolta  vetufta, 

Quai  faciunt  mores  vcterefq.  novofquetenentem, 
Moltarum  veterum  iegum  di.vomque  hominumque. 
And  though  accuracy  may  be  difappoiniccj  in  arrangement, 
judgment  in  felec"Hon,  and  indulgence  wearied  with  length  ; 
to  balance  thefe,  difcernment  may  difcover  a  defire  to  paufc, 
..where  candour  feemed  fatisfied,  till  hurried  on  by  frefh  infor- 
mation to  eftablijth  truth,  or  4ifpel  prejudice,  repetition  con- 
fequently  following;  however,  ihould  the  former  prevail, 
youth,  hafte,  and  a-vocation  to  necclfary  Uufmefs,  could  be 
produced  in  my  favour,  if  the  pleafing  reflexion  of  having  en- 
deavoured to  ferve  my  country,  did  not  at  leaft,  though  at  the 
fame  time  with  every  poflible  refpecl  to  public  opinion,  prepare 
my  feelings  againft  every  ill-natured  attack  ;  in  confidence  of 
which,  I  i.hall  add  a  few  remarks,  unwilling  to  quit  a  fubject 
which  has  left  fuch  pleafing  imprelllons  on  a  heart,  which  only- 
laments  the  inability  of  a  head  to  gratify  its  warmed  wifhes. 
Videmus  quid  deceat  non  alfequimur.  Cicero. 

It  is  plain,  theny  that  Ireland  never  was  conquered  by  the 
Englifh  ;  it  is  not  probable  to  fuppofe,  that  Strongbow  with 
4po,  and  Henry  II.  with  500  Knights,  fliould  prevail  where 
6p,oco  and  upwards,  ignominiouily  failed.  In  addition  to 
what  has  been  fyid  on  this  fubjecl,  the  following  may  not  be 
deemed  inappofite. 

The  very  bed  view  of  the  political  ftate  .of  diis  kingdom 
(from  the  reign  of  Henry  the  fecond  to  that  of  James  the 
nrft)  is  given  by  Sir  John  Davies,  Attorney rGeneral,  who 
was  fent  hither  in  that  character,  foon  after  his  royal  maf- 
ter's  acceflion  to  the  throne  of  Great  Britain.  His  book  bears 
the  title  of  <  Hiftorical  collections:  or,  a  difcovery  of  the 
«  true  caufes  why  Ireland  was  never  entirely  fubdued,  nor 
1  brought  under  obedience  to  the  crown  of  England,  until 
<  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  king  James.'  The  caufes  are 
afligned  under  two  general  heads  :  1  ft.  The  faint  profecution 
of  the  war.  Both  Henry  the  fecond  and  his  fon  (King  John) 
contented  themfelves  with  gaining  a  fuperficial  homage  from 
the  kings  of  three  provinces;  and  Sir  John  Courcy,  earl  of 
Ulfter,  made  little  more  impreflion  on  the  fourth.  No  force 
fufficient  to  fupport  the  Englifh  intereft,  appeared  before  the 
thirty-fixth  of  Edward  the  third ;  and  this  was  reckoned  an 
intolerable  burden  upon  the  treafury  of  England.  So  wa$  . 
Richard  the  fecond's  expedition  in  the  latter  end  of  {lis  reign  ; 

from 
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from  which  time,  to  the  39th  of  queen  Elizabeth,  there  never 
was  a  competent  ftrength  lent  over.  The  author,  in  this  part  of 
his  difcourfe,  mews  at  large  what  hindrances  every  preced- 
ing reign  was  cloged  with,  running  through  the  moft  mate- 
rial occurrences  in  each.  2.  The  other  chief  caufe  of  this 
flow  progrefs  he  attributes  to  the  defects  and  loofnefs  in  the 
civil  admini/tration.  There  was  from  the  beginning,  he  ob- 
ferves,  a  fhew  of  giving  Englifh  laws  and  franchifes  to  the 
natives  in  general ;  but,  in  fact,  thefe  privileges  were  only  al- 
lowed, by  the  courts  of  judicature,  to  five  Irifh  fepts,  the 
reft  being  always  treated  as  aliens  and  enemies.  In  proof  of 
this,  he  entertains  his  reader  with  feveral  curious  cafes  and 
pleadings  in  faid  courts.  A  like  fault  in  policy  was  the  paffing 
of  exhorbitant  grants,  whole  countries  and  provinces,  to  the 
firft:  adventurers,  who,  inftead  of  winning  over  the  natives  to 
the  obedience  of  their  Sovereign,fell  into  endlefs  quarrels  among 
themfelves.  Thefe  ftruggles  put  them  under  a  necemty  of 
Jiving  under  the  old  Irifh  fafhion,  for,  to  increafe  the  num- 
bers and  powers  of  their  refpeclive  families  and  clans,  they 
obferved  the  laws  of  Tainiftry  and  Gavelkind ;  and,  as  their 
forces  grew  numerous,  they  were  fubfifted  by  the  wicked  ex- 
tortion of  Euanachd,  Coigna  and  Livery.  The  ftatutes  of 
Kilkenny  made  fome  provifion  for  the  cure  of  this  epidemic 
diftemper:  and  thefe  enacted  by  Sir  Edward  Poyning,  under 
king  Henry  the  feventh,  feemed  to  fecure  an  univerfal  obfer- 
vance  of  the  Englifh  laws.  Yet,  in  the  very  next  reign,  there 
was  room  enough  for  a  farther  reformation  both  in  church 
and  ftate  :  when  the  Lord  Grey,  having  (among  other  whole- 
fome  acts  of  parliament)  procured  an  eftablimment  of  the 
king's  fupremacy,  firft  discovered  that  the  Irifh  made  nofcru- 
pie  in  renouncing  the  Pope,  when  they  had  once  refolved  to 
obey  the  king.  However,  the  advances  that  were  afterwards 
made  by  the  Earl  of  Suffex  under  Queen  Mary,  feconded  by 
thofe  of  Sir  H.  Sidney,  and  Sir  Charles  Blount  (Lord  Mount- 
joy)  under  Queen  Elizabeth,  finifhed  the  martial  part  of  a 
plenary  reduction  of  the  whole  kingdom;  leaving  only  the 
peaceful  diftribution  of  juftice,  and  the  fettlement  of  trade  and 
commerce,  to  the  miniftry  of  King  James.  This  is  the  fum 
and  fubftance  of  that  excellent  treatife,  which  abounds  with 
fuch  a  mailed  y  knowledge  in  the  hiftory  and  ftate  of  Ireland, 
as  is  truly  incomparable. 

It  is  plain  then  that  we  enjoyed  all   the  commercial  liber- 
tits  of  England,  until  the  15th  of  Charles  II.  *  In  1663,  our

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exportation  to  the  Colonics  was  prohibited.  In  1 670,  our  im- 
portation thence.  In  1699,  King  William  III.  declared  he 
would  reftricl:  our  wool  trade  as  far  as  in  him  fay,  which  he 
accordingly  did. 

As  nine-tenths  of  the  prefent  inhabitants  of  this  king- 
dom are  allowed  to  be  defcended  from  thofe  Englifli  fettlers, 
and  the  natives,  who  from  time  to  time  were  permitted  the 
ufe  of  the  English  laws  *  ;  it  is  clear,  beyond  contradiction, 
that  nve  were  as  FREE  as  the  Engliih  during  500  years. 
Our  liberties  were  £rft  infringed  by  the  dctedable  Straiford, 
but  the  cries  of  this  opprtfj'ed  country  purfued,  and  overtook  him\. 
Since  that  period,  you  have  borne  "  the  whfps  and  fcorns  of 
"  time  J,  the  oppreflbrs  wrongs,  the  proud  man's  contumely,

Manners  of  the  Irifh  of  our  days.  Their  baptifmal  names  areprophane  j 
they  wed  for  the  future,  not  the  prefent,  whereby  divorces  are  eafily  ob- 
tained, and  the  hufband  at  liberty  to  chufe  another  wife,  and  the  wife  ano- 
ther hufband;  the  favage  Irifh  fall  on  their  knees  at  fight  of  the  new  moon  ; 
they  pay  great  attention  to  their  horfes,  feeding  them  with  corn ;  preffed 
by  great  hunger,  they  eat  raw  flefh,  they  likewife  eat  cow's  blood, 
covered  with  butter.  The  Engliih  Irifh  as  yet  are  feparated  from  the  old 
natives,  and  the  Englifh  who  inhabit  the  Pale,  being  the  laft  of  all  the  colo- 
nies, would  not  g;ve  on$  of  their  daughters  in  marriage  to  the  nobleft 
Prince  of  the  Irifh.  Their  difputes  are  determined  by  certain  men,  called 
Brebons,  who  are  as  ignorant  of  the  civil  law  as  of  the  Britifh  ;  they 
wholly  from  domeftic  cuiloms,  which,  confirmed  by  frequency  of 

acts 
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■'  and  the  laws  delay  j"  your  hiftory  confidered  as  fable,  your 
.fourage  fool-hardinefs,  and  your  hofpitality  intemperance. 

And  now,  my  countrymen  andfellow-fubjecls,  fince  ye  have 
fetfo  bright  an  example -to  pofterity  in  the  redemption  of  your 
liberties,  continue. to  preferve  them  jnviojate ;  watch  them 
with  the  £.y€  of  eircumfpetftion  and  caution  ;  truit  not  to 
the  fpecious  profefFiojis  of  national  friendship  and  generofity, 
they  are  the  words  oniy  p£  {peculation  and  fophiftry.  TJie 
dreams  of  Puffendorf  and  Montefquieu  may  amufe  in  the 
clofet,  but  tliey  vanifh  in  fie  field.  Power  only  is  the  law  of 
nations  ::  when  allured  of  .the  confidence  of  Britain,  yield  her 
every  confident  aid ;  oneof  her  fons  had  '.the  prefumption 
already  .to  ring  the  ihackles  ye  have  nobly  broken  in  your  ears, 
and  to  brand  ye  with  difcontent ;  the  voice  of  your  unanimity 
■  has  already  reached  t-he'  throne  ;  ye  have  given  the  higheft 
marks  of  gratitude  for  ^Jtrnple  act  ofjuftice.  What  would  Bri- 
tain require  ?  \    ' ; 

a&s,  are  received  ;  they  live  in  mountains  and  woods  like  .wild  beafts ;

In  Irelande  there  be  two  kinde  of  men,  one  foft,  gentle,  eiuile,  and 
curteous ::  And  to  thefe  people,  as  to  the  moft  richeft,  and  beft  nurtured 
jjerfons,  doth  many  '  merchantmen  of  the  Countryes  adjoynyng,  dayly 
refort.  But  becaufe  the  moft  refort  thether  is  of  the  Ettglifhe  nation, 
the  Irifhe  men  fokw  and  counterfeyt  their  ciuile  manners,  and  honeft 
conditions.  And  by  reaibn  of  the  the  common  trade  and  entercourfe 
betwene  them,  they  have  learned  the  Englifh  tongue,  and  can  both 
fpeake  and  underftand  it.  And  all  this  kind  of  people  is  under  the  fub- 
jeetion  and  dominion  of  the  king  of  England.  The  other  kinde  is  cleane 
contrary  from  this,  for  they  be  wylde,  rufticall,  foolilhe,  fierce,  and  for 
their  unmanerly  behauier,  and  rude  fafhions  are  called  wilde  and  fauage 
Irifhemen". '  And  thefe  men  have  many  gouerhours  and  feuerall  rulers, 
v/hich  kepe  eontinuall  battaile,  and  dayly  warre  amongeft  themfelues,  for 
the  which  caufe  they  be  more  fierce,  more  bolde  and  hardie  then  the 
other  Irifh  men,  and  they  be  uery  defyrous  of  newe  thinges,  and  ftraunge 
fights  and  gafyngs,  and  after  robery,  theft,  and  rapine,  and  in  nothing 
fo  much  delightyng  as  with  tumulteous  fedition  and  eontinuall  ftrife. 
And  to  thefe  wilde  Coltes,  Perkyn  fhewed  himfelfe  firft,  eafily  perfwad- 
yng  them  to  beleue  that  he  was  the  fame  very  perfon  whom  he  falfly 
fained  and  counterfeited.  Grafton.

May  Britain  foon  her  better  intereft  know, 
Nor  fpurn  the  good  lerne  can  beftow  ;

In  many  a  maze,  while  commerce  flows  around, 
New  force  and  value  (hall  to  her  redound  ; 
Wide,  and  more  wide,  the  genial  currents  born,- 
With  rifing  herbage  (hall  their  banks  adorn  ; 
And  fcatter  plenty,  as  their  path  they  fweep, 
Then  fink  in  her,  as  in  their  parent  deep  : 
Or  like  the  blood,  with  heat  informing  roll, 
Strength  to  the  limbs*  and  fpirit  to  the  fotth 
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IjEFORE  we  enter  on  the  unexampled  period  that  mud  eve^ 
raife  the  page  of  Irilh  hiftory  fuperior  to  ail  others,  let  us  take 
a  fhort  view  of  this  ifland  immediately  preceding  it ;  happily 
fituated,  placed  beneath  one  of  the  fineft  climates,  behold 
the  richeft  foil  no  longer  entrufted  with  the  hopes  of  harveft, 
but  ccnfigned  to  the  fuftenance  of  cattle  as  the  only  market- 
able commodity ;  a  fpiritlefs  peafantry,  ill-lodged,  worfe 
clcathed,  and  coarfely  fed  j  a  ruined  tenantry ;  every 
heretofore  Crowded  hamlet  and  village  experiencing  the  real 
miferies  of  Doctor  Goldfmith's  Deferted  One;  the  fpirit 
of  freedom  broken  by  oppreffion  into  defpondence ;  the  languid 
eye  only  lifted  to  take  in  frefh  images  for  forrow;  life  mea- 
fured  by  length ;  and  death  or  emigration,  the  living 
death  of  population,  prefented  as  the  only  refource  from 
mifery  ;  every  fpecies  of  induftry  blafted  in  the  bud  ;  public 
credit  failed,  merchants  became  bankrupts,  our  artificers 
begged  in  our  ftreets,  the  numbers  of  our  poor  grew  greater 
as  the  means  of  relieving  them  grew  lefs ;  our  charity  Only 
was  not  chilled,  but  our  hands  could  not  obey  the  warm  dic- 
tates of  our  hearts  ;  wool  reduced  one  half  in  its  ufual  price  j 
wheat  one  third  ;  black  cattle  of  all  kinds  in  the  fame  propor- 
tion, and  hides  in  a  much  greater ;  buyers  not  had  with- 
out difficulty  atthofe  low  rates,  and  from  the  principal  fairs 
men  commonly  returned  with  the  commodities  they  brought 
there.     Many  faithful  pictures  of  our  mifery*  were  given,

mult  be  needlefs. 

And  O  J  might  poor  Ierne  hope, 
In  fober  freedom's  liberal  i'cope, 
To  ply  the  loom,  to  plough  the  main, 
Nor  fee  Heaven's  bounties  pour'd  in  vain  ; 
Where  ftarving  hinds,  from  fens  and  recks* 
View  paftures  rich  with  herds  and  flecks  j 
And  only  view,  forbid'  to  tafte — s 
Sad  tenants  of  a  dreary  wafte  ;' 
For  other  hinds  our  oxen  bleed, 
Our  flocks  for  happier  regions  feed  ; 
Their  fleece  to  Gallia's  looms  refign, 
"More  rich  than  the  Peruvian  mine  ; 
Her  fields  with  barren  lillies.  (If  own, 
Now  white  with  treafures  not  her  own  ;■ 
Iri  vain  Ierne's  piercing  cries 
Plaintive  purfue  the  golden  prize ; 
While  all  aghaft  the  Weaver  itands, 
And  drops  the  ihuttle  from  his  hands: 
Barter  a'ccu'rft  !  but  ma'd  diilrefs 
To  ruin  flies'  fr6m  wretchednefs. 
Theirs  be  the  blame,  who  bar  the  courfe, 
Of  commerce  from  her  genuine  fource, 
And  drive  the  wretch  Ills  thirit  to  flake 
With  poifon,  in  a  ftagnant  lake. 

Hence  ports  fecure  from  ev'ry  wind, 
For  trade,  for  wealth,  for  pow'r  defign'd  j 
Where  faithfid  coafts  and  friendly  gales 
Invite  the  helm  and  court  the  fails  ; 
A  wide  deferted  fpace  expand, 
Surrounded  with  uncultur'd  land. 
Thence  Poverty,  with  haggard  eye, 
Beholds  the  Britifh  ftreamers  fly  ; 
Beholds  the  Merchant  doom'd  to  brave 
The  treacherous  fhoal,  and  adverfe  wave  ; 

fully,  with  her  head  and  neck  richly  attired,  her  bofom  full,  but  meanly' 
dreft,  her  lower  parts  lean  and  emaciated,  half  covered  With  tattered 
weeds,  her  legs  and  feet  bare  with  burned  ihins,  and  all  the  fquaior  of  in«r 
tfigent  {loth.  PKilofop/  Survey 
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Conftrain'd  to  rifk  his  precious  flore, 

And  fhun  our  interdicted  fhore. 

Thus  Britain  works  a  Sifter's  woe  ; 

Thus  ftarves  a  friend,  and  gluts  a  foe. 
So  fhackled  were  we  in  our  trade,  by  the  interefted  policy 
of  England,  and  by  the  power  flie  had  aftumed  of  making 
Jaws  to  bind  us,  that  we  even  ftooped  to   follicit  the  liberty 
of  fome  triuing  manufactures,  and  they  were  refufed,  though, 
the  requeft  was  founded  in  juftice,  and  begged  as  a  favour  5 
in  fo  low  an  eftimation  were  we  held  in  the  fcale  of  the  empire, 
that  the  trivial  intereft  of  every  infignificant  town  was  pre- 
ferred to  the  juft  rights  of  an  extenfive  nation,    and  every 
attempt  to  eftablifh  any   manufacture    their  jealous  avarice 
deemed    injurious,  met  with  immediate  oppofition,  and  the 
attempt  itfelf  was  treated  as  an  infolent  violation  of  the  rights 
of  Britain;    nay,   to  complete  our  mifery,  the  landed  pro- 
perty of  the  kingdom  was  fhaken,  the  principal  export  trade 
ruined  by  a  repeated  embargo  *,  to  ferve  the  low  corrupt  in- 
trigues of  an  Englifh  minifter,  to  bribe  a  vote,  and  fill  the 
pockets  of  a  contractor.     To  add,  if  poflible,  a  further  dif- 
graced  We  were  made  the   inflruments  of  our  humiliation  j 
we  were  upbraided' with  a  langour,  and  inattention,  of  which 
England  alone  was  die  caufe ;    and  while  every  exertion  and 
every  art  were  ufed  to  forge  and  rivet  our  chains,  we  were 
charged  with  the  vices  that  refult  from  a  ftate  of  defpondent 
fervitude,  and  they  were  made  the  infolent  plea   for  refufmg 
our  juft  demands.     It  muft  however,  be  acknowledged,  that 
in  the  midft  of  tyranny,  they  thought  on  mercy;  and,  when 
they   had  loft   America^ they  were    pleafed,    with   all    the 
kindnefs  of  infulting  condefcenfion,  to  indulge  Us  in  the  unfol- 
li'ci ted  favour  of  cultivating   tobacco;    and,    to  give  the  laft 
gloomy  finiihirig  to  the-  picture  of  our  diftrefs,  the  property 
of  the  kingdom,  fevereiy  injured  and  threatened  with  total 
and  immediate  deitruction,  by  a  combination  of  fecret  vil- 
lains, hardened  in  iniquity,  and  made  defperate  by  Want. 

It  is  a  juft  obfervation  that  there  are  moments  big  with  the 
fate  of  nations,  as  well  as  of  perfons  :  1779  appears  to  be 
peculiarly  fo   with  refpect  to  Ireland;    the  combination'  of

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ftveral  happy  circum (lances,  happily  attended,  produced  the 
defired  effect  ;  feveral  literary  luminaries  arofe  on  our  hitherto 
almoft  darkened  hemifphere  ;  the  re-illumined  mind  recog- 
nized her  long  loft  liberties,  and  determined  to  reclaim  them  ; 
the  thunder  of  Britain  died  at  a  diftance,  and  the  fea  only 
trembled  beneath  the  flight  of  her  fleet ;  informed  in  the  lan- 
guage of  confidence  that  we  were  unjuftly  oppreffed  by  a 
filter  kingdom,  whofe  extent  of  territory  exceeded  ours  only 
in  one-third,  and  her  inhabitants  one-half,  and  if  a  narrow 
fea  divided  us,  a  flill  narrower  divided  her  and  France,  which 
muft  ever  be  her  enemy,  let  her  be  the  ally  of  whom  fhc 
will ;  we  fmiled  at  our  ftrength  and  the  juftnefs  of  our  caufe  ; 
the  fparks  of  liberty  were  ftill  alive,  and  only  required  to  be 
fanned  ;  the  flame  caught  even  the  pulpit,  the  hallowed  lip 
touched  with  fire,  the  manly  exertions  for  our  liberty,  as  a 
grand  principle  of  the  focial  and  moral  duties,  was  warmly 
uihered  on  the  wings  of  religion. 

And  hark  !  Iernc  calls  her  fons  to  arms, 
From  plain  to  plain  we  hear  the  glad  alarms  1 
On  ev'ry  breeze  the  facred  banners  dream ; 
From  hill  to  hill  the  marfhall'd  fquadrons  beam  ! 
Not  fhepherd's  carrol,  now,  nor  hunter's  horn, 
But  "piercing  fifes  awake  the  ling'ring  morn  ! 
Not  rural  fports  the  village  throng  delight, 
But  warlike  lemons,  and  the  mimic  fight ! 
See,  gayly  dread,   the  virtuous  bands  appear, 
Dear  to  their  country,  and  to  freedom  dear  ! 
No  venal  flaves,  by  fome  poor  ftipend  led, 
To  fell  their  worthlefs  blood  for  daily  bread  ; 
No  ready  engines,  at  a  tyrant's  word, 
'Gainft  human  rights  to  draw  the  guilty  fword  : 
Awake,  alive,  poffeft  with  glory's  charms, 
•'Tis  virtue,  virtue  calls  the  hoft  to  arms. 
They  blend  the  citizen's  and  foldier's  name, 
And  reafon  fanclifies  the  martial  flame. 
Each  facred  pledge  that  human  life  endears, 
Each  awful  call  that  founds  to  virtuous  ears  : 
The  rifmg  energies  of  free-born  mind, 
The  glorious  ties  that  honour  loves  to  bind ; 
And  laft,  the  promife  of  a  deathlefs  meed, 
See  prompts,  nor  vainly  prompts  th'  heroic  deed. 
What  honeft  flames  from  ev'ry  eye-ball  dart  J 
What  god-like  tranfports  heave  the  burfting  heart  S 
Now  virtue  reigns,  fublime,  fupremc,  confeit; 
A  nation  feels  her  like  a  fingle  brea#  ! 
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Lord  Nugent,  whofe  name  Irilli  gratitude  fliouj.d  remem- 
ber, on  the   19th  of  January,    1779,  called  the  attention  of 
the  Britifti  fenate  to  the  fituation  of  our  affairs,  by  moving 
for  "  an  account  of  the  imports  from  Ireland,  and  the  ex- 
ports to  that  kingdom,  from  the  year   i  768."     His  motionf 
he  faid,  would,  if  carried,  enable  gentlemen  to  fee  at  ence 
the  rapid  decay  of  trade  in  Ireland  ;   ai*d  to  judge  whether- 
the  bills  paffed  laft  feffion  in  favour  of  Ireland,  had  been  pro^ 
ductive  of  that  good  which  the  houfe,  at  the  time  of  palling 
them,  intended  to  do.    He  affured  gentlemen,  that  the  fitua- 
tion cf  the   Irilh  was  truly  deplorable  ;    want  and  poverty 
were  vifible  every  where  throughout  the  kingdom ;    manu- 
factures were  at  a  ftand  ;    and  famine  had  To  overfpread  the 
country,  that  nothing  but  the  miferies  of  our  people  at  Cal- 
cutta* during  the  dreadful  fcarcity  of  provifions  there,  could 
equal  the  prefent  fituation  of  the  Irifh,     The  whole  revenue 
of  the  kingdom  was  fcarcely  adequate  to  the  fjipport  of  the . 
military  eilablifhment,  and  the  payment  of  intereft:  for  the 
debts  contracted  in  the  caiife  of  Britain.    The  value  of  eftates  : 
had  funk  to  17  and  14  years  purchafe  ;  and  even  at. that  low 
rate  no  pur.chafers  were  to  be  found,  and  for  want  ©f  trade 
there  was  no  money  in  circulation.     The  loyalty  of  the  Irifh 
in  fuch  a  diftra&ed  condition  was  eminently  confpicuous ;  no 
fooner  was  France  leagued  with  America,  than  the  parlia- 
ment of  Ireland  voted  300,060!.  for  the  iervice  of  his  Ma- 
jefty ;  and  actually  pays  the  enormous  intereft  of  feven  and  a 
half  per  cent,  becaufe  the  poverty  of  the  nation  prevented  it 
from  fettling  a  loan  ftUed  upon  eafier  terms. 

He  offered  to  produce  a  letter  from  Sir  George  Saville  to 
confirm  what  he  advanced,  and  ftjll  farther  appealed  to  Lords 
North,  and  Germaine,  as  they  ktie <w  what  he  had  faid  ivas  foa 
true. 

The  narrow  policy  of  confining  the  trade  of  ail  empire  to 
One  part,  and  excluding  all  the  others  from  a  participation  i^ 
it,  was  no  lefs  abfurd  than  prejudicial  to  the  whole.  It  was 
fmgular  and  unparalleled  in  Europe.  There  was  no  Prince 
on  the  continent,  whofe  dominions  were  compofed  of  differ- 
ent flates,  who  abfurdly  cherifhed  the  intereft  of  one  to  the 
ruin  of  the  reft.  The  houfe  of  Auftria  poffeffes  Auftria,  the 
Netherlands,  the  Milanefe,  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  iinds 
it  her  intereft  in  granting  the  benefit  of  a  free  and  equal  trade 
to  all  France, .  makes  no  diftinftions  between  the  ancient  pof- 
feflions  of  the  crown  and  its  newly  acquired  dominions,  Alface, 
Franche  Gpmte,  Lorraine,  and  what  are  called  Les  Pays 
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Xeconques-,  all  participate  in  trade  equally  with  the  other 
provinces  of  the  kingdom.  Spain  acted  formerly  as  we  do 
now  ;  but  cur  misfortunes  Lad  made  them  wife,  Cadiz  was 
the  only  port  in  Spain  allotted  for  American  commerce:  but 
that  foelifh  fyfieni  had  been  lately  exploded  ;  and  now  that  all 
the  Spaniih  ports  are  opened,  the  Spaniards  find  their  manu- 
factures revived  ;.  but  above  all,  they  fee  their  navy  railed  to  a  , 
.degree  of  hrength  unknown  to  Spam  at  any  other  period. 
We  in  our  turn  ought  to  learn  from  them.  Ireland  had  alwavs 
^een  our  beft  puRomer  ;  i\\e  had  taken  our  manufactures  off 
our  hands,  and  gave  bread  to  cur  workmen.  To  di fable  her 
from  continuing  to  do  fo, _is  to  rob  our  manufacturers  of  the 
means  of  fubfifting.  Our  tanning-bark,  which  if  as  formerly 
fold  in  Ireland  at  four  guineas  a  ton,  brought  at  prefent  onlv 
half  that  fum  :  The  other  commodities  of  this  kingdom  had 
funk  in  proportion.  Was  that  policy  ?  Was  that  jultice  either 
to  Englith  or  Iriih  ?  The  prosperity  of  one  country  he  always 
underltood  to  be  beneficial  to  the  other  ;  and  as  their  interefts 
were  infeparable,  fo  their  advantage  Ihould  be  mutual.  Ire- 
land, fituatcd  as  it  is,  would  be  Mill  more  advantageous  to 
Great  Britain,  than  if  it  was  placed  in  the  very  centre  of 
England  j  becaufe  from  the  fituation  it  mu ft  always  be  of  ier- 
vice  to  our  navigation. 

Mr,  1'.  Townihend,  lord  Ncwcnham,  lord  BeaucLamp, 
and  latterly  Mr.  Burke,  appeared  equally  warm  in  the  cauie 
of  Ireland.  Sir  George  Yonge,  our  worthy  vice-treafurer, 
indeed  appeared  wholly  averfe  to  the  inquiry,  and  infilled; 
that  our  diftrefs  arofe  from  indolence,  and  not  from  the  re- 
ftraints  we  lay  under. 

J-fis  Excellency  John  Earl  of  Buckinghamfhire,  Lord  Lieute- 
nant General,  ana"  General  Governor  cf  Ireland,  h\p, 
Speech  to  both  PJoufes  pf  Parliament,  at  Dublin,  on 
Tuefday  the  12th  Day  of  October,  1779. 

**  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 
"  AT  a  time  when  the  trade  and  commerce  of  this  kin"-, 
dom  are,  in  a  more  particular  manner,  the  objects  of  public 
attention,  it  were  to  be  wiihed,  that  the  general  tranquility, 
ever  defireable,  had  been  reftored,  fo  as  to  have  left  you  en- 
tirely at  liberty  to  deliberate  on  thofe  great  and  important 
fubjects.  But  I  am  perfuaded,  you  will  not  permit  any  inter- 
efts, hou ever  dear  to  you,  to  impede  your  efforts  or  difturb 
your  unanimity  at  this  moft  important  period :  and  I  have  it 
exprefsly  in  command  from  his  majefty  to  afltire-  you,  that  th^ 
pares  and  folicitudes,  infeparabjp  from   a    {late    of  hoftility, 

hnve 


cxlii 

have  net  prevented  him  from  turning  his  royal  mind  to  the 
interefts  and  diftrefles  of  this  kingdom  with  the  mod  affectio- 
nate concern;  of  which  the  money  remitted  to  this  country 
for  its  defence,  when  England  had  every  reafon  to  appre- 
hend a.  moft  formidable  and  immediate  attack,  affords  a  con- 
vincing proof.  Anxious  for  the  happinefs  of  his  people,  his 
majefty  will  moft  chearfully  co-operate  with  his  parliaments, 
in  iuch  meafures,  as  may  promote  the  common  intereft  of  all 
his  fubje&s. 

'*  I  have  the  pleafure  to  inform  you  of  an  acceftion  to 
his  majefty  V  family,  nnce  the  laft  feftion  of  parliament,  by 
the  birth  of  another  prince.  May  the  fame  Providence,  that 
continues  to  increafe  his  domeftic  felicity,  protect  the  honour 
of  his  crown,  and  the  happinefs  of  his  people. 
"   Gentlemen  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 

i(  It  is  with  great  concern,  I  am  to  inform  you,  that  on 
account  of  the  extraordinary  decline  of  the  revenues,  the  very 
liberal  f applies  of  the  laft  feffion  have  proved  inadequate  to 
the  exigencies  of  government;  fo  that,  contrary  to  my  moft 
fanguine  expectations,  and  moft  earneft  endeavours,  there  is 
a  considerable  arrear  now  to  be  provided  for. 

"  His  majefty,  from  his  paternal  attention  to  the  interefts 
of  his  people,  and  his  folicitude  to  obviate,  to  the  utmoft, 
the  neceffity  of  increafmg  their  burdens,  has  gracioufly  com- 
manded me  to  declare  to  you,  that  the  greateft  ceconomy  fhall, 
in  every  inftance,  be  exerted,  as  far  as  may  be  confiftent 
with  the  honour  of  his  crown,  and  the  real  interefts  of  the 
nation. 

"  I  have  ordered  the  public  accounts^  and  other  necef- 
fary  papers  to  be  laid  before  you :  and  I  have  no  doubt  that 
your  known  loyalty  to  your  king,  and  attachment  to  your 
country,  will  induce  you  to  go  as  far,  as  the  national  abilities 
will  admit,  in  making  a  provifion  fuitable  to  the  exigency  of 
the  times,  and  the-  honourable  fupport  of  his  majefty's  go- 
vernment, 

"  My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

"  The  united  efforts  and  great  military  preparations  of  the 
houfe  of  Bourbon,  feem  only  to  have  rouzed  the  courage 
and  called  forth  the  exertions  of  his  majefty's  brave  and  loyal 
iubjects  of  this  kingdom.  I  have  only  to  lament,  that  the 
exhaufted  ftate  of  the  treafury,  has  hitherto  put  it  out  of  my 
power  to  give  thofe  exertions  the  moft  extenfive  and  confti- 
tutional  operation,  by  carrying  the  militia-law  into  execution. 

"  I  am  perfuaded,  you  will  not  fuffer  any  dangers,  that 
may  be  threatened  from  abroad,  to  draw  off  your  attention 
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from  wife  and  neceffary  domeftic  regulations  ;  and  that, 
among  the  many  fubjects  worthy  of  your  confidcration,  the 
Proteftant  charter  fchools  and  linen  manufacture,  will  conti- 
nue to  be  objects  of  your  ferious  attention. 

««  In  promoting  thefe,  and  in  all  other  meafures,  that  may 
tend  to  increafe  the  profperity  and  improve  the  true  interefts 
of  this  kingdom,  I  am  bound  to  co-operate  with  you  by  a 
double  tie,  of  inclination  and  of  duty.  Nothing  can  ever  ef- 
fect me  with  more  real  iatisfaction,  than  the  exerting  my  bell 
endeavours  for  the  welfare  of  Ireland  ;  nor  can  I  ever  render 
a  more  acceptable  fervice  to  my  fovereign,  than  in  promoting 
the  happinefs  of  his  people." 

Houfe  of  Lords,  Wednefday,  October  13.  Committees 
fat  upon  the  addrefles  to  his  majefty  and  the  lord  lieutenant, 
which  were  reported  and  agreed  to  unanimoufly,  and  ordered 
tobeprefented.  That  to  his  majefty  contained  a  paragraph 
fimilar  to  the  one  introduced  into  the  commons  one,  relative 
to  a  free  trade. 

Houfe  of  Commons,  Tuefday  October  1 2.  As  foon  as 
the  Speaker  had,  according  to  cuftom,  read  the  lord  lieuto 
nant's  fpeech, 

Sir  Robert  Deane  arofe,  and  after  an  exordium,  lavifli  in 
its  encomiums  on  the  lord  lieutenant's  adminiftration,  and  the 
good  drfpofitions  of  his  majefty  and  the  Britifh  miniftry  to- 
ward this  kingdom,  moved  for  an  addrefs  to  the  throne,  ex- 
prefling  in  the  warmeft  terms  the  greatful  fenfe  the  houfe  en- 
tertained of  the  above  difpofltions,  and,  in  the  ufuai 
language  of  thefe  addreffes,  ecchoing  the  fpeech.  He  was 
feconded  by 

Mr.  R.  H*  Hutchinfon,  who  faid  this  was  a  great,  critical, 
and  important  period,  in  which  the  declarations  of  the  king, 
the  beft  of  princes,  and  the  Britifh  legiflature,  left  us  no  room 
to  doubt  but  every  good  Was  defignedfor  Ireland  ;  that  his  ma- 
jefty's  fpeech  in  the  Britifh  houfe,  at  the  clofe  of  the  la  (I  fei- 
fion,  was  the  harbinger  of  good  tidings  and  great  events 
which  was  this  day  confirmed  in  the  lord  lieutenant's  fpeech, 
who  fays  he  has  it  in  command  to  declare  his  wifli  to  co-ope- 
rate in  fuch  meafures  as  may  beft  promote  our  interefts,  intereih 
which,  in  the  hands  of  thepreferit  adminiftration,  muft  be  well 
managed,  as  their  defigns  are  pure;  that  under  fuch  an  athni- 
niftration  the  general  benefit  of  the  empire  would  be  attended 
to,  above  all  partial  and  felfilli  confiderations  ;  and  the  veil 
of  calumny,  which  fo  long  traduced  them,  would  dilappear; 
and  the  factious  calumniators,  touched  with  trutlij  as  with  ths 
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fpear  of  Ithurie]!,  w©uld  ftart  into  fhape.  What  thanks  iverh 
due  to  cur  chief  governor,  who  fo  refpectfully  mentions  the 
focieties  of  armed  patriots  throughout  the  kingdom  ?  What 
mud  our  opinion  be  of  a  chief  governor  who  ipeaks  fo  ho- 
nourably ct  that  great  bulwark  of  conllitutional  liberty,  a 
national  militia?  though  offr  dillreffes  are  great,  from  them 
profperous  days  may  fpring,  like  that  fair  flower  the  fabling 
poets  tell  of,  which  fprung  from  a  he'ro's  blood. 

Mr.  Grattan  faid^  the  fpeech  contained  nothing  explicit,- 
nothing  fatisfactOry  ;  it  meant  to  quiet  the  minds  of  the  peo^ 
pie  without  any  declaration  whatever.  After  his  majefiy  had 
been  addreffed  by  his  Irifli  fubjects  for  a  free  export  trade, 
didfuch  addre&es  require  no  anfwer  ?  Were  the  people  of  Ire- 
land undefefvmg  the  notice  of  the  Britifh  minifters?  Was  there 
no  refpect  for  the  interefts  of  thefe  kingdoms  among  die  fer- 
Vants  of  the  crown  on  this  fide  of  the  water  ?  Were  not  thefe 
fervants  of  the  crown  alfo  reprefentatives  cf  the  people? 
Why  not  then  fpeak  out  ?  Are  cur  diftreffes  cf  fo  private  a 
nature  that  they  muft  not  be  mentioned  ?  [Here  he  gave  an 
eloquent  and  pathetic  picture  of  the  miferable  condition  cf 
this  kingdom.]  It  is  plain  we  have  nothing  to  expect,  fince 
applications  from  the  people,  backed  with  the  fame  from  the 
officers  of  the  crown,  are  not  attended  to.  Ireland,  then,  has 
nothing  to  depend  upon  but  her  fpirit ;  no  redrefs  of  grie- 
vances, no  extenfion  of  trade,  but  from  the  efforts  of  her 
people !  and  will  it  be  politic^  will  it  be  feiey  here  Or  elfewhere, 
to  oppofe  thefe  efforts  ?  Why  does  not  our  addrefs  alfo  fpeak 
out  ?  Why  have  we  lefs  fpirit  than  the  people  ?  S&all  the  com- 
mons of  Ireland  (hew  lefs  fpirit  than  the  mod  infignificant 
corporation?  Are  we  fo  fallen,  fo  defpicable,  as  to  be  more 
afraid  of  England's  cenfure,  than  cf  the  cries  cf  our  flarvino* 
manufacturers. 

The  diftreifes  of  this  kingdom  are  two  fold,  the  beggary  of 
the  people,,  and  the  bankrupey  of  the  ftate.  The  firii  he 
would  afk  the  commiffioners  of  the  revenue  to  prove,  but  he 
would  afk  them  upon  oath,  whether  the  restrictions  on  our 
trade  was  not  the  caufe  ?  whether  the  prohibitions  laid  on  by 
England  againft  the  exports  of  woollen  clothes  did  not 
oecaii'en  it  ?  Whether  there  were  not  too  many  inhabitants  in 
this  kingdom,  though  not  half  peopled  ;  whether  to  thofe  inha- 
bitants was  the  American  continent  ftill  open,  would 
Uiey  not  have  migrated  thither  rather  than  pine  in  theif  na- 
tive land,  the  victims  of  Englifh  tyranny,  rather  than  ftarve 
in  it  by  an  Englilh  act  of  parliament  ?  And  laftly,  was  ther« 

ona 
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one  rich  merchant  in  the  kingdom  ?  This  kingdom,  (he  con> 
tinned)  ruined  by  a  balance  of  trade  a^aihft  her  for  fo  many- 
years,  and  the  drain  of  abfentees,  owes  its  prefent  exiftence 
to  aflqeiatibns ;  it  is  but  a  temporary  expedient,  and  fome- 
fhing  more  effectual  mud  be  done. 

As  to  the  bankruptcies  of  the  (bate,  they  are  the  confequence 
of  aTyftem  of  boundlefs  prodigality,  profligacy,  and  violence; 
a  bottildlefs  prodigality,  while  our  means  were  limited  ;  a  pro- 
fligacy and  violence  uniformly  maintained,  One  inftance  will 
fuinee,  where  the  late  attorny  general  obliged  the  merchants 
of  Cork  to  lign  an  illegal  bond,  as  a  collateral  fecurity  to  an 
illegal  oath:  The  peace  eftablifhme&t  oi  this  poor  country 
amounts  to  one-'fixth  oftnal  of  England  ;  what  proportion  H 
dure  in  our  means  ?  What  is  this  eftabliihment  ?  infamous 
peniions  to  infamous  men!  [here  he  launched  into  fome  per- 
fonalitics]  and  will  thole  men,  whom  we  pay,  vote  againft 
an  exterinori  of  cur  trade  :  vote  againft  the  means  of  fup- 
porting  them!  To  what  pafs  havethefe  profligate  admiriiftra- 
tions  reduced  this  kingdom  !  to  be  infulted  with  Our  poverty 
in  the  i'pecch  f-om  the  throne;  to  be  told  of  our  beggary  ; 
that' the' officers  of  the  crown  here  have  begged  50,000!.  from 
England,  or  the  troops  could  not  have  marched  into  camp  % 
when  it  is  known,  that  it  is  this  profligacy  that  has.  unnerved 
the  arm  of  government*  and  made  the  ivvord  of  defence  fall 
in  its  hand. 

He  then  moved  an  amendment  to  the  addrefs,  to  be  in- 
ferred in  the  following  words : 

"  That  we  befeech  your  majefty  to  believe,  that  it  is  witffi 
the  utmoft  reluctance  we  are  confirained  to  approach  you  on 
the  prefent  occafiou  ;  but  the  conusant  drain  to  fupply  abfen- 
tees, and  the  unfortunate  prohibition  of  our  trade,  have  caufed 
fuch  calamity ;  that  the  natural  fupport  of  our 'country  has 
decayed,  and  our  manufacturers  are  dying  for  want.  Fa- 
mine Pialks  hand  in  hand  with  hopelefs  wretchednefs,  and  the 
only  means  left  to  fupport  the  expiring  trade  of  this  miferable 
part  of  your  majefty's  dominions,  is  to  open  a  free  export 
trade,  and  let  your  Irifh  fbbje&s  enjoy  their  natural  birth- 
right." Lord  Weftport  feconded  Mr.  Grattan's  motion  for 
the  amendment.  Mr.  Food  confidered  the  addrefs  as  inex- 
plicit. 

Sir  Henry  Cavendifh  declared  he  would  vote  againft  the 
amendment,  apprehending  (with  a  view  we  may  fuppofe  to 
ihefficacy  and  procraftination)  that  this  bufinefs  would  be  bet- 
ter erFe&ed  by  opening  a  committee  on  purpofe,  or  rather  fol- 

t  lowing 
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lowing  a  precedent  in  the  year  1661,  when  the  "Lords  and 
Commons  of  Ireland  appointed  commiffioners  to  attend  the 
King,  tofupplicate  the   redrefs  of  grievances. 

Mr.  Ogle,  in  a  ftrain  of  honeft  indignation,  reprobated  the 
idea  of  entering  into  a  committee  on  the  fubject  of  our 
grievances  ;  he  was  fick,  he  faid,  of  that  mode  of  trifling  with 
the  nation  in  order  to  gain  time  j  that  the  ghoft  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  embargo  haunted  him  every  time  he  heard  a 
committee  mentioned;  and  laftly,  if  we  did  not  mention 
fomething  in  the  addrefs,  the  miniftry  might  again  fhelter 
themfelves  under  the  old  excufe,  "  That  truly  they  did  net 
I  "  know  what  the  Irifh  wanted,  as  their  parliament  was  filent 
ie.  ©n  the  head,"  and  fo  go  on  with  the  old  fyftem  of  duplicity. 
Sir  Edward  Newenham,  in  a  fpirited  and  warmly  decided 
ftrain,  conjured  the  houfe,  by  all  they  held  dear,  to  re-afeme 
their  wonted  dignity  and  power,  the  early  claims  to  which 
he  happily  and  unanswerably  traced  ;  charged  the  Britifh  mi- 
niftry with  contempt  and  neglect  to  the  nation,  and  called  on 
their  warmeft  advocate  to  deny  the  afTertion  ;  faid  he  perfectly 
agreed  with  Mr.  Flood,  that  the  addrefs  did  not  go  far 
enough,-  and  that  he  thought  the  original  addrefs  a  fervile 
echo  to  the  fpeech. 

The  Pro'voft  drew  a  moil  pathetic  picture  of  the  melaneholy 
fitU2.tion  of  his  native  country,  declaring,  on  this  queftion, 
that  no  admini fixation  fhould  bias  him  from  the  welfare  of 
his  country. 

The  Attorney  General,  without  arguments  to  fupport,  or1 
art  to  deceive,  delivered  a  ftudied  eulcgium  on  the  fenfibility 
of  the  King,  and  the  humanity  of  his  minifter. 

The  debate  now  took  a  new  turn ;  feveral  of  the  minifterial 
party  declared,  that  though  they  thought  this  bufmefs  might 
have  come  more  properly  otherwife,  yet,  that  there  might  be 
an  unanimity,  they  would  not  oppofe  the  amendment. 

Hen.  Henry  Flood  declared  for  the  amendment,  and  en- 
tered ilargely  into  a  juftification  of  his  political  conduct, 
which,  he  faid,  had  unfortunately  been  much  mifreprefented ; 
that  the  office  he  held  was  the  unfollicited  gift  of  his  Sove- 
reign, which  he  had  received  with  gratitude,  and  held  with, 
honour ;  that  when  a  time  came  that  he  could  no  longer  do 
it,  he  would  gladly  throw  the  bracelet  into  the  common 
cauldron. 

Mr.  Prime  Serjeant,  after  expaciating  on  the  neceffityof 
immediately  laying,  in  an  unequivocal  manner,  the  ftate  of  our 
difixefles  at  the  foot  of  the  throne,  moved  in  lieu  of,  the 
amendment  propefed,  "  that  it  is  not  by  temporary  expedi- 

"  ents, 
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H  ents,  but  by  a  Free  Trade  alone,  that  this  nation  is  now  to 
"  be  faved  from  impending  ruin." 

The  amendment  was  carried  nem.  con.   as  was  alfo  the  ad- 
drefs  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant. 

We  lhall  here  give  a  flight  review  of  this  feffion:  every 
.object  now  wore  the  appearance  of  beauty,  contrafted  with 
the  deformity  we  have  defcribed;  our  liberties  reitored ! 
our  commerce  emancipated!  a  people,  no  longer  divided 
by  religious  prejudice  and  factious  animofity,  but,  endeared 
to  each  other  by  the  firmed  ties  of  gratitude  and  affection; 
united  to  her  filler  kingdom,  in  the  ftrongeft  bonds  of  inte- 
re'ft  and  amity ;  content  and  fatisfa&ion  difTufed  on  every 
countenance ;  the  lo-weft  individual  taught,  by  experience,  to 
know  his  o.wn  importance,  and  actuated  by  a  fpirit  of  emu- 
lation, to  attain  a  higher  rank  amengft  his  fellow-citizens. 
'The  acts  of  commerce  encouraged  by  the  rich,  and  pirrfucd 
with  induftry  by  the  poor ;  convinced  that  their  activity  wifl 
now  be  followed  by  fuccefs ;  the  nation  itfeJf,  roufed  from 
indolence,  governed  folely  by  a  fpirit  of  freedom^  and  ele- 
vated to  the  moU  exalted  fituation  in  the  opinions  .f  mankind, 
which,  while  it  gratifies  their  pride,  infures  its  ftabilicy  ;  her. 
natural  rank  in  the  political  fcale  of  Europe  a  certained  ;  no 
longer  confidered  a  mcer  appendage  to  Great  Britain;  im- 
ported wholly  by  that  confequence,  to  which  the 'fertility  of 
her  foil,  the  peculiar  happinefs  of  her  fituaticn,  and  the  fpl- 
rit  of  her  people  intitle  her. 

Immediately  previous  to  this,  the  patriotic  town  of  Gal- 
way  entered  into  a  non-importation  agreement,  which  was 
mftantly  followed  over  ail  the   kingdom,  now  clothed  in  her 

native  manufafture  :  with  ruftic  air, 

Blooming  fhe  Hands,  and  innocently  fair. 
Let  poliih'd  arts  the  bafhful  nymph  refine, 
In  filken  raiment  let  her  beauties  (hine  ; 
Th' admiring  world  lhall  own  her  peerlefs  charms, 
And  diitant  boibms  pant  with  fof  t  alarms. ' 
Military  aflbciations  arofe  unnumbred  over  the  land.  England, 
indeed  forgetful,  or  pretending  to  be  {o,  of  the  liberal  plan 
on  which  the  majefty  of  the  people  ftept  forth,  affected  tf  ce- 
fpife  them;  and  even  Lord  Shelburn,  who  draws  a  very  confi- 
derable  part  of  hisfources  from  our  ifle,  had  the  prefump:ion 
in  the  Britifh  houfe  to  call  us  an  enraged  mob,*  but  an  opr    I  - 
tunity  foon  offered,  which  convinced  our  enemies  of  cue  ca- 
rnation in  which  we  were  to  be  held.

Late 
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Late  in'the  fummer  of  the  year  j  779,  while  the  combined 
fleet  of  our  enemies  rode  triumphant  in  the  channel,  and 
menaced  the  kingdom  with  immediate  invafion,  the  airrighted 
maratime  towns  made  application  to  government  for  protec- 
tion, the  eftabliihed  forces  of  the  nation  having  been  called 
away  to  fupport  the  war  in  America;  the  chief  governor  was 
forced  to  confefs  himfelf  unable  to  afford  any  effectual  affift- 
ance  in  this  alarming  ftate  of  urgent  neceffity  ;  the  people  of 
Ireland  refolvecj  to  defend  themfeives ;  government,  forgetting 
their  jealoufy  in  their  fears  for  the  fafety  ofthe  empire,  yielded 
to  the  impulfe  of  the  nation,  and,  with  reluctant  confidence, 
placed  arms  in  the  hands  of  men,  that  fhewed  themfeives 
worthy  of  the  important  truft.  The  fleets  of  the  enemy, 
alarmed  at  our  military  preparations,  beheld  the  banners  of 
defiance,  and  fled  precipitate  from  our  coafts. 

For  this  never  to  be  forgotten  fervice,  the  Duke  of  Lein- 
fter,  and  Mr.  T.  Conolly  moved,  "  That  the  thanks  of  the 
"  houfe  be  given  to  [the  feveral  Volunteer  Corps,  for  their 
"  fpirited  exertion  at  this  time  fo  neceffaryin  defence  of  this 
"  country,"   (which  pafled  nem.  con.) 

This  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  Lord  Annally  feemed  defi- 
rous  to  oppofe,  by  wifhing  to  know  under  what  authority 
die  Volunteers  arofe;  forgetful,  it  feems,  that  power  only  ori- 
ginates from  the  people,  which,  once  for  all,  that  they  may 
perfefUy  know,  I  have  fubjoined  the  plain,  but  truly  fenfible 
remarks  of  Mr.  Locke  hereon,  &c. 

The  reafon  why  men  enter  into  fjciety,  is  the  prefervation 
of  their  property  ;  and  the  end  why  they  chufe  and  authorize 
a  legiflative,  is,  that  there  may  be  laws  made,  and  rules  fet, 
as  guards  and  fences  to  the  properties  of  all  the  members  of 
the  fociety ;  to  limit  the  powers,  and  moderate  the  dominion 
of  every  part  and  member  of  the  fociety  ;  for  fmce  it  can 
never  be  fuppofed  to  be  the  will  of  the  fociety,  that  the  legi- 
flative mould  have  a  power  to  deftroy  that  which  every  one 
defigns  to  fecure  by  entering  into  fociety,  and  for  which  the 
people  fubmitted  themfeives  to  legiflators  of  their  own  mak- 
ing, whenever  the  legiflaters  endeavour  to  take  away,  or  to 
deftroy  the  property  of  the  people,  or  to  reduce  them  to 
flavery  under  arbitrary  power,  they  put  themfeives  into  a 
ftate  of  war  with  the  people  [if*  Rebellant,  they  bring 
back  the  ftate  of  war]  who  are  thereupon  abfolved  from 
any  farther  obedience,  and  are  left  to  the  common  refuge 
which  God  hath  provided  for  all  men  againft  force  and  vio- 
lence. 
ft>  Whenfoever, 
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Whenfeever,  therefore,  the  legiflative  fnall  tranfgrefs  this 
fundamental  rule  of  fociety,  and  either  by  ambition,  fear, 
folly,  or  corruption,  endeavour  to  grafp  themfelves,  or  put 
into  the  hands  of  any  other,  an  abiblute  power  over  the 
lives,  liberties  and  eitates  of  the  peop]e  ;  by  this  breach  of 
truft  they  forfeit  the  power  the  people  had  put  into  their 
hands  for  quite  contrary  ends,  and  it  devolves  to  the  peo- 
ple again,  who  have  a  right  to  relume  their  original  liberty  ; 
and  by  the  eftablilhment  of  a  new  legiflative  (fuch  as  they 
fhall  think  fit)  to  provide  for^hcir  own  fafety  and  fecurity, 
which  is  the  end  for  which  they  are  in  fociety.  What  I  have 
laid  here  concerning  the  legiflative  in  general,  holds  true  alio 
concerning  the  fupreme  executor,  who  having  a  double  truft 
put  in  him,  both  to  have  a  part  in  the  legiflative  and  the 
fupreme  execution  of  the  law,  acts  again  ft  both  when  he 
goes  about  to  let  up  his  own  arbitrary  vvill  as  the  laws  of  the 
fociety.  He  acts  alfo  contrary  to  his  truft  when  he  either 
employs  the  force,  treafure,  and  office  of  the  fociety,  to  cor- 
rupt the  reprefentatives,  and  gain  them  to  his  purpofes,  or 
openly  pre-engages  the  electors,  and  prefcribes  to  their  choice 
fuch  whom  he  has,  by  folicitations,  threats,  promifes  or 
otherwife,  won  to  his  defigns,  and  employs  them  to  bring 
in  fuch  who  have  promiied  beforehand  what  to  vote  and  what 
to  enact.  Thus  to  regulate  the  candidates  and  electors,  and 
new  model  the  ways  of  election,  what  is  it  but  to  cut  up  the 
government  by  the  toots,  and  to  poifon  the  very  fountain  of 
public  fecurity  ?  for  the  people,  having  referved  to  themfelves 
the  choice  of  their  reprefentatives,  as  the  fence  to  their  pro- 
perties, could  do  it  for  no  other  end  but  that  they  might 
always  be  freely  chofen,  and  fo  chofen,  freely  act  and  advife, 
as  the  necefnty  of  the  common  wealth  and  the  public  good 
fhould,  upon  examination  and  mature  debate,  be  judged  to 
require.  This  thofe  who  give  their  votes  before  they  have 
heard  the  debate,  and  have  not  weighed  the  reafons  on  all 
fides,  are  not  capable  of  doing.  To  prepare  fuch  an  afTembly 
as  this,  and  to  endeavour  to  fet  up  the  declared  abettors  of 
his  own  will  for  the  true  reprefentatives  of  the  people,  and 
the  law-makers  of  the  fociety,  is  certainly  as  great  a  breach  of 
truft,  as  perfect  a  declaration  of  a  defign  to  fubvert  the  go- 
vernment, as  is  pofllble  to  be  met  with ;  to  which  if  one  lhall 
add,  rewards  and  punifhments  vifibly  employed  to  the  fame 
end,  and  all  the  arts  of  perverted  law  made  ufe  of,  to  take 
off  and  deftroy  all  that  ftand  in  the  way  of  fuch  a  defign, 
and  will  not  comply  and   confent  to  betray  the  liberties  of 

their 
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their  country,  it  will  be  part  doubt  what  is  doing.  What 
power  they  ought  to  have  in  the  fociety,  who  thus  employ  it 
contrary  to  the  truft  that  went  along  with  it  in  its  firft  infti- 
tution,  is  eafy  to  determine ;  and  one  cannot  but  fee,  that  he 
who  has  once  attempted  any  fuch  thing  as  this  cannot  any 
longer  be  trufted.  Locke  on  Qov.  chap.  19,  §  222. 

The  fears  of  an  invafron  fubiided  ;  but  the  people,  now 
accuftomed  to  afiociate  in  arms,  and  fenfible  of  their  impor- 
tance, conferred,  began  to  fpeak  and  think  with,  more 
freedom  of  that  Rate  of  fu^bjection,  in  which  they  had 
too  long  been  held,  and  which  was  aggravated  by  the  diftrefs 
felt  at  this  time,  in  a  peculiar  degree,  convinced  of  their 
rights,  and  conscious  they  were  now  in  a  fituatipn  to  de- 
mand a  refutation  of  them,  they  looked  forward  to  redrefs, 
and  they  thought  it  jure,  that  whilrt  they  protected  Ireland 
from  the  enemies  of  Britain,  it  mould  be  made  of  fome 
value  to  themleives.  The  tire  of  Liberty  fpread  through 
their  different  aiTociations ;  their  union  ferved  to  ftrengthen 
and  difRiie  the  flame;  they  talked  ^.mongft  themfelves 
of  their  prefent  degenerate  ftat£  ;  wondered  at  their  pu- 
iillanimous  conduct,  and  refclved  to  redeem  themfelves 
in  the  eyes  of  mankind  ;  at  this  critical  period,  the  feffion  of 
79  opened  : — -The  Secretary  entered  on  die  bufmefs  of  govern- 
ment with  the  ufual  confidence  of  fuccefs ;  a  confidence  au- 
thorized by  the  experience  of  the  former  lemon,  in  which, 
aMifted  by  a  numerous  and  corrupt  majority  in  parliament, 
he  had  triumphed  over  the  efforts  of  the  virtuous  part  of  the 
people,  and  by  continuing  an  odious  embargos  had  brought 
the  nation  to  the  verge  of  banki -.uprcy  ;  how  great  then  muft 
have  been  the  furprize  of  the  mmi.rer  to  meet  with  unac- 
customed oppofition !  to  feel  himielf  ooliged  to  give  way  to 
an  unanimous  refolution  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  inlertecJ 
even  in  the  addrefsto  the  throne  ;  il  That,  it  was  not  by  tem- 
porary expedients,  but  l>y  a  Free  Trade  alone,  this  country 
could  be  faved  from  impending  ruin."  This  great  refolution,  in 
the  opinions  of  the  reprefentative,  can  be  attributed  only  to 
thatfpiritof  liberty,  which  the  armed  afibciations  had  dif- 
fufed  through  the  whole  nation  »  they  feemed  fenfible  of  this, 
and  gave  a  fanction  to  their  aftemblies,  by  voting  them  v.nant- 
rnotijlyy  an  addrefs  of  thanks  ;  the  words,  ««  Free  Trade" 
echoed  through  the  kingdom,  and  the  people  pledged  them- 
felves to  fupport  the  requifition  of  the  commons ;  the  nation 
however  had  not  yet  learned  to  fpeak  out,  nor  had  the  gal- 
lant 
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lant  aflbciations  yet  infpireJ  or  aifumed  that  confidence,  thei 
refpectability  of  character  eminoi dy  ent  .led  them  to.  A  re« 
markable  initance  of  this  occurs  in  the  printed  debate.,  of  ihc 
houie  in  the  early  part  of  this  fcili-  u  ;  on  a  motion  for  re- 
trenchment, it  being  fagacicuiy  in  initiated  by  Sir  Benjamin 
Chapman,  that,  it  would  be  j  rudeA.1  in  government  to  com- 
ply chearfully  with  the  reasonable  demands  of  the  people,  now 
with  arms  in  their  hands,  determined  to  defend  their  rights. 
He  was  anfwered  by  Luke  G— r,  and  John  D — n,  Efqr: . 
that,  the  Volunteers  had  taken  up  arms,  only,  for  the  p-ur- 
pofe  of  defending  the  county  from  external  violence)  and 
internal  infurrcclion,  and  not,  by  any  means,  with  the 
view  fuggefted.  So  little  was  the  true  fpirit  of  the  Volunteer 
combinations  at  that  time  underilood  or  aliened  in  parlia- 
ment-. A  Free  Trade,  with  the  acquiescence  of  Eng'and,  was 
the  confequence  of  thofe  fpirited  nieafures  ;  the  people  "were 
not  to  be  refufed,  but  England,  while  me  was  forced  to  yield 
to  the  ftrong  remonftrances  of  the  nation,  endeavoured  (and. 
in  a  great  meafure  effected  her  plan)  to  make  the  acquiiition 
of  little  value,  by  forcing,  through  the  weight  of  parlia- 
mentary influence,  fuch  regulations  as  were  inapplicable  and 
injurious  to  the  purpofes  of  commerce.  Thefe  attempts  to 
evade  our  requifitions  awakened  the  attention,  and  con- 
firmed the  fpirit  of  Ireland  ,  !he  began  to  fee,  that  it  was  idle 
and  in  vain  to  expect,  that  the  freedom  cf  trade  would  ke 
inviolate,  while  the  freedom  of  the  conRitution  remained 
ftill  unaffected;  thefe  wife  ana  generous  fentimeuts  fo  worthy 
of  a  great  people,  ihe  was  taught  to  feel  and  maintain  in  > 
manner  becoming  her  dignity,  by  one  of  the  firmed  and  moik 
diflinguiihed  patriots  a  grateful  nation  was  ever  blerled  with  i 
Mr.  Grattan  directed  the  ef brts  of  the  Volunteers  to  the  at- 
tainment of  an  object  that  merited  all  their  exertions ;  -a  total 
emancipation  from  the  intruded  power  of  England.,  and  a 
perfect  restoration  of  thai  freedom  to  which  they  were  en- 
titled by  Magna  Charta.  Whi!  -  he  inff  ired  the  armed  forces 
of  the  nation  wilh  an  idea  of  their  own  coniequeace,  he  at 
the  fame  time  fupported  their  claims  in  parliament  with  inch 
purfuafive  eloquence,  fuch  power  of  ar;  unic-iu,  that  each 
individual  of  the  commons  abr>re<J  Cor  himfeJ£,  the  fupremacy 
r>t  Great  Britain;  and,  it  c  tot  be  faid  he  was  defeated, 
though  he  did  not,  at  that  til  ;..,  prevai)  in  carrying  his  mo- 
tion for  a  parliamentary  declaration  of  rights.  He  &\&a 
however  in  eftabliming  the  idea  in  the  minds  of  every  indi- 
vidual in  the  kingdom.     He  was  looked  up  to  as  diclv   k

in  the  glorious  work  of  liberty  ;  lie  deferved  the  honourable 
ftation,  and  was  regarded  by  all  parties,  as  the  glory,  orna- 
ment, and  faviour  of  his  country.  The  people  having  new 
difclaimed  all  obedience  to  the  ails  of  the  Engliih  legiflature, 
as  we  had  no  law  of  our  own,  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  the 
army,  it  was  neceflary  that  a  mutiny  bill  mould  be  immedi- 
ately enacted  ;  it  paifed  here,  and  was  fent  to  England  for 
the  royal  alfent :  here  Ihe  again  lhewed,  how  tenacious  Ihe 
was  ilill  of  the  power  fhe  had  affirmed  ;  the  bill  was  altered, 
and  the  law  made  fe-pe:ual  though  it  had  been  limited  by 
our  parliament  to  two  years  only.  Still  the  arts  of  venality, 
which  had  triumphed  with  fuch  avowed  fuccefs  in  the  former 
feffions,  again  prevailed,  and  the  bill  was  paifed  in  its  prefent 
difgraceful  form  :  arguments  were  not  wanting  to  fupport  or 
palliate  corruption ;  it  was  attempted  to  be  proved,  that  a 
perpetual  law  was  of  equal  fervice  to  the  nation,  and  that  the 
alteration  of  the  Englifh  council  ought  not  to  alarm  the  jea- 
loufy  of  this  kingdom,  as  their  admitting  at  all,  the  necef- 
fity  of  a  new  law  was  a  fumcient  relinquishment  of  their 
right  to  bind  Ireland.  This  flimfy  reafoning  however  did 
not  fatisfy  the  people  ;  they  faw  with  aftoniihment  and  con- 
tempt the  interefled  venality  of  their  reprefentatives  :  the 
Volunteers  entered  inftantly  into  the  moft  fpirited  and  de- 
cided refolutions  expreffive  of  their  difcontent,  and  difappro- 
bation, ;  and  the  parliament  was  prorogued  while  the  nation 
remained  thus  unfatisfied.  The  general  diffatisfa&idn  had 
fpread  itfelf  into  the  remoteft  corners  of  the  kingdom  ;  every 
man  was  called  upon  to  lend  his  afUftance,  and  enlift  under 
the  banner  of  freedom.  If  any  before  remained  inatten- 
tive, they  were  now  convinced  of  the  neceffity  of  uniting  in 
tjie  general  caufe  :  fcarcely  was  one  individual  found  indo- 
lent or  bafe  enough  to  look  on  an  idle  fpeclator.  Reviews 
were  appointed ;  new  corps  were  added  ;  provincial  mufters 
were  directed  ;  encampments  were  formed  ;  inftru6tions  came 
from  the  conftituents  to  their  reprefentatives,  and  the  people 
waited  in  military  array,  until  the  hour  came,  when  they 
could  with  firmnefs  and  dignity  demand  from  parliament  a 
legal  fanction  to  their  claims. 

April  20,  r78o,  Mr.  Grattan,  uninfluenced  by  power, 
ftrengthening  from  defeats,  and  brightening  from  minifteriat 
colliikm,  moved,  "  that  the  King's  moft  excellent  Majefty,  and 
"  the  Lords  and  Commons  of  Ireland,  are  the  only  power 
"  competent  to  make  Jaws  to  bind  Ireland  :  "  yet  fuch,  at 
this  time,  was  the  corruption  of  the  fenate,  that  this  moft 

falutarv 
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falutary  motion  was  negatived,  though  urged  with  the  clcareft 

arguments,  and  delivered  with  the  warmeft  pathos. 

It  was  originally  intended  that  this  work  ilioald  clofe  with 
the  laft  feffioxt,  (in  1782,)  bat  finding  on  a  clofcr  view,  the 
tranfactions  from  this  to  that  period  numerous,  deeply  in- 
terefting,  and  worthier  of  higher  difcuffion  than  time  has 
hitherto  permitted,  they  are  referved  for  the  continuation  of 
a  fecond  volume;  and  as  the  principle  defign  of  this  work  is 
to  diffufe  information,  arid  convey,  to  the  hitcfl  moment,  thofe 
important  determinations  which  the  unanimous  voice  of  a 
whole  nation  has  uttered,  and  their  transactions  conformed, 
a  few  observations  and  extracts  are  added,  as  a  mirror  in 
which  the  fubject  may  viewhis  own  importance,  &c.  as  amem- 
ber  of  the  empire;  the  duty  he  owes  to,  and  in  return  expects 
from  his  fovereign  ;  the  futility  of  kings  reigning  by  divine 
right,  fo  frequently  urged  by  fleepy  church  dignitaries,  court 
fvcophants,  and  the  gilded  pen  ofminiflerial  hirelings. 

The  King  is  chofen  as  head  of  the  community,  to  prefide 
in  their  councils,  and  to  execute  their  laws  in  times  of  peace  ; 
not  to  controle  the  one,  or  make  the  other;  and,  to  conduct 
and  command  their  armies,  in  times  of  war.  This  fupfema 
Magiflrate,  and  chief  General  they  dignified  with  the  honours 
and  title  of  King.  All  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  rae- 
ceflary  to  fupport  the  regal  rank,  and  fovereign  dignity  of  this 
great  officer,  confident  with  the  great  end  of  the  inititution, 
now  called  prerogatives  of  the  crown,  were  annexed;  with 
an  abfolute  freedom  and  exemption  to  his  perfon,  from  all  co- 
ercive or  offerdive  acts  of  violence  whatlbever ;  except  on  hi 
committing  a  breach  of  the  implied  or  written  contract  be- 
tween King  and  People  ;  in  which  cafe,  they  have  referved 
to  themfelves,  and  conftantly  exercifed,  the  power  ot  dethron- 
ing their  King,  and  that  of  appointing  and  limiting  the  fuc* 
ceflion  to  the  throne. 

The  legiflative  power  of  the  Lords  extends  to  the  framing, 
and  paffing  bills,  for  all  purpofes  of  good  government ;  ex- 
cepting the  granting  taxes,  or  fubfidies ;  fuch  bills  mult  take 
rife  in  the  Commons  only,  their  affent  and  confent,  being  of 
original  right,  firft  to  be  obtained.  Lucas. 

The  election  of  commoners,  to  be  immediate  truftees  and 
apt  reprefentatives  of  the  people  in  parliament,  is  the  heredi- 
tary and  indefeafible  privilege  of  the  people.  It  is  the  privi- 
lege which  they  accepted,  and  which  they  retain,  in  exchange 
of  their  origiona'Iy  inherent  and  hereditary  right  of  fitting. 
With  the  King  and  Peers,  in  perfon,  for  the  guardianfhip  of 
their  own  liberties,  and  the  institution  of  their  own  laws. 

u  Such 
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Such  reprefentatives,  therefore,  can  never  have  it  in  their 
power  to  give,  delegate,  or  extingtiifh  the  v/hoJe,  or  any  part 
of  the  peoples  infparable  and  undiitinguilhable  fhare  in  the  legif- 
Lvtive  power ;  neither  to  impart  the  fame  to  any  one  of  the 
other  eftales,  or  to  any  perfons  or  perfon  whatever,  either  in 
or  out  of  parliament.  Where  plenepotentaries  take  upon 
them  to  aboliih  the  authority  of  their  principals ;  or  where 
any  fecundary  agents  attempt  to  defeat  the  power  of  their 
primaries ;  fuch  agents  and  plenepotentaries  defeat  their  own 
commiffion,  and  all  the  powers  ofthetruft  neceifariiy  revert 
to  the  conftituents. 

The  perfons  of  thefe  temporary  truftees  of  the  people,  du- 
ring their  feulon,  and  for  fourteen  days  before  and  after 
every  meeting,  adjournment,  prorogation,  and  diflblution  of 
parliament,  are  equally  exempted,  with  the  perfons  of  peers, 
from  arreft  and  durefs  of  every  fort. 

They  are  aifo^  during  their  feffion,  to  have  ready  acc@fs 
to  the  King  or  Houfe  of  Lords,  and  to  addrefs  or  confer 
with  them  on  all  occafions. 

No  member  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  no  more  than  of 
the  Houfe  of  Peers,  mall  fuffer,  or  be  questioned,  or  com- 
pelled to  witnefs  or  anfwer,  in  any  court  or  place  whatfoever, 
touching  any  thing  faid  or  done  by  himfelf,  or  others,  in. 
parliament ;  in  order  that  perfect  freedom  of  fpeech,  and 
action,  may  leave  nothing  undone  for  the  public  weal, 

They  have  alfo  ( during  feffion )  an  equal  power  with  the 
Houfe  of  Lords,  to  puniih  any  who  mall  prefurne  to  traduce 
their  dignity,  or  detract  from  the  rights  or  privileges  of 
any  Member  of  their  Houfe. 

They  commons  form  a  court  of  judicature,  diflinct  from  the 
judicature  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords.  Theirs  is  the  peculiar 
privilege  to  try  and  adjudge  the  legality  of  the  election  of 
their  own  members.  They  may  fine  and  confine  their  owa 
members,  as  well  as  others,  for  delinquency  or  offence  againft 
the  honour  of  their  houfe.  But,  in  all  other  matters  of  ju- 
dicature, they  are  merely  a  court  of  inquijition  and  prefentmentr 
and  not  a  tribunal  cf  definitive  judgment. 

In  this  refpect,  however,  they  are  extremely  formidable. 
They  conftitute  the  grand '  inqvejl  cf  the  nation;  for  which 
great  and  good  purpofe,  they  are  fuppofed  to  be  perfectly 
qualified,  by  a  perfonal  knowledge  of  what  hath  been  tranf- 
acted  throughout  the  feveral  (hires,  cities,  and  boroughs,, 
from  whence  the  affemble,  and  which  they  reprefent. 

Over  and  above  their   inquiry  into   all  public  grievances, 
wicked  Minijlers,   iranfgreJJtng  Magiflrates,    corrupt  judges  and 
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lfvfk:aries9  who  fell,  deny,  or  delay  juftice  ;  evil  Councilors 

of  the  crown,  who  attempt  or  devife  the  fubverfion  or  altera- 
tion of  any  part  of  the  conftitution;  with  all  fuch  overgrown 
malefactors  as  are  deemed  above  the  reach  of  inferior  courts, 
come  under  the  particular  cognizance  of  the  Commons,  to  be 
by  them  impeached,  and  prefented  for  trial  at  the  bar  of 
the  Houfe  pf  Lords.  Andthefe  inquifrory  and  judicial  pow- 
ers of  the  two  Koufes,  from  which  no  man  under  the  crown 
can  be  exempted,  are  deemed  a  futrkient  allay  and  counter- 
poife  to  the  whole  executive  power  of  the  King  by  his  Mini- 
flers. 

The  legiflative  department  of  the  power  of  the  Commons 
is,  in  all  refpecls,  co-equal  with  that  of  the  peers.  They 
frame  any  bills  at  pleafure  for  the  purpofes  of  good  govern- 
ment. They  exercife  a  right,  as  the  Lords  aifc  do,  to  pro- 
pofe  and  bring  in  bills,  for  the  amendment  or  repeal  of  old 
laws,  as  well  as  for  the  ordaining  or  institution  of  new  ones. 
And  each  houfe  alike  hath  a  negative  on  all  bills  that  are 
framed  and  pafTed  by  the  other. 

But  the  capital,  the  incommunicable  privilege  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  arifes  from  that  holy  truft  which  their  cenfti- 
tuents  repofe  in  them  ;  whereby  they  are  empowered  to  bor- 
row from  the  people  a  fmall  portion  of  their  property,  in 
order  to  reftore  it  threefold,  in  the  advantages  of  peace, 
equal  government,  and  the  encouragement  of  trade,  induf- 
try,  and  manfactures. 

To  impart  any  of  this  truft  would  be  a  breach  of  the  con- 
ftitution:  and  even  to  abufe  it,  would  be  a  felonious  breach 
of  common  honefty. 

By  this  fundamental  truft,  and  incommunicable  privilege, 
the  Commons  have  the  fole  power  over  the  money  of  the  peo- 
ple ;  to  grant  or  deny  aids,  according  as  they  mail  judge  them 
either  reqifite,  or  unneceffary  to  the  public  fervice.  Theirs  is 
the  province,  and  theirs  alone,  to  enquire  and  judge  of  the 
feveral  occafions  lor  which  fuch  aids  may  be  required,  and  to 
meafure  and  appropriate  the  fums  to  their  refpeclive  ufes. 
Theirs  alfo  is  the  fole  province  of  framing  all  bills  or  laws 
for  the  impofing  of  any  taxes,  and  of  appointing  the  means 
for  levying  the  fame  upon  the  people.  Neither  may  the  firft 
or  fecond  eftate,  either  King  or  Peerage,  propound  or  do 
any  thing  relating  to  thefe  matters,  that  may  any  way  inter- 
fere with  the  proceedings  of  the  Commons,  fave  in  their 
negative  or  aifentto  fuch  bills,  when  prefented  to  them,  with- 
out addition,  deduction,  or  alteration  of  any  kind. 

After 
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After  fuch  aids  and  taxes  have  been  levied  and  difpofed  of, 
the  Commons  have  the  further  right  of  enquiring  and  ex- 
amining into  the  application  of  the  laid  aids;  of  ordering  all 
accounts  relative  thereto,  to  be  laid  before  them;  and  of 
cenfuring  the  abufe  or  mifapplication  thereof. 

The  royal  affent  to  all  other  bills  is  exprefled  by  the  terms, 
Le  Roy  le  vent,  the  King  wills  it.  But,  when  the  Commons 
prefent  their  bills  of  aid  to  his  Majefty,  it  is  anfwered,  Le  Roy 
remercierfes  loyal  fubje  8s  et  ahi/i  le  veut,  The  King  thanks  his  loyal 
fubjcSs  and  fo  willeth.  An  exprefs  acknowledgment  that  the 
right  of  granting  or  levying  monies  for  public  purpofes,  lies 
folely,  inherently,  and  incommunicably,  in  the  people  and 
their  reprefentatives. 

This  capital  privilege  of  the  Commons,  conftitutes  the 
grand  counterpoife  to  the  King's  principal  prerogative  of 
making  peace  or  war ;  for  how  impotent  mud  a  warlike 
enterprize  pro  ye,  without  money,  which  makes  the  finews 
thereof;  and  thus  the  people  and  their  reprefentatives  ftill 
retain  in  their  hands  the  grand  momentum  of  the  constitution, 
and  of  ail  human  affairs. 

jiftinguifhed  reprefentatives?  Happy  People !  Immutably 
hspoy,   while  worthily  reprefer.tcd. 

As  the  fathers  of  the  feveral  families  throughotit  the  king- 
dom, nearly  and  tenderly  comprize  andreprefent  the  perfons, 
cares,  and  concerns  of  their  refpecHve  houfhoulds  ;  fo  thefe 
adopted  fathers  immediately  reprefent,  and  intimately  con- 
centrate, the  perfons  and  concerns  of  their  refpective  confti- 
tuents,  and  in  them  the  collective  body,  or  fum  of  the  nation. 
And  while  thefe  fathers  continue  true  to  their  adopting  chil- 
dren, a  iingle  Pcone  cannot  lapfe  from  the  great  fabric  of  the 
conflitution. 

The  Three  Eflates  in  Parliament. 

With  the  King,  Lords,  and  Commons,  in  parliament  af- 
fembled,  the  people  have  depofited  their  legi/lative  or  abfoluie 
power,  in  trnfl  for  their  whole  body  ;  the  faid  King,  Lords, 
and  Commons,  when  fo  a/fembled,  being  the  great  reprefen- 
tative  of  the  whole  nation,  as  if  all  the  people  were  then  con- 
vened in  one  general  a/Tembly. 

As  the  inftitution,  repeal,  and  amendment  of  laws,  toge- 
ther with  the  redrefs  of  public  grievances  and  offences,  are 
not  within  the  capicity  of  any  of  the  three  eftates,  diftinct 
from  the  others,  the  frequent  holding  of  Parliaments  is  the  vital 
food,  without  which  the  conftitution  cannot  fubfift. 

The  three  eftates  originally,  when  affembled  in  parliament 
fat  together  confulting  in     the  open   field.     Accordingly,  a 

Running 
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Running- Mead,  five  hundred  years  ago.     King  J«  hn  puffed 
the  great  charter,  .(as  therein  is   expreiJed)    by  the  advice 
ot    the   Lords  Spiritual  and   Temporal,    by   the    a4yice   or" 
feveral    Commoners    (by    name  recited)  et  aliorum  ftS 
and  of  others  his  faithful  people.     And  in  the   tweaty-firfi; 
claufe  of  the  faid  charter,  he  covenants,  that,  ""For  ha 
**  the  Common  Council  of  the  ki  ngdom  to  a  fiefs  aids,  he  will  c 
"  the  Lords  fpiritual  and  temporal  to  be  fu.mmoncd  by  his  writs  ; 
"  and,  moreover,  he  will  caufe  the  principal  Commoners,   or 
"  thofe  who  held  from  him  in  chief,  to  be  generally  mmraonpd 
M  to  faid  parliaments  by  his  Sheriffs  and  Bailiffs**' 

In  the  faid  affemblies,  however,  the  concourle  became  fb 
great  and  diforderly,  and  the  conteft  frequently  ib  high 
between  the  feveral  eftates,  in  aifertion  of  their  refpedtiye 
prerogatives  and  priviliges,  that  they  judged  it  more  expedi- 
ent to  fit  apart,  and  feparately  to  excrcife  the  oiHcfcs  of  their 
refpective  departments. 

As  there  is  no  man,  or  fet  of  men,  no  clais  or  corporation, 
no  village  or  city,  throughout  the  kingdom,  that  is  not  vir- 
tually reprefented  by  the  delegates  in  parliament,  this  great 
body  politic ',  or  reprefnta'ivs  of  the  nation  9  confifts,  like  the  body 
natural,  of  ahead  and  feveral  members,  which,  being  endowed 
with  different  powers  for  the  exercife  of  different  offices, 
are  yet  connected  by  one  main  and  common  intereft,  and 
actuated  by  one  life  or  fpiril  of  public  renfony  called  the  lottos. 

In  allfteps  of  national  import,  the  King  is  to  be  conducted 
by  the  direction  of  the  parliament,  his  great  national 
council  ;  a  council  on  whom  it  is  equally  encumbent  to  cop- 
fult  for  the  King  with  whom  they  are  connected,  and  for  the 
people  by  whom  they  are  delegated,  and  whom  they  repre- 
sent. Thus  the  King  is  constitutionally  to  be  guided  by  the 
fenfe  of  his  parliament ;  and  the  parliament  alike  is  constitu- 
tionally to  be  guided  by  the  general  fenfe  of  the  people,  the 
two  eftates  in  parliament  are  the  constituents  of  the  King  ; 
and  the  people,  mediately  or  immediately,  are  the  condim- 
ents of  the  two  eftates  in  parliament. 

Now,  while  the  three  eftates  a<3  diilincliy,  within  their 
refpective  departments,  they  effect  and  are  reciprocally  affected 
by  each  other.  This  a&ion  and  re-acl'ion  produces  that  ge- 
neral  ^ndfyQematiccontroid  which,  like cqafc lence^  pervades  and 
fuperintends  the  whole,  checking  and  prohibiting  evil  from 
every  part  of  the  conftitution.  And  from  this  confinement  ef 
every  part  of  the  rule  of  right  reafon,  the  great  laio  of  liberty 
to  all  arifeth. 

For  inftance,  the  King  has  the  fole  prerogative  of  making 
war,  &c.  But  then  the  means  are  in  the  hands  of  the  people 
and  their  reprefentatives. 
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Again,,  to  the  King  is  committed  the  whole  executive 
power.  But  then  the  minifters  of  that  power  are  accountable 
to  a  tribunal,  from  which  a  criminal  has  no  appeal  or  deli- 
verance to  look  for. 

ApsMj  to  the  King  is  committed  the  cognizance  of  all 
caufes.  But  fhould  his  judges  or  Judiciaries  pervert  the  rule 
of  rig.ht.eoufnefs,  an  inqufition,  impeachment,  and  trial  im- 
pends, from  whofe  judgment  the  Judges  cannot  be  exempted. 

Again,  the  King  hath  a  negative  upon  all  bills,  whereby 
his  own  prerogatives  are  guarded  from  invafion.  But  fhould 
he  refufe  the  royal  affent  to  bills  tending  to  the  good  of  the 
fubject,  the  Commons  can  alfo  with-hold  their  bills  of  afiefi- 
ment,  o£  annex  the  rejected  bills  to  their  bill  of  aids:  and 
they  never  failed  to  pais  in  fuch  agreeable  company. 

Laftly,  to  the  King  is  committed  the  right  'of  calling  the 
two  eftates  to  parliament.  But,  mould  he  refufe  fo  to  call 
them,  fuch  a  refufal  would  be  deemed  an  abdication  of  the 
c  a? Jibuti  on  ;  and  no  one  need  be  told,  at  this  day,  that  an  ab- 
dication of  the  conjlitulion  is  an  abdication  of  the  throne. 

Thus,  while  the  King  a&s  in  confent  with  the  parliament 
and  his  people,  he  is  limitleft,  irrefiftable,  omnipotent  upon 
earth ;  he  is  the  free  wielder  of  all  the  powers  of  a  free  and 
noble  people;  a  King  throned  over  all  the  Kings  of  the 
children  of  men.  But  fhould  he  attempt  to  break  bounds, 
fhould  he  caft  for  independence,  he  finds  himfelf  hedged  in 
and  ftraightened  on  every  fide  \  he  finds  himfelf  abandoned 
by  all  his  powers,  and  juftly  left  to  a  (late  of  utter  impotence 
and  inaction. 

Hence  is  imputed  to  the  fovereign  head,  in  the  conftitu- 
tion  of  Great  Britain,  the  high  and  divine  attribute,  the 
King  can  do  no  wrong ;  for  he  is  fo  circumfcribed  from  the 
poffibility  of  tranfgreffion,  that  no  wrong  can  be  permitted  to 
any  King  in  the  conflitution. 

While  the  King  is  thus  controuled  by  the  Lords  and  Com- 
mons; while  the  Lords  are  thus  controuled  by  theCommons 
and  the  King,  and  while  the  Commons  are  thus  controuled 
by  the  other  two  eftates,  from  attempting  any  thing  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  general  welfare,  the  three  eftates  may  be 
aptly  compared  to  three  pillars  divided  below  at  equidiftant 
angles,  but  united  and  fupported  at  top,  merely  by  the  bear- 
ing of  each  pillar  againft  the  others.  Take  but  any  of  thefe 
pillars  away,  and  the  other  two  muft  inevitably  tumble.  But 
while  all  act  on  each  other,  all  are  equally  countera&ed,  and 
thereby  affirm  and  eftablifh  the  genera}  frame.

How  deplorable  then  would  it  be,  fhould  this  elaborate 
ft.ru  cm  re  of  our  happy  constitution,  within  the  fhort  period  of 
a  thoufand  years  hence,  poflibly  in  half  the  time,  fall  a  prey- 
to  effeminacy,  pufilanimity,  venality,  and  feduction;  like 
ibme  ancient  oak,  the  lord  of  the  forcft,  to  a  pack  of  vile 
worms  that  Jay  gnawing  at  the  root ;  or,  like  Egypt,  be 
contemptibly  deftroyed  by  lice  and  locujls. 

Should  the  morals  of  our  conftituents  ever  come  to  be 
debauched,  confent,  which  is  the  fait  of  liberty,  would  then  be 
corrupted,  and  no  fait  might  be  found  wherewith  it  could  be 
feafoned.  Thofe  who  are  inwardly  the  fervants  of  Jin,  muft 
be  outwardly  the  fervants  o£  influence.  Each  man  would  then 
be  as  the  Trojan  horfe  of  old,  and  carry  the  enemies  of  his 
country  within  his  bofom.  Our  own  appetites  would  then 
induce  us  to  betray  our  own  interefls  ;  and  ftatc  policy  would 
feize  us  a  willing  facrifce  to  our  own  perdition. 

Should  it  ever  come  to  pafs,  that  corruption,  like  a  dark 
and  low-hung  mift,  fhould  fpread  from  man  to  man,  and 
cover  thefe  lands.  Should  a  general  diilolution  of  manner.* 
prevail.  Should  vice  be  countenanced  and  communicated  by 
the  leaders  of  faihion.  Should  it  come  to  be  propagated  by 
minifters  among  legiflators,  and  by  the  legiflators  among  their 
conftituents.  Should  guilt  lift  up  its  head  without  fear  of 
reproach,  and  avow  itfelf  in  the  face  of  the  fun,  and  laugh 
virtue  out  of  countenance  by  force  of  numbers.  Should  pub- 
lic duty  turn  public  ftrumpet,  Should  (hops  come  to  he 
advertifed,  where  men  may  difpofe  of  their  honour  and  ho^ 
nefty  at  fo  much  per  ell.  Should  public  markets  be  opened 
for  the  puachafe  of  confeiences  with  an  oyez!  Webidmcftto 
thofe  who  fet  themfelves,  their  trufts,  and  their  country  to 
fale!  If  fuch  a  day,  I  fay,  mould  ever  arrive,  it  will  be 
doom's-day,  indeed,  to  the  virtue,  the  liberty,  and  conftitu- 
tion  of  thele  kingdoms.  It  would  be  the  fame  to  Great  Bri- 
tain, as  it  would  happen  to  the  univerfe ;  Ihould  the  laws  of 
of  cohefion  ceafe  to  operate,  and  all  the  parts  be  diffipatedj 
whofe  orderly  connection  now  forms  the  beauty  and  common*- 
wealth  of  nature.  Want  of  fanity  in  the  material,  can  never 
be  fupplied  by  any  part  in  the  building.  A  constitution  of 
public  freemen  can  never  confift  of  private prcjliiutes.

We  here  fee  the  harmoney   of  the  whole  arifes  from  the 

mutual  connection,  and  the  mutual  oppofition  of  the  feverai 

conitituent  parts.     The  three  different  orders  which  compofe 

the  fyftem,  including  every  part  of  the  community,  and  poA 

feiUn'f 
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felling  the  unlimited  authority  of  the  whole,  are  connected 
together  by  a  power  of  ordaining  belonging  jointly  to  them' 
ail  ;  they  are  oppoied  to  one  another  by  a  power  of  hinder- 
ing, belonging  fepafately  to  each  ;  by  the  former,  they  are  _ 
enabled  to  provide  for  the  good  of  the  community  in  gene- 
ral ;  by  the  lattery  they  are  difabled  from  encroaching  on- 
each  others  rights,  or  cppreffing  any  part.  The  legiflative 
power,  which  requires.much  council  and  mature  deliberation, 
h  very  properly  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  many  ;  the  execu- 
tive power,  which  requires  immediate  action,  is,  with  equal 
propriety,  committed  to  the  one.  How  hath  the  wifdom  of 
nature  been  ftretched!  how  have  the  veins  of  the  valiant 
been  exhaufted,  to  form,  fupport,  reform,  and  bring  to  ma- 
turity this  unexampled  conititution-,  this  coalefcence  and 
grand  eifoft  of  every  human  virtue,  Britifi  Liberty  ! 

If  it  was  poffible  for  any  man  who  hath  the  leaft  know- 
ledge of  our  eonftitution,  to  doubt  in  good  earned,  whether 
the  prefervation  of  public  freedom  depends  on  the  prefer va- 
tion  of  parliamentary  freedom,  his  doubts  might  be  removed,' 
and  his  opinion  decided,-  one  would  imagine,  by  this  fmgle 
obvious  remark,  that  all  the  defigns  of  our  Princes  againft 
liberty,  fince  parliaments  began  to  be  eftabliilied  en  the 
model  ftill  fubfifting,  have  been  directed  conftantly  to  one  of 
thefe  two  points ;  either  to  obtain  fuch  parliaments  as  they 
could  govern,  or  elfe  to  fraud  all  the  difficulties,  and  run  all 
the  hazards  of  governing  without  parliaments.  The  means 
principally  employed  to  the  firft  of  thefe  pufpofes  have  been,' 
undue  influences  on  the  elections  of  members  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  and  on  thefe  members  when  chofen.  When 
fuch  influences  could  be  employed  fuccefsfully,  they  have 
anfwered  all  the  ends  of  arbitrary  will ;  and  when  they  could 
not  be  fo  employed*  arbitrary  will  has  been  forced  to  fub- 
mit  to  the  conftitution.

•  The  King  at  his  coronation  folemnly  fwears  to  the  follow- 
ing effect :  "  That  he  will  govern  the  people  of  the  realm 
according  to  the  ftatutes  in  parliament  made,  that  is  by  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  people  ;  and  agreeable  to  the  laws,  and 
cuitoms  by  them  eftablifhed  ;  that  he  will  caufe  law  andjuf- 
tice  in  mercy  and  equity  to  be  difpenfed  and  executed ;  that 
he  will  protect  and  maintain,  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power,  the 
laws  of  God,  the  true  religion  and  profeffion  of  the  gofpel, 
and  the  general  rights  and  liberties  of  all  the  people,  whether 
clergy  or  laity,  without  diftinction."

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Man,  without  religions  and  civil  liberty,  is  a  poor  and  abject 
animal,  without  a  confeience,  bending  his  neck  to  the  yoke, 
and  crouching  to  the  will  of  every  filly  creature  who  has  the 
infolence  to  pretend  to  authority  over  him.

GlanvMJe,  who  was  a  learned  Lawyer,  and  Chief  Juftice 
in  Henry  the  fecend's  time  (now  above  500  Years  ago)  writ 
a  boo}:  of  the  common  laws  of  England,  touching  the  mbject ; 
and  he  informs  us,  that  there  was,  in  his  time,  iiich  a  thing 
as  high  treafon  againft  the  kingdom.  His  words  are  thefe  : 
*<  Crimen  quod  in  legibus  dicitur  crimen  l.tfe  Majejlatis,  id  de  nece 
."  veljiditione  per/once  Domini  Regis ,  vel  regni,'' 

Glanv.  1.  jr.  c.  2.  p.  1, 
But  why  detain  ye  with  the  writings  of  others  ?  Your  own 
r efolutions  teem  with  the  very  foul  of  liberty  ;  they  abound 
in  the  bold' relief  of  expreflion  ;  they  do  honour  to  the 
head,  but  immortalize  the  heart.  Therein  ye  have  openly 
vowed,  in  the  eye  of  Heaven,  to  be  governed  only  by  laws 
that  ye  form  your/ elves  ;  to  fill  the  fenatc  only  with  honeil  men, 
worthy  of  the  immortal  honour  of  reprefenting  a  free  peo- 
ple, and  the  holy  truft  of  their  lives  and  properties.  Yc 
•confefs  that  ye  hold  the  right  of  private  judgment  in  matters  of 
religion  to  be  equally  f acred  in  others  as  well  as  in  yourf elves ;  ye  have 
given  the  higheft  proofs  of  your  brotherly  affection,  in  rejoic- 
ing at  the  relaxation  of  the  Penal  Laws  againjl  your  Roman 
Catholic  brethren,  as  confeious  that  the  God  in  humanity  dif- 
fufed  the  precepts  of  his  Gofpel  in  the  mildnefs  of  his  power, 
and  that  his  fervice  is  perf eel  freedom.  Ye  have  rightly  reiblved, 
That  a  feat  in  parliament  was  never  intended  by  our  conftitu- 
tionasan  inftrument  of  emolument  to  individuals;  and  that 
the  reprefentative  who  perverts  it  to  fuch  a  purpofe,  is  guilty 
of  betraying  the  truft  repofed  in  him  by  the  people,  for  their, 
not  his,  benefit ;  and,  that  the  people  who  could  tamely  be- 
hold their  fuifrages  made  the  tool  of  private  avarice  or  am- 
bition, are  ftill  more  criminal  than  the  venal  reprefentative, 
as  they  become  the  pandors,  without  even  the  wages  of  pro- 
ftitution.  Ye  have  rightly  obferved,  that  a  freeholder -is 
anfwerable  only  to  God  for  his  vote,  and  that  whofoever  fhall 

x  attempt 
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attempt  to  influence  him  by  any  other  means  than  that  of 
argument,  is  an  enemy  to  the  freedom  of  election,  and  con- 
fequently  to  the  real  intereft  of  his  country.  Ye  have 
folemnly  declared,  that  ye  will  pay  obedience  to  thofe  laws 
only,  which  are  made  by  our  own  legiflature,  the  King, 
Lords,  and  Commons  of  Ireland,  as  the  very  terms  of  our 
original  compact  with  Great  Britain  are,  that  we  fhall  pofTefs 
and  exercife  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  Britifh  conftitutior.- 
As  external  greatnefs  and  conftitutional  extention  were  the 
objects  of  Great  Britain  in  that  compact ;  as  external  fecurity 
and  conftitutional  liberty  were  the  objects  of  Ireland,  what- 
ever leads  to  feparation-  on  the  part  of  the  latter,  or  infring- 
ments  on  the  part  of  the  former,  is  a  violation  of  both.  With 
becoming  dignity,  ye  have  reprobated  the  expreflion  of  that 
man,  who,  fhielded  only  by  his  infignificance,  had  the  audacity 
to  declare,  "  That  power  makes  right."'  Ye  have  been  too 
Jong  the  dupe  of  venal  fenators i  but  the  meafureof  their 
iniquity  is  full,  and  the  page  of  time  fhall  witnefs  their  vice, 
whether  fenced  with  power,  characterifed  by  rage,  or  lulled 
in  the  dovm  of  dedication :  tremble  thou  wretch,  that  hajl  -within 
thee  crimes  unwhlpt  of  jujlice !  The  fruits  of  your  land  has 
been  devoted  to  flailed  Divinity,  and  pampered  wealth; 
oppreflion  ftalked  at  large,  and  fcience,  morn  of  her  beams, 
fhed  a  feeble  ray  ;  but  the  profpect  brightens. 

That  you  have  been  for  the  laft  century  under  the  domi= 
nion  of  England,  has  been  owing  not  to  your  want  of  native 
fpirit,  but  to  the  unhappy  divifions  which,  from  the  many 
fovereigns  that  exifted  early  on  your  ifland,  and  the  difference 
of  religion  which  has  fubfrfted  fince,  have  prevented  you 
from  making  one  united  and  entire  refinance-  Every  nation 
of  Europe  is  witnefs  of  your  gallantry  abroad,  and  to  know 
that  a  man  is  brave,  it  is  fufficient  to  fay  e  That  he  is  an 
Irifnman.'  You  have  too  long  fhone  the  fateffite  of  a  larger 
planet ;  guard  againft  future  contingencies  ;  Britain,  recover- 
ing courage  with  the  abfence  of  danger,  may  yet  repent  of 
her  approach  to  equity,  and  ftep  back  to  defpotifm  once 
more.  It  is  unfafe  to  live  incautioufly  Connected  with  a 
neighbouring  people  of  the  fame  manners,  the  fame  lan- 
guage, and  fuperior  ftrength  ;  the  propinquity  of  fituation 
will  give  frequent  opportunities,  and  the  influence  arifmg 
from  the  feamnefs  of  language,  and  fimilarity  of  manners, 
will  infenfibly  prevail,  and  eftablifh  an  intereft  in  the  fmaller 
kingdom  *

The 
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The  plains  are  yet  warm  with  the  blood  of  Irlfhmen  in 
defence  of  Britain,  which,  if  yet  faithful  to  us,  our  veins  are 
ready  to  bleed  afrefh  in  the  fame  caufe  ;  if  not,  we  fhine  the 
centre  of  our  own  intereft,  and  danger  is  a  cloud  that  mocks 
at  a  diftance.  The  King  of  England  is  alfo  King  of  Ire- 
land ;  the  liberty  of  England,  is  the  liberty  of  Ireland.  But 
why  deduce  from  her  the  Heavenly  gift  ?  It  is  the  privilege 
of  individuals,  breathed  with  our  breath,  and  wrote  on  the 
heart  by  the  finger  of  God  !  Let  no  little  party-fpirit  difunite 
you  ;  twigs  gather  ftrength  from  combination  ;  the  dignity  of 
your  prince,  the  aggrandiiement  of  your  kingdom,  and  the 
welfare  of  Britain  is  your  object ;  difcufs  your  affairs  with 
fpirit  and  moderation ! 

Perfevere ;  your  caufe  is  good ;  your  fufferings  have  been 
great ;  your  complaints  juft  j  your  fpirit  is  roufed,  and  you 
cannot  be  enflaved. 

It  is  a  maxim  that  the  King  can  do  no  wrong;  let  it  be  now, 
that  he  Jhzll  do  no  wrong. 

Watch  over  the  facred  freedom  of  the  prefs  *  that  great 
medium  of  information,  through  which  we  think  aloud  ; 
friends  will  not  be  wanting  on  all  occafions  to  wield  the  pen: 

O  facred  weapon,  left  for  Truth's  defence, 
Sole  dread  of  folly,  vice,  and  infolence. 

Quid  de  reliquis  republicae  malis  ?  Licet-ne  dicere  ?  Mihi 
vero  licet  et  femper  licebit  dignitatem  tueri,  mortem  contem- 
ners Proteftas  modo  veniendi  in  hunc  locum  fit,  dicendi 
periculum  non  recufo.  Cic.  Orat. 

I  contemplate  with  joy,  and  wait  with  impatience,  the 
happy  moment  that  is  to  crown  your  glorious  exertions  with 
fomething  more   than  human  felicity,   when  the  unwearied 

*  Private  individuals,  unknown  to  each  other,  are  forced  to  bear  in  fi- 
lence  thofe  injuries  in  which  they  do  not  fee  other  people  take  a  concern. 
Left  to  their  own  individual  ftrength,  they  tremble  before  the  formidable 
and  ever  ready  power  of  thofe  who  govern  ;  and,  as  the  latter  Well  know, 
nay,  are  apt  to  over-rate  the  advantages  of  their  own  fituation,  they 
think  they  may  venture  upon  any  thing.  But  when  they  fee  that  all  their 
actions  are  expofed  to  public  view,  that  in  confequence  of  the  celerity 
with  which  all  things  are  communicated,  the  whole  nation  feems  as  it 
were  one  continued  irritable  body,  no  part  of  which  can  be  touched  with- 
out exciting  an  univerfal  tremor ;  they  become  fenfible  that  the  caufe  of

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Newenham  is  to  exert  himlelf  for  the  more  due  reprefentation 
of  the  people  ;  when  the  difcerning  and  comprehenilve  Flood, 
with  irrefillable  eloquence,  fhall  help  to  fix  our  liberties  on  the 
mod  durable  bafis ;  when  an  Iri/Jj  Bill  of  Rights  fhall  fliine  as 
the  rainbow  of  our  political  fky;  when  the  placemen  and  pen- 
fioners  fink  beneath  public  execration,  and  the  voice  of 
virtue  refound  in  the  fenate;  when  the  tranfa&ions  of  the  bi- 
fhops,  thofe  expletives  offociety,  and  other  lumber  of  the  church, 
fhall  be  more  duly  examined:  to  doubt  of  thefe  would  be  to 
doubt  of  our  existence !  to  miftruft  that  Providence,  which  has 
fruited  on  our  endeavours,  and  the  difinterefted fiame,  that  per-. 
vades  the  mo  ft:  inanimate  bofom.  Your  progreffion  to  perfec- 
tion is  quick,  and  I  fee  you  will  not  ceafe  till  you  attain  it ; 
the  wide,  the  unbounded  profpeet  lies  before  you, 

Nor  "  fhadows,  clouds,  nor  darknefs  reft  upon  it." 
Then  fhall  the  fun  of  freedom  rufli  forth  as  a  bridegroom  out  o! 
his  chamber,  and  rejoice  as  a  giant  to  run  his  courfe.  May 
it  go  forth  from  the  uttermoft  part  of  the  Heaven,  and  run 
about  to  the  end  of  it  again,  and  nothing  be  hid  from  the 
heat  thereof. 

Before  I  part  the  reader,  I  muft  make  another  obfervation 
or  two,  which  is,  that  whoever  attempts  to  fupprefs  Volun- 
teering, or  but  whifpers,  that  it  ought  to  be  done,  let  his 
rank  or  fituation  be  what  it  may;  let  him  do  it  with  a  tongue 
dipt  in  oil,  and  with  a  countenance  drefled  by  the  graces  ;  or 
with  lightening  in  his  eye,  and  thunder  leaping  from  his  brow ; 
whether  he  does  it  in  the  fenate  or  out  of  the  fenate ;  whether 
tyrannically  to  a  fet  of  trembling  dependents,  or  fervilely 
cringing  to  fome  lordly  fuperior,  he  is  qually  the  detefted 
enemy  of  Ireland,  and  mould  be  looked  upon  with  abhorrence  ; 
and  if  we  are  anxious  to  have  our  conftitution  and  liberty  fully 
afcertained,  and  the  extention  of  our  commerce  indifputably 
cftablifhed  on  a  lading  foundation,  there  is  no  other  means 
under  Heaven  of  doing  fo,  but  by  perfevering  in  the  prefent 
fpirit,  and  keeping  up,  unimpaired,  our  Volunteer  army.

VV  HEN  national  claims  are  mutually  acknowledged,  ex- 
planation is  needlefs  ;  when  they  neceflarilyfubvert  the  fecurity 
of  either  nation,  it  is  fruitl  efs-— but,  when  nations  Hand 
bound  to  each  other  by  every  tie  of  intereft  and  principle  of 
conftitution ;  when  the  juil  rights  of  each  ftrengthen  the  fe- 
curity of  both,  explanation  then  becomes  the  bond  ef  indif- 
ibluable  union.-  Upon  this  principle,  the  county  of  Cavan, 
aflembled  in  its  moft  collective  capacity,  at  this  interfiling  mo- 
ment of  our  exiilence  as  a  free  country,  feels  itfelf  called  upon 
to  give  this  folemri  teilimony  tq  the  refpeftive  rights  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland^ 

We  declare,  That  we  will  pay  obedience  to  thofe  laws  only, 
which  are  made  -by  our  own  legiflature,  the  King,  Lords,  and 
Commons  of  Ireland,  as  the  very  terms  of  our  original  com- 
pact with  Great  Britain  are,  that  we  Jhall  poffefs  and  exercife 
the  full  enjoyment  of  the  Briiifh  'conftitution.  As  external 
greatnefs  and  conftitutional  extend  on  were  the  objects  of 
Great  Britain  in  that  compact ;  as  external  fecurity  and  con= 
ftitutional  liberty  were  the  objects  of  Ireland,  whatever  leads 
to  feparation  on  the  part  of  the  latter,  or  infringement  on 
the  part  of  the  former,  is  a  violation  to  both. 

Upon  this  principle,  we  claim,  that  Great  Britain  will, 
in  courfe,  repeal,  or  explain  every  ftatute  that  militates 
againft  the  liberties  of  this  kingdom ;    that  our  legiflature 
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will,  in  courfe,  adopt  and  legalize  every  Bririfli  ftatute  ne« 
ceflary  to  preferve  the  proper  intercourfe  between  the  two 
nations.  But  whilft  we  claim  for  Ireland  every  benefit  of 
the  Britifh  conftitution,  we  ihould  render  ourfelves  betrayers 
of  that  trull,  if  we  were  not  vigilant  to  prevent  and  remedy 
every  abufe  of  Irifh  legiflation. 

Juftice,  therefore,  as  well  as  felf-defence,  dictate  a  repeal 
or  explanation  of  the  law,  commonly  called  Poyning's  Law, 
and  the  explanatory  one  of  the  4th  and  f  th  of  Philip  and 
Mary,  which  we  confider  as  an  unconftitutional  facrifice  of 
the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people,  either  in  its  firft  origin, 
or  fubfequent  mifconftruclion,  which  were  not  in  the  power 
of  a  parliament  to  give  away,  and  alfo  a  conftitutional  modi- 
fication of  the  Mutiny  Bill. 

As  we  feel  ourfelves,  equally  with  Great  Britain,  bound  by 
every  treaty  of  the  King,  we  feel  ourfelves,  equally  with 
Great  Britain,  entitled  to  every  benefit  deriving  frem  them ; 
we,  therefore,  claim  as  free  and  equal  advantages  of  trade 
and  commerce  with  every  nation  as  Great  Britain  herfelf  en- 
joys, and  we  pledge  ourfelves  to  our  country  and  to  each 
other,  to  exert  every  conftitutional  mean  to  fupport  this  oiu- 
folemn  declaration.

we  in  vain  called  on  government  for  defence,  we  were  bid  to 
defend  ourfelves,  as  they  could  not,  and  that  it  was  owing 
to  the  magnanimity,  fpirited  exertions,  and  difcipline  of  the 
Volunteers,  (who,  without  expence  to  this  country,  armed 
and  ftood  forth  in  its  defence,  and  have  by  their  continuance 
iuperceded  the  want  of  any  army  but  themfelves)  that  the 
machinations  of  the  houfes  of  Bourbon  againft  this  kingdom 
proved  abortive.

to  terminate  every  anxious  jealoufy,  and  to  prevent  the  pof- 
fibility  of  any  future  conteft  between  our  filter  kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  us,  with  whom  we  defire  to  live  on  the 
pureft  terms  of  amity  and  moil  cordial  friendfhip,  our  in- 
tereft  being  infeparable,  being  the  fame  blood  and  people, 
and  ^having  the  fame  charters  of  liberty  and  conflitution 
granted  to  our  anceftors  when  they  removed  from  England 
to  Ireland ;  and  being  convinced  that  fuch  a  unity  of  rights 
will  encreafe  and  eftabiifh  the  ftrength  of  the  whole  Britifn 
empire ;  we  therefore  do  declare,  that  we  will,  in  every  filia- 
tion of  life,  by  every  conftitutional  means  in  our  power,  af- 
fert  and  fupport  the  independence  of  this  nation,  on  any

King,  and  entitled  to  equal  freedom,  we  muft  reprobate  the 
powers  exercifed  by  the  Privy  Council  under  cover  of  Poyn- 
ing's  law,  a  mutiny  bill  unlimited  in  point  of  duration,  and 
the  dependence  of  cur  Judges  on  the  pleafure  of  the  Crown  :" 
thefe  are  lhackles  upon  the  freedom  of  our  conftitution, 
Which  are  unknown  to  the  Britifh,  and  grievances  which  it  is 

the 
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the  duty  of  the  reprefentativcs  of  the  people  to  redrefs.  To 
exert  the  influence  we  conftitutionally  poffefs  is  our  duty  :  we 
do  therefore  now  ftrictly  bind  ourfelves,  by  every  tie  of  ho- 
nour, to  oppofe  the  re-election  of  any  member  of  the  Houle 
o£  Commons,  who  will  not  on  every  occafion  fupport  a  par- 
liamentary declaration  of  rights,  a  conftitutional  modifica- 
tion of  Poyning's  law,  a  limitation  of  the  mutiny  bill,  and 
every  exertion  neceftary  to  eftablifh  the  independence  of  the 
Judges. 

Whereas  it  has  been  fuggefted,  that  the  proceedings  of  the 
I  rifli  nation,  have  been '  represented  in  England,  as  arifing 
from  a  wiih  in  the  people  of  this  country  to  lhake  off  all 
connection  with  our  lifter  kingdom ; 

Relblved  unanimoufly,  That  it  is  our  earned  wifli  to  pre- 
ferve,  and  by  removing  all  jealoufics,  perpetuate  an  intimate 
and  constitutional  connection  with  Britain,  and  that,  fur- 
rounded  as  flie  is  by  an  hoft  of  enemies,  we  are  determined 
to  JJoare  her  liberty  and  Jloare  her  fate.

turies with  Great  Britain)  confeious  that  friendfhip  and  focial 
affection  wall  be  molt  effectually  fecured  between  the  filter 
kingdoms,  by  a  perfect  enjoyment  of  equal  liberties  and  equal 
privileges,  we  fhould  confider  ourfelves  as  guilty  of  the  mod 
criminal  negligence,  as  highly  deficient  in  that  facred  duty 
which  we  owe  to  our  country  and  ourfelves,  did  we  delay  for 
a  moment  to  declare  to  you,  our  reprefentatives,  to  whom  we 
have  delegated  our  deareft  trufts,  our  unalterable  fentiments 
on  thofe  great  conftitutional  queftions,  which,  in  their  deci- 
fion,  muft  involve  our  eodftence  as  a  free  people. 

We  call  upon  you  to  exert  your  utmoft  endeavours  to  pro* 
cure  a  full  and  explicit  parliamentary  declaration  of  the  rights 
of  this  country,  that  no  man,  or  body  of  men,  other  than 
the  King,  Lords,  and  Commons  of  Ireland,  had,  have,  or 
ought  to  have  a  right  to  make  laws  to  bind  this  kingdom  ;  on 
this  bafis  alone  can  the  conftitutional  privileges  of  this  realm 
reft  in  permanent  fecurity. 

We  inftruct  you,  as  far  as  in  you  lies,  to  endeavour  to  pro- 
cure a  repeal  of  that  law  of  Poyning's,  under  colour  of 
which,  powers  are  exercifed  by  the  Privy  Council,  incon- 
fiftent  with,  and  inimical  to  the  rights  of  a  free  people.

Wc  have  beheld,  with  the  utmoft  concern,  a  mutiny  hill 
enacted,  which,  not  being  limited  in  duration,  like  the  Engliih 
law,  has  created  a  perpetual  (landing  army,  peculiarly  dan- 
gerous in  this  country,  where  a  large  hereditary  revenue  has 
greatly  encreafed  the  power  of  the  Crown.  To  a  repeal  of 
this  law  we  would  direct  your  warmeft  exertions. 

That  the  fountain  of  juftice  may  be  pure  and  unpolluted, 
the  independence  of  Judges  fhould  be  firmly  eflabliihed  and 
carefully  guarded  ;  and  we  cannot  but  exprefs  our  furprife, 
that  a  bill  tending  to  fo  laudable  a  purpofe,  has  not  yet  been 
granted  to  the  wiihes  of  a  loyal  people.

SIR, 

THERE  is  a  moment  in  the  affairs  of  nations  as  well  as 
of  individuals,  which  if  feized  and  happily  improved,  may 
lead  to  profperity,  if  neglected,  may  terminate  in  the  rivetting 
of  its  oppreffions.  Such  a  moment  is  the  present :  'the  eyes 
of  Europe  are  upon  us,  and  pofterity  will  read'  our  conduft 
with  appiaufe  or  execration,  according  to  the' die  we  make 
of  the  opportunities,  which  a  providential  combination  of 
events  has  afforded  us.  When  the  rights  of  a  nation  become 
objects  of  public  queition  or  difeulTion,  not  to  affert  is  to  re- 
linquish, to  hefitate  is  to  betray.  The  die  is  caft  ;  if  we  ad- 
vance with  a  manly  and  determined  Hep,  we  enfure  fuccefs  ; 
i£  we  recede  or  divide,  we  fink  for  ever ;  in  fo  awful  an  hour, 
who  is  the  man  that  however  unwilling  to  provoke  the  quef- 
tion,  will  not  at  the  day  of  trial  be  found  in  his  pod:.  Your 
private  opinion,  Sir,  mult  give  way  to  the  national  voice; 
the  aiTemblage  of  qualities  which  formed  and  elevated  your 
character,  railed  you  to  one  of  the  moll:  exalted  fituations  a- 
mbject  could  arrive  at.  Your  abilities  remain,  we  have  re- 
lied on  your  integrity  ;  yet,  we  cannot  but  lament,  that  at  the 
moment  we  flood  in  need  of  all  the  influence  of  fuch  a  cha- 
racter, its  brightnefs  fhould  have  been  lhaded,  and  its  weight 
loft  to  the  nation,  by  being  placed  in  a  Ration  in  which,  how- 
ever chafce,  it  may' at  leait  be  fufpected.  But  waving  at  pre- 
fent  the  confideration  of  this  fubjecl,  we  now  call  upon  ycu, 
as  one  of  our  reprefentatives,  as  you  value  our  future  appro- 
bation and  fupport,  to  give  your  fulleft  afliflance  to  the  fol-  ' 
lowing  meafures,  whenever  they  mail  be  propofed  in  parlia- 
ment, viz.  A  declaration  of  our  national  rights.  ;  an  ademption  of 
the  afjumed  power  of  the  Privy  Council  to  flop  or  alter  bills  ;  a  mu- 
tiny bill  limited  in  its  duration  ;  a  bill  rendering  the  Judges  indepen- 
dent of  the  Grown  ;  and  a  bill  to  reduce  the  expences  of  the  nation  to 
a  level  with  its  revenues,  as  we  cannot  conceive  a  conduct  more 
Infane,  than  for  a  people  fcarce  emerging  from  ruin,  like  a 
profligate  heir,  to  anticipate  its  funds,  and  ground  certain  ex- 
travagance on  uncertain  profperity.

To  the  Right  Honourable  WALTER  BURGH,  and  JOHN 
FITZGIBBON,  Efq;  Reprefentatives  in  Parliament  for  the 
Univerfity  of  Dublin. 

Gentlemen, 

vV  KEN  the  murmurs  of  a  people,  flruggling  for  their  rights, 
have  been  heard  even  in  the  quiet  retreat  of  fcience,  we  fhould 
deem  it  a  breach  of  duty  to  our  countrymen  and  ourfelves, 
did  we  neglect  to  fecond  their  virtuous  exertions  :  we  are  ne- 
ver forward  in  political  contefts  ;  we  fhall  always  be  decided 
and  fteady;  although  we  have  not  been  the  firft  to  complain 
of,  yet,  we  have  not  been  the  laft  to  feel  the  repeated  injuries 
this  country  has  fuffered,  not  only  from  thole  who  may  have 
feparate  duties  and  feparate  interefts,  but  from  men  who  are 
bound  by  the  ftrongelt  duty,  and  the  deareft  intereft,  to  vindi- 
cate its  rights,  and  cherifh  its  profperity. 

The  power  of  binding  Ireland  by  acis  of  a  foreign  legiila- 
ture,  is  what  nothing  but  a  fpirit  of  arrogance  or  oppreffion 
would  infift  upon  ;  nothing  but  the  moft  abject  fervility  fubmit 
to;  for  we  cannot  fuppofe,  that  the  appearance  of  a  claim 
which  iritates  the  whole  body  of  the  people,  would  be  re- 
tained, unlefs  there  was  an  intention  of  enforcing  this  claim 
hereafter ;  we  are  therefore  convinced,  that  an  exprefs  decla- 
ration of  rights,  is  the  only  meafure  upon  which  this  country 
can  build  its  legiflative  independence,  and  that  a  reluctance 
to  aflert  the  constitution  of  the  land,  may  furnifh  Great  Bri- 
tain with  a  pretence  for  denying  the  juftice  of  our  requifition. 
We  do  not  think  the  prefent  fituation  of  Great  Britain  to 
be  any  objection  againft  fuch  a  declaration,  as  we  can  never 
fuppofe  that  fhe  could  derive  ftrength  from  our  weaknefs,  or 
any  fecurity  to  her  liberties  from  the  oppreffion  of  ours  ;  and 
that  time   is  undoubtedly  to  be  preferred  for  the  affertion  of 

our 
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.  our  rights,  when  the  object  is  likely  to  be  obtained  with  the 
leait  ftruggle.' 

The  infecure  attachment  of  Ireland  to  the  crown  of  Eng- 
land at  a  former  period,  furnimed  a  pretext  for  diverting  the 
houfes  of  parliament  of  their  right  to  originate  bills,  unlefs 
previoufly  certified  into  England  under  the  great  leal  of  this 
kingdom;  now,  as  the  loyalty  of  this  country  for  feveral 
centuries  paft,  fo  often  tried,  and  fo  often  acknowledged,  has 
removed  every  caufe  of  diftruft,  we  conceive  that  this  injuri- 
ous and  humiliating  reftriction  mould  alio  ceafe. 

The  dependance  of  the  judges  of  Ireland  on  the  will  of 
the  fovereign,  may,  in  the  hands  of  an  afpiring  monarch, 
prove  a  powerful  inftrument  of  opprefiion  ;  now,  holding  cur- 
i'elves  entitled  to  every  conftitutional  fecurity  which  our  filler 
kingdom  poffefTes,  we  confider  it  neceifary  that  the  judges  of 
this  kingdom  IhouM  be  made  equally  independent  with  thofe 
of  Great  Britain. 

But  fince  every  advantage  which  could  refult  from  thefe  re- 
formations muft  be  precarious,  as  long  as  a  perpetual  mutiny 
bill  exifts,  by  which,  force  may  be  made  to  fupercede  right, 
and  the  foldiery  of  Ireland  are  fubjected  to  trial  and  punimment 
by  any  future  articles  of  war,  which  the  king  and  privy 
council  of  Great  Britain  may  think  proper  to  adopt ;  we  are 
perfuaded,  that  every  conceffion  mud  be  imperfect,  un'efs 
accompanied  with  the  repeal  of  fo  dangerous  a  law. 

We  therefore  expect  you  will  exert  your  mod  ftrenuous  ef- 
forts, to  obtain  a  declaration  of  the  rights  of  Ireland ;  a  re- 
peal or  fatisfactory  explanation  of  the  law  of  Poyning's  ;  an 
act  for  making  the  tenure  of  the  judges  independent  of  the 
crown;  and  a  repeal  of  the  perpetual  mutiny  bill. 

We  declare,  That  thefe  are  our  fixed  and  unalterable  fenti- 
ments,  and  we  are  convinced  that  nothing  fiiort  cf  the  requi- 
fitions  herein  contained,  can  be,  in  any  degree,  fat  is  facto  ry  to 
the  people  of  Ireland. 

It  is  ourwilh  to  render  the  connection  between  this  country 
and  Great  Britain,  as  clofs  and  permanent  as  pofiible,  and 
we  are  perfuaded  that  this  is  only  to  neaccompiiiheibj  -ibolim- 
ing  all  ufurped  authority  of  the;  one  over  the  other,  and  re- 
moving every  invidious  diltinction  benveen  the  comtitutions 
of  two  countries,  equally  entitled  to  be  free.

Gentlemen , 

I  AM  juft  now  honoured  with  your  inftruftions,  which 
have  been  forwarded  to  me  by  poft.  Be  aflured,  that  I  fhall 
always  feel  the  utmoft  fatisfaction  in  receiving  the  instructions 
of  that  very  great  and  refpectable  body  which  I  have  the  ho- 
nour to  reprefent,  and  that  you  fhall  ever  find  me  ready,  to 
the  beft  of  my  ability,  to  vindicate  your  rights. 

I  have  always  been  of  opinion,  that  the  claim  of  the  Britifh 
parliament  to  make  laws  for  this  country,  is  a  daring  ufurpa- 
tion  on  the  rights  of  a  free  people,  and  have  uniformly  af- 
ferted  this  opinion  both  in  public  and  in  private.  When  a  de- 
claration of  the  legiflative  right  was  moved  in  the  houfe  of 
commons,  I  did  oppofe  it,  upon  a  decided  conviction  that  it 
was  a  tfcteafure  of  a  dangerous  tendency,  and  withal  inadequate 
to  the  purpofe  for  which  it  was  intended.  However,  I  do, 
without  hefitation,  yield  my  own  opinion  upon  this  fubject  to 
yours,  and  will,  whenever  fuch  a  declaration  fhall  be  moved, 
give  it  my  fupport. 
S  With 
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With  refpect  to  an  explanation  of  the  law  of  Poyning,  I 
confefs,<the  more  I  eonfider  the  fubject,  the  more  difficult  it 
appears  to  me.  Allow  me  to  remind  you,  that  the  Univer- 
fity  did,  upon  a  very  recent  occafion,  experience  that  this 
law,  in  its  prefent  form,  may  operate  beneficially.  A  total  re- 
peal of  it,  will  I  hope,  on  conlideration,  appear  to  you  to  be 
not,  by  any  means,  a  dcfireable  object — You  may  reft  affured, 
that  the  beft  attention  which  I  can  give  to  the  fubject  lhai!  be 
exerted  ;  and  I  truft  and  doubt  not,  that  upon  a  communica- 
tion with  you  upon  this  topic,  I  fhall  be  able  to  give  you  full 
fatisfaction. 

I  agree  with  you  mod  warmly,  that  any  advantage  which 
we  may  derive  from  reformation  muit  be  precarious,  fo  long 
as  the  articles  of  war  fhall  continue  to  be  a  permanent  and 
cftabliihed  branch  of  municipal  law,  which  they  certainly  are 
under  the  prefent  act  for  regulating  the  king's  army  in  Ireland, 
I  have  not  a  doubt  in  my  mind,  that  a  perpetual  mutiny  law 
lays  the  foundation  of  a  military  government  in  this  country  j 
upon  this  principle  I  did  oppofe  it  as  ftrenuoufly  as  I  could, 
from  the  firft  moment  it  was  introduced  into  the  houfe  of 
commons,  and  upon  this  principle  I  will,  whilit  Hive,  make 
every  effort  within  my  power  to  procure  a  repeal  of  it.  The 
adminiftration  of  juftice  in  this  country  is  certainly  an  objexfi 
of  the  firft  importance,  and  therefore  I  will,  at  all  times,  con- 
cur in  any  meafure  which  can  be  propofed  to  make  the  judges 
of  the  land  independent  and  refpectable.

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Refolved,  That  the  independence  of  Judges  is  effential  to 
the  impartial  administration  of  juilice  in  Ireland,  and  that 
the  refufal  or  delay  of  this  right,  may  excite  jealoufy  and 
difcontent,  and  is  a  grievance. 

Refolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  are  due  to  thofe 
wife  and  virtuous  men,  who  fo  firmly  demanded,  and  fo 
ftrenuoufly  contended  for  declarations  of  our  rights,  and  re- 
drefs   of  our  grievances. 

Refolved,  That  to  poftpone  or  delay  fuch  declarations  of 
our  rights,  and  compleat  and  fatisfa&ory  redrefs  of  our  grie- 
vances, is  in  effect  to  deny  the  rights,  and  to  deny  them,  is 
bafely  to  betray  them. 

Refolved,  That  it  is  our  unalterable  determination  to  feek 
a  redrefs  of  thefe  grievances;  and  we  pledge  ourfelves  to 
each  other,  and  to  ;  our  country,  as  freeholders,  fellow-citi- 
zens, and  men  of  honour,  that  we  will  at  every  enfuing  elec- 
tion for  our  county,  fupport  thofe  only*  who  will  fupport 
us  therein  ;  and  that  we  will  ufe  all  conftitutional  means  to 
make  fuch  our  purfuit  of  redrefs,  fpeedy  and  eFeetual. 

Rofolved,  That  our  reprefentalives  in  parliament,  Sir  Lu- 
cius O'Brien,  Bart,  and  Edward  Fitzgerald,  Efq;  have  ful- 
filled the  trufl:  repofed  in  them,  and  deferve  the  warmed:  ap- 
probation of  their  conduct,  which  is  peculiarly  praife-wor- 
thy  and  difmterefted,  at  a  time  when  venality  and  corruption 
influence  fo  many  members  of  parliament,  and  conftitutes 
the  minifterial  fyftem  of  government  in  this  country. 

Refolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  meeting  be  given  to  our 
worthy  High  Sheriff,  for  his  ready  compliance  With  the  re- 
queft  made  to  him  for  convening  the  county,  and  for  his  im- 
partial conduct  in  the  chair.

Council  Chamber ,  April  6 ,    1782. 

W  E,  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  county  of  the  city  of  Cork, 
at  Spring  affizes  affembled,  firmly  convinced,  that  an  explicit 
and  timely  avowal  of  the  decided  fentiments  of  the  Irifh  na- 
tion, will  be  the  moft  effectual  means  of  preventing  all  future 
jealoufy  between  us  and  our  fifter  kingdom,  and,  that  it  will 

beft 
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Left  tend  to  cement  that  union  of  hearts  and  fentimcnts  be- 
tween the  fubjects  of  the  two  countries,  fo  devoutly  to  be 
wiihed  for  by  every  friend  to  either,  and  fo  indifpenfably  ne- 
ceflary  to  the  real  happinefs  and  profperity  of  both,  have 
thought  it  neceffary  to  make  the  following  folemn  and  unani- 
mous declarations,  to  which  we  have  affixed  our  names,  and 
by  which  we  will  abide  : 

That  the  people  of  Ireland  are  a  Free  People,  firmly  at- 
tached by  every  tie  of  intereit  and  of  duty,  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  their  conftitutional  rights,  zealouily  loyal  to  the 
King,  and  fiiicereiy  affectionate  to  .their  Britifh  fellow  fubjects. 

That  it  is  the  undoubted  privilege,  and  unalienable  right 
of  a  free  people  to  make  laws  for  themfejves,  and  to  be  bound 
by  no  laws  but  only  fucji,  to  which,  by  their  reprefentatives  in 
parliament,  they  have  given  confent. 

That  the  exercife  of  the  power  of  legiilation  by  any  fo- 
reign legiflature,  is  degrading  to  the  country  over  which  fucli 
power  is  exerted,  fubverfrve  of  its  liberties,  calculated  to 
break  down  the  fpirit  of  its  people,  and  fufficient  to  reduce  a 
great  kingdom  to  the  contemptible  fituation  of  a  tributary 
province. 

That  the  King,  Lords,  and  Commons  of  Ireland  are  the 
legiflature  thereof,  competent  folely,  and  in  exclufion  of  every 
other  power  upon  earth,  to  make  laws  to  bind  this  kingdom; 
and  that  every  attempt  by  any  other  body  of  men  to  exercife 
this  right,  is  unconstitutional,  and  ought  to  be  refilled, 

That  the  claim  of  the  Britifh  parliament  to  bind  this  king- 
dom by  laws,  is  a  claim  difgraceful  and  unproductive  ;  dis- 
graceful to  us,  becaufe  it  is  an  infringement  of  our  conlHtu- 
tion  ;  unproductive  to  Great  Britain,  becaufe  the  exercife  of 
it  will  not  be  fubmitced  to  by  the  people  of  Ireland. 

That  the  members  of  the  houfe  of  commons  are  the  repre- 
fentatives of,  and  derive  their  power  folely  from,  the  peop.e. 
That  it  is  their  indifpen'ibie  duty  to  redrefs  the  grievances, 
and  to  gratify  the  wiihes  of  the  peop'e.  That  in  this  firm 
perfuation,  we  do  expect  from  them  a  declaration  of  right ; 
we  recommend  this  great  object  to  them  as  the  humble,  but 
earneft  requeft  of  an  unanimous  nation,  whole  liberty  they 
are  delegated  to  protect,  and  at  whofe  tribunal  they  are  ac- 
countable for  their  conduct ;  and  we  pledge  curfelvcs  to  thera, 
and  to  each  other,  to  fupport  wTith  our  lives  and  fortunes,  any 
meafures  which  they  may  deem  expedient  to  adopt  in  fupport 
of  thefe  our  undsubted  rights. 

That 
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That  the  independence  of  Judges  is  equally  effential  to 
the  impartial  administration  of  juftice  in  this  kingdom  as  in 
Great  Britain  ;  that  it  is  a  national  object  of  the  firft  impor- 
tance, and  of  which  we  recommend  it  ftrenuoufly  to  our  re- 
prefentatives  in  parliament,  never  to  lofe  light ;  and  that  we 
look  up  with  peculiar  confidence  for  the  attainment  of  this 
valuable  acquifition  to  the  fame  Iriih  Minifters,  to  whofe  faith- 
ful reprefentations  and  fuccefsful  efforts  we  are  indebted,  for 
that  other  bulwark  of  our  conflitution  and  liberties,  the  habeas 
corpus  ach 

That,  as  the  Grand  Jury  of  this  city  were  among  the  fore- 
moil  in  expreffiqns  of  gratitude  for  the  commercial  favours 
conferred  upon  the  people  of  Ireland,  by  the  liberal  hand  of 
their  filler  kingdom,  fo  Ihould  they  confider  themfelves  want- 
ing in  that  duty  which  they  owe  to  their  fellow-citizens  and 
their  country,  if  they  failed  to  affert  their  commercial  rights, 
if  they  did  not  declare  that  the  ports  of  this  kingdom  are  of 
right  open  to  all  foreign  countries  not  at  war  with  the  King  ; 
and  that  any  burthen  thereupon,  or  ebftru<5Hon  thereto,  fave 
only  by  the  parliament  ©f  Ireland,  is  unconftkutional,  illegal, 
and  a  grievance. 

That  a  mutiny  bill  not  Iimitted  in  point  of  duration,  from 
feffjon  to  feffion,  may  be  dangerous  to  the  conftitution,  and 
is  a  grievance. 

That  we  cannot  fufficiently  applaud  the  liberal  fpirit  whiclj 
has  dictated  to  our  reprefentatives  in  parliament  the'emancipa- 
tion  of  their  Roman  Catholic  brethren,  from  perfection  in  a 
land  of  liberty,  and  from  vaffalage  in  the  bofom  of  their 
country,  which  has  reftored  them  to  their  common  rights, 
and  has  confirmed  to  the  date  the  loyalty  and  the  affections 
of  a  great  majority  of  its  people  ;  thofe  affections  which  in- 
juries could  not  eradicate,  and  that  loyalty,  which  the  op- 
predion  of  a  century  was  infufficient  to  extinguish. 

That  we  contemplate  with  pleafure  the  happy  confequences 
of  this  enlarged  policy  ;  that  mutual  confidence  has  taken 
root  amongft  us.  and  that  the  public  ftrength  has  rifen  is 
proportion ;  that  Ireland  is  united,  and  that  therefore  fhe 
muff  be  Free,

kingdom,  which  we  are  perfuaded  would  produce  the  moft 
happy  effecls. 

6.  That  fuch  members  as  ac"t  contrary  to  the  inclinations 
and  interefts  of  their  condiments,- or  endeavour,  by  abfence.,

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when  Important  eonftitutional  queftions  are  depending  in  the

Friends,  Freemen,  and  Fellow -Soldiers, 

VV  E  have  fufpended  all  obfervations  on  public  affairs,  until 
we  fhould  receive  that  authentic  information  from  our  legif- 
lature  on  which  we  mould  ground  our  proceedings.  Appointed 
by  the  Volunteers  of  our  refpective  provinces  to  fuperintend 
the  great  caufe  in  which  we  were  engaged,  we  have  been 
watchful  fpectators  of  its  progrefs,  and  have  waited,  in  filent 
expectation,  for  the  fate  of  thofe  demands  of  juftice,  which 
our  parliament,  echoing  the  voice  of  the  nation,  had  carried 
to  the  foot  of  the  throne.  We  can  now  congratulate  with  our 
fellow-foldiers  on  the  full  completion  of  their  wifhes.  The 
all-bountiful  Providence,  whofe  omnipotent  hand  guides  the 
fate  of  natrons,  has  led  this  country  on  to  Glory ;  the  people 
of  Ireland,  with  the  fteady  dignified  moderation  of  confcious 
f ectitudej  have  boldly  vindicated  their  Rights ;  and  the  mag- 
nanimity of  Britain,  forgetting  all  antient  prejudices,  has' 
obliterated  every  fource  of  jealoufy,  by  an  aft  of  ample  and 
unequivocal  juftice.  Let  us  bow  down  with  gratitude  to' 
that  Providence,  wnofe  divine  protection  has  led  us  through 
the  paths  of  peace  to  the  fummit  of  fuccefs ;  let  us  cherifh  that 
fpirit  in  ourfelves  which  has  been  the  inftrument  of  our  deli- 
verance; let  us  embrace  our  filler  kingdom  with  renovated 
affection,  and  evince  that  freedom  is  the  ftrongeft  cement  of 
union  and  liberality,  the  firmed  bafis  of  power. 

The  diftinction  between  Englifhman  and  Irifhman  is  no 
more ;  we  are  now  one  people ;  we  have  but  one  intereft,  one 
caufe,  one  enemy,  one  friend,  and  we  truft  that  the  conduct 
of  the  Irifh  nation  will  demonftrate  to  all  mankind,  that  the 
fame  fpirit  which  grafps  at  liberty  and  fpurns  at  ufurpation,  is 
equally  alive  to  the  impreffions  of  friendfhip,  of  kindnefs,  and 
of  generofity.  Let  this  aufpicious  sera,  which  at  once  reftores 
us  to  the  poiTeffion  of  our  conftitution,  and  to  the  arms 
of  our  magnanimous  fifter,  be  ever  recorded  in  the  annals 
of  this  country ;  and  let  the  glory  which  furrounds  it  diffufe  its 
light  to  illuminate  fucceeding  ages;  let  itructures  arife  to 
commemorate  the  tranfactions  of  this  eventful  period,  and  to 
hold  up  an  example  to  ftimulate  pofterity  to  an  emulation  of 
the  virtues  of  their  anceftors,  and  religioufly  to  preferve  the 
facred  truft  tranfmitted  to  them  inviolate  and  uncontaminated ; 
tet  the  whole  nation  pour  in  the  voluntary  tribute  of  its  feelings, 
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that  every  man  who  affifted  in  the  attainment  of  the  object  may 
have  the  gratification  of  contributing  to  the  mealure  which  is 
to  record  it,  and  that  as  the  caufe  is  national,  fo  mould  the 
monument. 

Amidtt  thefe  efiufions  of  public  exultation ;  amidil  thefe 
records  of  the  glorious  events  of  this  memorable  aera;  while 
wre  pay  every  tetlimony  of  heart-felt  gratitude  tothofe  ever-to- 
be-honoured  Senators,  who,  fuperior  to  all  temptation,  have 
boldly  ft  ood  forth  in  vindicating  the  lights  of  their  country; 
while  we  offer  every  tribute  of  particular  veneration  to  the 
illuftrious  leader  of  the  Volunteers  of  Ireland,  the  Farl  of 
Charlemontw  we  mould  be  wanting  to  our  own  feelings,  to 
our  fenfeM5f  jultice,  and  to  what  we  are  convinced  is  the 
unanimous  fenie  of  the  nation,  did  we  not  hold  up  that 
great  and  exalted  character,  Henry  Grafton,  as  the  object  cf 
peculiar  commemoration  and  diilinguifhed  national  reward.  It 
was  the  capacious  genius  cf  that  honour  to  his  country  and 
mankind,  which  firft  conceived  the  practicability  of  refcuing  his 
native  land  from  oppreftion;  it  was  the  power  of  his  fplendid 
abilities  which  rouzed  the  public  mind,  and  called  forth  all 
the  talents  and  all  the  virtue  in  the  nation  to  his  aid  ; 
it  was  his  perfeverance  which,  w7ith  fuch  an  aid,  irrefiftibly 
bore  down  all  oppofition  to  the  parliamentary  declaration, 
and  the  Britifh  recognition  of  cur  conftitution.  Services  like 
thefe  are  fo  blended  with,  and  form  fo  leading  a  feature  in  the 
hiltory  of  the  times,  that  one  cannot  be  commemorated  with- 
out the  other,  nor  can  any  monument  record  the  effect  without 
dilt inguiihing  the  caufe.  But  we  mould  not  ftop  here ;  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough  received  Blenheim  from  the  Britifh 
nation,  as  a  tribute  of  gratitude  for  his  military  fuccefs ;  but 
as  much  as  liberty  is  more  valuable  than  conqueft,  fo  are  the 
fervices  of  a  Grattan  fuperior  to  thofe  of  a  Marlborough ; 
and  we  truft  the  characterise  generolity  of  thelrifh  will  not 
be  inferior  to  that  of  Britain,  in  proportion  to  her  ability. 
The  reward  to  the  individual  is  united  to  the  political  encou- 
ragement held  out  to  public  virtue,  and  if  a  nation  mould  err 
in  its  retribution  for  diftinguifhed  fervices,  its  error  fhould  ever 
be  on  the  fide  of  liberality. 

Impreffed  with  thefe  opinions,  we  did  intend  to  recom- 
mend it  to  your  confederation,  to  apply  in  your  capacity  as 
freeholders  to  the  Sheriffs  of  your  refpective  counties,  to 
convene  public  meetings,  for  the  purpofe  of  instructing  your 
reprefentatives  in  parliament,  to  confer  an  adequate,  national 
reward  on   that  truly  deferving  character}   but  finding  the 

L  1  fubie-ct 
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fubject  was  laft  night  mentioned  in  the  houfe  of  commons  hj 
a  very  refpectable  member,  and  is  foon  to  be  taken  under 
parliamentary  confederation,  we  have  only  to  exprefs  our  wifh, 
that  every  county  in  the  kingdom  may  be  convened  to  fanc- 
tify,  by  their  approbation,  the  conduct  of  their  reprefentatives 
on  this  occafion,  and  evince,  that  it  is  equally  the  defire  of 
the  people  and  the  legiflature. 

While  we  falicitate  you  on  the  glorious  profpecls  which 
now  begin  to  open  in  this  country;  while  we  view  with 
wonder  and  exultation  the  tide  of  good  fortune  which  poured 
in  at  once  upon  the  Irifh  nation  and  the  empire  at  large,  we 
Cannot  but  particularly  intreat  you  not  to  relax  your  military 
defcipline ;  we  have  now  a  coflitution  as  well  as  property  to 
defend  againft  the  common  enemy;  let  us  remember  too, 
that  there  is  a  public  fpirit  and  a  high  fenfe  of  honour  an- 
nexed to  the  Volunteer  inftitution,  which,  we  have  found  the 
great  fupport  and  incentive  to  national  virtue ;  and  which, 
having  already  made  corruption  fink  before  it,  can  alone  pre- 
vent its  rifing  again  into  exiftence. 

The  late  happy  change  in  his  Majefty's  meafures  and 
Minifters  in  Ireland,  as  well  as  Great  Britain,  feems  the 
harbinger  of  profperity  and  indiflbluble  union  to  both 
kingdoms ;-  and  we  truft,  that  gratified  in  all  thofe  par- 
ticulars mentioned  in  the  late  addrefles  of  our  parliament, 
the  people  of  this  country  will  (as  well  as  the  legiflature)  afTure 
his  Majefty,-  that  while  England  adheres  to  the  principle 
manifefted  in  her  prefent  conduct,  no  conflitutional  queftion 
between  the  two  nations  will  any  longer  exift,  which  can 
interrupt  their  harmony ;  and  that  we  will  fhew  our  fifter- 
kingdom  and  the  world,  that  a  government  founded  on  the 
broad  bafis  of  liberty,  of  purity,  and  public  opinion,  will

"  We  humbly  beg  leave  to  exprefs  our  gratitude  for  the 
appointment  of  his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Portland  to  the  govern- 
ment of  Ireland.  Prevented  by  fituation  from  enjoying  the 
prefence  of  our  benevolent  Sovereign,  we  rejoice  in  a  viceroy, 
whofe  character  affures  us  that  he  will  faithfully  difcharge  the 
duties  of  his  Station. 

"  The  ceconomy  and  retrenchment  which  your  Majefty 
has  been  gracioufly  pleafed  both  to  recommend  and  practife, 
will,  we  humbly  hope,  be  extended  to  Ireland.  Should  a 
more  equal  representation  of  the  people  be  «tJfo  adopted,  our 
profperity  would  be  for  ever  fecured,  and  your  Majefty's 
reign  moft  honourably  diftinguiftied  in  the  annals  of  mankind. 

"  We  rejoice  in  the  great  and  ftgnal  fuccefs  of  your  Ma- 
jefty's arms  :  every  enemy  muit  yield  to  the  efforts  of  a  great, 
a  brave,  a  free,  and  an  united  people.  Your  Majefty's  choice

The  advertisement  runs  thus. — "  Refolved  unaaimoufly, 
that  the  addreffes  of  the  Iriih  parliament  having  ciifchiimed 
any  power  or  authority  of  any  fort  whatever  in  the  parliament 
of  Great  Britain  over  this  realm,  We  ihall  confider  a  repeal 
of  the  6th  of  Geo.  the  firft  by  the  Britiih  parliament,  made 
in  purfuance  of  the  faid  addreiles,  a  complete  renunciation  of 
all  the  claims  contained  in  laid  ftatute,  and  as  fuch,  we  will 
accept  it  and  deem  U  fatisfaSory"

fter,  three  from  Cannaught,  and  three  from  Ulfter. 

The  objections  to  that  advertifement,  as  far  as  the  province 
of  Ulfter  is  concerned,  are  fo  glaring  as  f carpel y  to  require  a 
comment.: — Three  Delegates  of  the  province,  without  aay 
authority  from  the  people  they  reprefent,  decide  on  a  great 
national  queftion,  with  which  the  liberty  of  a  kingdom, 
glorioufly  ftruggling  for  a  free  conftitution,  is  intimately  con- 
nected. The  very  men  who  fummoiied  a  general  meeting  of 
the  province*  to  be  held  only  three  days  after  their  publication 
appeared,  attempted  in  this  extraordinary  manner  to  influence 
the  proceedings  of  a  great  and  refpe&ahle  body,  which  had 
appointed  them  for  purpofes  of  a  very  different  and  much 
more  limited  nature.

2.  That  we  will,  as  Volunteers,  Freeholders,  and  Protec- 
tants,- in  our  feyeral  capacities  and  relations,  as  men  firmly 
and  zeajoufly  attached  tp  the  unalienable  rights,  civil  and 
commercial,  of  Ireland,  co-operate  with  our  brethren  Volun- 
teers, and  feljow-citizens,  in  every  conftitutional  meafure,  to 
confirm,  eftablifh,  and  afcertain  the  freedom  of  this  kingdom, 
and  to  unite  us  by  indiifoluble  ties  of  mutual  intereft,  attach- 
ment, and  affection,  to  our  filler  kingdom. 

3 .  That  the  honourable  Arthur  Cole  Hamilton,  cur  com- 
mander, be  requefted,  and  is  hereby  appointed  a  Delegate 
from  this  company,  to  confer  with  the  other  Delegates  of  the 
Ulfter  Volunteers  in  Dublin,  on  all  conftitutional  meafures 
and  queftions  that  may  tend  to  the  redrefs  of  grievances,  and 
invaded  rights  of  Ireland. 

4.  That  we  will  attend  the  review  to  be  held  at  Strabane, 
on  the  1 8th  of  July  next, 

5.  That  the  thanks  of  this  company  be  given  to  Lieute- 
nant Lennon,  for  his  very  proper  conduct  on  the  prefent  oc- 
cafion. 

6.  That  thefe  our  refolutions  be  publifhed  in  the  Dublin

The  following  Declaration  was  unanimoufly  agreed  to,  and 
ordered  to  be  published, 

OENSIBLE  of  the  rights  of  men  from,  what  we  feel  in  our- 
selves, and  animated  by  the  pureft  fentiments  of  liberty  and 
benevolence,  we  cannot  help  exprefiing  our  fatisfaction  at  the 
recent  progrefs  of  religious  toleration  in  the  chriftian  world. 
The  arm  of  authority  is  learning  to  unbend  the  chains  which 
"bigotry  hath  long  rivetted;  the  mind  is  beginning  to  relume 
a  lenfe  of  its  native  excellence,  and  the  bell  confequeaces  may 
jje  expected. 

We  heartily  partake  with  the  friends  of  civil  liberty,  alfo, 
in  the  great  felf-complacence  which  they  mud  at  prefent  enjoy, 
from  the  flattering  profpecls  of  fuccefs  in  their  virtuous  ftrug- 
gles.  And  we  fincerely  congratulate  our  fellow-citizens  in 
this  kingdom,  in  particular,  upon  the  extenfive  unanimity, 
the  firmnefs,  and  the  moderate  and  generous  fpirit  of  their 
late  refolves.  We  fee  baneful  counfellors  ficulking  from  the 
merited  vengance  of  an  injured  people,  and  corruption  totter- 
ing to  its  fall;  we  fee  the  hand  of  ju (lice  ready  to  diitribute 
equal  privileges  to  all  his  Majelty's  fubje&s,  and  true  policy 
anxious  to  unite  the  Britifh  empire  in  mutual  confidence, 
profperity,  and  peace ;  we  fee  our  ancient  enemies  trembling 
at  the  force  which  ceconomy,  patriotifm,  and  union,  are 
likely  to  bring  againft  them ;  and  we  rejoice. 

And  We  further  declare,  That  the  man  who  attempts  to 
fupprefs  the  peoples  voice  in  public  affairs,  or  who  barters  the 
more  general  welfare  to  private  emolument,  ihall,  hereafter, 
meet  our  warmeit  oppofition ;  as  we  look  upon  a  fair  represen- 
tation of  the  people  as  the  bell  fecurity  of  our  conftitutional 
rights ;  and  are  determined  to  co-operate  with  our  fellow- 
citizens  in  every  meafure  which  may  tend  to  promote  the 
independence  of  parliament,

The  following  refolutions  were  unanimoufly  agreed  to  : 

IvESOLVED,  That  we  will  not,  on  any  future  eIe<5tion,  give 
our  iufrrages  or  fupport  to  any  Candidate,  who  will  not  give 
us  the  moft  folemn  afliirance  of  protecting  and  fupporting  the 
real  conftitutional  intereO;  and  rights  of  this  Kingdom. 

Refolved,  That  we  expect  that  our  reprefentatives,  as  well 
for  this  county  as  for  the  burroughs,  will  ufe  their  moft 
ftrenuous  efforts  to  have  that  act,  called  Poynings  lata,  re- 
pealed, as  we  apprehend  it  veils  a  dangerous  power  in  per- 
sons who  are  no  part  of  the  real  legiflative  body  of  this  king- 
dom. 

Refolved,  That  we  fmcerely  abhor  and  abjure  an  aft  made 
in  the  6th  of  George  I.  known  by  the  name  of  the  Declara- 
tory Acl,  and  that  we  will  oppofe  its  operation  and  tendency 
to  t£ie  utmoft  of  our  powers. 

Refolved,  That  the  power  affiimed  by  the  Britifh  legiflature 
of  making  laws  to  bind  us,  is  ufurped  and  unconftitutional ; 
and  that  we  will  obey  no  laws  but  thofe  made  by  our  King, 
our  own  Lords  and  Commons. 

Refolved,  That  though  we  cannot  anfwer  to  our  confeiences 
or  pofterity,  to  fuffer  any  infringement  on  our  liberties,  or 
unjuft:  rejlriclions  on  our  commerce ;  yet,  we  look  upon  ourfelves 
bound,  by  the  ftrongeft  ties,  to  affift  our  brethren  of  Great  Bri- 
tain to  the  extent  of  our  abilities  ;  and  as  we  are  governed  by' 
the  fame  Sovereign,  breathe  the  fame  fpirit  of  liberty,  and  in 
general  have  adopted  the  fame  laws,  we  will  always  confider 
their  enemies  as  ours,  and  behave  in  all  refpe&s  as  the 
people  of  an  effecliionate,  but  at  the  fame  time,  an  independent 
Jijler  kingdom. 

Refolved,  That  as  we  have  taken  up  arms  for  the  defence 
of  our  rights  and  privileges,  fo  fhall  we  continue  our  afTocia? 
tion  for  the  defence  of  the  fame.

HILE  we  acknowledge  the  very  high  pleafure  which 
the  noble  appearance  of  Volunteers  this  day  afforded  us,  we 
Hiuft  do  equal  juftice  to  our  feelings,  in  expreflmg  great  fatis- 
faction  at  the  very  public  approbation  you  have  avowed  tor 
our  caufe. 

We  take  the  fame  oceafion  to  declare  our  refohitions  of 
acquiring  further  knowledge  in  the  ufe  of  arms,  in  fo  far  as 
theneceffary  calls  of  civil  life  permit.  A  fecurity  from  foreign 
enemies*  as  well  as  from  internal  violence,  and  ftill  more  the 
prefervation  of  our  conftitution  in  its  pureft  form,  plead 
itrongly  for  that  continued  exertion,  and  lhall  have  our  moft 
active  fupport.  * 

We  lament  the  policy  of  the  prefent  age,  which  has  re- 
duced corruption  into  a  fyftem,  and  feparated  the  intereits  of 
the  people  from  that  of  their  governors.  But  it  is  yet  of 
fuperior  concern  that  our  conftitution,  originally  at  glorious 
attempt  at  human  perfection*  fhould  not  have  fufficient  powers 
to  check  that  deftructive  evil,  and  that  while  a  corrupt  borough 
influence,  and  a  confequent  imperfect  reprefentation  continue, 
the  people  at  large,  however  incorruptible,  can  afford  but  a 
partial  relief. 

Sir,  holding  an  equality  of  civil  and  commercial  freedom 
as  conftitutional  rights,  we  have  been  much  hurt  at  the  illi- 
beral reftrictions,  which  have  hitherto  governed  die  liberties 
and  trade  of  this  kingdom.  We  hold  it  as  a  fettled  principle, 
that  the  King,  Lords  and  Commons  of  Ireland,  are  alone 
competent  to  make  laws,  and  that  the  legislative  interference 
of  the  Privy  Council  is  highly  repugnant  to  fuch  our  confti- 
tution. Making  the  regulation  of  the  army  perpetual  is  aft 
act  the  more  alarming  and  unneceflary,  under  the  exiftence 
of  a  conilitutional  army,  which  is  equally  determined  to  pre- 
serve the  peace  and  liberties  of  the  kingdom.  And  laftly,  it 
is  our  wifh,  and  in  this,  Sir,  you  will  witnefs  our  moderation. 
to  have  a  liberal  fyftem  of  government,  which,  detefting  all 
monopolies  of  freedom  as  of  trade,  cenfuks  the  common  pros- 
perity of  the  Empire. 
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To  you,  Sir, .  who,  with  fuch  confident  rectitude,  appear  m 
tne  field  and  in  the  fenate  the  friend  of  Ireland,  we  thus 
make  bur  folemn  appeal,  as  in  fupport  of  it  we  wifh  to  imitate 
your  hrmnefs  and  integrity.
